The above-mentioned certificate (and declaration, in cases where a declaration shall be required) are 
to be annexed to the petition to be written by the candidate, and they are to sign a declaration thercon, 
teat they have read these printed instructions. The same declaration is to be signed by the parent, 
geardian, or near relation of the candidates respectively. 

Candidates will be interrogated in an open Committee as to their character, connexions, and qualifi- 
cations, conformably to the General Court's resolution of the 6th July 1809. The nature of the interro- 
sauton may be known on application to the Clerk of the College department. And the following Rules 
and Regulations are to be observed with respect to the examination of Candidates: 
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Bach candidate shall produce testimonials of good moral conduct, under the hang of the principal or 
superior authority of the college or public institution in which he may have been educated, or under the 
hand of the private instructor to whose care he may have been confided; and the said testimonials 
shall have reference to his conduct during the two years immediately preceding his presentation for admission. 


Each candidate shall be examined in the Four Gospels of the Greek Testament, and shall not be deem- 
ed duly qualified for admission to Haileybury College, unless he be found to possess a competent know- 
ledge thereof; nor unless he be able to render into English some portion of the works of one of the fol- 
Jowing Greek authors :—Homer, Herodotus, Xenophon, Thucydides, Sophocles, and Burtvidess nor unless 
he can render into English some portion of the works of one of the following Latin authors :—Livy, Te- 
rence, Cicero, Tacitus, Virgil, and Horace; and this part of the examination will include questions in 
ancient history, geography, and philosophy. 

Each candidate shall also be examined in English history and geography, and in the elements of ma- 
thematical science, inclucing the common rules of arithmetic, vulgar and decimal fractions, and the first 
four books of Euclid, He shall also be examined in the first part of Paley'’s Evidences of Christianity. 


It is, however, to be understood, that superior attainments in one of the departments of literature or 


science, comprised in the foregoing plan of examination, shall, at the discretion of the Examiners, be 
considered to compensate for compurative deficiency in other qualifications. 

The examinations are held at the East-India House, half-yearly, in the months of January and July. 

A student publicly expelled the college will not be admitted into the Company's civil or military ser 
vice in India, or into the Company's Military Seminary. 

No person can be appointed a member of the Company's Civil Service whose age is less than eighteen 
or more than twent “three ears, nor until he shall have resided four terms at least in the college, and 
shall have obtained a certificate signed by the Principal of his having conformed himself to the statutes 
and regulations of the College. 

On a student's appointment to be a Member of the Civil Service he will be required to attend at the 
Secretary's Ottice, Kast-India House, to make the necessary arrangements for entering into covenant, 
and for giving a bond for £1000 jointly with two sureties for the due fulfilment of the same, and a legal 
instrument is to be entered into by some one person (to be approved by the Court of Directors) binding 
himself to pay the sum of £3000, as liquidated damages, to the Company, for breach of a covenant to be 
entered into that the student's nomination hath not been in any way bought, or sold, or exchanged for 
any thing convertible into a pecuniary benetit. 

The rank of students leaving the college is determined by the certificate of the Principal, which is 
granted with reference to the industry, proficiency, and general good behaviour of the students, 

Such rank to take effect only in the event of the students proceeding to India within six months after 
they are so ranked whether they procced vid Egypt or the Cape of Good Hope. 


TERMS OF ADMISSION FOR STUDENTS.

‘The cadet must not join the seminary with a greater sum in his possession than 
one guinea, and a further supply from any of his relations during his term may subject him to dismission 
from the seminary. 

Vacations.—18. Midsummer commences about the middle of June, ends 3ist July. 

Christmas commences about the middle of December, ends 31st January. 

19. Before the close of every vacation, the cadet must apply at the Cadet Office, Military Department, 
East.India House, for an order for his re-admission, and all sums then due to the Company must be paid 
un. This order will express that he is only to be re-admitted upon his returning with the same number 
of books and instruments which be took home with him, that his linen is put into proper repair, and that 
he is in a fit state of health to renew his studies. 


Notice to Parents and Guardians. . 


The friends of every cadet are hereby informed, that provision being made for furnishing him with 
every requisite, he cannot really want a supply of moucy to be placed at his disposal while at the semi- 
nary; and if they do notwithstanding think proper to furnish him with money, they put it in hix power 
to commit irregularities, which must always retard his studies, and may eventually lead to his removal 
from the institution. ‘ 
The parents and friends are further particularly desired not to attend to any application from the cadet 
for money, under the pretence of hix having incurred any debts at Croydon, or elsewhere, or for the pur- 
pose of subscribing to the public charities, or any other pretence whatever. 
It having become known that cadets have been in the habit of writing to their friends for money, 
under the pretence that there were so many stoppages from their weckly allowance that they had scarce- 
jy any money left, the Committee have ascertained that these stoppages have arisen, not only from a 
wilful and wanton destruction of public property, but in a considerable degree from the postage of letters, 
and the carriage of parcels addressed to the cadets. It has in consequence been ordered, that no letter 
or parcel shall be admitted into the seminary unless the postage or carriage of such letter or pareel 
shall have been previously fully paid for by the person sending the same. It has also been ordered that 5 
every parcel shall be opened in the presence of one of the orderly officers and the cadet to whom it is : 
sent; that should it contain wine, or any thing prohibited in the regulations, the parcel, upon the first 
offence, will be returned to the person sending the same; and that upon the second offence, the cadet 
will be ordered home, and will not be re-admitted untila written apology has been sent to the Com- 
mittee by the person who has committed a breach of this regulation.

By resolutions of the Court of Directors, dated on the 14th March, 1736; 8th April, 1807 ; 30th August, 
15233; and 6th January, 1833, all cartets apaointed to the Company's service in Bengal, are required to 
me sudscribers to the Military Ocplian Society, and to the Military Widows’ Fund, at that Presi- 
cy, 

By a resolation of the Court of Directors, dated on the 30th April, 1823, all cadets appointed to the Com- 
paay’s service at Fort St George and Bombay, are required to become subscribers to the Military Fund 
At tkeur respective presidencies. 

The engineer cadets ure required to embark and sail for their respective destinations within three 
aoniths after quitting Chatham, and the artillery aud infantry cadets within three months after passing 
Ubeir pablic examination. 


MeMOoRANDA. * 


Tae gentlemen cadets educated al the Military Seminary are eligible for the corps of engineers, ar- 
tierv, and jofantry. Admission to the two first of these branches, viz. the engineers and artillery, is 
cay to be obtained by these cadets, none others being eligible. Those who are most distinguished are 
seiccted for the engineers, according to the vacancies in that branch. Those immediately following in 
seeder of succeasion are promoted to the corps of horse and foot artillery. 


Trose cadets for whom there is no room in the engineers, but who are reported to have attained to a 
sh degree of qualitication, receive honorary certificates, and their names are announced to the govern- 
meas in India, and published in general orders to the army, as meriting particular notice. They have 
tae anviieze of chonaing the presidency in In lia to which they shall be stationed. ‘The cadets not ap- 
pxated to the engineers or artillery are, when reported oualified, posted to the infantry, and rank togeth: 
er secording to the rank which they obtained at the seminary. 


‘The gentlemen cadets may pass through the seminary as rapidly as their attainments and qualifica- 
tars wil enable them to pass alter a year's residence, provided that they are of the age of sixteen years 
oa or bu ‘ure the day of their final examination. ‘Their stay at the institotion is limited to four terms. 


The cadets educated at this institution take rank in the army above all other cadets who are Appointed 
fron the commencement of three months previously to the date of the seminary cadets being reported 
qaalified ; and all the time passed by them at the institution after they attain the age of sixteen counts 
&s s0 much time passed in [India in calculating their period of service for retiring pensions on full pay. 


CHAPLAINS. 
Regulations for their Admission into Company's Service. 


Candidates for appointments as Assistant Chaplains must have been two years in Orders, and must not 
etceed forty years ofage; and at the time of appointment are required to produce their letters of Orders, 
Deacon and Priest, as weil as testimonial, signed by three beneficed clergymen, and a medical certifi. 
cate; the appointments are made subject to the approval of the Archbishop of Canterbury or the Bishop 
ef London. 

Chaplains are required to enter into covenant, and to give a bond for £500 jointly with two sureties for 
the due fulflment of the same. 

Under the Deed of Covenant, Chaplains are required to subscribe to the Military Fund at the Presiden- 
ey to which they may be attached. 

Chaplains must proceed to their destination within Six Months from the Date of the Court's Resolu- 
go by which they were nominated; and in failure thereof, without leave obtained from the Court, their 
appointments will lapse. 


ASSISTANT SURGEONS. 


Regulations for their Admission into Company's Service. 


Aca The assistant surgeon must not be under twenty-two years, in proofof which he must produce 
extract from the revister of the parish in which he was born, or his own declaration pursuant to the 
act of the Sth and 6th Gulielmi IV., cap. 62, and other certificates, agreeably 10 forms to be obtained in 
the office for cadets and assistant surgeons. 


QratiricaTion in Surcery. The assistant surgeon, upon receiving a nomination, will be furnished 
wrna letter to the Court of Examiners of the Royal College of Surgeons, to be examined in Surgery, 
aad their certificate will be deemed a satisfactory testimonial of his qualilication: but should the assis- 
tant surgeon be previously in possession of a diploma from the Royal College of Surgeons of London, or 
«f the Colleges of Surgeons of Dublin or Edinburgh, or of the College and University of Glasgow, or_of 
te: Faculty of Physicians and Surgeons of Glasgow, either of them will be deemed satisfactory as to his 
kwowledge of Surgery, without any further examination. He iy also required to procuce a certificate 
frog the Capper of a Public Hospital in London, of having acquired and being capable of practising, with 
proper dexterity, the art of cupping. a 

QcaLiricaTion In Puysic. The assistant surgeon will also be required to pass an examination by the 
Ce ny’s examining physician in the practice of physic, which examination will be included as 
wach anatomy and physiology as is necessary for Understanding the causes and treatment of internal

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diseases, as well an the art of prescribing and compounding medicines, and Dr. Scott will then require 
bim to produce satisfactory proof of his having attended at least two courses of lectures on the practice 
of physic, and above all, that he should produce a certificate of having attended diligently the practice 
of the physicians at some general Hospital in London for six months; or at some general Hospital in the 
country (whithin the United Kingdom) for six months, provided such provincia! Hospital contain at least, 
on an average, one hundred in-Patients, and have attached to it a regular establishment of physicians 
as well as surzeons. No attendance on the practice of a physician at any Dispensary will be admitted. 


‘The assistant surzeon is also required, as a condition to his appointment, to subscribe to the military 
or medical retiring fund at his respective presidency, and algo to the military orphan society if appointed 
to Bengal. 


The assistant surgeon is required, by resolution of Court of the 2ist of May 1828, to apply at the Cadet- 
office, and actually proceed within three months from the date of being passed and sworn before the Mi- 
litary Committee, he will thea be furnished with an order to obtain the certiticate of his appointment, 
signed by the Secretary, for which he will pay a fee of £5 in the Secretary's Oftice. 


CAVALRY or INFANTRY CADETS. 


Cadets nominated for either of the above corps must be 16 years of aze, and under 22, unless they have 
held a commission in her Majesty's service for one year, or in the militia or fencibles when embodied and 
have been called into actual service, or from the company of cadets in the royal regiment of artillery, 
they are then eligible if not more than 25 years of age; and they must procure similar certificates and 
vouchers to those prescribed for cadets entiring the seminary. 


No person who has been dismissed the Army or Navy, the Royal Military College at Sandhurst, the 
Royal Military Academy at Woolwich, or who has been obliged to retire from any public institution for 
immoral or ungentlemanly conduct, will be appointed a cadet direct for India. 


No person will be appointed a cadet direct for India, without producing to the Military Committee a 
certificate, signed by two practising surgeons, that he has no mental or bodily defect whatever to dis- 
qualify him for military service. 

N. B. Candidates for Military Appointments whose age may exceed 22 years are not eligible for the 
Company's service in consequence of their having held a commission for twelve months and upwards in 
the Guernsey Militia, or in other corps similarly circumstanced, grauted after the 3d April, 1844, the date 
of the Court's resolution to this effect, 


CADETS and ASSISTANT SURGEONS. 


Ata Conrt of Directors, held on Friday, the 27th Feb. 1818 :—Resot.vep. That cadets and assistant sur- 
geons be in future ranked according to the seniority of the Directors nominating them, from the date of 
sailing of the several ships from Gravesend, by Lloyd's list, and that those who may embark at any of 
the out.ports be likewise ranked upon the same principle from the date of the ships’ departure from such 
out-ports by Lloyd's list. 


At a Court of Directors held 2ist May 1623:—ResoLven, That all the cavalry and infantry cadets and 
assistant surgeons who shall fail to apply at the Cadet Department for their orders within three mouths 
from the date of their being passed and sworn before the committee, or shall not actually proceed under 
such orders, be considered as having forfeited their appointments, unless special circurastances shall 
justify the Court's departure from this regulation. 


By a Resolution of Court of the 4th Dec, 1833, all direct Cadets appointed or sworn in between the 10th 
March and 10th June, or between 10th Sept. and toth Dec. (or the days which may be fixed on for the 
public examination of the Seminary Cadets) do rank after the Seminary Cadets who may pass their said 
examinations, provided the later sail for their respective destinations within three-months after passing 
said examinations. 


Resolution of Court of Directors, 9th August, 1809, to prevent the purchase of Appointments. 


‘That any person who shall, in fature, be nominated to a situation, either civil or military, in the service of 
the Company, and who shall have obtained such nomination in consequence of purchase, or agreement to 
purchase, or of any corrupt pretence whatever. either direct or indirect, by himself or by any other person, 
with or without his privity, shall be rejected from the service of the Company, and ordered back to England, 
if he shall have proceeded to Indin before a discovery of such corrupt practice be made: and if such situation 
shall have been so corruptly procured by himself, or with his privity, lie shall be rendered incapable of hold- 
ing that, or any other situation whatever, in the said service. Provided always, that if a fair disclosure of any 
corrupt transaction or practice, of the nature before described, wherein any Director has been concerned, sha 
be voluntarily made by the party or parties engaged in the same with such Director, the appointment thereby 
procured shall be confirmed by Court.

20 We perceive by the Abstract of Act LUI. of His present Majesty Chapter 155, annexed to 
your List of the aan Servants dated the 31st of May 1814, that according to your construction of that Act, 
a Civil Servant may upon his arrival, in India, receive £1,500 a year, bul this ismort assuredly a mistake. 
The Act above mentioned, has shortened the period two years which it tas required previously to the 
passing of that Act for a Servant to have resided in India, to enable him to receive more than £1.590 3,00 
er 4,000 a year, but it has not shortened the period which it was required, previously thereto for a servant 
4 have resided as above mentioned, to enable him to receive more than £500 a year consequently that 
Temains the same as it was before the aaid Act was passed, namely three years, allowing: with respect to 
the Servants educated at Hertford College, the time not execedlng. two years passed in that [nstitution, 
after they were seventeen to be considered as time passed in India; and this will be your future guid- 
ance. ’ 


ACT LIlI, OF GEORGE Ill. CHAPTER CLV. 


LXXXU. And whereas a strict adherence to the Provisions contained in the said Act mnde in the

Service for the space of ten years at least in the whole.

Appointment as a Member of euch Court, Board, or other Establishment, although such Civil Servant, in 
respect of whom such order shall be made, may hereby not take Precedence at or in such Court, Board, 
or other Establishment, Beconting. to the Seniority of his Appointment to the Service of the said Compa- 
ny, and such Civil Servant shall thereupon take Precedence at such Court, Board, or other Establishment 
accordingly, the said Act or any other matter or thing to the contrary notwithstanding.

far establishing further Regulations for the Government of the said Territories, and the better adminis- 
tratton of justice within the same; for appropriating to certain uses the revenues and profits of the said 
Companys, and for making provision for the good order and government of the Towns of Calcutta, Mad- 
ras and Bombay; it was enacted, that if any Governor General, or any other Officer whatever in the 
Service of the id Company, should quit or leave the Presidency or Settlement to which he should be- 
boag, other than in the known actual Service of the said Company, the Salary and A!lowances, appertain- 
ing to his Office should not be paid or payable during his absence to any agent or other person for his 
we; and in the event of his not returning back to his Station at such Presidency or Settlement, or his 
coming to Europe, his Salary and Allowances should be deemed to liave ceased from the day of his quit- 
fez xuch Presidency or Settlement ; any law or usage to the contrary notwithstanding. And whereas 
ithath happened that Officers, as well Civil as Military, in the Service of the said Company, who have 
qutted the Presidencies or Settlements to which they respectively belonged in consequence of ill health, 
with the intentivn of returning to their Stations at such Presidencies or Settlements without proceeding 
to Earope: have died during such temporary absence within the limits of the said Company's Charter, or 
at the Cape of Good Hope. And whereas it is just and reasonable that the representatives of such: Officers 
should be entitled to the Salaries and Allowances of such Officers from the time of quitting their Stations, 
Be it therefore enacted, that it shall and may be lawful to and for the said Company to cause payment to 
be made to the representatives of Officers in their Service, Civil.or Military, wha having quitted or left 
therr Stations, and not having proceeded or intended to proceed to Europe, bul intending to return to 
their Stations, have died, or may hereafter happen to die, during their temporary absence within the 
umits of the said Company's Charter, or at the Cape of Good Hope, of such Salaries and Allowances, or 
@ch portion of Salaries and Allowances, as the Officers so dying would have been entitled to, if they had 
retarned to their Stations. 

IV. And whereas certain payments have heretofore been made under the circumstances aforesaid ; be 
at farther enacted, that all such payments so made shall be deemed and taken to have been legally made; 
aay shag in the said recited Act of Parliament to the contrary notwithstanding ; Provided always, that 
sothing herein contained shall extend to authorize the said Company to make any such payment to the 
representatives of any such Officer who shall have quitted or left his Station prior to the Second Day of 
May, One Thousand Eight Hundred and Twenty One.. :

After the first year, a deduction of one cighth shall be made from 
the salary of the officers referred to in this rule. 

2 After the close of the second year when the salary of office ceases, Civil Servants who may obtain an 
extension of leave, will draw the subsistence allowance of their rauk only, but no such servant absent on leave 
on account of sickness. shall draw a less allowance as a Civil Servant out of employ, than that of a Junior 
Merchant, viz. Sa. Hy. 324 per mensem , i ; 

3 ‘The maximum period for which Civil Servant shall be allowed to draw the salary of office or any 
part thereof, is two years from the date of embarkation, and the offices of servants who may not return with- 
in that period, will be vacant and liable to be filled by fresh appointments. Civil Servants who may 80 over. 
stay the period of two years, provided they obtain an extension of leave of sickness to the satisfaction of the 
Government to which they are attached for the delay of their return, shall as above provided, receive the sub- 
sistence allowance ofa servant of their rank, subject to the exception above specified in favor of Junior ser- 
vants, but if they continue absent in disobedience of an order to return or without sufficient cause shown, that 
allowance also will be forfeited. ‘ 

4 Civil Servants absent on leave on account of sickness duly certified, if they proceed to England without 
returning to their presidency, may, as heretofore, apply to be admitted to furlough by the Honorable the Court. 
of Directors, and the furlouglt will, in such cases, take effect froin the date of leaving their presidency, conse- 
quently, the allowances of ottice that may have been drawn by themselves or by their ageuts, after their de- 
parture, must in that case be re-adjusted and the difference re-funded. 

5 Civil Servants desiring to avail themselves of the benefit of the act above referred to, and to draw their 
allowances while absent on account of sickness under the above rules, will be required to give security in such 
amount as may be required by the Governinent for the re-fund of any excess thut may be drawn, either by 
ayeuts at the presidency or by themselves, in case of theit proceeding to Europe on furlough, or otherwise, 
coming under retrenchment. 

6. No second leave will be granted to any Civil Servant who has been absent beyond sea for two years 
until three years after the date of return from sea, but if a Civil Servant is compelled by sickness to pro~ 
cced to sea again within this period, after having been absent less than two vears, he will be allowed to com- 
plete that petiod, drawing the proportion of salary allowed for the remaining time, as if the leave had been 


continuous. 


MILITARY OPPICERS HOLDING CIVIL sITUATIONS. 


7. Military Omicers employed in the Civil departments and drawing a civil allowance, are entitled, in com- 
mon with officers holding staff situations in the military department to draw the military pay and allowances 
‘ot their rank while absent at sea, on leave under merical certificate, and likewise, one halt of the difference 
between such allowances and the civil or staff pay of the offices !o which they stand appointed. 

‘8. The above allowances are to be drawn for a total period not exceeding two years from the date when 
the vessel in which such officer embark may leave the presidency or other port of departure, and the civil 
situation held by any o‘licer who shall not return within that period, shall be considered vacant.

10. The Civil Auditor will pass the bills of officers on leave beyond sea under medical certificate for the por- 
tion of their civil salary which they are permitted to draw by those rules, in like manner, us is provided for 
Civil Servants proceeding to sea on medical certificate. But it is hereby provided, that civil allowances shall 
not be drawn by a military officer under this rule after the date of departure beyond sea, unless security shall 
have been previously given in such amount as may be fixed by Government.

Whereas Sy an Act passed in the fourth year of the Reign of His late Majesty King William the Fourth, 
ialitaled “ An Act for the better administration of justice in his Majesty's Privy Council, it is amongst 
other things enacted, that ‘it shall be lawful for His Majesty in Council from time to time to make any 
sach rules and orders as may be thought Gt, for the regulating the mode, form and tine of appeal to be 
made from the decisions of the Courts of Sudder Dewanny Adawlut, or any other Coutts of Judicature, 
in Incha or elserhere, to the eastward of the Cape of Good Hope (from the decisions of which an appeal 
hes to His Majesty in Council, and in like manner from time to time to make such other regulations for 
the preventing delays in the making or hearing such appeals, and as to the expenses attending the ssid 
appeals and as to the amount or value of property in respect of which any such appeal may be mace.’ 
Awl Whereas His said late Majesty did, by his order in council, on the {6th day of January 1836, approve 
certain rules and orders for regulating the mode, form, aud time of appeal from the decisions of the said 
Coart of Sudder Dewanny Adawlut, and also certain regulations for the preventing delays in the making 
«# hearing of such appeals, and as to the expences attending such appeals; and the sald rules, and or- 
ders and regulations, where set forth in certain Schedules, A. and H, to and by the said order in council 
of the 16th January annexed ‘and approved. And Whereas His said late Majesty did, by. his further 
order im council made on the 10th day of August 1834, alter and amend the said Schedule B. by cancelling 
the Rate No. 5 of the said Schedule B. 89 approved as aforesaid, and ordering that, in liew of the said 
ANh rule thereof, a certain other rule in such Jast mentioned order set forth should be substituted. And 
‘whereas the Queen's Most Kxcellent Majesty in Council hath demeed it expedient to cancel and rescind all 
the said rules, orders and regulations, and to make and substitute others in lieu thereof. 

Her Majesty is therefore pleased, by and with the advice of Her Privy Council to cancel and rescind 
all the said rules, orders, and regulations in the said recited orders in council of the !6th day of January

to approve of the several rules, orders, and regulations contained in the Schedule hereunder written or 
hereunto annexed, and to order, as it Is hereby ordered, that the same be respectively observed by Her 
Majesty Supreme Courts of Judicature at Fort William in Bengal, Fort St George and Hombay respec- 


luvel the Coarts of Judicature of Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca, and by the said se. 
veral Courts of Sudder Dewanny Adawlut, and all other Courts of Judicature in the Territories under the 
Government of the East India Company, and by all persons whom it shall or may concern. Whercof 
the Governor General and the Council of India, the Governor of Fort William in Bengal, the Governor in 
Council at Fort St. George, the Governor in Council at Bombay, the Governor of Agra, the Chief Justice 
and the Judges of Her Hy y's Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort William aforesaid, the Chief Justice 
and Judges of Her Majesty’ preme Court of Judicature at Fort St. George, the Chief Justice and Judges 
of Hee Majesty's Supreme Court of Judicature at Bombay, the Court of Judicature of Prince of Wales’ 
island, Singapore, and Malacca, the Judzes of the Several.

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CIVIL SERVICE REGULATIONS, &e. 


APPOINTMENT OF ADDITIONAL CITY AND ZILLAH JUDGES. 


Regulation “for the Occasional Appointment of additional Judyes of the Zillah and City Courts— 
Passed by the Governor General in Council on the 26th of August, 1833. 


The number of Civil Causes depending before the Judges of some of the Zillah and City Courts being 
so considerable, that great delay must occur in the investigation and decision of them, and of other 
Causes that may be instituted previous to their determination, unless more provision be made to expedite 
the same; and the accumulation of such Causes having cluefly proceeded from accidental circumstances, 
the effect of which may be removed by a temporary arrangement for the trial und decision of the Causes 
ja arrear, witbuut a permanent alteration of the established juriadictious; it is expedient that provision 
be made for the Occasional Appoiutmeut of Additioual Judges, to assist iu the trial and decision of 
Causes depending before the Judge of any City Zillah or Court in which such an Appointment is new re- 
quired, ander the circumstances above stated, or may hereafter becpine requisite, under a recurrence of 
sunitar circumstances ; the following Rules have accordingly been enacted to be in force from the date of 
their promutgation throughout the Provinces immediately subject to the Presidency of Fort William. 

Firat. When the number of Civil Causes depending befure the Judge of any City or Zillah Court may be 
soch as to require the aid and appointment of Additional Judges for the speedy investigation and decision 
of sech Causes, the Governor General in Council, at the recommendation of the Sudder Dewanee Udalut, 
or otherwise, of it shall appear to him expedient, will appoint any number of Additional Judges for the 
Cuy or Zillah wherein it may be requisite, to be denominated. Additional Judges of such City or Zillah 
who previously to entering upon the execution of the duties of his Office, shall take and subscribe the 
same Uath &s is directed to be taken and subscribed by the Judges of the City and Zillah Courts. 

Second. The Additional Judges so appointed are empowered to perform any part of the duties of the 
Jotge of the City or Zillah to which they may be appointed, that the Governor General in Council may as- 
sigo to them ; and such additional Judges in the performance of those duties, will exercise the same pow- 
em, aod be guided by the same Rules and Regulations in every respect, as the City or Zillah Judge.

Rules for the selection and nomination of Deputy Collectors under Regulation 1X. 1833. 


|. The Right Hon‘ble the Governor General in Council is pleased, with reference to the Provision of 
Regulation IX. current year, to direct the observance of the following Rules in the Selection and Nomi- 
nation of persons to the Oitice of Deputy Collector, provided for, in Section XVI. of that Enactment. 

2 When the Governor General in Council shall have decided on the employment of a Deputy Collec- 
tor in any particalar District it will be the duty of the Collector, in communication with the Commission- 
et of the Division, to nominate a person to the Oftice.—If the Commissioner and Collector, after consul- 
tation agree in nominating the same individual, the Collector will prepare a Statement, according to the 
aunexed form, and forward it to the Commissioner, who will fill up the head “ Remarks by the Commis- 

r," sign the Statement, and forward it to the Sudder Board of Revenue. 

3 If they should not agree, the Collector will forward the statement of the person he would recom. 
mend to the Commissioner, who will state his objections under the head of * Remarks by the Commissi- 
corer,” and return it to the Collector, with a similar statement of the person he would reeommend.—If the 
Collector should, on reconsideration, prefer the Commissioner's nomination, the Collector will fill up the 
bead “ Remarks by the Collector,” in the Commissioner's Statement, sign, and forward it to the Sudder 
Boare; but if the Collector should adhere to his own nomination, he will return the Commissioner's 
Suatement with his own remarks to that effect, and also state his objection to the person nominated by 
the Commissioner—If on receipt of this, the Commissioner should adhere to his own opinion, he will for- 
ward both Statements to the Board. fe 

4& On receipt of the Statements, the Members of the Board will institute such further enquiries as they 
may deem necessary, into the qualifications, character, and past employment of the persons nominated, 
nd they will sammon any of them before them, if they think proper—After completing their enquiries, 
the Board will submit the recommendation of the Local officers, with a Report of their own opinion, for 
Abe cunsideration and Orders of Government; and further, if any Member of the Board should consider 
any candidate for the appointment, who had been rejected by the Local Authorities, better qualified than 
any person recommended by those Officers, he should submit a recommendation of such person, drawn 
up in the form of the prescribed Statement, with his colleague's remarks thereon, 

5S Under the eleventh head of the Statement, it should be noticed whether the nominee was related to, 
of connected with, any persons in office, or of rank, or influence, or esegsing extensive property in the 
Dustrict, to which he may be nominated, of in any other District. Also the degree of estimation in which 
Uhe nominee was held in the District in which he had been employed or had resided. 

6 Under twelfth and thirteenth heads the Collector, Commissioner and Members of the Board, should 
distinctly state what opportunity they have had of making themselves acquainted with the character and 
qualifications of the person nominated. c 

7. Itis expected that the Collector and Commissioner will seek and select persons, otherwise duly 
qalifed, who may be known and generally respected as men of integrity and high character, 
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8. The particular attention of the Local Authorities and the Board should be directed to Section XXV. 
of the Regulation, it being of-the greatest consequence to the attainment of the objects of the present 
Enactment, hat persons who may be appointed to the Office of Deputy Collector, should be removed im- 
mediately after their disqualification, by neglect of duty, incapacity, corruption or other misconduct is 
known, and His Lordship in Council is of opinion, that such disqualification cannot be concealed from 
the Collector, Commissioner and the Board if they adopt the ordinary means within their power of agcer- 
yaining the same of the community respecting the character and conduct of every individual Gilling these 

ices. 

9. With respect to Salaries, His Lordship in Council has been pleased to determine that persons ap- 
pointed to the Office, shall ordinarily receive in the firat instance, the same Allowance as Sudder Ameens 
Appointed under Regulation V. 1831, viz. 300 Rs. a month, including 50 Rs. for establishment, and there 
shall be two more grades of Salary, viz 400 Rs. and 500 Rs. a month to which the Deputy Collectors shall 
he entitled to rise after intervals of five years, provided the Government should be satisfied, on Report 
from the Board and Locat Officers, or from other information, that the individuals merit the indulgence. 

10. The above scale however is not to be understood as precluding Government, in special cases, from 
bestowing the higher rates of Salary, previously to the expiration of the periods specified, on persons who 
may have distinguished themselves particularly, and also in favour of persons, such a ‘Tehsildars, Princi- 
pal Sudder Ameeus, or Sudder Ameens, who may be peculiarly qualified for Revenue duties, and whose 
Present Allowances may exceed or nearly equal the lowest rate of 300 Rs. 

it. These Rules are to apply to all persons whether temporarily or permanently appointed to the Office 
of Deputy Collector under the Regulation.

NOMINATION OF DEPUTY MAGISTRATES, 
Daten, Aucust 5, 1843. 


Order by the Right Honorable the Governor General of India in Council in the Home Department, 
da‘ed the Sth August, 1843. 


An Act for the more extensive employment of Uncovenanted Agency in the Judicial Department. 


Whereas the exigencies of the public service require that the Police and Criminal Branch of the Judi- 
cial Department should be strengthened by the more extensive employment of Uncovenanied Agency ; 

J. Itis hereby enacted, that it shall be competent to the Local Governments of both Divisions of the 
Benzal Presidency to appoint in any Zillah or District one or more Uncovenanted Deputy Magistrates 
with the powers hereinnfter specified. 

IL. And 4t is hereby enncted, that every person appointed to the Office of Deputy Magistrate under 
this Act, shall, previously to entering upon the execution of the duties of his Office, make and subscribe 
i rene Magistrate of the District to which he may be appointed, a declaration according to Act

| 
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IU. And it is bereby enacted, that a Deputy Macistrate appointed under this Act, shall be capable 
ef being emptoyed as a Judicial Gficer or as an Otficer of Police, or both, at the discretion of the Local 
Government. As a Judicial Officer he shall exercise the powers of a Covenanted Assistant under Regu- 
lanons XIII. 1797, 1X. 1807, or ILL. 1821, or the full powers of a Magistrate according to such orders as may 
from time to time be issued in that respect by the Local Government, and in such cases he shall be 
‘abject to such authority in regard to Appeals from his decisions and judicial orders as is provided for 
the decisions and orders of a Covenanted Assistant under the above Regulations, or of a Magistrate res. 

tively. Asan Officer of Police he shall be in all respects subordinate to the Magistrate under whom 
may be placed; he shall exercise such powers as the Government, or the Magistrate with the sanction 
of Government, may comunit to him, and shall obey all orders that may be issued, and perform all duties 
that may be assigned to him by that functionary, who shall be at all times competent, subject to such 
oriery an be may teceive from the Local Government,to extend, limit or resume the powers committed 
sach Deputy. 

IV. And itis hereby enacted, that nothing in this Act contained shall be held to disqualify any Unco- 
venanted Officer in the Revenue and Judicial Departments, from holding at the same time with any other 
Office the Office of Deputy Magistrate. . A 

¥. And it is hereby enacted, that a Deputy Magistrate appointed under this Act, shall not be dis- 
missed from Office for misconduct, withont the sanction of the Local Government. Whenever there may 
be reason to believe thata Deputy Magistrate is disqualified by neglect, incapacity or corruption for 
contiagance in Office, a report shall be submitted by the Local Magistrate for the consideration ard 
orders of the Local Government which shall be competent to suspend him, and order a further enquiry 
mito his conduct, or to direct hia immediate dismissal as may appear just and proper. 

VI. And it is hereby declared, that no native of the Territories subject to the Government of the East 
Intia Company, nor any natural born subject of Her Majesty resident therein is by reason only of his re- 
innon, place of birth, descent, color or any of them disabled from holding the Office of Deputy Collector 
wider Regulation LX. of 1833.

The Right Honorable the Governor General of India in Council is pleased to order the following resolu- 
tions to be published for general information. 

Resouvep.—That, for the conduct of the Departments of Accountant under the Government of Agra, 
there be established an Accountant's Office at Allahabad, with which shat! be combined the duties of the 
Present Superintendent or Superintendent of Resources in the North Western Provioces, and all the de- 
tails at present conducted for those Provinces by the Accountant in the Revenue and Judicial Depart- 
ments. and in the Department of Customs at the Presidency. 4 

That the Ovlicer placed at the head of this Office be denominated the Accountant of the Agra Presiden- 
cs, and allowed a Salary of 3,000 Rupees per mensem, that there be attached to the Office a Deputy on 
a acy OE 1500 Rupees per mensem ; the nomination and appointment to both Offices to be in the Go- 
vernor of Agra. 

That the Office of Superintendent of Resources in the North Western Provinces be abolished, and the 
records and accounts, with the Establishment now entertained therein, be transferred to the Accountant's 
Office at Allahabad. - 7 . 

That the Deputy Accountant be also Civil Auditor for the Agra Presidency, and that all charges in the 
Revenoe, Judicial and Customs Department, and the charges of all other Officers subject to the orders 
and authority of the Governor of Agra, be submitted to the sudit of the eputy Accountant and Auditor 
at Allahabad; the disbursements of Political Officers, Chaplains and others not yet transferred to the 
control of the Governor of Agra, will be audited, as heretofore, at the Hengal Presidency. 

That the Accounts of all Ofticers of the Presidency of Agra be adjusted and made upin the Office of the 
Accountant at Allahabad, in like manner as the Accounts of the Madras and Bombay Governments are 
adjasted at those Presidencies respectively. The transactions of Agra with the Bengal Presidency will 
alf pass through the Offices of the respective Accountants at the seats of Government. 

That there be transferred to the Offices of Account and Audit for the Agra Presidency such part of 
the Establishments of the Offices of Account and Audit at the Presidency as may be possible under the 
relief afforded by the removal of these branches of the existing business, It is expected that the Establish- 
ment so transfcrred, added to that of the Oltice of Superintendent of Resources, will suffice for the new 
offices at Allahabad without incurring much further charge on this account. 5 

That the fullowing arrangement of duties and moditication in other respects be made of the Offices of 
Accountant at the Presidency of Fort William so as to admit of the abolition of one substantial appoint- 
ment in dimiuntion of the expense attending the above arrangements. 

That the Accountant General conduct in person the duties of Military Accountant, and the Deputy Ac- 
countant Gencral be Accountant in the Secret, Political, Legislative, Judicial, Revenue, Gencral, Finan- 
cial, Commercial, Foreign, Customs, Salt, Opium and Marine Departments. sein 

The the Civil Auditor's Oftice at the Presidency continue on its present footing ; and that it will be the 
daty oF this Onicer to audit the Civil Charges of all Departments and of all Officers subject to the Govern- 
ment of Bengal.

‘That in virtue of the authority given by Section 113th of the Act of the 3d and 4th William LV. Chapter 
85 an offer of Transter to the Civil Establistiment of India be made to each of the Civil Servants on the 
China Establishment, that such of those Servants as shall accept that offer shall be eutitled to Annuities froma

Sec. 3. No leave of absence shall have any retrospective effect except in cases of severe iliness, to be 
attes'ed by medical certificate. conlorming in every respect to the directions contained in Section 5. 

Sec. 4. Upon application duly made the Government of each Preswency, may grant leave of absence 
to any place or piaces in the Continent of India, whether within the Territories subject to the Govern. 
Mento! the East India Company, or not, to any Civil or Military Servant holding a Civil appoi ent, 
subject to all the conditions prescribed in the rules that may be applicable to his case. Upon similar 
application the Government of each Presidency may also grant leave to such persons subject to the like 
conditions, to proceed to the Island of St. Helena, the Colony of the Cape of Good Hope, or to any place 
situate between the Sth Degree of North Latitude and the 50th Degree of South Latitude, such place 
being likewise between the J0th and 18th recs of Longitude East of Greenwich, excepting however 
any Islands in the Mediterranean or Levi and excepting all places within the sai Geographical 
Naiits which may form part of Europe. Provided also, that if at any time the Government of India shail 
deem it expedient to exclude any place or places within the limits above described trom the operation 
of these rules such exclusion shall be official'y communicated to the subordinate Governments, end all 
leaves subsequently granted shall be regulated accordingly. A Servant passing the hmits herein pre. 
scribed will meur the immediate forfeiture of bis office or employment, and of all oficial allowances 
whatever from the date of his quitting ludia, 
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RULES FOR SICK LEAVE. 


See.5 When an application for leave of absence !s made on the ground of ill healih it must be ac. 
companied a Certificate from the medical officer by whom the applicant has been attended, distinct! 
ating from the personal observation, the nature of the disease, the symptoms by which it is manitested, 
fee pernod during which it has existed, as far as the knowledge of the medical officer extends, and the 
necessity for lemporary removal to some other place, either within the Territories subject to the Govern- 
ment of the East India Company, or beyond them, but within the limits laid down in Section 4th as the 
case may be, and such cerlificate must be submitted to the consideration of the Medical Hoard, as if 
muisfactory, «ball be countersigned by one of its members. An application for an extension of leave, 
wast W the applicant be In India, be accompanied by a certificate from the medical officer by whom the 
ap licant ts attended, shewing sufficient reason for the extension solicited, and such certificate like the 
former mast be examined and countersigned by a member of the Medical Board. Ifthe applicant shall 
nave proceeded berond the Territories under the Government of the East India Company, he must fur- 
nah a certificate to the required effect from a Surgeon or Physician at the place of his temporary resi- 
dence, by whom he has been attended, such attendance and the period of it to be stated, and the certi- 
feate to be countersigned by the principal medical authority of the Colony or Country ; when any of the 
veqaired particulars are neglected, leave will be refused. oe 

Sec. 6, (Amended) Civil Servants ubsent from their Stations under medica! certificatey within the 
bmuts of their respective sidencies, shall be entitled to the salaries of their offices for the period of 
two years. subject to a deduction of jd for the whole term of auch absence, save and excepted that for 
the Bret sear, if the salary be not more than 500 rupees per mensem, no deduction shall be made, and if

Sec, 25. (Amended) Lenye of absence for one month fn each year, under the principle sanctioned in 
Sec. XL may be granted to Chaplains or Assistant Chaplains by the Bishop of the Diocese, or when the 
Niocese may be vacant (but not otherwise) by the Archdeacon or other Ecclesiastial functionary per- 
forming the duties of an Archdeacon or Commissary ; and such leave being consistent with the rule will 
he recognized by the Civil Auditor after it has been published in the Government Gazette of the Presidency 
with the authority of Government. Information of every leave so granted by the Bishop or other Eccle- 
siastical Officer above mentioned shall be immediately transmitted to the proper Secretary to Govern. 
ment for the purpose of notification in the Gazette.

Sec. 27. On joining a station in the interior after arrival in India, a Chaplain or Assistant Chaplain 
will be allowed ‘the anme rate of travelling charges, and be subjected to the same rules in respect to join- 
ing his Station as a Civil Servant. Own any subsequent transfer from one Station to another, the same 
allowance will be made if the transfer take place not at the desire of the Chaplain removed, but by 
order of government.

OFFICERS QF THE ASSAY DEPARTMENT. 


Sec. 23 (Amended.) The Mint Master, the Assay Master and Deputy or Assistant Assay Master of 
any Mint in India may obtnin leave of absence under sick certificate, or on private aflhirs, subject to the 
conditions in the rules forming chapters 1.to V. The absentee if in the enjoyment of any military pay or 
allowance shall, during his absence, be subject to the deductions prescribed in the case of military om- 
cera holding Civil Employments.

EXTRACT FROM THE DESPATCH FROM THE HON'BLE THE COURT OF DIRECTORS, 
Datgp Jury 3, 1844. 


In accordance with the views of the Hon'ble Court, to authorize the Governor of Bengal, at its discre- 
tion, and provided it be attended with no inconvenience to the Public Service, to arent to such servants 
only ag, under the old Rules of January 1849, may have acquired a title to the indulgence by a continued 
residence of 22 or 23 months at their respective Stations up to the date of the promulgation of the amend- 
ed Rules of May 1833, leave of absence, free from deduction, for two or three months, as the case may be, 
under See. X1. of the Rules prior to their amendment. 

2nd. Reckoning from the date of the Publication of the amended Rules of May 1843, Sec. XI. will 
have full force in its amended shape, and the Hon'ble Court particularly enjoin that the one month of 
absence grantable uuder that section, shall be invariably attended with the conditions that it shall be 
without Injury to the public business and without expence to the Government, in all other respects the 
amended Rules of May 1843, conlinue unchanged. 
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THR FOLLOWING REGULATION PRESCRIBED BY THE HON'RLE THE COURT OF DIREC. 
TORS WITH RESPECT TO GRANT OF EXTENSIONS OF LEAVE TO MEMBERS OF THE

1. Civil servants proceeding to England under the absentee Regulation or on special leave, immedi- 
ately on their arrival, are to report themselves, with their address, by letter to the Secretary to the Ho- 
porable the Cuurt of Directors, forwarding at the same time the certificates which they received in India. 

2 In all cases of leave, Civil servants are required to rejoin the establishment to which they belong at 
the exmiration of the term for which leave may have been granted, unless they shall have obtained an 
extension of it from the Hon'ble the Court of Directors six months before the expiration of the said leave. 

2 Extension of leave will not in future be granted by the Hon'ble the Court of Directors, except in 
cases of sickness certified to their satisfaction, or in cases in which it shall be proved that a further re- 
sidency in Europe is indispensably necessary. 

4 When under any such circumstances a Civil servant shall have obtained an extension of leave toa 
riven period, he most at the expiration thereof, apply for and obtain permission of the Hon'ble Court ei- 
ther to return to his duty or to reside a further time in Burope, failing in which he shall be liable to be 
wruck off the list of Civil servant 

3 The Act of the 534 George 311, Chapter 52 Section 70, as it respects Civil Servants, applies only to 
erses of sickness, infirmity or inevitable accident, and no Civil servant will be hercafter considered 
elgible to return to the Service sites. venrs absence under that enactment who has failed to obtain 
from the Hon'ble Court agreeably to the foregoing regulations, an extension of leave under the circum- 
stances referred to in that Act.

‘That in cases of Civil Servants compelled by, illness certified upon Oath to come to Europe previous to 
(acie completion of an actual residence in the Civil service of ten years, such Covenauted Servants shall 
each be presented with the sum of 2,000 Sicca Rupees as Passage Money, and shall be entitled, for a 
penod not exceeding three years, to an Allowance fram the Company's Cash of £250 per annum, but that 
Servants having recetved this indulgence, shall not, in the event of their again coming to Europe, aftcr 
barmg completed a residence of ten years or upwards, be entitled to any Allowance under the tirst Re- 
gulation, except their return be again occasioned by illness, to be in like manner certified upon Oath, 
and then only to the difference between what they have before drawn in the shape of Absentee Allowance, 
exclusive of Passage Money anc that of £500 per annum for three years. 

‘That Servants coming {n the first instance to the Cape of Good Hope for the benefit for their health, and 
being compelled from the sate cause to come from thence to Europe without previously returning to 
India, stralf be considered as entitled to the benefit of the foregoing Regulations 

‘That in all cases. as well in those on Servants coming in the first instance to the Cape, as well as of 
those coming dirert from India, the said Allowances be considered as commencing from the date of leav- 
ing india, and terminiting at the expiration of three years from the date, or the time of arrival in India, 
whichever may first happen 

Twat the same be paid balf yearly in Europe; that, on no account or plea whatsoever, their Allowances

None of the Salutes authorized by these Instructions shall be fired from ships of war, without due 
communication, by signal or otherwise, being made to the Naval Commanding Officer present, exceptin cases 
of Salutes in compliment to such Commanding Officer himself. _ 

ART.2. Such ofthe authorities mentioned in the foregoing Instructions as may, from their rank and Ap. 
pointments, be entitled to be saluted in more than one capacity, shail be saluted under that rank which shall 
entitle them to the greatest number of guns, but on no occasion is the sume individual to be saluted in more 


than one capacity. 

ART. 3. Frequent accidents occurring during the firing of Salutes in small vessels, from the haste with 
which the guns are necessarily reloaded, none of Her Majesty's vessels, with less than 10 guns, are in future to 
fire a Salute that may require the reloading of the guns, unless under circumstances when such omission 
cannot be explained, to prevent giving offence to a Foreign Power or a Foreign Officer. 


ARtT.4 No other Salutes than those authorised by the foregoing regulations are to be allowed, except that, 
upon any important occurrence, such as a great victory gained by Her Majesty's arms. or other highly udvan- 
tageous national event, the Governor, or Officer commanding any of Her Majesty's possessions abroad, may, 
in conjunction with the senior Officer of Her Majesty’s Naval Service on the spot, direct such Salutes to be 
fired as the occasion may seem to them to require; but, unless the Oificers in command of both Services 
concur in the p:opriety Of such Salutes being fired, they are not to tnke place by one Service only. 

The Governors of our Colonies are, however, authorised to co tinue to sanction such Salutes as may have 
been customary, and which they may deem right and proper at religious ceremonies, and further to cause the 
usual Salutes to be fired at the opening and closing of the House of Parliament or Assembly ; but these Sa- 
lutes are in neither of the above cases to exceed 19 guns. 

Art. 5, The ammunition for all Salutes, authorised by the foregoing Instructions shall be supplied by Her 
Majesty's Ordnance at thepublic charge ; but, in the event of guus being tired to enforce Quarantine or Port 
Regulations, where there may be local laws authorising the recovery of the cost of the ammunition used for 
such purpose, the amount is always to be recovered and paid to the respective Otticers of the Ordnance at the

All other Persons who may not be mentioned in the Table, to take rank according to general 
usage, which is to be explained and determined by the Governor General in Council, in ease any 
question shall arise. 

Nothing in the foregoing Rules, to disturb the existing practise relating to Precedency at Native 
‘Courts, or on occasions of intercourse with Natives, and the Governor Gencra] in Council to be 
empowered to make Rules for such occasions in case any dispute shall arise. 

All Ladies to take place, according to the Rank assigned to their Respective Husbands, with 
the exception of Ladies having Precedence in England, who are to take place according to their 
several ranks, with reference to such Precedence, after the Wives of the Members of Council at 
the Presidencics in India.

Para. 2. The denominations of Senior and Junior Merchant, Factor and Writer, under which 
the Civil Service have heretofore been classed having become quite inapplicable in consequence 
of the alteration in constitution of the East India Company, are to cease from the date of the 
promnigation of the Warrant at the respective Presidencies, and in assigning relative rank to our 
Civil Service, they will thenceforward be divided into ‘six classes according to their date and 
standing as defined in the Warrant. .

ACT No. XIX. 


An Act to make certain Amendments in the Articles of War for the Government of the Native 
Officers and Soldiers in the Military Service of the East India Company. 

Whereas it is expedient to make certain Amendments in the Articles of War provided by Act XX. 
of 1845, for the Government of the Native Officers and Soldiers in the Military Service of the East 
India Company, and for the Administration of Justice by Courts Martial to be holden on such 
Offcers and Soldiers . : 

L_ It is therefore hereby enacted, that from and after the First day of March 1848, the Articles 
of War provided by Act XX. of 1845, are repealed. 

. And it is enacted, that the following Articles of War shall from and after the said day be 
the Articles of War for the Government of the said Native Officers and Soldiers in the Military 
Service of the said Company, and for the Administration of Justice by Courts Martial to be holden 
on such Officers and Soldiers. Provided always that all crimes and offences committed against 
the Articles of War provided by Act XX. of 1845 aforesaid may be inquired of and punished in 
like manner as if they had been committed against the Articles of War hereby proudest and that 
exery Warrant for hol:ling any Court Martial under the Articles of War provided by the Act XX. 
of 1845 aforesaid shall remain in full force notwithstanding the repeal of such Articles; and that 
all proceedings of any Court Martial upon any trial begun under euch Articles, shall not be dis- 
continued by the repeal of the same. 


ARTICLES OF WAR. 


SECTION I. 
Of Inlisting and Discharges. 


Aaticix 1.—Every Recruit, prior to being enrolled in his Regiment, shall have the First Four 

Articles of the Sevond Section of these Articles of War read and explained to him, and when 

fit for duty in the ranks, such Declaration as is now used, if any, in the respective Pre- 

cies, shall be made to him by the Officer Commanding, in front of the Regiment or Corps, in 

presence of the Native Officers and Soldiers, and an oath or declaration shall then be required 

from him, according to the forms of his religion, such oath and declaration to be the like as are 
dow used in the respective Presidencies. 

*ArricLE 2.—No Commissioned Officer shall be dismissed except by the Sentence of a General 
Court Martial. No Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier shall be discharged asa punishment 
except by the Sentence of a Court Martial, or by order of the Commander in Chief at the Presi- 
dency to which he may belong. Every such dismissal or discharge shall include forfeiture of all 
claim to pension. Provided also, that the Governor General in Council in his executive capacity, 
and the Governor in Council of any Presidency to which a Commissioned or Non-Commissioned 
Officer or Soldier may belong, shall have power to order his dismissal or discharge. 

Articie 3.—All Non-Commissioned Officers and Soldiers discharged the Service, shall be fur- 
nished by the Commanding Officer of the Regiment with a Discharge Certificate, made out in the 
Vernmaculur Language of the individual discharged, with an English Translation, expressing tho 
authority for, and cause of, such discharge, and the period of his entire Service in the Army.

Artict® 63.—Whereas it may be advisable that some of the offences which by the furegoing Arti- 
cles are directed to be tried by a General, or District, or Garrison Court Martial, should, in certain 
cases which admit of less serious nutive, be tried by District, or Garrison, or Regimental Courts 
Martial—in such cases the Offeer Commanding the Regiment or Corps to which the offender

offender may be serving, with an application for permission to try the offender by District, or Garri- 
son, or Regimental Court Martial ; and such General or other Otticer will exercise his discretion 
in complying or not with such application ; but the permission of such General or other Ofticer so 
to proceed, shall be entered upon the proceedings at the trial of such offender.

Arricie G).—For offences committed on the Lino of March, or on board any Ship or other 
Vessel, the Officer in Command of the Troops is hereby authorized to try any Soldier by a Regi- 
mental, or Detachment Court Martial, and to confirm and execute the Sentence on the spot ; 

Provided that such Sentence shall in no case exceed that which a Regimental Court Martial is 
competent to award ;—and that the proceedings held in all such cases shall be transmitted for the 
information of the Commander in Chief. 


SECTION III. 
Administration of Justice. 


ArticLe 70.—Whenevor any Officer or Soldier shall commit a crime deserving punishment by 
Court Martial, he shall, by his Commanding Officer, be put under arrest, if an Otticer or Non-Com- 
missioned Officer ; or if a Soldier, be confined ; until he shall be either tried by a Court Martial, 
or shall be lawfully discharged by a proper authority ; and no Officer or Soldier who shall be put 
in such arrest or confinement shall continue in his continement longer than may be actually-una- 
voidable. ce 

And such process of arrest or confinement, or an attempt to effect such proccss, shall in no case 
be omitted where it may be practicable ;—but where resistance may be made, or from other cir- 
cumstances such process may be impracticable, the offender or offenders shall be liable to trial and 
punishment at any subsequent period, within the limitations provided in these Articles of War. 

Articiz 71.—No person shall be liable to be tried or punished for any offence against these 
Articles, which shall appear to have been committed more than three years previous to the order 
directing the assembly oF the Court Martial wheteby he is to be tried, unless the person accused, 
we reason of his absenting himself, or some other manifest impediment, shall not have been amen- 
able to justice within that period ; in which case such person shall be liable to be tried, at any 
time not exceeding two years after the impediment shall havo ceased. 

AnricLe 72.—Any person amenable to these Articles of War, who may commit any offence 
against the same, may be tried and punished fur such offence in any place within the British Ter- 
ritorics, or elsewhere, where he may have como after the commission of the offence, in the same 
manner as if the offence had been committed whero such trial shall take place. 

ArticLe 73.—The Commander in Chief at the Presidencies of Fort William, Fort Saint George, 
and Bombay respectively for the time being, may appoint Gencral or other Courts Martial, and 
confirm, and mitigate or commute, or remit the Sentences of such Courts ; and may issuc his 
Warrant to any General or other Officer having the Command of a Body of Troops in the service 
of Her Majesty, or of the East India Company, empowering such Ofticer to appoint General, or 
District, or Garrieon Courts Martial as occasion may require, for the trial of ottonces committed 
by any of the Officers, or Soldiers, or Followers in the service of the said Company, being Natives 
of the East Indies, or of other places within the limits of the said Company's Charter, and to 
confirm, and mitigate or commute, or remit the sentences of such Courts Martial. 

ArtioLe 74.—A General Court Martial shall not consist of less than thirtcen Commissioned 
Officers, unless it be held out of the East India Company's Territories, where such Court Martial 
may consist of seven Commissioned Officers, if a greater number cannot be conveniently assembled. 
Aud no sentence of a General Court Martial shall be put in execution until after a report shall 
have been made of the whole procecdings to the Commander in Chief, or to some other person 
duly authorized to confirm the same, aud watil his directions shall haye been signified thereupon,

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Powers of a General Court Martial. 


*Aurictg 75,—A General Court Martial may sentence any Officer or Soldier to Death or Trans- 
pertation, for any crimes which are by these Articles of War expressly made liable to sentence of 
beath or Transportation, and for such crimes only. 

And when a Commissioned Officer shall be convicted of any offence, of which the punishment is 
not detiaed in thcee Articles of War, or is left discretionary, 2 Gencral Court Martial may adjudgo 
rich Ufficer to be Dismissed the service ;—or to be Suspended from Rank and Pay and Allowances,

Anda General Court Martial may sentence any Non-Commissioned Officer to be Reducod to the 
marks ;—or may sentence any Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier to be Dismissed the service ;— 
@ vo be Placed lower in the list of the rank which he holds (which shall not involve any forfeiture of 
service or other advantage, except that of standing,) or may sentence any Soldicr to suffer Cor- 
poral Punishment not exceeding fifty lashes ;—or Imprisonment with or without hard labour not 
exceeding two years ;—and to be kept in solitary confinement for any portion or portions of such 
tuprisonment, not excecding twenty-eight days ata timo, nor eighty-four days in any ono year, 
vith intervals betweon tho periods of solitary confinement, of not less duration than such periods 


of wlitary confinement. Provided that no Soldier shall be kopt in solitary confinement more than . 


echry-four days in any one year, whether by the sentence of one or more Courts Martial, or by 
order of his Commanding Officer. z 

Anda General Court Martial may, in addition either to Corporal Punishment, or to Imprison- 
ment, as aforesaid, sentence a Soldier to Forfviture of all advantage as to additional Pay and to 
Peasion on discharge, which might have otherwise accrued from the length or nature of his former 
stvice ; or to Forfeiture of such advantage absolutely, whether it might have acerued from past 
eerie, or might acerue from future service, according to the nature of the case, for disgraceful 
conduct. 

And a General Court Martial may, in addition to the punishment of Dismissal, sentence any 
(ricer or Soidier to forfeit his arrears of Pay and Allowances duce at the time of his discharge, or 
sich propartion thereof as may he required, to make good any loss or damage arising out of his 
musconduct ;—And, in addition to any punishment not involving Dismissal from the service, may

Confirmation and Commutation of Sentence by the Commander in Chief. 


Aaticie 76.—In cases wherein a Sentence of Death shall have been awarded by a General Court 
Martial, fur any offence against discipline for which sentence of Death is awardable under these 
Articles of War, the Commander in Chief may confirm such Sentence and cause it to be carried 
inte etiect, or may, instead of causing sueh Sentence to be carried into effect, order the offender, 
if any Ufficer, to be Transported for ‘life, or to be Imprisoned for any term of years, or to be Dis- 
missed ; and, if a Soldicr, to be Transported for life, or to be Imprisoned with or without Hard 
Labour cither for life, or for a certain term of years, and with or without solitary confinement, 
tto be regulated as aforesaid, ) as to the Commander in Chief may seen meet. 

In cases of Commissioned Officers Sentenced to Transportation, the Commander in Chief may 
ta lieu thereof order the offender to be imprisoned for any term of years, or to be Dismissed. And 
ta cases of Commissioned Officers Sentenced to be Dismissed from the service, the Commander in 
Chief may, in lieu of such Punishment, direct, that the offender be Suspended from Rank and Pay 
and Allowances for a certain period, to be distinctly specified by the Curmmander in Chief. 

And the Commander in Chief may commute a Sentence of 7ransportation passed on a Soldier, 
& Imprisonment with or without Hard Labour, and with or without Solitary Confinement (to bo 
reraated as afvresaid); and such Imprisonment may be cither for the samo period for which 
piaeportation, shall have been awarded, or for any lesser period. 

the Commander in Chief may commute a Sentence of Corporal Punishment to Dismissal 
from the service ; or, in the case of a Non-Commissioned Ufticor may mitigate such Sentence to 
Reduction to the ranks ; or in tho case of a Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier may commute 
sach Scntence to Imprisonment without Hard Labour, and with or without Solitary Confincment 
(to be regulated as aforesaid, ) for any-period not excceding to years. 

In cases of Non-Commissioned Officers Sentenced to be Disinissed from the service, the Com- 
wander in Chief may, in lieu of such punishment, direct that tho offender be Reduced to the 
maks, or placed lower in tho list of the rank which he holds ; (which shall not involve any for- 
feitare of service or other advantage, except that of atandling.) 

And in cases of offenders Kentenced to Imprisonment with Hard Labour, the Commander in Chief 
May mitigate such Sentence by causing the offender to be Reduced to the ranks, in the case of a 
Nou-Commissioned Oilicer ; or in the case of a Non-Commissioncd Otticer or Soldier by directing 
that he be Diemiosed from the service ; or suffer Imprisonment without Hard Labour, and with 
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or without Bolitary Confinement, (to be regulated as aforesaid), for any period not excceding that 
for which he shall have been Sentenced to such Imprisonment with Hard Labour. 

Arricie 77.—A District, or Garrison Court Martial shall consist of not less than Seven Com- 
missioned Officers, except in situations where that number cannot be conveniently assembled, 
when euch Court may consist of not less than Five Commissioned Officers, And such District, 
or Garriaon Court Martial may be composed of Officers of the same Kcgiment, and shall be as- 
sembled in conformity with the orders of tho Commander in Chief. 

And the Sentence of a Distriot, or Garrison Court Martial xhall be confirmed by the Comman- 
der in Chief, or by some Officer duly authorized to confirm the same. 


Commutation of Sentence. 


And the Commander in Chief is empowered to remit, or mitigate, or commute the Sentences of 
such Courts Martial, in the same manner as the Sentences of Genoral Courts Martial ; and to 
delegate to or withhold from Commanding Officers the power of convening such Courts Martial, 
and of confirming, remitting, mitigating, or commuting the Sentences of such Courts (not in- 
cluding forfeiture of pay or pension or other advantage), as the Commander in Chief may deem 
to bo most expedient. 

And in case of any Sentence, including forfeiture of additional Pay or of Pension on Discharge, 
or of any prospective advantage, such Sentence shall not be carried into effect until confirmed 
the Commander in Chief ; and all forfeitures of any present or prospective advantage shall be 
restorable by the same authority. y 


Powers of a District or Garrison Court Martial. 


*Anticiz 78.—A District or Garrison Court Martial may Sentence any Non-Commissioned Offi- 
cers to bo Reduced to the ranks,—or may Sentence any Non-Commissioncd Ofticer or Soldier to 
be Dismissed from tho Service ; or to be placed lower in the list of the rank which he holds (which 
shall not involve any forfeiture of service or other advantage, except that of standing ;) or may 
Sentence any Soldier to suffer Corporal Punishment not exceeding fifty lashes ; or Imprisonment 
with or without Hard Labour not excceding onc year, and to be kept in Solitary Confinement (to 
be regulated as aforesaid. 4 

And such Court Martial may, in addition either to Corporal Punishment or to Imprisonment as 
aforesaid, Sentence a Soldior tu forfeiture of all advantage as to additional Pay, and to Pension 
on Discharge, which might have otherwise accrued from the length or nature of his former service, 
or to forfeiture of such advantage absolutely, whether it might have accrued from past service, 
or might accrue from future service, according to the nature of the case, for disgraceful conduct. 

And such Court Martial may, in addition to the punishment of Dismissal, Sentence any Non- 
Commissioned Officer or Soldier to forfeit his arrears of Pay and Allowances due at the time of 
his discharge, or such proportion thereof as may be required to make good any loss or 
arising out of his misconduct ; and in addition to any punishment not involving Dismissal from 
the service, may Sentence any Non-Commissioned cer or Soldier to bo put under Stoppagces not 
exceeding half of his Pay and Allowances, until the amount of such loss or damage be made good. 

Articis 79.—A Regimental Court Martial shall consist of not less than Five Commissioned 
Officers, (unless it be found impracticable to assemble that number, when Taree may be sufficient ;) 
and shall be assembled by order of the Ofiicer Commanding the Regiment. And no Sentence of a 
Regimental Court Martial shall be of force until the Commanding Officer shall have confirmed 
the same, Provided that such Commanding Officer shall have power to remit all Sentences what- 
overs passed by such Court, and theroupon to cause the offender to be released and to return to 

is duty. 2 


Commutation of Sentence. 


And such Commanding Officer shall have power to confirm and carry into effect or to mitigate 
all Sentences whatever passed by such Court ; and to commute a Sentence of Corporal Punishment 
to Imprisonment without Hard Labour, and with or without, Solitary Confinement, (to be regulated 
as aforesaid,) for any period for which such Court is competent to Sentence an offender to suffer 
Imprisonment and in the same manner ; and to mitigate a Sentence of Dismissal in the case of a 
Non-Comumissioned Officer, to Reduction to the Ranks ;—and to commute a Sentence of Inprison- 
ment with Hard Labour, to Dismissal ; or to mitigate such Sentence to Reduction to the Tanks ; 
or to Imprisonment without Hard Labour. 


Powers of a Regimental Court Martial. 


*Arricte 30.—A Rogiimental Court Martial may sentence any Non-Commissioned Officer to be 
Reduced to the ranks ;—or nay sentence any Non-Commissioned Ofticer or Soldier to be dismissed 
from the service ;—or to be placed lower in the list of the rank which he holds (which shall not

7 
Provided that no Offieer on detached Command of Iss than four “Troops or Companies, or of 
Detachments numerically equal to four Troops or Companies, and not being on the line of march 
roa board any ship or other veasel, shall carry into effect any punishment awarded by a Court 
Martial held by his order, until the Sentence shall have been confirmed by the Officer Command- 
' mg the Regiment to which the offender belongs, or by the nearest Superior Officer holding a Com-

Execution of Sentences of Courts Martial.

And whenever any sentence of a Court Martial shall adjude imprisonment with hard labour, 
or vith solitary confinement, or beth, or whenever the sentence of a Court Martial shall be com- 
mated to any such Imprisonment, it shall be the duty of every Judge, Magistrate, Sheriff, or other 
Oficer in charge of a Jail, to give effect to such sentence, on the vitender being delivered into his 
eustody, and on being furnished with a copy of the sentence by the Officer Commanding the 
Saucon or Regiment or Detachment, within which the trial is held. . 

AaricLe &5.—Whenever any Soldier shall be scutenced to Imprisonment for life, or a sentence 
of Death shall be commuted to Imprisonment fur life, it shall be lawful for tho Conunander in 
Chief to order such offender to bo ‘Transporied beyond sea for life, and such order shall thereupon 
be made, unless there should be special reasons inducing the Commander in Chief to think such 
Frisoner not a proper subject for Transportation. 4 

Axticre &6.—Persons sentenced to Imprisoninent by Courts Martial shall be imprisoned in any 
fablic prison or in any other fit place which the Commander in Chicf shall from time to time direct, 

AnticLe 87.—Every Boldicr sentenced to Imprisonment with hard labour, shall, previous to 
anderzoing such punishment, be struck off the strength of bis Corps from the date of confirmation 
A sach sentence ; and no Soldier who has undergone such punishment for any period shall be capa- 
We of being re-admitted in the ranks, or of receiving pension on discharge. . 

Axricte 33.—Offenders sentenced to Dismissal fur disyrace/ul conduct ; 

And offenders subject to Corporal Punishment, or to Imprisonment with hard labour for dés- 
groecful conduct shall, on any such sentence being coufirmed, be Dismissed with Ignominy, 

Agtictr 89,—In every case wherein a fine, or forfviture of arrears «tf pay, or stoppages shall be 
adjadged by a Court Martial, any pay or public money due to the offendcr, or that may become 
doe to him, shall be available, with the sanction of the Commandcr in Chief, fur the payment of 
the amount so adjudged. 

And no Soldier sentenced to pay a fine or to stoppages to make good any loss or damage arising 
eat of hs misconduct, shall be continued under forfeiture or stoppages under any one such sen 
tence for any period excecding one year; and no Soldier shall be at any one time placed under 
forfeiture or stoppages exceeding in the whule the amount of half of his Pay and Allowances, nor 
te hable to be put under stoppages prospectively while actually under stoppages tu the amount of 
‘half of tus Pay and Alluwances. 
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+ Forms of Proceeding. 

Anticis 90.—Trials by Courts Martial inay be carried on between the hours of six in the morm- 
ing and four in the afternoon, and nut otherwise, except in cases which may require an immediate 
example. 

“Ancicne O1.—At General Courts Martial a Judge Advocate, or an European Officer of not less 
than ten years service, shall be appointed to conduct the proceedings, 

At all Courts Martial inferior to General, an European Officer of not less than four years 
stauding in the service, except in cases where no Officer of that standing may be available, or the 
Adjutant of the Regiment, shall be appointed to conduct the proceedings, 

Arricte 92,—An IJuterpreter shall Le appointed to all Courts Martial ; and any Interpreter or 
other competent person available at the Scation where the Court Martial may sit shall be appointed 
as occasion may require hy the Officer Commanding at such Station, on application from the Judge 
Advoeate or Superintending Officer at such Court Martial. But in situations where the serviccs 
of an Interpreter or other competent person are not available, the Superintending Officer at the 
Court Martial shall-perform the duty of Interpreter. 

Articte 93,—At all Courts Martial the Senior Officer shall sit as President without being so 
appointed by Warrant. Provided that all Subadar Majors are to take precedence according to the 
dates of their Commissions, aud above all Native Officers holding the rank of Subadar or Jemadar ; 
and that Sirdar Babadoors and Bahadoors shall rank only according to their respective Commis- 
sions of Subadar Major, Subadar, or Jemad: Rissaldars and Rissaidars will take rank with 
Subadars, and Naib Rissaldars with Jemadars, according to the dates of their respective Com- 
Missions, 

In case of the death or unavoidable aksence of the President, the next Senior Member shall take 
the place of President, and the trial shall proceed, provided that the Court shall still consist of at 
least the number of Members of ich such Court ts directed to consist by these Articles of War. 

Antics 04.—No Finding or Beatenco of a Court Martial shall be revised more than once, and 
no Evidence shall be received on such revision, For the purpose of such revision the President. 
and all the Members shall be couvened if po: . But if any of them should be unavoidably 
absent, the remaining Members may proceed with such revision, provided they are not fewer than 
the smallest number directed in these Articles, respectively, _When all the same Members do not 
meet, the circunstances are to be duly certified on the face of the proceedings. 


Manner of Voting. 


Arnicis 95,—All the Members of 1 Court Martial are to preserve order, and in giving their 
votes upon all matters are to begin with the youngest : and in all cases where a sentenco of death 
may not be awarded, the decision shall he by the majority of Members present, provided the num- 
ber of Members present be not less than that required by the preceding Articles : but in case of. 
an equality of votes, the decision shall be in favor of the prisoner ; the President at a Court Mar- 
tial hall yote with the other Members, but shall have no casting vote, Provided, that in cases of 
an equality of votes upon other questions than the finding and the sentence, the President shall

Anticie 96.—No Sentence of Doath shall be given against any offender by a Court Martial, 
unless two-thirds of the Members present concur therein, or four where the Court consist of five 
Members, or five where the Court consist of seven.

ArticLe 97.—Ou the assembly of a Court Martial. the Judge Advoeate or Superintending Euro- 
pean Officer shall administer io the Interpreter the following Solemn Affirmation :

slate the R ceedings of the Court, and that I will not divulge the sentence until it shall 

been published by authority ; and further, that Iwill not diselose or discover the vote or

In case of the unavoidable absence of an Interpreter, the European Superintending Officer of a 
Court Martial inferior to General, shall make the Rolemn Affirmation prescribed for the Interpreter. 

The Judge Advocate or Superiutending Otficer shall then cause the following Solemn Affirmation 
to he made by each Member :

Aaticur $8.—All persons who give evidence at a Court Martial are to be examined on Oath 
aeceniing to the forms of their respective religions or on Affirmation—and peraons of the Hindoo 
ee Mahomedan persuasion and other persons making Affirmation, shall make Aliirmacion to the 
folluwing effect : 

“solemnly affirm, io the presence of Almighty God, that what I shall state shall be the truth, 


“the whole truth, and nothing but the truth. 

And if any person making such Affirmation as aforesaid, shall wilfully and falsely state any 
matter or Hung = biel if the same had been sworn would have amounted to perjury, every such 
ofrader shall be subject to the same punishment to which persons convicted of perjury are subject. 


Summoning Witnesses not amenable to these Articles. 

Axnictz 99.—In all cases where persons required as witnesses before a Court Martial, may not. 
be amenable to Military Law, the Judge Advocate or Commanding Officer shall transunit to the 
Magistrate within whose jurisdiction the witness may reside, his suinmons for the attendance of 

person, and the Magistrate shall cause the witness to be duly summoned, 


Powers and Duties of Provost Marshals. 


Agnote 100,.—For the prompt and instant repression of all irregularities and crimes which may 
+ committed by Troops in the Field and on the Line of March, Provost Marshals shall be ap- 

inted by the Commander in Chicf, and their Powers shall he regulated according to the esta- 

fished Usages of War and Rules of the Service ; their duties are to take charge of Prisoners 
confined for offences of a general description ; to preserve good Order and Discipline ; to prevent 
Breaches of both, by Soldiers and Followers of the Army, and to punish on the spot, on the same 
&y, those whom they may find in the immediate act of committing Breaches of good Order and 
Military Discipline ; Provided, that the punishment be limited to the necessity of the ease, and 
shall accord with the orders which the Provost Marshals may from time to time receive from the 
Commander of the Forces in the Field, and that whatever may be the crime, the Provost: Marshal 
of his Assistaut shall see the offender commit the act, for which summary punishment may be in- 
ficted, or if the Provost Marshal or his Assistant should not sce the offender actually commit the 
enme, but that sufficient proof can be established of the offender's guilt, 2 Report shall he made 
to the Commander of the Army in the Field, who is hereby empowered to deal with the case as he 
may deem most conducire to the maintenance of good Order and Military Discipline, The duties 
of Provost Marshals being limited to the punishment of offenders whom they may detect in the 
aetnal commission of any crime, the General Commanding the Forces in the Field will cause 
them to exercise the powers entrusted to them in such manner and under such circumstances as 
be may consider best calculated to prevent and instantly to repress crimes injurious to the Diaci- 
pline of the East India Company's Army and the Public Service. 


Trials by European Courts Martial. 


Anticie 101,.—At any Presidency where the Native Troops have hitherto been authorized to 
elaim to be tried by European Courts Martial, every person amenable to, these Articles of War, 
znd who may be under orders for trial by a Court Martial, shall have the right to claim to be tried 
ty Ruropean Officers ; and should he make such claim, the Court, whether General, District, or 
Garrison, or Regimental, shall be composed of European Commissioned Officers, and the number 
of Members and the proceedings shall be governed in all reapects by the provisions of these Articles. 

And it shall be competent to the Governor General of India in Council by a General Order to 
authorize the Native Troops of any of the Presidencies to claim to be tricd in like manner by 


European Courts Martial.

Articir 106,—When any portion of the Troops belonging to one Presidency shall be scrvin; 
within the limits of another Presidency, such Troops shall be considered aa placed, during suc 
service, under the orders and authority of the Commander in Chicf, or Commanding Officer of 
the Forces of the Presidency within which they are serving, for all the purpuses of these Articles 
of War, in the same manner as though they belonged to such Presi‘lency ; and all the provisions 
of these Articles of War, which relate to the trial and punishment of offenders belonging to the 
Presidency within which the trial is held, are hereby declarcd applicable to the trial ‘and punih- 
ment of offenders amenable to these Articles of War serviny within such Presidency. Provided 
always that it shall be lawful for the Governor General in Council in his executive capacity, to 
direct that the Troops, or any part thereof of any Presidency, whilst serving without the limits of 
such Presidency shall continue unacr the orders and authority of the Cotumander in Chief, or 
Commanding Officer of the Forces of the Presidency to which they belong, for all purposcs of 
these Articles, 

Articte 107.—Any Officer Commanding any portion of tho East India Company’s Troops which 
miay at any time be serving in any place out of Her Majesty's Dominions, or ct the Possessions or 
Territories which are or may be under the Government of the said Company, or of the Territories 
of thoso States in alliance with the said Company in which the said Company's Forces are per- 
manently stationed, shall, upon complaint made to him of any offence committed against the pro- 
perty or person of any inhabitant or resident in any such countries, by any person serving with or 

elonging to the Company’s Army, being under the immediate Command of any such Cthcer, sum- 
mon and cause to asscruble a General Court Martial, which shall cousist of no: Ivss than threo Off- 
cers, for the purpose of trying any such person, notwithstanding any such Officer shall not Lave 
received any Warrant empowering him to assemble Courts Martial ; and every such Court Martial 
shall have the same powers in regard to summoning and examingyg witnesses, trial of, and sentence 
upon any such offenders as are granted by these Articles \#Gencral Courts Martial ; provided 
that no sentence of any such Court Martial shall be executed until the General Commanding in 
Chief the Army to which the Division, Brigade, Deiachment, or Party to which any pcrsou so 
tried, convicted and adjudged to sutter punishment. shall belong, shall have approved and con- 
firmed the same ; except where such sentence shall not exceed the powers granted by these Arti- 
cles to a District, or Garrison Court Martial, in which case the Otticer by whom the Court is con-

An Act for tha encouragement of learning in the Territories subject to the Government of the Eas’ 
India Company, by defining and providing for the enforcement of the right called Copyright 
therein. é 


Whereas doubts may exist whether the right called Copyright can be enforced by the Common 
Lae of England in those parts of the Territories subject to the Government of the East India 
Company into which the Common Law of England has been introduced : 


And whereas doubts may exist whether the said right can be enforced by virtue of the principles 
ef sper and good conscience in the other parts of the Territories subject to the Government of 
the India Company : : 

_And whereas for the encouragement of learning it is desirable that the existence of the said 
Fight should be placed beyond doubt, and that the said right should be made capable of easy en- 
forcement in every part of tho said Territories : 


And whereas it is doubtful whether the Act of Parliament 5 and 6, Victoria, C. 45, entitled “an 
Act 0 amend the Law of Copyright,” although auch Act extend to every part of the British Domi- 
niens, has made appropriate aud sufficient provision for the enforcement in every part of the said 
Territories subject to the Government of the East India Company of the said Tight by proprietors 
theraof : and whether the said Act of Parliament has made provision for the enforcement for the 
said right by or against any persons not being subject to the jurisdiction of the Courts established 
by Her Majesty's Charter : 

L It is therefore hereby enacted, that the Copyright in every book published in the life-time of 
its author within the said Territories after the passing of tho Act of Parliament 3 and 4, Wm. 4, 
C. &, entitled ‘‘an Act for effecting an arrangement with the East India Company and for tha, 
hetser government of His Majesty's Indian Territories till the 3th day of April, 1854,"" shall endure 
for the natural life of such author, and for the further term of seven years commencing at the time 
of his death and shall be the property of such author and his assigus : Provided always, that if 
the said term of seven years shall expire before the end of forty-two years from the publication of 
tach book, the Copyright shall in that case endure for such period of forty-two years : and that 
the Copyright in every book published after the death of its author and after the passing of the 
Act of Parliament last aforesaid shall endure for the term of forty-two years from the first publi- 
ation thereof and shall be the property of the proprietor of the author’s manuscript, from which 
such book shall be first published, and his assigns. 

IL And whereas it is expedient to provide against the suppression of books of importance to 
the public : It is enacted, that it shall be lawful for the. Governor General in Council on complaint 

to them that the proprietor of the Copyright in any book published after the passing of this 
Act within the said Territories, has after the deatirof its author refused to republish or to allow 
the lication of the same, and that by reason of such refusal such book may be withheld from 
the ic, to grant a lieence to such complainant to publish such book in such manner and subject 
te sueh conditions as they may think fit, and it shall be lawful for such complainant to publish 
tech book according to such licence. 3 

Il. And it is hereby enacted, that a Book of Registry wherein may be registered as hereinafter” 
esacted the proprietorship in the Copyright of books and assignments thereof, and licences affect- 
ing such Copyright, shall be kept in the office of the Seerctary to the Government of India for the 
Home Department, and shall at all convenient times be opened to the inspection of any person on 
payment of Eight Annas for every entry which shall be searched for or inspected in the said book, 
aaj that such Sacer shall whenever thereanto reasonably required, give a copy of any entry in such 
book certified under his hand, to any person requiring the same on payment to him of the sum of 
Two Rupees, and such copies so certified shall be received in evidence in all Courts and in all 
bosearatd proceedings, and shall be prima facie proof of the proprietorship or assignment of 
Copyright or licence as therein expresaed, but subject to be rebutted by other evidence. 


IV. And it is enacted, that if any person shall wilfully miake or cause to be made any falso 
eury in the Registry Book aforesaid, or shall wilfully produce, or cause to be tendered in evidence 
say paper faleely purporting to be a copy of any entry in the said Book, he shall be guilty of 2 
misdemeanour and shall be punished with imprisonment with or without hard labour for a term 
uot exceeding three years.

ef sach Encyclopedia, Review, Periodical work or other work published in a series of Books or 
Parts, the time of the first publication of the first Volume, Number or Part thereof, or of the first 
Volume, Number or Part first published after the passing of this Act in any such work which shall 
bare been published hervtofore, and after the passing of the said Act of Parliament 3 and 4, Wm. 
4, C. 85, and the name and place of abode of the Proprictor thereof and of the Publisher thereof 
when such Publisher shall not also be the Proprietor thereof. 


XIL And it is enacted, that all copies of any Book wherein there shall be Copyright, and of

ACT No. XXI. 


An Act for the improvement of the Administration of Justice and despatch of Business in the 
Supreme Court of Judicature at Bombay. 

I. _It is hereby enacted, that from and after the passing of this Act, it shall be lawful for any - 
one of the Judges of the Supreme Court of Judicature at Bombay when occasion shall so require 
to sit ay from the other Judges or Judge, as the case may be, of the same Court for the despatch 
of the Criminal Business of the said Court, at the same time when the other Judges or Judge, as 
the case may be, of the said Court shall be sitting for the despatch of Business in the said Supreme 
Court, and that all Proceedings whatever so had by and before such Judge, so sitting apart for the 
purpose aforesaid, shall be good, valid and effectual in the Law to all intonts and purposes as fully 
as if the said Proceedings were had before all the Judges of the said Court sitting as a Court of 
Oyer and Terminer and Goal Delivery under the Charter of the said Court 

II. And it is hereby further enacted, that all business of what nature or kindsosver which the 
said Supreme Court of Judicature at Bombay may or shall have power to transact in Term, it shall 
in like manner have power to transact out of Term, and that all Proceedings whatever before the 
said Court out of Term, shall be as good, valid and effectual in the Law to all intents and pur- 
poses as fully as if the said Proceedings were had in Term; and that all Rules and Orders of the 
said Court as to all Judgments, Executions or other Proceedings in Term, shall be applicable and 
shall be applied to all Judgments, Executions or other Proceedings given, issued or had out of 
Term, as near as the same can be made applicable thereto, and the said Court shall issue such new 
Rules and Orders as may be necessary for the purpose of giving full effect to the provisions in this 
Act contained, ;

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ACT No. XXII. 


Ts enable the Commissioners who may be appointed under Act XVI. of 1847, to purchase and 
hold real or personal property for the Improvement of the Town of Calcutta. 


Whereas by Act XVI. of 1847, entitled an Act for constituting Commissioners for the Improve- 
reat of the Town of Calcutta, partly by appointment of the Government and partly by election 
ef the Ratepayers, provision was made for the appointment and election of such Commissioners, 
em default of election, for the appointment of the whole of such Commissioners: —__. 

And whereas it is expedient, that provision should be made to enable such Commissioners to 
yorchase and hold real or personal property for the purposes aforesaid in manner hereinafter men- 
woned : 

And whereas it is probable that benevolent and publio spirited individuals, with tho view of con- 
tebsting to the improvement and adornment of the said Town may be desirous of settling real or 
personal propert: by Deed or Will upon such Commissioners : 

L_Itis therefore enacted, that the said Commissioners shall be Trustees for and on behalf of 
the Government of Fort William in Bengal and of the inhabitants of Calcutta, and shall sue and 
te sued at Law and in Equity in Her Majesty’s Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort William by 
the name of the Commissioners for the Improvement of the Town of Calcutta, and shall havo ® 
common seal, and shall have power to take, purchase and hold lands, tenements, hereditaments, 
goods, chattels and other property, as such Trustces for the purposes aforesaid. est 

TL. And it is eaacted, that whenever it shall appear to the said Commissioners, or & majority of 
them, that it is necessary they should purchase any houses, buildings or grounds for the purposes 
aforesaid, the said Commissioners shall represent the same to the Governor of Bengal. and if he 
shail consent thereto, but not otherwise, shall enter into treaties for the purchase of such hotises, 
buildings or grounds with the owners thereof, and in case they shall not be able to come to agree-

Il. And whereas it is expedient to make provision for those eases in which the said Commis- 
toners may be able to purchase lands, buildings or tenements by agreement : it is enacted, that 
ig shall and may be lawful for the said Commissioners to agree with tho owners of any lands, 
baildings or tenements by this Act authorized to be taken and which shall be required for the pur- 
pes of this Act, and with all parties having any estate or intercst in such lands, buildings or 
tenements, or by this Act or by any other authority or power enabled to sell and convey the same, 
for the absolute purchase of any such lands, buildings or tenements, or such parts thereof as they 
thal! think proper, and of all estates and interests in such lands of what kindsoever. 

IV. And it is enacted, that it shall and may be lawful for all parties being scized, possessed of, 
or entitled to any such lands, buildings or tenements, or any estate or interest therein, to soll and 
convey or release the same to the said Commissioners and to enter into all necessary agreements 
for that purpose, and particularly it shall be lawful for all or any of the following parties so seized, 
posessed or entitled as aforesaid so to sell, convey or release (that is to say) all corporations, 
tenants in tail, or for life, married women scized in their own right or entitled to dower, guar- 
dans, committees of lunatics and idiots, trustees or feofees in trust for charitable or other pur- 
pores, executors and administrators, and all parties for the time being entitled to the receipt of 
the rents and profits of any such Iands ‘in possession, or subject to any estate in dower, or to any 
lease for life or for lives, or for years, or any less interest, and the power 80 to sell and convey or 
release as aforesaid, may lawfully be exercised by all such parties not only on behalf of them- 
wives and their respective Heirs, Executors, Administrators and Successors, but also for.and on 
behalf of every person entitled in reversion, remainder or expectancy after them, or in defeasance 
of the estates of such parties, and as to such married women whether they bo of full age or not 
asif they were sole and of fall ago, and as to such guardians on behalf of their wards, and as to 
such committee on bebalf of the lunatics and idiots of whom they are the committees respectively, 
and that to the same extent as such wives, wards, lunatics and idiots respectively could have exer- 
eised the same power under the authority of this Act if they had respectively been under no dis- 
abiiity, and as to such Trustees, Executors and Administrators on behalf of their cestui-que trusts 
whether infants, issue unborn, lunatics, femes covert or other persons, and that to the same extent 
ts such cestui-que trusts respectively could have exercised the same powers under the authority of 
this Act if they had respectively beon under no disability. 

Vv. And it is enacted, that the purchase money, consideration, or compensation to be paid or 

. for any landa, buildings or tenements to be purchased or taken from any party under any 
bility, or incapacity and not having any power to sell or convey such lands except under the 
provisions of this Act, and the compensation to be paid for any permanent damage or injury to 
any such lands, buildings or tenements shall in all cases be determined by the verdict of a jury to 
be summoned as hereinafter provided. 
Vi, And it is enacted, that it shall bo lawful for any person scized in fee or entitled absolutely 
for his own benefit to any lands, buildings or tenements authorized to be purchused for the pur- 
pes of thiv Act to sell and convey such lands, buildings or tenements, or any part thereof, uuto 
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the said Commissioners in consideration of an annual -rent-charge payable by the said Commis- 
sioners, but except as aforesaid the consideration to be paid for the purchase of any such lands, 
buildings or tenements, or for any damage done thereto, shall be in a gross sum, 

VIL.” And it is enacted, that the yearly rent reserved by any conveyance of lands, buildings or 
tenements purchased by the said Commissioners for the purposes of this Act shall be charged om 
the rates hereinafter authorized to be raised aud levied, and shall be paid by the said Commis— 
sioners as such rents become payable, and if at any time any such rents be not paid within thirty 
days after they so become payable, and after demand thereof in writing, the person to whom an 
such rent shall be payable, may recover the same from the said Commissioners with costs of suit 
by action of debt in the said Supreme Court, 

VIL And it is enacted, that when the said Commissioners shall require to purchase or take 
any of the lands, buildings or tenements which by this Act they are authorized to purchase or 
take, they shall give notice thereof to all the parties interested in such lands, or to the parties 
enabled by this Act to sell and convey or release the same or yuch of the said parties as shall after 
diligent inquiry be known to the said Commissioners, and by such notice shall demand from such 
parties the particulars of their estate and interest in such lands and of the claims made by them 
in respect thereof, and every such notice shall state the particulars of the lands so required, and 
that the said Commissioners are willing to treat fur the purchase thereof, and as to the compensa— 
tion to be made to all parties for the damage that may be sustained by them by reason of the exe- 
cution of the works, 

1X, And it is enacted, that all notices required to be served by the said Commissioners upom 
the parties interested in or entitled to sell any such lands, buildings or tenements shall cither be 
served personally on such parties, or left at their last usual place of abode if any such can after 
diligent inquiry be found, and in case any such partics shall be absent from the said Town or ean- 
uot be found after diligent inquiry, such notices shall be left with the occupier of such lands, or if 
there be no such occupier shall be attixed upon some conspicuous part of such lands, 

X. And it is enacted, that if the party claiming compensation desire to haye the same settled 
by arbitration, and signify such desire by notice in writing to the said Commissioners befure they 
have issued their warrant to the Sherifi to summon a jury in respect of such lands under the pro- 
visions hereinafter contained, stating in such notice the nature of the interest in respect of which 
such party claims compe ion, and the amount of the compensation so claimed, tue saine shall 
be so setiled by arbitration accordingly, but unless the party clauning compensation shall as afores 
said signify his desire to have the question of such compensation setUed by arbitration, or if when 
the matter shall have been referred to arbitration tiv arbitrators or the umpire shall for three 
months have failed to make their or his award, or if no final award shall be made, the question of 
such compensation shall be settled by the verdict of a jury as hereinafter provided. 

XI. And it is enacted, that when any question of disputed compensation by this Act authorized 
or required to be settled by arbitration, shall have arisen then unless both parties shall concur in 
the appointment of a single arbitrator, each party on the request of the other party shall nominate 
and appoint an arbitrator to which two arbitrators such dispute “shall be referred, and every ap- 
pointment of an arbitrator shall be made on the part of the said Commissioners under the hands 
of two of the said Commissioners, or of their Clerk duly authorized by such two Comunissioners, 
and on the part of any other party under the hand of such party, or if such party be a corporation 
ageregate under the common scal of such corporation, and such appointment shall be delivered to 
the arbitrator or arbitrators, and shall be deemed a submissiou to arbitration on the part of the

XIX. And it is enacted, that before any such arbitrator or umpire as aforesaid sha}l enter into 
the capsideration of any matters referred to him he shall in the presence of a Magistrate of Cal-

And if any such Surveyor shall corruptly make such declaration, or having made such declaration, 
shall wilfully act contrary thereto he shall be ‘deemed guilty of a misdemeanour. 

XLV. And it is enacted, that the anid nomination and declaration shall be annexed to the valu- 
atjon to be made by such Surveyor and shall be reserved togethes therewith by the Clerk to the 
said Commissioners, ‘and he shall at all reasonable times produce at his office the said valuation 
and other documents on demand to the owner of lands, buildings or tenements comprized in such 
raluation and to all other parties interested therein. 

XLVL And it is enacted, that in estimating the purchase money or compensation to be paid by 
the said Commissioners in any of the cases ‘aforesaid regard shall be had by the Magistrates, Arbi- 
trators or Surveyor as tho case may be, not only to the value of the lands, buildings or tenements 
to be purchased the said Commissioners, but also to the damage if any to bo sustained by the 
owners of the lands, buildings or tenements by reason ‘of tho severing of the said lands, buildings 
or tenements taken from other lands, buildings or tenements of such owner, oF otherwise injuri- 
ously affecting ‘such other lands, buildings or tenements by the exercise of the powers of this Act. 

‘XLVI. ‘And it is enacted, that where the compensation payable in respect of any lands, build- 
ings or premises, or any interest therein, shall have been asce! ined by the valuation of a Surveyor 
and deposited as hereafter provided by reason that the owner of or party entitled to convey such 
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lands, buildings and tenements, or such interest therein as aforesaid, could not be found or was 
absent, and such owner or party shall be dissatisfied with such valuation it shall be lawful for him 
before he shall have applied as hereinafter provided for payment or investment of the monies so 
deposited under the provisions herein coatained, by notice in writing to the said Commissioners to 
reyaire the question of such compensation to be submitted to arbitration, and thereupon the samo 
shall be so submitted accordingly in the same manner as in other cases of disputed compensation 
hereinbefore authorized or required to be submitted to arbitration. 

XLVULL And it is enacted, that the question to be submitted to the arbitrators in tho caso 
last aforesaid shall be whether the said sum so deposited as aforesaid by the said Commissioners 
was a sufficient sum, or whether any and what further sum ought to be paid or deposited by them. 

XLIX. And it is enacted, that if the arbitrators shall award a further sum to be paid or depo- 
sited by the said Commissioners they shall pay or deposit, as tho case may require, such further 
eum within fourteen days after the making of such award, or in default thereof the same may bo 
recovered with cost by action or ayit in the said Stpreme Court.

Li. And it is enacted, that if any party shall be entitled to any compensation in respect of any 
lands, buildings or tenements, or of any interest therein which shall have been taken for or injuri- 
easly affected by the exeoution of the works of the said Commissioners, and for which the said 
Commissioners shall not have made satisfaction under the provisions of this Act, such party ma: 
have the same settled either by arbitration or by the verdict of a jury as he shall think fit; and if 
the said party desire to have the same settled by arbitration it shall be lawful for him to give 
notice in writing to the said Commissioners of such his desire, stating in such notice the nature of 
the interest in such lands, buildings or tenements in respect of which he claims compensation and 
the amount of the compensation so claimed therein, and unless the said Commissioners be willing 
w pay the amount of the compensation so claimed, and shall enter into a written agreement for 
that purpose within prenty-one days after the receipt of any such notico from any party so enti- 
tied, the same shall be settled by arbitration in the manner herein provided; or if the party so 
entitled as aforesaid desire to have such question of compensation settled by jury it shall be lawful 
for him to give notice in writing of such his desire to the said Commissioners, stating such parti-

or shall be o applied, the interest, dividends and annual proceeds of such Company's Paper shall 
and may upon the like petition and order be paid to the party or parties who would for the time 
being have been entitled to receive the reute and profits of tho said lands, houses, tencments, andi 
hereditaments. 

LIIL. And it is enacted, that where any purchase moncy or compensation paid as aforesaid 
under the provisions of this Act shall have been paid in respect of any lease for a life or lives, ox 
years, or any estate in lands, tenements or hereditaments less than the whole fee simple thereof, 
or in respect of any reversion dependent on any such lease or estate, it shall be lawful for the said. 
Supreme Court on the petition of any part; interested in such money to order that the same shall 
b» laid out, invested, accumulated and paid in such manner as the said Court may consider wilf 
give to the partics interested in such money the same benefit therefrom as they might lawfully 
have had from the lease, ostate or reversion in respect of which such moncy shal have been paid 
or as near thereto as nay be. 

LIV. And it is enacted, that upon payment or deposit in manner hereinbefore mentioned of the 
purchase moncy or compensation agreed or awarded to be paid in respect of any lands, tenements, 
or hereditaments purchased or taken by the said Commissioners under the provisions of this Act, 
the owners of and all pares by this Act enablod to sell or convey such lands, tenements, and 
hereditaments, shall when required so to do by the said Commissioners, duly convey such lands to 
the said Commissioners, or a3 they shall direct, and in default thereof, or if such party fail to ad- 
aluce a good title to such lands, tenements, and hereditaments to the satisfaction of the said Com- 
missioners it shall be lawfulfor the said Commissioners if they think fit to execute a deed of sale 
under their common seal, containing a description of the lands, tencments, and hereditaments in 
respect of which such default, shall be made, and reciting the purchase or taking thercof, and the 
names of the parties from whom the same were purchased or taken, and the payment made in 
respect thereof, and declaring the fact of such default having been made, and thereapon all the 
estate and interest in such lands, tenements, and hereditaments of, or capable of being sold and 
conveyed by the party with whom the said Commissioner shall have made such agreement, or to 
whom such purchase money or compensation shall have been awarded by a jury or by arbitrators, 
or by a Surveyor appointe by any Magistrate or Magistrates, or as hereinbefore provided shall vest 
absolutely in the satd Commissioners, and as against auch pariics and all parties on behalf of whom 
they are hereinbefore enabled to sell and convey tho said Commissioners shall be entitled to imme- 
diate possession of euch lands, tenements, and hereditaments, 


LY. And it is enacted, that if tho owner of any such lan‘ls, tenements, and hereditaments pur- 
chased or taken by the ‘said Commissioners, or of any interest therein, on tender of the purchaso 
money or compensation agreed or awarded to be paid in respect thereof, shall refuse to accept the 
same, or neglect or fail to make out a title to such lands, tenements, and hereditaments, or to the 
interest thorein claimed by him to the satisfaction of the said Commissioners, or if he refuse to 
convey or release such jands, tencments, and horeditaments as directed and required by the said 
Commissioners, or if any such owner be absent from the Presidency of Bengal, or cannot ‘afcer dili- 
gent inquiry be found or fail to appear on the inquiry before a jury as hereinbefore provided, it 
shall be lawful for the aaid Commissioners to place the purchasc money or compensation payable 
in ect of such lands, tenements, and hereditaments, or any interest therein to the credit of the 
parties intorestesl in such lands, tenements, and hereditaments (the said parties being described so 
far as tho said Commissioners can deseribe them) subject to the controul and disposition of the

Aud it is enacted, that the said Commiasioncrs may with the consent of the said Gover- 
te sl! and dispose of any lands or tenements vested in them by virtue of this Act, or any part 
thereo? cither tegether or in parcels as they may find most convenient and advantageous and tho 
mney to arise and to he produced by such sale shall be applied to such of the purposes of this Act 
@ Act No. XVI. of 1847, as the said Commissioners shall think fit, and the purchaser of such lands 
ar enements shall not be answerable or accountable for any misapplication or non-application of 
wach purchase money; and for the completing and carrying any such sale into effect the said Com-

af.resaid unto the purchaser thereof and such conveyance shall be under the common seal of the 
«1 Commissioners. 

LUL And it is enacted, that in every conveyance of lands to be made by the said Commissioners 
acder this Act the word “ grant’’ shall operate as express covenants by the said Commissioners fur 
th uisives and their successors with the respective grantees therein named, and their Successors, 
Hers, Executors, Administrators or Assigns, as the case may be, according to tho quality and na- 
tare of such grants, and of the estate or intcrest therein expressed to be thereby conveyed as fol- 
hes except as far as the same shall be restrained or timited by express words contained in any 
yance (that is to say) A covenant that notwithstanding any act or default dono by the 
oners, they were at the time of the execution of euch conveyance under and by virtuo 
of the provisions of this Act possessed of the lands or promises granted thereby for an indefeasibio 
esate of inheritance in fee simple free from all encumbrances done or occasioned by them or 
otherwise for such estate or interest as therein expressed to be thereby granted free from eucum- 
trances done or occasioned by them, 

LX And in order to raise moncy for defraying the expences incurred or to be incurred by tho 
said Commissioners in carrying into effect the provisions of this Act or of Act No. XVL of 1847 it 
tenacted, that it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners, and they are hereby authorized sub- 
ject in each case to the approval of the Governor aforcsaid to be signitied in writing, to borrow and 
take up at interest on the credit of the rates, taxes and duties authorized to be made, levied and 
fexeived by the said Commissioners from any peraon who shall be willing to advance the same tho 
sam and sums of money necessary for dcfraying the costs, charges and expences incurred or to be 
teurred by the said Commissioners in carrying into effect with the least possible delay the pro- 
vwons of this Act or of Act No. XVI. 1847, and for securing the repayment of such sum or suins 
of muney with such intcrest thercon as shall be agreed upon between the said Commissioners, and 
the person or persons lending or advancing the same, the said Comuissioners may mortgage and 
asin over the said rates, taxes, tolls and duties, or any part thereof to the person or persons who 
seaul advance such moncy, or to a Trustee or Trustees on his or their behalf as security for tho 
money 80 to be borrowed, together with interest upon the same, and no assessment, tax, toll or 
duty over which any such mortgage shall have been granted shall be repealed in whole or in part 
wut such mortgage shall be paid off unless by the consent in writing of such mortgagee. 

LXL And it is enacted, that in order to discharge the principal money of any such gum or sums 
of money as shall be borrowed on security of the assessments, taxes and duties aforesaid, it shall 
te lawful for the said Commissioners, aud they are hereby authorized and required yearly and 
every year to deduct, appropriate and set apart, and apply out of the rates aforesaid such a sum 
efmoncy as shall be in proportion’to one-thirticth part of the money borrowed or secured, and 
which at that time shall remain duv and secured as afuresaid upon the said assessments, taxes and 
duties as and for a Sinking Fund to be applied in paying off and discharging the principal monies 
® Lorrowed or secured, and from time to time cause :ne amount of such Sinking Fund to be invest- 

ed in the Securities of the East India Company called Company’s Peper and such Company's 
Paper to be deposited from time to time in the hands of the Guvernment Agent, wiso is hereby em- 
fowcred and required to increase the same by investing the interest payable thereon as the same 
tall bevome due and payable in the purchase of other Company’s Paper, and so on from time to 
time so that the said sinking Fund shall accumulate at compound interest until the same shall be 
d suficieat amount to pay off the said principal debts, or one of them or some part of some one of 
them at which time the samo shall be so applied in paying off the same in mauner hereinafter men- 


toned. ., 

LXIL And it is enacted, that every mortgage of assessments, taxes and duties authorized to be 
made under the provisions of this Act shull be by deed in which the consideration shall be truly 
gated, and every such deed shall be undcr the common seal of the said Commissioners, and signed 
ty three of thei at the least at onc of their annual, quarterly or special meetings and may be ac- 
cording to the furm in the Schedule [4] to this Act annexed, or to the like cifect, and the respec 
tire mortgagees shall be entiuled one with another to their respective proportions of the assess- 
meats, taxes, tolls and duties comprised in such mortgages according to the respective sums which 
ti such mortgages are mentioned to be advanced by such mortgagees respectively, and to be re- 
Paid the sums so advanced with interest without any preference one above another by reason of 
youn:y of advaney, or of the date of any such unurigage respectively. 
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LXIII. And it is enacted, that the expenses of every mortgage shall from time to time be de- 
frayed by the said Commissioners out of the money raised by the same. 

LXV. And it is enacted, that a Register of all the said mortgages shall be kept by the Clerk 
of the said Commissioners, and within fourteen days after the date of any moriengs an entry or 
memorial specifying the number and date of such mortgago, and the sum secured thereby and tho 
names of the parties thereto with their proper additions shall be made in the said Register, and 
the said Register may be perused at all reasonable times by any mortgagee or by any person inter- 
ested in any such mortgage without feo or reward. 

LXV. And it is enacted, that from time to time any party entitled to any such mort, Fe may 
transfor his right and interest therein to any other person, and every such transfer shall be by 
deed wheroin tho consideration shall be truly stated, and every such transfer may be according to 
the form in the Schedule B to this Act annexed or to the like effect. 

LXVI. And it is enacted, that within thirty days after the date of every such transfer if execut- 
ed within the territories subject to the Government of the East India Company, or otherwise, 
within thirty days after the arrival thereof within the said territories, it shall be produced to the 
said Clerk, and thereupon the said Clerk shall make an entry or memorial thereof in the Register 
aforesaid in the same manner as in the case of an original mortgage, and for such entry the said 
Clerk may demand and receive a fee not exceeding Two Rupees, and after such entry every such 
transfer shall entitle the transferee, his Executors, Administrators and Assigns to the full benefit 
of the original mortgage, and the principal and interest secured thereby, and such transferce may 
in like manner assign or transfer the same again and toties quoties, and it shall not be in the 

ower of any person except the person to whom the said mortgage shall have been last transferred, 
fis Executors, or Administrators or Assigns to make void, release or discharge the original mort- 
gage, or the monies due thereon or secured thereby. 

XVII. And it is enacted, that from and after the payment or satisfaction of all the principal 
and interest of monies secured by any mortgage made under the powers of this Act all the estate, 
property, right and interest by such mortgage vested in the mortgagee, his Heirs, Executors, Ad- 
ministrators or Assigns shall without any transfer or release or any other act or decd whatsoever 
immediately cease and determine. 

LXVIIL And in order that no undue preference may be given in paying off any mortgages it is 
enacted, that whenever the said Commissioners shall be enabled to pay off one or more out of the 
numbor of the said mortgages, or a part of the money secured on any such mortgage, they shall 
decide the order in which such mortgages shall be paid off by lot or ballot, and shall cause a notice 
signed by their Clerk to be given to the person entitled to the money to be paid off pursuant to 
such lot or ballot, and such notice shall express the principal sum proposed to be paid off, and 
that the same will be paid together with the interest due thereon, at the office of the Clerk of the 
said Commissioners on a day and at an hour to be specified at the expiration of six months from 
the date of giving such notice. 

LXIX, And it is enacted, that the said Commissioners may if they think proper fix a period for 
the repayment of the whole of the principal money borrowed on any one mortgage under the pro- 
visions of this Act with the interest thereon, and in such case the said Commissioners shall cause 
such period to be inserted in the mortgage deed, and upon the expiration of such period the said 
principal sum, together with the arrears of interest thereon, shall on demand be paid to the party 
entitled to receive such principal sum and interest, and if no other place of payment be inserted in 
such mortgage deed such principal and interest shall be payable at the office of the Clerk of the 
said Commissioners. 

LXX. And it is enacted, that if no time be fixed in the mortgage decd for tho repayment of the 
money 80 borrowed the party entitled to receive such money may at the expiration, or at any time 
after the expiration of twelve months from the date of such mortgage, demand payment of the 
Jrinetpal sum thereby: secured, with all arrears of interest upon giving six months previous notico 

for that purpose, and in the like case the said Commissioners may at any time pay off tho money 
borrowed on giving the like notice, and every such notice shall be in writing or print; or partly in 
writing and parily in print, and if given by 4 mortgagee or creditor shall be delivered to the Clerk 
aforesaid or left at his office and if given by tho said Commissioners shall be given cither porsonal- 
ly to such mortgagee or creditor, or left at his residence, or of his present rosidence be not known 
then at his last known place of abode, or if such mortgagee or creditor be unknown to the said 
Commissioners, or cannot be found after diligent inquiry and his last place of abode be unknown 
such notice shall be given by advertisement in the Calcutta.Government Gazette, and once in each 
of three successive weeks in two of the Calcutta Newspapers. 

LXXI. And it is enacted, that if the said Commissioners shall have given notice in terms of 
this Act of their intention to pay off any such mortgage then at the expiration of such notico all 
further interest shall cease to be payable on such mortgage unless demand of payment be made 
pursuant to such notice, and unless on such demand being duly made the said Commissioners shall 
fail to pay the principal and interest then due on such mortgage. 

LXXH And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful for any mortgagee or other person entitled to 
receive payment of the money secured by any such mortgage to entoree the payment of the princi- 
pal money and interest due thereon by applying for the appointment of a Receiver in the manner 

ereinafter Trovideds but in order to authorize ihe appointment of _ Becelver the amount of 
money owing to the mortgagee or mortgagees, or creditor or creditors by whom the application i 
made shall not be less than'Tea ‘Thousan Rupees. if ppneeen ae 
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LXXIT. And it is enacted, that ff within six months after the principal money or any interest 
owing upon any such mortgage has become payable and after demand thercof in writing the same 
te net paid the mortgagee or other creditor as aforsaid (without prejudice to his right to sue for 
fir pemeipal money, together with all arrears of interest in any competent Court or Courts of Law 
w Eqvity) may if his debt amount to the sum of Ten Thousand Rupees alone, or, if his debt does 
ont amount to that sum, in conjunction with other mortgagees whose debts being so in arrears 
der demand as aforesaid shall, together with his amount to the said sum, require the appoiut- 
ment ofa Receiver by an application to be made as hercinafter provided. 

LXXIV. And it is enacted that every application for a Recciver shall be made to one or more 
ics.iees of Her Majesty's Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort William in Bengal, and on any 
such application it shall be lawful for such Justice or Justices by order in writing after hearing tho 
parts to appoint a fit and proper person to receive the whole or a competent part of the rates and 
is~ssmenuts, and to apply the same to the payment of such interost or principal and intorest as the 
fa~ may be, together with all costs, including the charges of receiving the rates and asscssments 
ward the said principal and interest, together with all such costs and eharges be fully paid, and 
upsa soch appointment being made all such rates and assessments as aforesaid shall be paid to and 
received by the person so appointed who is hereby empowered to give good and sufficient dischar- 
ges for the same, and the moncy so to be received shall bo so much money received by or to the

ACT No. XXIII. 


An Act for the amendment of Act No. XXXI. of 1838. 


Whereas by Act No. XXX1. of 1833, Section XVII. it is enacted, that whosoever shall rob any 
person, or shall steal any property from the person of another, shall be liable, at the discretion of 
the Court, to be transported to such place as the Court shall direct for any term not exceeding” 
fifteen years, nor less than ten years, or to be imprisoned for any term not exceeding three years. 

It is hereby enacted, that so much of tho above cited Section of the said Act as enacts that the 
term of transportation thereby limitod shall not be for less than ten years, be repealed.

ACT No. L. 
An Act for to regulate the proceedings in vertain Cases of Forgery. 


Ir is hereby enacted, that within the Territories subject to the Presidency of Fort William in 
Bengal, except the local limits of the Courts established by Her Majesty's Charter, the Magistrates 
of tho several Zillahs and Cities shall not receive any charges of Forgery, or of procuring or caus- 
ing Forgery, or of fraudulently issutng and publishing as true or otherwise fraudulently giving 
effect to, or attempting to give effect to false and fabricated Deeds and Papers, knowing the same 
to be false and fabricated, which may be preferred by parties to Civil or Criminal cases in respect to 
Deeds and Papers offered in evidence in such cases against the advorse parties to such cases, or 
other persons, except as provided in the next following Section. 

Il, And it is hereby enacted, that in cases pendiny before any Civil or Criminal Court (except 
the Court of the Magistrate, or of any Officer exercising the committing powers of a Magistrate) in 
which there may appear to the Court sutticicnt grounds for sending for investigation to the Magis- 
trate a charge of any of the oifences specified in Section I. of this Act, the Court shall send the 
party or parties accused in custody to the Magistratc, together with the evidence and documents 
relevant to the charge, and siall take a recognizance from each of the witnesses, who have given 
such evidence tu appear before the Magistrate, who shall thereupon recoive such charge and pro- 
ceed with it in the usual course. 

Provided always, that nothing herein contained shall be construed to affect the powers vested in 
Sessions Judges in cases of Forgery, by Section 6, Regulation IL. of 1807, of the Bengal Code. 

Ill. And it is hereby enacted, that the powers vested by Clause 2, Section 14, Regulation XVIF. 
of 1317, of the said Code, in Zillah and City Judges, of committing persous chargeable with Perjury 
or Subornation of Perjury in cases pending before such Judges, are hereby vested in Principal 
Sudder Amcens in Civil cases pending before them, and the Principal Sudder Ameens and the Ma- 
gistrates arc horcby authorized and required to proceed in the manner in which tho said Judges 
and Magistrates are authorized and required to proceed by the said Clause. 

IV. And it is hereby euacted, that it shall be competent to the Sessions Judges to try persons 
committed by themsclves as Civil Judges under the provisions of the said Clause fur Perjury or 
Subornation of Perjury any Law to the contrary notwithstanding. 

V, And it is hereby enacted, that for the purposes of this Act, the expression Civil Courts shall 
he held to include all Revenue Officers acting judicially.

ACT No. II. 


An Act to confer cortain powers and privileges on the Commissioners for the Improvement of the 
Town of Calcutta, and to provide for the execution of certain public works by them. 


Wnenzas by Act No. XVI. of 1847, it was amongst other things enacted, that the whole procecds 
of the rates and taxes therein aforesaid, after paying all establishments and incidental expenses 
should, together with such monies as the Government of Bengal, with the sanction of the Governor 
General in Council, might direct to be paid ovor to the Commissioners for the Improvement of the 
Town of Calcutta therein aforesaid, be applicd by them to the following purposes, viz. 

Formation of Tanks and Aqueducts for the conveyance of water to all parts of the Town. 

Opening of Strects and Squares in crowded parts of the Town, : f 

Falling up Stagnant Pools of Water and removing obstructions to the free circulation of air. 

Lighting and Watering the Roads and Streets. 

Cleansing and repairing the same and the drains of the said Town, 

And improving and embellishing the said Town generally. more 7 

And whereas for the effectual accomplishment of the Purposes aforesaid it is expedient that the 
said Commissioners should be ompowcred to appoint a Clerk and a Surveyor and other necessary 
Officers, and that the said Commissioners and their said Clerk, and their said Surveyor and other 
Officers should exercise powers interfering with the rights and property of individuals : S 

I.__ It is therefore hereby enacted, that the said Commissioners shall, subject to confirmation or 
disallowance by the Governor of Bengal, nominate and appoint fit and proper persuns to be their

Surveyor and Clerk and other necessary Officers, who shall receive such salaries a4 te the Governor 
of Beagal shall seem meet. 

IL And it is hereby enacted, that for the purpose of constructing one or more Aqueducts for 
bringing pure and wholesome water to the Town of Calcutta from any place without the local 
limits of the jurisdiction of Her Majesty's Supreme Court of Judicature, it shall be lawful, when- 
ever a plan for an Aqueduct shall have been approved by the Governor of Bengal, for every Com- 
missioner, and for the Surveyor and Clerk to the Commissioners with such Assistants as they may 
require, to exercise in the construction of such Aqueduct, throughout the line of country throug 
which such Aqueduct is to run, all the powers which by this Act it is lawful for them to exercise 
within the said Local limits, and which may be necessary for the construction of such Aqueduct 
without being subject to any action or molestation whatever for so doing. And it shall also be 
lawful for any Magistrate of any district through which the said Aqueduct is to run, in furtherance 
of the construction of such Aqueduct, to do such acts, and he is hereby required to do such acts as 
it is by this Act lawful for a Magistrate of the Town of Calcutta to do, and as he is by this Act 
required to do in furtherance of any work to be executed by the said Commissioners within the 
taid local limits. 2 

ILL And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners instend of exe- 
euting any of the works which by this Act they are authorized to execute, by themselves, their 
Servants and Assistants, to execute the same by contract with any individual or Company who 
msy be willing to undertake the same, and in that case it shall be lawful for such individual or 
acch Company to exercise and enjoy all the powers and privileges which by this Act it is lawful 
for the said Commissioners to exercise and enjoy in the execution of any such work, rae 

TV. And it is enacted, that if in carrying into execution any of the powers or authorities of 
this Act any house, building or other hereditament shall be damaged or otherwise prejudicially 
atiected, the said Commissioners shall make good such damage and pay to the Owner and Ocoupier 
of such house, building or other hereditament such amount of compensation for such injury as 
shall be agreed upon between such Owner and Occupier, and the said Commissioners, and if such 
Owner or Uccupier, and the said Commissioners cannot agree as to the amount of such compensa- 
tion and the proportions thereof to be paid to such Owner aud Occupier respectively then the 
amount of such compensation, and also the proportions which the persons claiming the same are 
eatided to shall be settled and recovered by arbitration or the verdict of a Jury to be sumraoned 
and returned in the manner provided in Act No. XXII of 1847, entitled an Act to enable the Com- 
missioners who may be appointed under Act No XVI. of 1847, to purchase real or personal pro- 
Perty for the Improvement of the Town of Calcutta. . 

¥. And it is enacted, that if any person at any time shall obstruct or molest the said Comunis- 
overs or any Clerk, or Surveyor or other Officer, or any workman, or other person employed by 
them, or any person or Company with whom they may have contracted under the provisions 0 
tus Act, or any person employed by them in the performance and execution of their or his duty, 
or any thing which they are respectively required or authorized to do by virtue, or in consequence 
of this Act, every such person so offending shall for every such offence on conviction before a 

trate, forfeit and pay any sum not exceeding Fifty Rupees. Aa 
1. And it is enactel” that every Commissioner and the Surveyor, and Clerk to the Commissi- 
oners, which such Assistants as they may require, shall for the purposes of this Act, have full 
power and authority at all seasonablo hours in the day time to enter, or to direct his subordinate 
fers to enter into and upon any land or tenement, and in and upon the land on which any house, 
building or other erection is built or building, or intended to be built, and into and upon any 
daildings or any part thereof without being liable to any action at Law or Suit in Equity, or any 
ober legal Proceedings or molestation whatsoever for or on account of such entry, or of an thing 
ee or to be done in any part thereof in pursuance of this Act. Provided that none of the per- 
sons abovementioned shall enter upon any lands or tenements which may be occupied at the tune 
talses with the consent of the Occupier thereof, without previously giving the said Occupier rea- 
enable notice of his or their intention to do so. 

VIL And it is enacted, that the management and control over all and every of the streets, 
peble ways and public thoroughfares of every kind and deseription within the said Town of Cal- 
cotta existing at the time of the passing of this Act, and of all parts of the said Town which shall 
hereafter become streets, public ways or public thoroughfares of any kind or description, and the 
pavements and other materials therein, and all erections and buildings, materials, implements or 
other things provided for the said streets, public ways and public thoroughfares by or under the 
subority of the Government of vengal, or by the Magistrates of Calcutta, or by the said Commis- 
Woners, shal] be the property of, and are hereby vested in the said Commissioners as Trustees. 

VUL And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners with the consent and 
approbation of the Government of Bengal to pave and water such of the streets, public ways and

And whereas it is essential to the health and convenience of the inhabitants that straight 
and spacious streets and thoroughfares should be continued where they have been begun, and 
should be opened at. convenient and suitable distances where such do not ‘at present exist so as to 
perforate the mass of buildings within the said Town in straight lines as nearly as may be from 
South to North, and from East to West, crossing each other at right angles, and from South East 
to North West and from South ‘West to North East, crossing the straight lines abovementioned 
diagonally with large open spaces forming squares oF circles at convenient and suitable distances 
from whence the said streets may conveniently diverge in lines without interruption to the river

such open spaces to form squares or circles 8 aforesaid, which in their opinion shall be the most 
suitable for carrying into effect the abovementioned objects, keeping in view the salubrity of the 
said ‘Town, the ‘convenience of communication d the economy with wi ich the 
said improvements may be carried into execution, vi stiinates of the expense of tho 
necessary works and cstimates of the probable vi buildings and grounds, which it 
will be necessary for the said Commissioners to urchase for these purposes, and the said Commis- 
sioners shall select from the plans which shall be so furnished to them the one which they, or & 
najority of them, shall consider the beat and most cligible, and shall transmit to the Secretary to 
the Government of Bengal, the said plan and the resolution of the Commissioners thereupon for 
the consideration of the said Governor of Bengal, and upon the said Governor signifying through 
the said Secretary by writing, signed by the said Secretary, his approval of such plan, the said 
Commissioners shall ‘roceed with ail convenicnt speed to car! the same into execution 80 far as 
the funds at their isposal, and the circumstances under w ich the works are to be carried into 
execution will allow, in ‘eonjunction with the otner iin rovements contemplated by this Act, and in 

the said Governor shal signify his disapproval of the plan so ‘submitted to him, the said Com- 
missioners shall cause another plan to be drawn by the same or any other competent Surveyor, 
which plan shall in like manner bo submitted by the said Commissioners to the said Governor, and 
go from time to time until such plan shall be finally approved of by the said Governor, and as soon 
as may be after such final approval of the said Gevernor shall be intimated to the eaid Commis- 
sioners as aforesaid, the said Commissioners shall proceed to carry the said plan 80 approved into 
execution’ with all such convenient speed as aforesaid. 

XL. And it is enacted, that the said plan having been 80 submitted to and having been approv- 
ed by the said Governor as ‘aforesaid, the said Commissioners shall proceed in conformity, with the 
provisions of Act No. XXIL of 1847, with the purchase of such houses, buildings and grounds as it 
may be necessary to purchase for the execution of such plan, and ahall upon such purchase being 
completed give orders to their said local Surveyor to proceed with the said works without further 
reference to the said Governor. 

XIIL, And whereas it is essentially necessary to the salubrity of the said Town to make provi- 
sion for the effectual sewerage and drainage of the same : 

Tt is enacted, that as soon a8 conveniently may be after the passing of this Act the ssid Commis- 
sioners shall causo their said Surveyor to make a careful survey of the whole of the said ‘town, 
and in an accurate and distinct report to be frnmed by him to state what in his opinion are the 
defects of such sewerage, works and drains as shall at that time exist therein, and what alterations 
of the same, and what new main and other sewers and drains are necessary und proper for the 
effectual drainin, and clearing of the whole of the said Town, ‘and what reservoirs, cn ines, sluices, 
penstocks and other works are required for properly flushing and cleansing out such sewers and 
drains, and at and from what places such drains and sewers respectively ought to commence, in 
what precise direction they are tw be conducted, and at what places respectively they ought to 


XIV. And whereas it is of tho most essential importance that all the inhabitants of the said 
Town should be supplied with good and wholesome water for drinking and for domestic purposes 
to the utmost extent that the local and other circumstances of the said Town will permit, and es- 
pecially that the poorer inhabitants thereof should be so supplied with water ; and whereas sup- 
plics of water are also requircd for the cttivient and wholesome Tre 
and cleansing the main and other sewers and drains which may be constructed or inaintained under 
the provisions of this Act : . 

It is enacted, that the said Commissioners shall at the same time cause their said Surveyor to 
report upon the existing aupplics of water in the said Town, the sufficiepey or insufficiency of such 
supply for all the several purposes aforestid, and the healthful or palatable quality as water for 
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dnaking of every description of water so supplied, or which the said Surveyor shall recommend in 
future to be supplied, and with a view to test the accuracy of his report upon this latter subject 
the ssid Commissioners shall cause such water or waters to be analysed and reported on by com- 
petent Chemists and Medical men, and the said Surveyor shall also state in his report from what 
point on the River Hooghly, North of Calcutta, water in sufficient quantity can be conveyed into 
the Town for the domestic purposes of the said inhabitants, and for the efficient and wholesome 
elcansing and watering of the said streets, and cleansing the main and other sewers and drains 
which shall or may be constructed and maintained undor the provisions of this Act, and shall stato 
whether in his opinion one supply of water from one place can be commanded adequate to all theso 
several purposes and froin what distance and at what probable expense, and what reservoirs, 
eozines, sluices, canals, aqueducts, pipes and other works, and of what respective dimensions are 
mired for the adequate and abundant supply of such water for all such purposes as aforesaid. 

.V. And for carrying into effect the purposes aforesaid it is enacted, that all sewers and drains, 
together with all buildings and other works, materials and things therewith connected, and all 
canals, aqueducts, tanks and wells provided for or lawfully applied to public use, and which are 
wot the property of any private peraon or persons, together with all buildings, ongines. works, 
materials and things therewith connected existing in the said Town at the time of the passing of 
this Act, or which horeafter shall at any time be constructed and made therein whether constructed 
at the cost of the said Commissioners or otherwise, and the entire management and control over 
the same, subject to the provisions hereinafter contained, shall bo the property of, and are hereby 
vested in the said Commissioners as such Trustees as aforesaid, 

XVL_ And it is enacted, that the sail Commissioners shall cause to he constructed and mido 
sach and so many sewers and drains, anil such and so many reservoirs. canals, aqueducts, engines

ers, every such person 50 offending shall for every ‘such offence forfeit and pay on conviction before 
a Magistrate any sun not exceeding Fifty Rupees. 

XXII And it is enacted, that the said Commissioners shall with a due regard to the conveni- 
ence and the preservation of the health of the inhabitants of the said Town give strict orders to 
their said Surveyor to cause, and their said Surveyor shall duly cause all the streets, Ways) tho- 
roughfares and alleys thereof, whether dedicated to the use of the public or not, together with the 
foot pavements or footpaths from time to time to be properly awept and cleansed, and all dust, 
dirt and filth of every sort which may be found thereon to be collected and removed therefrom, 
and all the soil, ashes, rubbish and filth to be taken ‘and carried away from the houses and premi- 
acs of the inhabitants of the said Town at convenient hours and times, and shall cause allor any 
of the privies and cess} 1s within the said Town to be cleansed and emptied in a sufficient aud 

oper manner as shall be required, and that thesaid Surveyor shall from time to time givo public 
notice on what days, at what times in every week the said streets, public ways and public thorough- 
fares shall be swept ‘and cleansed, and such dirt, dust and night soil, rubbish, filth and ashes car- 
ried sway, and how ‘and in what manner the same shall be carried away and where the same 
be deposited, and shall give such orders ‘and directions as to the said Surveyor actin) under the 
orders and control of the said Commissioners 8! nd necessary, and it shall be 
lawful for the said Commissioners to purchase or hire carriages and other machines, 
and also any horses or cattle for the better executing and performing any of the above duties. 

XXIV. Knd it is enacted, that th be so collected from the 
said streets, thoroughfares, alleys, footwa: 
and rubbish to be collected, taken and oar 


iv’ pools, and all the dust, ashos 
away from all and every of the houses and elsewhere 
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withia the said Town shall be the property of the said Commissioners, and are hereby vested in 
them; and the said Commissioners shall have full power to sell and dispose of the same through 
their said Clerk or Surveyor for the purpose of this Act as they shall think proper, and the money 
arising from the sale thereof shall be applied for the purpose of this Act, and the person purchas- 
iag the same shall have full power and authority to take, carry away and dispose of the same for 
is own proper use and benefit. : 

XXIV. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners for the purpose of 
watering the said streets, public ways and public thoroughfares in the said Town to sink wells, 
aad lay, erect and place pipes, conduits and pumps in any of the said streets, public ways or public 

fares, and to provide any other apparatus proper for that Purpose, and to remove and 
alter the same when and as the said Commissioners shall think proper, and it shall be lawful for 
the mid Commissioners, and they are hereby required to excavate and provide a sufficient number 
o# sacions and convenient tanks or sufficient runs of water through the said Town for the inhae 
bitants to bathe in at suitable and proper times and in suitable and proper places as may best serve 
tounite the health and comfort of the labouring population with public decency, making due 
aliowance for the habits and customs of the country. root 

XXVI. And it is enacted, that it shall be Tawial for the said Commissioners, and they are 
hereby required from time to time to make such Bye-laws as they shall think fit for all or any of 
the purposes following, that is to say, : f ; 

For preventing nuisances in any streets or near thereto and effecting cleanliness therein 

For making regulations for the registering and inspection of slaughter houses and markets, and 
for keeping the same in a cleanly and proper state, and for removing filth therefrom at least once 
= every twenty-four hours, and for requiring that they shall be provided with a sufficient supply 

water. 

For the punishment of persons selling unwholesome meat, fish, vegetables, sweetmeats and 
grain, for the food of man, and for seizing and condemning the same. 

For regulating the duties of scavengers, and for regulating the management of urinals and 


privies. 
Por making regulations for cleansing filthy and unwholesome dwellings. 

For supplying private houses with water from the public reservoirs. et 

For making regulations to prevent persons bathing and washing their bodies in tanks and water- 
courses provided for the domestio uses of the inhabitants of the said Town and to limit the hours 
of bathing in the tanks and water-courses provided for the purpose of bathing in such manner as 
thall appear to the said Commissioners necessary to the health, cleanliness and comfort of the 
labouring population. 

For enforcing upon the inhabitants of the said Town tho performance of such acts and the 
abstinence from such acts as an enlightened regard to the health, cleanliness and decency of the 
saki Town ought to induce them to perform and to abstain from due consideration being had for 
the feelings, manners and customs of the various races of which the said inhabitants consist. 

For ascertaining and fixing what pecuniary penalties shall be incurred by persons breaking such 

._ Provided always, that no such last mentioned penalty shall exceed for any one offence 
the sam of Fifty Rupees, nor in case of continuing nuisance the sum of Five Rupees for every day 
daring. which such nuisance shall be continued and unremediod. 

XXVIL And it is enactod, that no Bye-law made under the powers for that purpose herein last 
eontained shall be of any force until the same shall have been laid before the Governor of the 
Presidenoy of Fort William in Bengal and his approbation thereof and that of the Governor Gene- 
ral in Council, shall have been certified to the said Commissioners under his hand by the Secre 
the Government of Fort William in Bengal, nor until the expiration of forty days after the same 
Bye-law shall have been published once in two of the Calcutta Newspapers, and a copy of such 
Bye-law with a declaration thereon, signed by the Clerk to the said Commissioners that the same 
bas been approved by the said Governor and published in two Newspapers as aforesaid with the 
date of such publication, shall be received as evidence of such Bye-law, and of the approval and 
Peblishing thereof as aforesaid in all Courts of Law and Equity and before all Magistrates. 

XXVIIE And it is enacted, that all Bye-laws made in pursuance of this Act shull be printed, 
and a copy thereof shall be posted up and continue so posted in the Office of the Clerk of the said 
Commissioners, and copies thereof shall be delivered to any person who may apply for the samo 
en payment of such sum as the said Commissioners shall think it not exceeding Four Annas. 

IX. And it is enacted, that all the provisions hereinafter contained relative to offences 
against this Act punishable upon summary conviction shall be taken to apply to all offences com- 
mitted in breach of any bye jaw made by the gaid Commissioners by virtue of this Act. 

XUL And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners to direct any prose- 
estion for any public nuisance whatsoever, which shall be permitied or suffered within the said 
Town, and to order proceedings to be taken for the recovery of any penaltivs and for the punish- 
ment of any persons offending against the provisions of this Act, and to direot and order the ex- 
penses of such prosecutions and other proceedings to be paid and borne by and out of the funds 
Placed at the disposal of the said Commissioners under the provisions of this Act. 

XXXL And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners to sue and be sued, 
to prefer any bill of indictment or information, or to take any other proceeding against any person 
who shall steal, take, or carry away, or wilfully deface or injure apy property, articles or thing 
belonging to the said Commissioners, and in every such case it shall be sufficient to state generally 
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the property, article or thing, in respect of which such procceding shall have been taken, to be the 
property of the said Commissioners. P : 

XxxIL. And it is enacted, that nothing in this Act contained shall be construed to render 
lawful any act or omission on the Pert of any person which is or but for this Act would be deemed 
and adjudged to be a nuisance at Common Law, nor to exempt any person guilty of a nuisance at 
Common Law from prosecution or action in respect thereof. Provided always, that if any person 
convicted of an offence under this Act shall have paid the whole amount adjudged to bo paid under 
such conviction, and the costs thereof in every such case he shall be released from all further or 
other criminal proceedings for the same offence. j : 

XXXIII_ And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners, and they are 
hereby empowered with the consent and approbation of the said Governor and subject to the res- 
trictions hereinafter contained, to contract and agree with any person or persons for supplying the 
said Town or any part thereof with water for the purposes of this Act, and with the like consent 
to agree with any person having and willing to dispose of the same, for the absolute purchase for 
any purpose which the said Commissioners shall think necessary for obtaining and protecting such 
supply of water as aforesaid, of any water-works, streams of waters, lands, tenements, easementa, 
hereditaments, fixtures, machinery or other property, or to take a lease thercof for any term of 
years and subject to such conditions as shall be agreed upon between the partics, and also with 
the like consent and approbation to grant to any person of persons contracting to supply the said 
Town or any part thereof, with water, a lease for any term not exceeding twenty-one years, of an: 
water-works, machinery, streams, waters, lands, tenements, easements, rights, privileges and ad- 
vantages belonging to or acquired by or which may belong to, or bo acquired by or be vested in 
the said Commissioners under any of the powers or authoritics in this Act coutained sv as to enable 
such person or persons so contracting the more effectually and efficiently to procure and supply 
water in pursuance of any such contract or agreement, and every such lease #0 to be mranted by 
the said Somrmissioners may be made subject to such conditions aud stipulations as to the supply- 
ing water for the purposes of this Act, or any of them as may be agreed upon between the respee- 
tive parties thereto. Provided always, that no lease or contract made in pursuance of the powers 
hereinbefore contained shall be valid or effectual for any purpose whatsoever unless the said Go- 
vernor’s approval of the same shall be testified by writing endorsed on such lease or contract under 
the hand of the Secretary to the Government of Bengal. 

XXXIV, And it is enacted, that if it shall be necessary or advantageous for the purpose of car- 
rying into execution any plan or mode of supplying water to the said Town that the said Commis- 
stoners should avail themselves of any of the powers in this Act contained which authorize the said 
Commissioners or their Lessees to take or enter upon lands without the consent of the Owners and 
Occupiers thereof for the purpose of constructing, improving or enlarging any water-works, then, 
and in every such case, the said Commissionors shall cause a map or plan to be prepared on a scale 
of not less than one inch to one hundred feet. describing the sources from which any supplies of 
water are intended to be procured, the situation of the intended watcr-works and tho line aud 
course of any intended aqueducts, conduits, tunnels, pipes or other channels for conveying water 
to or from the said intended source of supply and the lands through which the same respectively 
are intended to he carried, together with a book of reference containing the names of the Owners, 
or reputed Owners, Lessees or reputed Lessces and Occupiers pespecuiyely of any lands intended 
to be taken for the Purpose of erecting any works thercon, or to be used for the purpose of carry - 
ing any tunnels, pipes, channels or water-works through the same, and one copy of such plan and 
book of reference shall be deposited in the Office of the Clerk to the said Commissioners aud shall 
be open at all reasonable times there to the inspection of all parties interested thercin, and anoth:r 


copy of such plan and book of reference shall be furnished to the said Surveyor of the said Commis- 
sioners, and notice of such intended works and of the place in which such plan is depusited shall 
be given by the said Commissioners to all Bartice interested in any lands intended to be taken or 
used for any of the above purposes, through which it is intended to carry any tunnels, pipes, con- 
duits or other works, or to such of the said parties as shall after diligent enquiry be known to the 
said Commissioners, and such notice shall also be published in two or more of the Calcutta News- 
papers at Icast once in each of two successive weeks. ae, 

XXXV. And it is enacted, that as soon as may be after the expiration of ono Calendar month 
from the date of the last publication of such notice the said Surveyor shall give notice by publica- 
tion in such Newspapers in manner aforesaid that he will within one week from the date of the 
last of such publications attend upon such lands and point out to such as may meet him thero and 
desiro to be informed thereof the line and course of such intended aqueducts, conduits, tunnels and 
pipes, and the situation of such intended reservoirs, tanks and water-works, and he shall accord- 
ingly attend at the time and place named in tho said notice, and shall then and there point out the 
sxme and all persons who shall deem themgelwes interested in the matter or likely to be aggrieved 
thereby shall bo entitled to be heard by thomselves, their Counsel, Attornies or Agents, and to 
adduce such witnesses as they may think nevessary beforo the said Commissioners, and the said 
Commissioners shall report the evidence taken before them, and the plans and book of reference 
and the report of the said Surveyor, together with their opinion thereon to the said Governor and 
thereupon it shall be lawful for the said Governor to disallow or to authorize the taking of the 
lands specified in such plan, and required to be taken or used for the purposes aforesaid, or any 
of them without the consent of the Owners and other persons interested therein, subject in the 
latter case to such regulations and orders as the said Governor shall think necessary to justice 
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and not inconsistent with the objects of this Act, and when and so soon as the said Governor, if 
be shall 80 determine shall signify’ his approval thereof to be testified under the hand of the said 
Secretary in manner aforcsaid then the said Commissioners shall and may proceed to carry such plan 
Bio execution. 

XXXVI. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners, subject to the 
mstrictions hereinafter contained, from time to time to make, construct, lay down, maintain, alter 
or discontinue such water-works, steam engines, water-whoels, reservoirs, cisterns, tanks, aquo- 
duets, cuts, chauncls, conduits, engines, waste-gates, stop-gates, stop-cooks, sluices, banks, bridg- 
3, pes, tunnels, machinery and other works upon the lands hereby authorized to be purchased 
anftaken by the said Commissioners as shall be necessary or proper for obtaining water and sup- 
Pying the same to the inhabitants of the said Town. 

XAXVIE. Provided always, and it is enacted, that the said Commissioners in erecting and ma- 
king the said water-works and the said reservoirs, cuts, channels, aqueducts, tunnels or other works 
pou lands taken under the cumpulsory powers hereinbefore contained shall not deviate to any 
greater distance than the limits of the deviation as marked in the said plan, nor into the lands of 
any person not mentioned in the said book of reference without his previous consent in writing un- 
less the name of such person shall have been omitted by mistake, and the fact that such omiasion 

ceded from mistake and that such deviation ought to be allowed shall bo certified under the 

id of such Surveyor, 

XAXVUL Provided also and it is enacted, that nothing in this Act contained shall authorize or 
empower the said Commissioners or their Lessces by virtue of the compulsory powers of purchase 
berwinbefore contained except in the case of any land expressly. taken for forming any reservoir or 
emviing any steam engine or other works thercon to acquire or obtain any greater right or interest 
wany lands or premises through or within which any of the said pipes culverts, aqueducts or 
tennels are intended or may be required to be laid than a right of laying the said pipes, culverts, 
aqceducts or tunne!s therein, and of entering thercon from time to time when requisite to renew, 
anead, repair and examine the same. rs 

XNAIX. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners, subject to the 
restrictions in this Act contained, to enter upon the lands of any corporation or person adjoining 
to cr being within the distance of one hundred yards of the works by this Act authorized to bu 
made or any part thercof, and not being a garden, orchard, plantation or ground planted and set 
apart as a nursery for trees, for the purpose of depositing upon such lands or any part thereof an’ 
wil, gravel, sand, lime, brick, stone or other materials, or for any other purposes connected wit! 
the furmation of the said works without making any previous paym.nt, tender or deposit, that the 
said Commissioners doing as little damage as may be in the exercise of the several powers hereby 
granted to them, and making compensation for such temporary occupation or temporary damage 
of the said Jands to the Owncrs and Occupiers thereof from time to time, and as often as any such 
temporary occupation shall be taken or any such temporary damage done by the said Commission- 
ers or other Utticers, and making compensation to the Owners, also for the permanent injury 
(f any) to such lands, and in case the parties differ respecting tho amount of the compensation or 
ihe respcetive sharcs of several claimants of compensation, then and in every such case the said 
dispute, respectively shall be settled and adjusted by arbitration or by the verdict of a Jury suin- 
woned and assembled in manner provided in Act No XXII. of 1347. 

XL Provided always, and it is enacted, that before it shall be lawful for the said Commission- 
qs to make any such temporary uce as aforesaid of the lands adjoining or lying near to the said 
works the said Commissioners shall and they are hereby required to give fourteen days’ notice of 
sach their intention to the Owners and Occupiers of such lands, and to separate and set apart by 
saficient fences so much of the lands as shal! be required to be used as aforesaid frum the other 
lands adjoining thereto 

XLL Provided always, and it is enacted, that the said Commissioners before entering auy_ such 
adjoining lands for the purposes aforesaid, shall if required by the Owners or Occupiers of such 
lands agree with such Owners or Occupiers for the payment of a certain and fixed annual rent in 
respect thereof during the continuance of such temporary occupation, and the amount of such rent 
io case the parties dilfer shall be settled by arbitration or by the verdict of a Jury summoned and 
assembled in manner provided in Act No. XXII. of 1347. 

XLIL And it is enacted, that the suid Commissioners shall and they are hereby required in 
forming any reservoir or works hereby authorized to be made, and any tunnels or water-courses 
there.n or leading thereto at their own expense to make ané provide a sutticieat number of con- 
venient roads, ways, Watering-places, wells, water-courses, drains and channels for the irrigation 
and for the use of tho adjoining lands, and for irrigating the same in those parts where the present 
roads, ways, watering-places, wells, water-courses, drains and channels shall and may be taken 
away or interrupted, injured or rendered inconvenio@€ or useless by reason of the making of the 
ad reserroirs or other works, and in ease of any ditference arising between the said Commission- 
ers and the Owners of such adjoining lands such difference shall be settled by arbitration or by the 
verdict of a Jury summoned and assembled iu manner provided in Act No. XXIL of 1847. 

XLII. And it is enacted, that when the pavement or soil of any street, public way or public 
thoroughfare, or any sewer or drain shall be opeued or broken up by the said Commissioners or 
their Otticers, or by any other person, they shall with all convenient speed complete the work on 
account of which the saine shall have been broken up and fill in the ground and make good the 
Pavement and soil, aud the sewer or drain so opeucd or broken up and carry away the rubbish ov- 
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casioned thereby, and shall in the meantime cause the place where such pavement or soil shall be 
80 opened or broker. up to be fenced and guarded and shall set up and maintain upon and against 
the part of the said pavement or soil so broken up or opened a suffcicnt light during every night 
whilst such pavement or soil be continued open or broken up. 

XLIV. And it is enacted, that all existing public cisterns, tanks, conduits and other water- 
works used for the gratuitous supply of water to the inhabitants of the said Towa shall be continu- 
ed, maintained and supplied with water by the said Commissioners, and shall be vested in them 
and be under their management and control, and it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners to 
erect and place any number of new cisterns, tanks, pumps, conduits or other water-works for the 
supply of water to the inhabitants of any street, court, alley, public way or public thoroughfare, or 
of any number of houses as they shall see fit, or to erect the samo in any public situatioa for the 

tuitous use of any persons who may choose to carry water away for their private use but not 
for sale, and to supply with water any public baths or wash-houses that may established for 
the use of the poorer classes. ; : ees 

XLY. And it is enacted, that if the said Commissioners shall neglect or refuse to furnish a suffi- 
clent supply of water for domestic purposes as settled and arranged by the said Surveyor to the 
Owner or Occupier of any dwelling house rated to the rate hereinafter mentioned, it shall be law- 


ful for such Owner or Occupier to deduct from the amount of such rate a sum equal to quo-eighth . 


part of the amount payable by him in each quarter for every two dave in succession during which 
such neglect or refusal shall continue after notice in writing shall have been given to the Clerk of 
the said Commissioners of the want of such supply unless tho want of such supply shall arise from 
great drought or other unavoidable cause or accident. 

XLVI. And in order to preserve the water to be supplied by the said Commissioners for the 
domestic use of the inhabitants of the said Town puro aaa wholesome, it is onacted, that eve:

Every person who shall bathe in any reservoir, aqueduct or other water-works belonging to 
the said Commissioners, and provided by them for the duiuestic use of the inhabitants of the said 
Town, or shall wash or cause to be washed therein any wearing apparel, horse, dog or animal. 

2. Every person who shall throw, put or cast any gravel, stone, rubbish, dirt, filth or other 
noisome or offensive matter or thing into any such reservoir, aqueduct or other water-works as 
aforesaid, or shall wash or cleanse therein any wool, leather or skin of any animal, or other foul 
or offensive matter or thing. 

8, Every porson who shall cause or permit the water of any sink, sewer or drain. or any other 
offensive liquid matter or thing belonging to him, or flowing or being in any house or buildan 7, OF 
upon any ground occupiéd by him to run drain or be conveyed into any of the springs, rivulets, 
reservoirs, aqueducts, pipes or other water-works, belonging to the said Commissioners, or who 
shall commit or cause any other act whatsoever, whereby the water of the said Commissioners 
shall be in any degree whatsoever fouled or corrupted. 

XLVII. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners, and they are 
hereby required to provide a sufficient number of lamps for lighting such parts of the said Town as 
the tad Commissioners on the report of their said Surveyor shall consider to require the same, and 
shall keep the said lamps in fit order far publio uso, and shall keep and employ a sufficient number 
of persons to cleanse, prepare and light the same, and shall also from time to time as shall be re- 
quired, increase or otherwise alter tho number of the said lamps, and shall renew such of the 
aid lamps as shall become broken or unfit for use so that all the streets of the said Town which 
the said Commissioners shall cousider necessary shall be well and sufficiently provided with 
light from such hour in the evening of each day until such hour of the morning of each follow- 
ing day, as the said Commissioners shall consider to be fit and proper and necessary, and the whole 
of the expense of the erection, repair, maintenance, cleansing and supplying with oil and wicks, of 
each and every of the said lamps and of lighting and keeping lighted the same during such hours 
ae aforesaid shall be borne and paid by the said Commissioners. 

XLVIUI. And it is enacted, that every person who siiall wantonly or wilfully destroy, injure, 
deface or disturb any of the said lamps or extinguish any light, theroin, or abstract or taku away 
from any of the said lamps any oil or other matter or thing tuercin, or any part thercof without 
the order of the said Commissioners, or of their said Surveyor, shall forfeit and pay on conviction 
before a Magistrate for every such offence any sum not exceeding Fifty Rupees. 

XLIX. And it is enacted; that if any party shall havo committed any irregularity, trespass or 
other wrongful | proceeding in the execution of this Act, or by vitrue of any power or authority here- 
by given, and if before action brought in respect thereof, such party shall make tender of sufficient 
amends to the party injured, such last mentio@ed party shall not recover in any such action when 
brought, and if no such tender shall have been made, it shall be lawful for the defendant in such

vided for, such amount in case of dispute, shall be asvertained and determined by arbitration in 
ike manner as is provided for proceeding by arbitration under Act Mo. XXL. of 1847, and if the 
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parties canaot agree upon two persons as arbitrators or the arbitrators fail to Pronounce their 
award as aforesiid thea by any two Mag’strates of Calcutta, aad if the amount so ascertained be 
sot paid by the said Commissioners or by the othar party liable to pay the same, as the case miy 
he within seven days after demand thereof, the amount may be recovered by action of debt or on 
tse case in Her Majeaty's said Supremo Court of Judicature. ‘!

Whereas doubts have arisen as to the meaning of the words ‘‘ Thug”’ and ‘ Thuggee,” and the 
expression ‘‘ Murder by Thuggee,”’ when used in the Acts of the Council of Indis 

't is hereby declared and enacted, that the word ‘‘ Thug’’ when used in any Act heretofore pass- 
ed by the Council of India, shall be taken to have meant and to mean a person who is, or has at 
any time been habitually associated with any other or others for the purpose of committing, by 
means intended by such person or known by such person to be likely to cause the death of any per- 
son, the offence of Child-stealing or the offence of Robbery not amounting to Dacoity. And that 
tne word ‘* Thuggee”’ when used in such Acts shall be taken to have meant and to meau the offence 
of committing or attempting any such Child-stealing or Robbery by a Thug. And that the expres- 
sion “ Murder by Thuggee’’ when used in such Acts shall be taken to have meant and to mean 
Murder when employed as the means of committing such Child-stealing or such Robbery by a 
Thug.

An Act for reyulating Coroner’s Juries. 


It is hereby enacted, that from and after the First day of May, 1848, on all Inquests to be held by 
the Coroners of Calcuita, Madras or Bombay, no greater number than five Jurors shall be necessa- 
ry, and that every finding of a Jury consisting of five Jurors shall be to all intents and purposes as 
good, valid and effectual in Law, as if such finding had been the finding of twelve Jurors. 

II, And it is hereby enacted, t .at wien any person shall have been duly summoned to attend as 
a Juror by any of the said Corgners, and shall fail or noglect to attend at the timo and place speci- 
fied in such summons, it shall be lawful for any such Coroner to cause such person to be open! 
called in his Court three times to appear and servo asa Juror, and upon the non-appearance of suc! 
person and proof that such summons has been served upon him, or left at his usual place of abode, 
to impose such fine upon the person so making default, not exceeding Fifty Rupecs, as to such Co- 
roner shall scem fit, and such Coroner shall make out and sign a Certificate containing the name 
and surnam, the resilens> and trade, or calling of oxety person so making dofault, together with 
the amount of the fiue which shall have been imposed, and the cause of euch fine, and shall trans- 
mit such certificate to one of the Magistrates of the Prosidency of which he is the Coroner, and 
shall cause a copy of such certificate to be served upon the person so finod, by having it left at his 
usual place of residence, or by sending the same through the Post Office, addressed as aforesaid, 
and thcreupon such Magistrate shall cause such fine to be levied according to the provisions of Act 
No. IL of 1339, in the same manner as if sueh fine had been imposed by himself. 

III, And whercas it is expedient to make provisions for supporting Coroner's Inquisitions and 
for proventing the same from being quashed on account of tevhoical defects : 

It is therefore hereby enacted, that no Inquisition found upon or by any Inquest of any of the 
said Coroners, nor any judgment recorded upon or by virtue of any such Inquisition shall be quash~ 
ed, stayed, or reversed for want of the avermont therein, of any matter unnecessary to be proved, 
nor for the omission of the words “* with furee and arms.” or of the words * against the peace,” or 
of the words “ against the form of the Statute,’ or for the omission or insertion of any other words 
or expreysiuns of mere forin or surplusage, uor for the insertion of the words ‘« upon their oath,’” 
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tastead of the words “’ upon their onths,”’ nor for omitting to state the time at which the offence 
vas committed when time is not of the essence of the offence, nor for stating the time imperfectly, 
tor because any person or persons mentioned in any such Inquisition is or are designa-ed by a name 
cf offce or other descriptive appellation instead of his, her or their proper name or names, nor by 
reason of the non-insertion of the names of the Jurors in the body of any such Inquisition, or of any 
difference in the spelling of the names of any of the Jurors in the body of any such Inquisition and 
the names subscribed thereto, nor because any Juror or Jurors shall have set his or their mark or 
marks to any such Inquisition instead of subscribing his or their name or names thereto, nor because 
asy sueh mark or marks is or are unattested, provided that the name or names of such Juror or 
Jarors is or are set forth, nor because any Juror or Jurors has or have signed his or their Chris- 
tu name or names or other name or names which is not or are not a family nathe or names by 
azans of an initial or partial signature only, and not at full length, nor because of any crasures or 
interlineations appearing in any such Inquisition, unless the same shall be proved to have heen 
made therein after the same was signed, nor (except only in cases of murder or manslaughter) for 
oe by reason of any such Inquisition not being duly sealed or written upon parchment, nor by rea- 
we of any sach Inquisition having been taken before any Deputy instoal of the Coroner himself. 
nor because the Coroner and Jury did not all view the body at one and the same instant, provided 
that they all viewed the body at the first sitting of the Inquest, and in all or any such cases of tech- 
nical defect as are hereinbefore mentioned, it shall be lawful for any Judge of Her Majesty’s Su- 
jteme Court at the Presidency at which such T.:quest shall have been held, if he shall so think fit. 
up the occasion of any such Inquisition being called in question before him, to order the samy 
ts be amended in any of the respects aforesaid, and the same shall forthwith be amended accordingly. 

IV. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful for cach of the Coroncrs of Calcutta, Madras and 
Bombay from time to time to appoint by writing under his hand and seal a fit and proper person, 
«och appointment being subject to the approval of the Governor of the Presidency of which he is 
the Coroner, to act for him as his Deputy in the holding of Inquests ; and all Inquests taken and 
other acts performed by any such Deputy Coroner under and by virtue of any such appointmeni 
shall be deemed and taken to be the acts and deeds of the Coroner by whom such appoiutment was 
msde. Provided that no such Deputy shall act for any such Coroner except during the illness of 
the said Coroner or during his absence for any lawful and reasonable cause. Provided also that 
every such appointment may at any time be cancelled and revoked by the Corpner by whom the 
same Was Tale. ;

And it is hereby enacted, that whenever it may be proved befure the Magistrate that any 
such recognizance has been forfeited, he shall proceed to enforce the penalty of such recognizance 
in the mode prescribed for the satisfaction uf decrees of the Civil Court. 

IX. And it is hereby enacted, that whenever it may be proved before the Magistrate that any 
such recognizance has been forfeited if a security bond shall have been taken and the Magistrate 
shall think that proceedings should be had upon such bond, he shall give notice to the surety or 
sureties to pay the penalty, or to shew cause whiy it should uot be paid, and if no sufficient cause 
shall be shewn, the Magisraie shall proceed to recover the penalty ow such surety or sureties by 
the attachment and sale of any of his or their property in the mode prescribed for the attachment 
and sale of property in satisfaction of decrees of the Civil Court, and if the penalty be not paid and 
cannot ‘be recovered by such attachment and sale, such surety or sureties shall be liable to confine- 
ment by ordor of the Magistrate in the Civil Jail of the station during a period not exceeding six 
months, 

X. And it is hereby enacted, that all sentences ahd orders passed under this Act shall be appeal- 
able subject to the general provisions which regulate appeals. 

XI. And it is hereby enacted, that in the Territories subject to the Presidency of Bengal all 
Mochulkas and Security Bonds which by force of any Act or Regulation may be taken by Criminal 
Courts of the East India Company or by Zillah or City Magistrates or Joint Magistrates for keep-

And it is hereby enacted, that im any case where payment shall not be duly made of any 
Assessment charged and demanded under authority of this Act, the Collector or other Officer 
appointed to eollect the same shall certify in writing such non-paymeut to any Justice of the Peace 
who, if he shall be satisfied that due diligence has been used to obtain payment, and that the same 
has been improperly withheld, shall issue his Warrant for levying the amount of such Assessment 
by seizure and sale of any Goods and Chattels and growing Crops whatsoever and to whomsoever 
belonging in or upon the Houses, Shops or other Buildings, or in or upon the lands respectively 
charged, and the overplus if any, after deducting the expences of such seizure and sale, shall be 
paid to the Owner or Owners of the GooJs, Chattels, or growing Crops so seized and sold, or to 
the person or persons in whose possession the same may have been found.

Building belonging to Government, or any Mili- 
tary Post, Barracks or Cantonment, or any Hospital, Poor House, Sailor's Hono or other Benevo- 
lent or Charitable Institution under the patronage of Government, or any place of Public Worship 
shall be deemed to be Public Roals, Streets and Bridges within the meaning of this Act. 

MIL And whereas it is desirable, that a certain number of the Ratc-payers of the said Settle- 
meat should from time to time be appointed to assist the Government in the management of the 
said Municipal Fund, aa well as in the performance of other Municipal Acts hereinafter mentioned : 
It ia hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Chief Civil Authority. of the said Settlement 
for the time being, from time to time to nominate and appoint at each of the said Stations of

An Act for the punishment of wandering gangs of Thieves and Robbers. 


Whereas it is expedient to extend some of the Provisions of the Law for the conviction of Thugs 
and Dacoits to other gangs of Thieves and Robbers, It is enacted as follows : 

I. Whosoever shall be proved to have belonged either before or after the passing of this Act to 
any wandering gang of persons, associated for the purposes of theft or robbery, not being a gang 
of Thugs or Dacoits, shall be punished with imprisonment with hard labour for any torm not ex- 
ceeding seven years, 

Il. “Any person accused of the offence of belonging to any such gang as aforesaid, or of the 
offence of unlawfully and knowingly receiving or buying property stolen or plundered by any such 
gang, may be committed by any Magistrate within the Territories of the East India Company, and 
inay be tried by any Court which would have been competent to try him if his offence had been 
committed within the Zillah where that Court sits. 
ane No Court shall on the trial of any offence under this Act require any Futwa from any Law 

icer.

ACT No. XII. 


An Act for better defining the jurisdiction of the Calcutta Court of Commissioners for the Recove- 
ry of Small Debts. 


Whereas the jurisdiction of the Court of Commissioners for the Recovery of Small Debts in and 
for the Settlement of Fort William in Bengal, hath been exercised under colour of a Proclamation 
made by the Vice President of the Presidency of Fort William in Bengal, in Council, with the se 
proval of the Governor General of the said Presidency, bearing date the 18th day of March 1802, 
and of another Proclamation made by the Governor General of the said Presidency in Council, 
bearing date the 25th day of September 1813, and of another Proclamation made by the Governor 
General of the said Presidency in Council, bearing date the 29th day of October 1819: And whereas 
doubts have arisen as to the legality of the said last two Proclama:ions, and of all that has been 
done or may hereafter be done in pursuance thereof : And whereas doubts have also arisen whether 
the powers given to the Commissioners of the said Court by the first of the said Proclamations are 
by the terms of the said third Proclamation effectually extended to the matters qver which jurm- 
diction is thereby declared to be given to the said Court of Commissioners, and it is expedient to 
remove such doubis : And whereas tie Rules, Orders and Regulations for the direction of the pro- 
cess and practice of the said Court which have been established in and by the said Court have not 
been allowed, printed or published as directed by the said first Proclamation, and it is expedient 
to ratify and confirm the same notwithstanding such omission ; Aud whereas the said Comunission- 
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ers have been accustomed to sit separately and to form scparate Courts sitting at the same time 
or at different times, and it is also expedient to establish as well prospectively as retrospectively 
the legality of that practice,—It is enacted as follows : 2 : : : 

L All proceedings heretofore had or hereafter to be had in pursuance of and in conformity with 
the said Proclamations, or any of them by the said Commissioners, or any person or persons acting 
under their authority shall be deemed to have been, and to be, valid in law to all intents and pur- 
poses whatever, and against all persons and bodies corporate whomsoever. 

YL__ All the powers and authoritics declared to be given to the said Commissioners by the said 
first Proclamation shall extend to and be exercised in respect of and shall be deemed to have hereto- 

. fre extended to all matters which in and by the several Proclamations, or any of them, the said 
Commissioners were authorized to hear and determine, — Bpit : 

Itt. All proceedings heretofore had by any Commissioner or Commissioners of the said Court 
whilct sitting 2 from the others or other of them, or by any person or persons under his or theix 
aznthority, shall be deemed to have been as valid in law to all intents and against all persons and 
Yodies corporate whomsoever, as if all the said Commissioners had been sitting together in the 
said Court of Requests, and such Commissioners may henceforth sit either altogether or apart, and 
may hold one Court or two or three separate Courts sitting at the same time or at different times 
in ltke manner as they have been heretofore accustomed to do. : 

IV. All rules, orders, forms of procedure and tables of fees now used or established in the said 
Court shall be deemed to be and to have been from the time oftheir being first used or established 
respa. tively, valid in law to all intents, notwithstanding the omission to procure the allowance by 
the Supreme Court of Judicature of such of the same as should have been so allowed, and notwith- 
sanding the non-printing and non-publication of such of tne same as should have been printed and

bay All summonses and other process issued by the said Commissioners, or any of them, whether 
issued before or aftcr the passing of this Act, shall be deemed to be valid and effectual in the law 
«a whatsoever day the same shall have been made returnable.

ACT No. XIII. 
For lisniting the time within which a Suit may be brought to conteat the awarids of the Recenue Au- 
thorities in the Presidency of Bengal. 


For the greater security of possessory titles in the Presidency of Bengal dcrived from awards 
made by the Revenue Authorities under Regulation VII. of,1822, Regulation IX. of 1825, and Re- 
falation IX. of 1833, of the Bengal Code, It is enacted as follows : 

L_ No suit shall be entertained in any Court for contesting the justice of any award made beforo 
the passing of this Act by the Revenue Authorities under any of the recited tegulations after the 
Srpiration of twelve years from the date of the final award. 

L. Afver the expiration of three years from the passing of this Act, no such suit shall be enter- 
tained for contesting the justice of any such award made before the passing of thia Act. 

Ill. No such suit shall be entertained for contesting the justice of any such award made after 
the passing of this Act, after the expiration of three years from the date of the final award.

ACT No. XIV. ~ E 
To enable the Supreme Court of Calcutta to issue Commissions for taking Affidavits. 


Whereas doubts are entertained whether the Supremo Court of Judicature at Fort William in 
Bengal has power on the Crown and Plea sido of the Court under the Charter of that Court to 
grant a Standing Commission to take Affidavits, or solemn affirmations, and it is expedient that such 
fewer be had and exercised as occasion requires, It is enacted as follows : 

L After the passing of this Act, the said Court shall have power to issue a Commission or Com- 
aissions from time to time under the Seal of the said Court, to such person or persons as the said 
Coart shall think fit to name thercin empowering him, or them, or any one, or more of them, to 
take AfBdavits and solemn affirmations in any cause, or other proceeding in the said Court now, or 
wreafier to be depending, or with the intent to institute any proceeding whatever in the said 
Court. 

IL Every Affidavit or solemn affirmation so taken shall be deemed to be taken in the said Court, 
sed shall render the person or persons taking the same liable to payment of the same fees (if any) 
to be received and accounted for in the same manner as in the case of an Affidavit or solemn affir- 
wation made and taken in Court. 

OL Bvery person so making any Affidavit or solemn affirmation, knowing the same or any part 

to be untrue, shall be liable to the same penalties in all respects as if such Affidavit or so- 
iemn affirmation bad been made and taken in open Court,

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ACT No XV. 
An Act to forbid trading by the Officers of the Supreme Courts. 


For the better discharge of their duties by the Officers of the undermentioned Courts of Justice, 
It is enacted as follows : 

I, No Officer of any of the Courts of Judicature established by Royal Charter, within the Terri- 
tories subject to the Government of the East India Company, or of any Court established for the 
Relief of Insolvent Debtors within the said Territories, shall directly or indirectly by himself, or 
by any other person or persons on his behalf, accept from any person or Poreone any gift or reward 
for any act or behaviour in his Office other than his legal salary and tees and profits of office, or 
hold any office in any Bank or Public Company, except as hereinafter excepted, or carry on or be 
concerned in any dealings as a banker or trader or as agent, factor, or broker either for his own 
advantage, or for the advantage of any other person or persons except such dealings as it may be 
part of the duty of any such Officer by virtue of his office to carry on. 

Il, This Act shall not be construed to forbid any Officer of any of the said Courts, who is also a 
practising Advocate, Attorney, Solicitor or Proctor in any of the said Courts, from taking the usu- 
al fees and emoluments of Advocates, Attorneys, Solicitors or Proctors, nor to apply to any Advo- 
cate, Attorney, Solicitor, Proctor, Sheriff, Assignee, Receiver or Committce, so far as he is held to 
be in that capacity merely for some purposes an Officer of any of the said Courts, 

I. This Act shall not be construed to forbid any Officer of any of the said Courts from hold- 
ing any unpaid office in any Society for Charitable purposes, or for the advancement of knowledge, 
or for the encouragement of Science, Art, or Manufactures. 

IV. Every Officer of any of the said Courts who shall knowingly offend against this Act shall, 
on conviction thereof, be liable to be punished by sleprivation of his office, and also, by the sentence 
of the Court before which he shall be convicted may be declared incapable, and in that case shall 
become incapable of being appointed to the same or any other office of the same Court, or to serve 
Her Majesty or the East India Company in the Territories under tho Government of the East India 
Company, or in such part of the said Territorics as shall be specified in the sentence or in the dis- 
cretion of the Court may be otherwise punished by fine or fine and imprisonment for his misdemea- 
nour as to the Court shall seem fit, regard being had to the nature of his offence. 


Passed on the lith June, 1848. 


ACT No. XVI. 
An Act to remove, certain restrictions on the Salt Trade. 

Whereas the Salt Trade in the North Western Provinces is burdened with unnecessary restric- 
tions, It is enacted as follows: 

I. Sections 49, 50, 85, and 93, of Regulation X. of 1819, of the Bengal Code, and so much of 
Bection 48, of the same Regulation, as affects the importation of Salt from the North Western Pro- 
vinces into the other Provinces of the Presidency of Bengal, also Section 2 of Regulation X. of 1826, 
of the same Code, shall be repealed from the First day of August in this year. 

Il. After the said First day of August, no Customs Duty shall-be leviable upon Salt imported 
into the said North Western Provinces from the other Provinces of the said Presidency. 


Passed on the 1st July, 1818. 


ACT No. XVII. 


An Act for substituting Stamp Duties instead of Institution Fees in the Courts of the District 
Moonsiffs in the Presidency of Madras ; and for refunding Stamp Duties on Plaints in certain 


cases. 


Whereas it is expedient to substitute Stamp Duties for Institution Fees in the Courts of the Dis- 
trict Moonsiffs in the Presidency of Madras, and to authorize the return of the whole or part of the 
Stamp Duties paid on Plaints in all civil actions which are dismissed on application of the parties, 
It is enacted as follows : 

I. Section XVI. and Clause 2, Section LVIT. Regulation VI. 1816, and Sections IV. and V. Re- 
gulation II. 1834, of the Madras Code, shall be repealed from the First day of September in this 
year. 

II. From and after the said First day of September, so much of Regulation XIII. 1816, and 
Section VII. Regulation VII. 1818, of the Madras Code, as relates to the levying of Stamp Duties 
instead of Fees on the institution of Civil actions, shall be applicable to the Courts of District 
Moonsiffs in the Presidency of Madras, 

IIL. Whenever a suit pending in any Civil Court within the Territories subject to the Presi- 
dency of Madras shall be dismissed on application of the parties, the plaintiff ahall be entitled to 
claim from the Court a certificate, stating the amount of Stamp Duty paid on the Plaint, with 
specification of the number and endorsement of the paper filed, and whether the suit was dismissed 
before or after the completion of the pleadings, 
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T¥. On presenting any such Certificate to the Collector of the District within three calendar 
months after the dismissal of the suit, the plaintiff shall be entitled to receive back half of the said 
Stamp Duty, if the certificate purports that the suit was dismissed after the completion of the 
pleadings ; and if before, the whole of the said Stamp Duty ; Provided always there be no excep- 
tion taken to the paper or endorsement thereon,

ACT No. XVIII. 


An Act for the Administration of the Estate of the late Nuwab of Surat, & to continue privileges 
to his family. 


Vihereas it is expedient to provide for the administration of the Estate of the late Nuwab of Surat, 
Meer Ufzoolooddeen Khan, Kumrood Dowleh, Ushmut Jung, Bahadoor; & whereas the exemption 
from the jurisdiction of the Civil and Criminal Courts enjoyed by the said late Nuwab and his re- 
lations and servants, by virtue of the Treaty concluded between the East India Company and tho 
said late Nuwab on the 13th May 1800, recognized and confirmed by Clause 2, Section XXI. Regu- 
lation IT. 1827, and Clause 2, Section L dtequlation XI. 1827, of the Bombay Code, ceased at the 
death of the said late Nuwab, and it is deemed expedient that some of the said persons should 
continue to be privileged, It is enacted as follows : = 

L_ No writ or process shall be sued forth or prosecuted against the person, goods or property of 
the several persons named in the Schedule annexed to this Act, being the widows and family of the 
said Late Nuwab, or of any of them, unless with the consent of the Governor of Bombay in Council 

* first obtained ; such consent to be signified by the signature of one of the Secretaries to Govern- 
ment: apd any writ or process sued forth or prosecuted against the person, goods or property of 
the said sev persons, or any of them, without such consent as aforesaid, shall be utterly null 

void. 

IL The Governor of Bombay in Council is empowered to act in the administration of the pro- 
perty of whatever nature, left by the late Nuwab of Surat, in regard to the settlement and payment 
of the debts and claims standing against the Estate of the said late Nuwab at the time of his death, 
and to make distribution of the remaining property among his family ; & no act of the said Governor 
of Bombay in Council, in respect to the administration to and distribution of such property, from 
the date of the death of the said late Nuwab, shall be liable to be questioned iz any Court of Law 
or Equity. 

IIL The limitation of time for bringing suits in the Civil Courts, provided in Regulation V. 
1897, of the Bombay Code, shall be held, in reapect to all persons within the provisions of Clause 2, 
fection XXI. of the said Regulation LI. 1837, to begin, as to all causes of action arising before the 

ing of this Act, from the day of the passing of this Act : subject to this provision, that no suit 
Sor against any of the said persons shall be entertained in any Civil Court, on account of any 
cause of action which arose at a time preceding the death of the said late Nuwab by more than 
the number of years or months severally limited, with reference to such cause of action, by the 
said Regulation V. 1827, as the period within which the suit must be filed after such cause of ac- 
tion arose, or came to the knowledge of the plaintiff, as the case may be. 

IV. Deeds registered under the provisions of any Act passed by the Governor General of India 
in Council shall not, on the sole ground of priority of registration, invalidate Deeds which may be 
duly registered within six months from the day of the passing of this Act, by any persons within 
the provisions of the said Clause 2, Section XXL. Regu! tion II. 1827; provided that such last men- 
tioned Deed relates to property conveyed to the owner before the day of the passing of this -\c:.

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ACT No. XIX. 
For better defining the Lave as to revision of the sentences of Subordinate Criminal Courts in the 
Prisidencies of Bengal and Madras. 


Whereas it has been doubted how far Section V. Regulation IX, 1831 of the Bengal Code is 
repealed by Act XXXI. 1841, and what power the Foujdaree Adawlut at Madras has under Section 
XXXV. Act VIL 1843, It is enacted as follows : 

I. So much of Section V. Regulation IX. 1831, of the Bengal Code, as is now in force, and also 
Section XXXV, Act VII. 1843, are repealed, 

Il. The Nizamut Adawlut in the Presidency of Bengal and Foujdaree Adawlut in the Presi- 
dency of Madras, in any case in which it shall appear to either of them upon a review of the 
Abstract Statements or Calendars of prisoners punished without reference, that the sentence pass- 
ed is one which cannot lawfully be passed on a person convicted of the offence as stated in the 
Abstract Statement or Calendar, shall annul the sentence, and shall certify to the subordinate 
Court the senténce or sentences which may lawfully be passed for such offence, and thereupon the 
subordinate Court shall pass a new sentence according to Law, and shall amend the record in 
accordance therowith. 

Ili, The said Nizamut Adawlut or Foujdaree Adawlut, in any case in which it shall appear to 
either of them, upon a review of the Abstract Statements or Calendars of prisoners punished 
without refereneo that the verdict or judgment pronounced on any prisoner was not warranted by 
the evidence, or that his sentenco was too severe, may, if it thinks fit, require the Judge of the 
Court in which the conviction was had to certify under his hand all the evidence taken in the case 
affecting such prisoners, with any observations which the Judge may be desirous of making in ex- 
planation of the verdict, judgment or sentence ; and thereupon the Nizamut Adawlut or Foujdaree 
Adawlut, as the case may be, may annul such verdict, judgment and sentence, if the verdict or 
judgment shall appear to it not warranted by the evidence, or mitigate the sentence, if it shall 
appear too severe, and in either case shall certify its proceedings to the Court in which the convic- 
tion was had, which shall thereupon make such orders as are conformable to the decision of the 
Rusamit: Adawlaty or Foujdaree Adawlut, and, if necessary, amend the record in accordance 
therewith. 

IV. Instead of proceeding under this Act, tho said Nizamut Adawlut or Foujdareo Adawlut 
may, whenever it thinks fit call for the whole record of any criminal trial in any subordinate Court, 
and pass thereon such orders as it thinks fit, but not so as to enhance the punishment awardeil, or 
punish any person acquitted in the subordinate Court, 


Passed on the 2d September, 1848. 


ACT No. XX. 


An Act for belter enforcing the attendance of Proprietors and Farmers of Land before Collectors 
of Land’ Revenue in the Lower Provinces of the Bengal Presidency. 


Whereas, by sundry Regulations of the Bengal Code, provision is made for the imposition of a. 
daily fine, by the Board of Revenue or other authority exercising the powers of that Board, on any 
proprietor or farmer of land subject to the provisions contained in the said several Regulations, 
who, when duly summoned by the Collector or other Officer excrcising the powers of Collector, 
shall omit or refuse to attend, or to cause his Officer or Agent to attend, or to furnish the accounts 
or documents required, and shall not shew sutlivient cause for such omission; and it is further 
provided that the fine, when ccnfirmed by Government, is to be levied by the same process as is 
preseribed for the recovery of arrears of revenue ; and whereas in many cases, by the delay thus 
occasioned, the whole burden of the penalty is greatly increased beyond what would be necessary, 
if summary power were givon to the Officer by whom the requisition is made, to impose and levy 
rea sonable fines, subject to review by the Commissioner of Revenue and other superior authority, | 
Ic is enacted as follows : 

I. If any proprietor or farmer of land shall omit or refuse to attend, or to cause his Officer or 
Agent to attend, when duly summoned by the Collector, in any case specified in any of the said 
Regulations, by the time prescribed in the notice issued by the Collector, or shall omit or refuse 
to furnish the accounts or documents required, and shall not shew sufficient cause for such otnmis- 
sion, the Collector may impose of his own authority such daily fine, to be payable daily until com- 
pliance with the requisition, as he may think adequate to the situation and circumstances in life 
of the defaulter, not exceeding in any case the daily fine of fifty Rupees: and the amount. of such 
fine, accruing due from time to time, may be levied without further confirmation, by the same 
process as is prescribed for the recovery of arrears of revenue. 

II. The Collector shall forthwith report the imposition of every such fine, and the amount 
thereof, and also from time to time the amount levied, to the Commissioner of Revenue, who shall 
report the same for the information of the local Government, 


= ee a em 
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Til. Every order passed by a Collector under this Act shall be appealable in the usual manner 
to the Commissioner of Revenue, and other superior authority ; Lut uo such appeal shall avail to 
prevent the levy of any fine so imposed pending the appeal. 

IV, Whenever the amount !evied under any such order, issued for any default by authority of 
3 Cuileetor under this Act, shall have exceeded five hundred Rupees, the Collector shall report the 
case specially to the Commissioner of Revenue ; and no further levy for such default shall be made 
otherwise than by authority of the Commissioner of Revenue. 


V. Nothing in this Act contained shall be deemed to repeal the power of imposing daily fines 
and of levying the fines so imposed in the manner prescribed by the said several Regulations. 


YL The word “ Collector’’ used in this Act shall be taken to mean any person Jawfully exer- 
csing the powers of a Collector. 


VI. This Act shall not extend to the North West Provinces of the Presidoncy of Bengal. 
Passed on the 23d September, 1848. 


ACT No. XXI. 
An Act for avoiding Wagers. 
Whereas it is expedient to discourage gaming and wagering for money, It is enacted as follows ; 
L All agreements, whether made in speaking, writing or otherwise, My way of gaming or wa- 
gering, shall be null and void: and no suit shall be allowed in any Court of Law or Eaaty for 
Tecovering any sum of money or valuable thing alleged to be won on any wager, or entrusted to any 
person to abide the event of any game, or on which any wager is made. 


IL Tho several Courts of Justice established by Royal Charter, instead of directing an issue 
w be tried on a feigned wager for ascertaining any disputed fact, in the exercise as well of the 
Equity or Admiralty or any other Jurisdiction as of the common Law Jurisdiction of the Court 
may issue summonses to witnesses, and cause them to be examined orally in open Court as wit- 
nesses in the cause ;-and the witnesses so summoned shall be bound to attend and give their evi- 
dence in the same manncr, and under the like penalties for neglect or disobedience, or for giving 
false evidence, as any witness duly summoned to give evidence according to the practice of the 
Court before the passing of this Act. Fi 


Passed on the \Uth October, 1843. 


ACT No. XXII. 
An Act to simplify Indictments for Forgery. 


For better avoiding the failure of justice in Criminal proceedings for Forgery, It is enacted as 

we: 

L_ In any information or Indictment laid or brought in the Courts established by Royal Charter, 
for forging, or in any manner uttering any forged instrument or writing, it shall not be needed to 
set fc any exact copy thereof; but it shall be enough to describo such forged instrument or 
writing, in such manner as would sustain an indictment fur stealing it. 


Passed on the 10th October, 1848. 


ACT No. XXIII. 
An Act to amend a Clerical Error in Act No. XXV. of 1840. 
For remedy of a Clerical Error in Act No. XXV. of 1840, It is enacted as follows: 


L_ Any person guilty of the offence punishable under Section VII. of Act XXV. of 1840, shall be 
hable to the puni: nt therein provided for such offence, on conviction thereof before any Ma- 
matrate, 

Passed on the 10th October, 1848. 


ACT No. XXIV, 
Aa Act for providing for the exercise of certain powers by the Governor General during his absence 
Srom the Council of India. 
Whereas it is expedient that the Governor General should visit the North Western Provinces and 
other parts of India unaccompanied by any Member of the Council of India, it is enacted as follows : 
1. During the abscnce of the Governor General from the Council of India, it shall be lawful 
for the Governor General alone to exercise all the powers which may be exercised by the Governor 
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“General in Council except such powers as may by a Resolution of the Governor General in Couneil 
be exercised by the President in Council during the absence of the Governor General, and except 
the power of making Laws and Regulations. 

II. This Act shall commence from the day on which it shall be notified by an Order published 
in the Official Gazette, that the Governor General has quitted Calcutta for the purpose of s0 pro- 
ceeding as aforesaid. 


Passed on the 10th October, 1818. 


ACT No. XXV. 
An Act for Restoration of the Jagheer of Bunganapilly. 


Whereas by Act X. 1843, the administration of justice and collection of the revenue in the dis- 
tricts of Kurnool and Bunganapilly were vested in an Agent appuinted by the Governor of Fort 
St. George in Council; and it is now deemed expedient to restore the Jagheer of Bunganapilly, to 
be holden by the Jagheerdar, subject to the same conditions and reservations as heretofore, it is 
enacted as follows: 


I, On the First day of January 1849, the authority of the Agent of the Governor of Fort St. 
George, appointed under Act X. 1843, shall cease as to the district of Bunganapilly ; and no Agent 
shall thereafter be appointed for Bunganapilly under that Act. 

Tl. All lawful proceedings of tho said Agent and his Assistants befure the said First day of 
January shall stand good. 


II. The Foujdaree Adawlut and Sudder Adawlut shall continue to have and exercise the same 
jurisdiction respectively as to criminal trials referred by the Agent before the said First day of 
January, and as to appeals from any decree made by the Agent before the said First day of January, 
as if his authority had not ceased in the said district ; and their judgments and orders shall 
executed in the same manner. . 


IV... When the Agent shall have duly accounted to the Governor of Fort St. George in CounciJ, 
for all monies received and paid by him in his administration of the revenues of the said Jagheer, 
and shall have received, by order of the said Governor in Council a discharge in full of all claims 
against him for such administration, neither he nor any of his Assistants shall be liable to give any 
further account, or to be questioned for the same or any part thereof in any Court of Justice. 


V. Nothing in this Act contained shall be deemed to waive or abate any part of the paramount 
authority and controul of the East India Company over the said district, or of the Sovereign 
authority of the British Government,

REGULATIONS for the admission of orphans, sanctioned by the army, and ordered to have effect from: 


the lst February 1810, at the meeting of the general management, held 24th December, 1818. 


1. _ That no child possessed of any property shall be admitted unless the amount shall be lodged for itr use 
‘and benefit in the society's funds. 

H._ That no child of any subscriber dying intestate shall be admitted, if on inquiry, there shall ay tT to 
have been (after payment of lawful debts an adequate provision made for the mother) property remaining to 
the estate equal to making a provision for and which might have been bequeathed to such a child. 

TIL In-any case when an officer may die leaving a natural born child or children and possessed of proper- 
ty not sufficient to preclude the children from the benefits of the Institution, and such officer shalt not by Will 
make such reasonable provision of these children as his circumstances may enable him, such children shall 
not be entitled to the benefits of the Institution. 

IV. That when in the Will of any subscriber only part of his children, are provided for and others either 
excluded name or otherwise not noticed in its provisions, such omission Srising manifestly out of the 
intention of the Testator, such exclusion or omission shall be considered to invalidate claims’ of all the 
children on the institution. 
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V. That all cases of capricious or unequal provision, which by favoring the mother prefernbly to the chil- 
dren or one child in preference to another, shall appear calculated to throw allor any part of a subscriber's 
family unnecessarily on the fund shall, in like manner asin the foregoing article, be considered to invalidate 
the claims of all, 

Vi. That any provision by will for the widow ofa subscriber greater than 3-Sths (three-fifths) of the pro. 
perty to be ed when there shall be only one child (one half;, where there shall be two (one third ;) where 
there shall be any preater number of children than two, the remainder being in all cases considered the pro- 
perty of the child, or (in equab ions) of the children, shall be considered unequal, agreeably to the two 
foregoing articles, and invalidate claims of the children Becordingly. Provided always, that a provision 
for the widow to the amount of 12,000 (co.'s rupees tweive thousand) shall not be held to invalidate the claims 
of the children, although such sum, may be more than three-fifths, one-half, or one-third of the Property 

levis . 

VII. That in all cases of children born not in wedlock, any provision for the mother exceeding co 's rupees 
30 (thirty) if'a native; if Kuropean, co.'s rupees 60, (fifty) per month, the principal of such sum in all cases to 
be secured to the child or children, shall be considered in the same light as the above, and invalidate all 
claims upon the institution. 

Vill. That subscriptions for the families of deceased subscribers are in all cases to be regarded as avail- 
able sources of relief tu the funds of the society, and in tbat view are to be considered of, and judged by the 
foregoing rules, in the same manner as any other disposable property with thie only that whereas 
such subscriptions are for a joint benefit and lodged in the hands of Trustees, it shall not be indispensable 
that the orphan’s portions (estimated as above) be paid as capital sums into the society's funds; but it shall 
be sufticient that the interest upon them be from time to time duly paid by the said Trustees into the Soclety’s 
treasury, so long as the orphan continue an expence to the institution to be appropriated to their maintenance 
whether in Kurope or in India. 


1X. That should such children be allowed to remain with parent or friends, the interest on their said por- 
tions will be calculated in part payment of the regulated monthly allowance, the society regularly paying or 
receiving the balance, but should they be placed at Kidderpore or under the management in England, the 
amount of interest on their several shares (calculated as above) must be paid into the fund of the society on 
failure of which payment during a period exceeding 13 months, the said orphans shall be liable to be struck 
off the books of the Institution. 


X. That with a view to obtain a most correct information possible as well on the foregoing as all other 
points effecting the interests of those children who may be offered to their Guardianship, the general manage- 
ment will and do expect (besides the customary affidavit,) the fullest information from executors and others, 
and an unreserved communication of testamentary and all other documents, of which the nature of the spe- 
cific cases may admit; and to reserve to themselves the entire right conveyed to them by their original con- 
stitution, of rejecting Orphans tendered without such information and documents or if on reference to them 
there shail a any evidence of design unnecessarily and intentionally to burthen the Fund by throwing 
on it those who might and ought to have been otherwise provided for. 


XI. That the marriage portion to female orphans shall in no case exceed Co.'s Rs. 1500 and if the ward 
claiming the dowry has party to that amount shall not be entitled to any thing, but in case ber patrimony 
fall short of that amount it shall be made up to that sum.

THE STEAMERS ON THE GANGES. 


The following revised and consolidated Regulations and Rates of Charge for accomniodation of 
Passengers, and conveyance of Goods on the Government Boats employed on the Ganges Line, 
are published for general information :— : 7 


FIRST—OF PASSAGE. 


All applications for Passage on the Government Boats proceeding to the North-West Provinces 
roust be made at the Office of the Controller in Calcutta, and all applications fur Cabins on the 
Boats returning from Allahabad must be made to the Steam Boat Agent at Allahabad. 


The distance between Calcutta and Allahabad by both the Sunderbunds and Bhagarutty routes 
is assumed to be cight hundred miles, and the distance between the different Stations as follows: 


Calcutta and Berhampore or Rampore Beauleab,... W5 
Berhampore or Rampore Beauleah and Bhaugulpo 175 
Bhaugulpore and Monghyr, . 85 
Monghyr and Dinapore,.. 100 
Dinapore and Ghazeepore, . 75

Benares and Mirzapore, 45 
Mirzapore and Allahabad,... 1

There are three classes of Cabins for the accommodation of Passengers in the Accommodation 
Boats—and in the Steamers, Troop Boats aud Cargo Boats, Cabins arc also available. The 
charges are for Cabins of the first class 6 Annas, for the second 5, and for the third 4 Annas per 
mile, or for the passage to Allahabad in the

Cabins retained in Calcutta for however short a distance, will be charged to Dinapore about 
two-thirds the entire rate from Calcutta to Allahabad, but if the chance be taken of a Cabin being 
vacant, the charge will be made only for the distance it is occupied. 

‘Thus a Cabiu being retained to Bhaugulpore will be charged tor 535 miles, whilst if the chance 
be taken ofa Cabin remaining uncngaged, the charge will be for 35u miles only, the estimated 
distance between Calcutta und Bhaugulp: 

When two persons occupy a privute C: full Deck Passage fur one person will be charged 
in excess of the Cabiu hire. The Officer whose Cabin is 50 uccupied, to pay the Deck Passage of 
the second person. 

Deck Passengers claiming to mess with the Commander when Government Cabins are avail- 
able will be charged 4 Rupees per diem for their Passage (but in no casc to exceed the estimated 
number of days to each Station) exclusive of 3 Rupees per diem for mess. When Government 
Cabins are not available, Deck Passengers may mess with the Commander, paying the usual rate 
of 4 Anna per mile and 3 Rupcecs per diem for mess. 

Deck Passengers providing their own food will be charged $ Anna per mile. 

In the same way, a Cabin retaincd in Allahabad, will be charged tv Bhaugulpore for however 
short a distanco it may be occupied. 

One Servant is allowed to each Cabin occupied by onc person, but if a Cabin be occupied by 
more than one person, au additional charge will be made of Twelve Rupees Eight Annas, which 
will entitle the Cabin to a second Servant. All other extra Servants, arc charged for half an Anna 
per mile, or Twenty-five Rupecs frum Calcutta to Allahabad. b. 

‘The charge for passage un return voyages is fixed at two-thirds the rate on the upward voyages. 

Passengers are allowed the Baggage and Cabin Furniture, placed within their Cabins, which is 
necessary for the voyage, and Unis may include a Piano if required for use during the voyage, and 
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not ina packing ¢ase—but Plamos in packing cases and all other packages,'as eases of Millinery, 
Saddlery, Glass and Earthen-ware, Becr and Wines, and other Stores, will be stowed in another 
part of the Vessel, and to the extent of halfa ton, or 25 cubic feet, be charged for at half the 
established rate for Freight ; all in excess of half a ton will be charged at the full rate of Freight. 

Deck Passengers are allowed one roll of Bedding 2 fect wide, and a box of six cubic fect solid 
contents. 

A Table is provided by the Commander at Three Rupees per diem for each person, exclusive 
of Wines and Beer, which if provided by the Commander, are charged at regulated prices, of 
which a list is exhibited in the Dining Room, and likewise all Refreshments required between the 
regular meals of Breakfast at } past 3, Biscuit, &c. at noon, Dinner at 3 pr. m. and Tea and Coffee 
in the evening. Persons who provide their own Wines, pay 3 Annas for each Cork drawn. 

Children who do not come to the Table are provided at One Rupee per day, the same charge is 
made for Christian Servants. r . 

Mussulman Servants pay feed with the crew, paying a rate of Two Annas per day. Hindoos 
must provide their own food. : f 

The Passage Money, and a deposit of Three Rupees per day for the estimated term of the voy- 
age, must be paid'on engaging a passage, and any surplus of Table Money will be neturned, or 
an additional charge be made by the Commander as the voyage may fall short of or exceed the 
time for which the Deposit was calculated. Half the Passage Mouey, and half the Table Money 
become forfeit by persons who relinquish a passage after having engaged it. 

‘The despatch of Boats is generally advertised in the order of their expected arrival in Calcutta, 
but it may sometimes occur, that the Vessel first expected, may be the last to arrive, or from 
damage, be prevented going in her turn :—in such case the Boat noxt for despatch will be substi- 
tuted, and keep the appointed time as nearly as possible, and the Passengers engaged for the first 
Boat, will still be the first accommodated, by a substitution of one Boat for the other, and should 
it even be more convenient for any Passengers, originally engaged for the secund Boat, to proceed 
by the first one under the above circumstances despatched, their claim on account of the name 
of the Boat, in which they engaged their passage being that ordered for first despatch, will nut 
be recognized, to the prejudice of another Passenger, and vice versa. 


Of Freight. 

All Goods intended for shipment on the Government Boats, must be sent to the. Boat Office in 
Church Lane, Calcutta, between the hours of ten and four, Sundays, Christmas. Day, and Good 
Friday excepted. . 

Goods will not be received for shipmont unless they be addressed to a ‘resident at the place, at 
which they are to be delivered from the Boats. The directions must be marked on something 
not liable to be destroyed by vermin, and from which it may not easily be obliterated. A direc- 
tion written on # card or marked with ink on a tin box would be liable to the above objection. 

The Boat Office will not be responsible for any damage or loss that may be occasioned by accident 
to the Vessel or other cause whatever, not traceable to negligence or mismanagement. 

All Goods sent to the Boat Office must be accompanied by 8 note with suitable direction for 
the guidance of the Officers of the Department. 

Goods not applied for on board the Boat by the Consignec, will be carried on and charged with 
additional freight, unless addressed to the Steam Agent, in which case they will be delivered to 
him. It must be understood, however, that although all persons are at liberty to consign their goods 
to the Steam Agent of the stations at which they are to be landed, the Government is not responsible 
for such Steam Agent, or for the safety of the goods after the delivery of the same to the Consignee, 
or to his order, wheither such Constignee be the Steam Agent or any other person. 

Freight on all Packages, excepting Treasure laden in Calcutta, or for which tonnage is reserved 
in Calcutta, and which does not excced in weight 35lbs., or 17} secrs per cubic fout, will be 
charged by the cubic foot. 

Packages exceeding thirty-five pounds, or 173 seers, will be charged by the weight.

The charge for Freight from Allahabad to Calcutta is fixed at one-sixth of that from Calcuttato 
Allahabad, and in consideration of this very low rate, and of the demand at stations above Dina- 
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pore exceeding the capacily of all the Boats, this charge will be the same from all stations, viz., 
one Anna for 9 p pounds weight, or 3 Annas and 4 Pie per foot, with the exception of Cotton in half 
screwed bales of about 26 feet, not exceeding a gross weight of 300Ibs. for which the charge is 
Rs. 2-10. Sugar, Hides, Horns, and Tallow are excluded from the Accommodation and Troop 
Boats, but from them only. :

The Commanders are instructed never to wait for Passengers either those who merely go ashore 
ata station and are proceeding further on, or those who intend to embark there. If the Steamer 
arrives in the evening she remains all night, but in the day she remains only the (ime stated, and 
Passengers going ashore will be left behind if they are not on board again before that time expires. 

Parties who ship Goods must engage to load them on board the Government Boats at the rate 
of Fifty Tons per day of !2 hours, the working hours are between Daylight and Sunset, and 
Commanders of Boats are prohibited loading or receiving Goods after dark.

On the two last items the Boat Agent at Benares will, in consideration of the distance of the 
European town from the Ghaut, make a double charge.

In the first there are 3 classes of Cabins, but there will be no dis- 
tinction in the charge, and the preference in the selection will be given to those who engage for 
the longest distances or otherwise, according to priority of application. i 

To Burrisaul or Dacca the charge will be Seventy-five Rupees, to Gowahuttee One-hundred 
and Fifty Rapees, or at the rate of ‘'wenty-five Rupees for every 100 miles, of the estimated dis- 
tance according to which the passage for mtermetiate distances will be rated.

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Passengers are allowed to carry such Baggage and Cabin Furniture within their Cabins as is 
necessary for the voyage ; and this may include a Piano if required for use during the voyage and 
not in a packing case: but Pianos in packing cases and all other packages, as cases of Millinery, 
Saddlery, Glass and Earthen-ware, Beer and Wines, and other Stores, will be stowed in another 

art of the vessel; and to the extent of half a ton or 25 cubic feet be charged for at half the estab- 
ished rate of Freight; all in excess of haif a ton will be charged at the full rate of Freight. 

Deck Passengers are allowed one Roll of Bedding 2 feet wide and a box of six cubic eolid 
contents. 

A Table is provided by the Commander at four Rupees per Diem for each person, exclusive 
of Wines and Beer, which if provided by the Commander, are charged at regulated prices, of 
which a list is exhibited in the Dining Room, and all Refreshments required hetween the regular 
meals of Breakfast at } past 8, Biscuit, &c. at noon, Dinner at 3 r. w., and Tea and Coffee in 
the evening. Persons who provide their own Wines, will pay 3 annas for each cork drawn. 

Children who do not come to the Table are provided at One Rupeé per day, the same charge 
is made for Christian Servants. 

Mussuiman Servants may feed with the Crew, paying a rate of Two Annas per day. Hindoos 
must provide their own food. 5 ; 

The Passage Money, and a deposit of Four Rupees per day for the estimated term for the voy- 
age, must be paid on engaging a passage, and any surplus of Table Money will be returned, or 
an additional cherge be made by the Commander as the voyage may fall short of or exceed the 
time for which the deposit was calculated.‘ Half the Passage Money, and half the Table Money 
become forfeit by persons who relinquish a passage after having engaged it. 

The despatch of Boats will be duly advertized, and if any change in the Boats occur, accom- 
modation on Freight engaged for the one advertized, will be assigned on the one substituted. 


Of Freight. 

All Goods intended for shipment on the Government Boats must be gent to the Boat Office, in 
Church Lane, Calcutta, between the hours of Ten and Four, Sundays, Christmas Days, and 
Good Fridays excepted. ‘ 

Goods will not be received for shipment unless they be addressed to a resident at the place at 
which they are to be delivered from the Boats. The direction must be marked on something not 
liable to be destroyed by vermin, and from which it may not easily be obliterated. A direction 
written on a card or marked with ink on a tin box wonid be liable to the above objection. 

The Boat Office will not be responsible for any damage or loss that may be occasioned by acci- 
dent to the vessel or other cause whatever, not traceable to negligence or mismanagement of those 
belonging to the vessel. 

All Goods gent to the Boat Office must be accompanied by a note, with suitable direction for 
the guidance of the Officers of the Department. 

Goods not applied for on board the Boat by the Consignee, will be carried on and charged with 
additional freight, unless addressed to the Steam Agent, in which case they will be delivered to 
him. It must be understood, however, that although all persons are at liberty to consign their 
goods to the Steam Agent of the stations at which they or to be landed, the Government is not 
responsible for such Steam Agent or for the safety of the goods after the delivery of the same to 
the Consignes or to his order, whether such Consignee be the Steam Agent or any other person. 


* Goods intended for the final station, if not applied for within 24 hours after the Boat’s arrival 
there, will be delivered to the Steam Agent at the risk of the shipper. 

’ Freight on all Packages, excepting Treasure laden in Calcutta, or for which tonnage is reserved 
in Calcutta, and which do not exceed in weight 35lbs. per cubic foot, will be charged by the 
cubic foot. 

Packages exceeding thirty-five pounds or 174 seers per cubic foot will be charged by the weight.

Children proceeding 
as Deck Passengers, will be charged half the price of adults, and be allowed as Baggage, one roll 
of Bedding and one Bag. No charge will be made for infants in arms. 


. Shipment of Stores the property of Public Servants. 


Goods and Merchandize, excepting Treasure, are not received on freight in the Steamers, but 


Stores, the property of Officers and others in the service of Government attached to the above 
Stations, will be received for Conveyance to the extent of the available tonnage by an. order ‘upon 
application to the Controller of Government Steam Vessels, whieh must be made, in duplicate, 
according to a form to be seen at his Office. As the vessels are appointed to start on the 10th of 
each month, applications for tonnage must be sent on or before the 4th, to enable the Controller 
to estimate the extent of the demand, or they will not be attended to. 


Horses and Dogs are excluded from the Steamers. Treasure is conveyed to Moulmein at half 
Per cent., ant to Arracan at quarter per cent. 

Officers and others enjoying the privilege of sending their Packages and Goods by the Govern- 
ment Steamers, must instruct their Correspondents by a letter sent in the vessel to land such 
Goods immediately on the arrival of the Steamers in Calcutta, and goods not applied for within 
24 hours after the arrival of the vessel, will be sent to the Custom house. 

The address upon Stores and Packages sent to the Steamer for conveyance must be full, each 
package having the name of the Party for whom it is intended, and the Port at which it is to be 
delivered, marked in a manner not likely to be obliterated, or torn off, or destroyéd by vermin; to 
such mischance, all directions on Paper or Card, or on Tin, with ink, are obnoxious, and packages 
being addressed only in this manner, will not be received on board the Steamers.

T am directed by the Superintendent of Marine to request, in the event of the Ship or Vessel under your 
Command experiencing any detention at the Sand Heads from the want of a Pitot, that you will report the 
circumstance to me, when an enquiry into the causes will immediately be instituted. 

2 (am further directed to inform you that the following: Rules with respect to the draught of water at 
which Ships may be moved, have been in force since the &th June 1846, and continue to be so :— 

Ist. ‘The Oificers of the Pilot Service will, ay usual, take charge of inward-bound Ships of any draught at 
ve Pilot Station, but they are strictly prohibited from bringing any Vessel of more than 22 [vet draught higher 

nm ree, & 

a A Pitot must not move a Ship between Calcutta and Kedgeree either outward or inward bound without. 
the aid of Steam, if she is drawing more than 20 feet, uniess in the absence of a Steamer, it becomes necessary 
to ghaoge her anchorage for safety. 

3d. An outward-bound Ship may be moved by her Pilot from Kedgeree to Saugor with or without Steam, 
at his discretion, provided she does not draw more than 22 feet, but the Vessel cannot be moved at all within 
the limits mentioned, if her draught is beyond 272 feet. 

4th. Beyond Saugor a Pilot is leit to his discretion whether he will move an outward-bound Ship drawing 
more than 22 feet. . 

$ It being understood that a practice has very generally obtained among commanders of vessels frequent- 
ing this port, of making pecuniary donations to the pilot in charge of their vessel, Pe, are to understand, that 
‘such a practice is entirely discretionary, and that pilots are peremptorily commanded on no account, either 
directly or indirectly, to seek any such donation. Any pilot so seeking a gratuity, or neglecting his duty with 
i slew to erect one, or in consequence of nut obtaining it, is liable to experience the severe displeasure of

4. You are requested on the pilot boarding your vessel to fill up the accompanying two Forms, one to my 
address and the other to that of the Master Atieudant, in order to their being delivered to the dak boat on the

5. Government having been pleased, at the recommendation of the late Marine Board, to remove the inter- 
dict hitherto preventing vessels being under way in the river under any circumstances during the night,

in order to facilitate the progress of vessels passing up aud down the river, to desire that you will be particular 
in attending to the following directions, which the pilot is ordercd strictly to require your altention to while 
your vesee! ia between Calcutta and Saugor.

REGULATIONS 


FOR THE GUIDANCE OF COMMANDERS AND OTHERS, BELONGING TO SHIPS AND VESSELS NESORTIXG 
To THE PORT OF CALCUTTA, 


Under the orders of Government, in the General Department, dated 5th August, 1835. 


Ist. As the Harbour Master is held responsible for the movements of all ships and vessels, to and from the 
stream, requiring lus assistance, the ollicers of his department are not to be interfered with in the execution of 
such important duty, After a ship or v 1 is moored in a clear and safe berth in the stream, she 1s nut to be 
shifted. unless for the purpose of hauling into dock, or to the Honorable Company's mvorings, and excep: in 
cases of emergency. 

2d. Atl applications to take in or cast off from the moorings, or for other ass’stance from the Harbour Mas. 
ter's department, are to be made in writing to the Master Al endant, who will direct the Harbour Master ac- 
cordingly. Applications will be complied with according to priority of date, 

3d. On ships or vessels arriving off Calcutta, they are to hitve their jibb and driver booms rigged in.as soon 
as practicable, and to keep them so till the Piloi takes charge lor the purpose of taking then tu Sea agin. 
‘The Commander or Owner of any Vessel in which, in breach of this Regulation, cither Jibb or Driver lsoom 
shill be kept rigsed out one day afier warning has been given by the Master Attendant to the Commander. 
or Commanding Othcer at the time, shall ve liable to a fine of 100 Kupees for that day, and a further tine of 
20 Rupees per day for every day after, that either Jibb or Driver Boum shall conlinue rigged out m violation 
of the Rule herein laid down. 

4th. Ships and vessels laying in the stream, or at the Honorable Company's moorings, shall have at least 
‘oné anchor at the bow, with a cable bent and ranged, rearly for letting go at all times. 

5th. No slip nor vessel shall make any hawser or rope fast to any of the Honorable Company's mooring 

. except for the purpose of warping into a berth, under the direction of the Harbour Mazster, or bis Assis. 
tant; and especially no warps are to be out during the night on account of the risk of boats being thereby, 
upset, and the almost certainty of the consequent loss of lives. 

6th, Serious accidents having taken place in transporting vessels, from the circumstance of one ship letting 
go another's warp, while in the act of moving, con.manding officers are to permit warps lo be made fast, and 
to keep them so, until requested to let them go, All vessels in the port of Calcutta are enjoined to assist each 
other, while tn the act of warping. 

7th. The Harbour Masters assistants are directed to take care in hauling ships or vessels into dock, that 
the waist anchors are gol up out of the chains, and to see that no projections whatever, beyond the ship's sides, 
«which can be removed) be suflered to remain. 

Sth. All ships or ves-els moored in the stream are to keep a clear hawse, to prevent accidents occurring. 

9th, Commanding officers of vessels are strictly prolubited (rom boiling pitch, dammer, or rosin on board, 
to prevent accidents by fire. They are also prolubiied (rom throwing overboard ballast, or rubbish of any 
kind, detrimental to the bed of the river, 

10th. Commanding officers of ships or vessels laying under fours, or at any of the Honorable Company's 
Moorings, are to slack down their cables, to enable Vesscls to piss over them, when required by the officers of 
the Hurbour Maatcr’s department to do so. 

1th, Ships or vessels meeting with any accident, or causing damage to others, while in charge of an officer 
under the authority of the Master Atlendint, have no claim on Goverment tor such damage ; but the partics 
concerned are to represent the case to the Master Attendant, who will iake such cognizance of the same as 
the merits of the case may appear to require. 

ath. in order to avoid misconception as to the responsibility of Government for the safety of ships and 
vessels muking use of the Lonorable Company's chain moorings, the Governor General in Counctl hus been 
Pleased to direct, that it be explicitly notified to the public that Government does not guarantee the salety of 
any ship or vessel which may use those moorings. 

3th, Government have been further pleased to prohibit commanders of all ships and vessels more than 
200 tons burthen from moving them in ony part of the river, unless they have a pilot of an officer from the 
Harbour Master's department on board, under penalty (independent of such consequences as the owners cr 
commanders may be subject to by law, on the part ol individuals,) or two hundred sicca rupees, fur every 
breach of this prohibition, 

14th. Vessels of 200 ‘Tons burthen only or less may be moved by their Commanders with the permis- 
sion of the Master Attendant (which must be applied for in writing) without having a Lilot or an ofticer 
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from the Harbour Master's Department on board, any where within the limi's of the Port of Calcutta, that is 
to say, between Sulkea Ghaut to the North and the Bishop's Collese ou the Right Bank of the River, anu 
the Ghaut opposite thereto commonly called White Gunze Ghaut to the South from high water mark on each 
site of the River. Should Vessels of this description however be moved without such permission having beeu 
obtained they will be liable to the fine specitied in Article 133, ; : ‘ 

15th. Several accidents having lately occurred by Vesse's driving from single anchor, at which they were 
lying contrary to the rules of the Port, 1t is hereby notified to the Masters or Owners of Vessels, resortine to 
the Port of Caleutla, that under the siitelion of the Honorable the Deputy Governor of Bengal, a tine of 500 
Rupees will in future be imposed on all Commanders who may reluse tu have their Ships moored, when re 
quired to do so by a Pilot or other duly authorized Government O.hicer. 

46th. ‘The Pilot is forbidden to quit your Ship ju any part of the River unless she is properly moored with. 
out being duly relieved ; he is also forbidden to move her at night above Bishop's College, or ‘pass that point 
in tow of a Steamer on @ flood tide. qi ‘ A

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ORDERS OF HIS BXCELLENCY THE MOST NOBLE THE GOVERNOR GENERAL IN COUNCIL. 


Fort William, July 16, 1801. 


Whereas it hath hitherto been the practice for phlps importing at Calcutta, to retain their gunpowder on 
board while lying in the port; and whereas, the explosion of a large quantity of gunpowder on rd of ships 
lying off the town, might be attended with the most destructive consequences to the town, to the inhabitants 
thereof, and to the shipping jn the pert; and whereas instances have occurred of shot being @red into tbe town 
of Calcutta, and into the country adjacent by ships saluting Fort William, or firing guns on other occasions: 
his Excellency the most Noble the Governor General in Council, with « view of obviating the serious conse- 
quences which might ensye from a contiquance of these irregular and dangerous practices, has been pleased 
10 establish the following rules. 

. ‘The commanders of all vessels bound to the port of Calcutta, and proceeding to the town of Calcutta, 
of to any other part of the river above Moyapore, are on or before their val off Moyapore, to land 
at the magazine, which has been erected at that place, all the gunpowder which they may have on board, 
(whether contained in barrels, or made up into ammunition) exceeding the quantity of one bundred pounds, 
which quantity every vessel is permitted to retain on board for the purpose of firing salutes or signals in cases 
of distress. Oificers appointed by Government will take charge of the gunpowder immediately on its being 
conveyed to the shore at Moyapore, and will deposit it in the Magazine. Commanders of vessels are requized 
to mark the names of their respective vessels on the barrels and packages of gunpowder, previously to their 
being landed. A receipt for the gunpowder will be granted by the officer in cl e of the magazine. 

2. In order that vessels may be detained as short a time as possible for the delivery of their guopowder, 
commanders of vessels are required, on coming in sight of Moyapore, to hoist a flag at the fore top mmaet head, 
whereupon the officer in charge of the magazine, will immedia' order persons to be in at the 
river-side to receive the gunpowder. 

Gunpowder shall not be landed or received into the magazine between sunset and sunrise. 

4. The commanders of vessels outward bound which may require gunpowder for thelr outward voyage, 
shall aot take gunpowder on board in uny part of the river above oyapore. with the exception of @ quantity 
not exceeding one hundred pounds, for the purposes beforementioned. Should any gunpo' have been land. 
ec from any vessel when inward bound, and deposited in the magazine, the gunpowder will, upon the appli- 
cation of the commander of the vessel to the oificer in charge of the mayazine, (such application being accom- 
panied by the receipt granted on the deposit of the gunpowder in the mepezine) be conveyed to the river-side, 
and delivered to such person as may be sent to take charge of it. 

5 Infuture, vessels entering the port of Calcutta shall not at any time, while lying in any part of the river 
between Moyapore and Calcutta, have no board, without the express sanction of Government, any quantity 
of gunpowder exceeding one hundred pounds for the purposes beforementioned ; the Collector of Government 
Customs is hereby empowered and directed, should he have reason to velieve that a quantity of gunpowder 
exceeding one bundred pounds has been received on board of any vessel, to cause the vessel to be searched, 
and should any greater quantity be found on board, to seize the same. ‘The Collector is also empowered and 
directed to seize any unauthorized quantity of gunpowder which may be attempted to be shipped on any ves- 
sel, in opposition to the rules herein prescribed; all such gunpowder so seized shall be liable to confiscation; 
the Collector shall immediately send all the gunpowder so seized to the magazine in Fort William, ahd shail 
Teport the circumstances of the case to the Board of Trade: the Collector shall not grant a port clearance for 
any ae sense! trom which gunpowder shall bave been so seized, without the express authority of the Gover- 
nor General in Council. 

6G One half of the estimated value of all gunpowder which may be conflecated under this regulation, shall 
be granted in equal proportions to the Collector of the Customs and bis Deputy ; the remaining moiety shall 
be granted in equal Uda pet to the informer and to the officer assisting in making the seizure, 

7. The Commanders of vessels lying at Diamond Harbour, or in ag other Part of the river below Moya- 
pore, will be permitted to deposit their gunpowder in the magazine at Moyapore. 

8 Pursuunt to the orders contained in the Sth Article of these regulations, the commandérs of all vessels 
now lying in tae'port of Calcutta, having on board a quantity uf gunpowder exceeding one hundred pounds, 
are required to send the quantity of gunpowder exceeding one hundre: A pounes, which they may have on board 
of their respective ships, or at any place on shore, to the magazine at Moyapore. If the commander of any 
vessel shalf not conform to this requisition, he shall be liabie to the penaltics stated in the Sth Article. 

9. ‘The Commanders of all vessels lying off the town of Calcutta, or any part of the river between the town 
and Kedgeree, are prohibited from firing guns (excepting for the purpose Of saluting Fort William, or for sig- 
nals in case of the vessels being in distress) for any purpose whatever, without having previously obtained 
the permission of His Majesty's Justices of the Peace for the town of Calcutta. When guns shall be fired from 
any ship for the purpose of saluting Fort William, or for signals in case of the ship being in distress, and also 
in cases in which guns may be Hired with the permission of the Justices of the Peace, the Commander of the 
ship ts enjoined to be particularly careful that the guns be not shotted.

MODIFICATION OF RULES RELATIVE TO TAKING PILOTS, &c. 


‘The Government of Bengal have been pleased to modify the Rules relative ( vessels navigating the River 
Hooghly, in manger following :-— 
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Jat —Ail Vessels under 300 Tons, and not drawing more than 1S feet, trading within the Bay of Bengal, 
considered as bounded by a line drawn from Cape Comorin by Point de Galle and Acheen Head to the 
southern Point of Prince of Wales’ Isinnd, are permitted to navigate the River Hooghly without a Pilot on 
payment of double light and buoy duties, provided the Commanders can show to the satisfaction of the Mas. 
ter Aitendant, that they possess a knowledge of the river equal to that which is required of Commanders of 
Steam ‘lugs, permitted to act as Pilots under a hecnse. 

2nd. Vessels of more than the above specifi lonnage and draught from whatever part of the world 
they may come, are not required to wait for a Pilot at the Sand Heads, but only to make the usual signal, 
to Keep it flying as long as they are without one, and to take a Pilot if one offers his services. : 

‘Srd.—V essels ready for sea are permitted to procerd without a Pilot, provided one does not come on board, 


within 24 hours of the time at which the port clearauce was produced at the Master Attendant's Ontice: 
‘With re t to Veasels trading beyond the Bay, and of more than 3vv tons and drawing more than 15 feet 
water, the modification of the ulations above described, is notto come into operation until the Ist of

The Marine Hoard having lately, under the orders of Government, been engaged in revising the Gene. 
ral Regulations of the Marine Department bearing on the Shipping frequenting the Port, request the 
particular attention of Owners, Ayents, and Commanders of Vessels to the foliowing arrangements in 
connection with the Charges on account of Pilotage, &c. framed with a view to the mutual convenience 
ofthe Marine Department and the Shipping interests. 

Firat—Commanders are requested prior to quitting their Vessels on arrival of Calcutta, to fill up and 
certify, or cause to be filled up and certitied, a form of Certiticate shewing the actual Registered Tonnage, 
the Draft of Water, and whether tbe Vessel has or has not been tugged by a Steamer an rt of the way, 
or has or has not had the use of a Kow Boat, which form will be furnished to the Pilot, in order to he 
Bulls of the Vessel being correctly made out. 

Second.—Commanders are further requested, as early after their arrival as possible, to notify in writing 
to the Master Attendant, the Name and residence of the reference for the payment of his Vessel’s Bilis. 

Third. —dn he receipt by the Master Attendant of the above Certificate and written reference tor pay- 
ment, a single Bill will be prepared, including Inward Pilotage, Light House Duty, Moyapore Magaziic 
Duty, and Row Boat Hire, (if any) which, together with the Certiticate, will be forwarded to the Marine 
Pay Master for collection within fiftcen days of the arrival of the Vessel, and having on it the Name and 
Residence of the party referred to for payment, which Commanders are requested to furnish to the Master 
Attendant in writing, as early after their arrival as practicable, that Officer will more readily be enabled 
to present it. By this arrangement all the Charges connected with the Vessel up to her arrival off Calcutta, 
will be embodied in one Hill, instead of, as hitherto, being made in irate Bills. 

Fourth.—In the event of Vessels docking, or being transported at the desire of the Commander, it is 1¢- 
juested that a Certificate may be given by the Commanding Officer of the operation having been per- 
jormed, in order to its accompanying the Kull when presented for payment to the referee. 

Fifth —The practice of charging for hauling to the Chain Moorings, for their monthly Hire, and for 
hauling from the Moorings, in seperate Bills, is discontinued, aud henceforward one Bill will be prepared, 

including the charge for hauling to the Moorings, that for occupying them, and that for hauling from 
them—and Commanders are requested to give, or cause their Commanding Otticers to give, to the ler 
Attendant or the Harbour Master, Certificate of the date of hauling to and from the Moorings, which 
Certificate as before, will accompany the Bill when nted for payment. ‘The Hire of the Moorings 
will be charged for the day on which the Vessel is hauled thereto, without reference to the period of the 
day; and in like manner no charge will be made for the day on which she hauls from her Moorings, 
bowever late in the day she may quit them. The Charges connected with the Chsin Moorings will thus 
be embodied in one Bill, and be discharyed in one payment, instead of three or more, according to the 
umber of months the Vessel occupied the Moorings. 

Sixth.—The system of c! ing outward Pilotage on an estimated Draft of Water, with an addition of 
Ten BE, cent, ‘subject to a ment after the Vessel has sailed, and of charging a certain number of days 
for a Row Boat, subject to a like adjustinent, is abolished; and in future the outward Pilutage and charge 
for Row Boat Hire on outward bound Vessels will be made us folluw 

When the Vessel is finally laden, the Commander is to give ice thereof to the Master Attendant, 
when the Draft of Water is to be ascertained and certified by the Commander or Commanding Orticer on 
the part of the Vessel, and by the Harbour Master on the part of Government subject, in case of dispute, 
to the decision of the Master Attendant. On Fecal of the Certificate, the Master Attendant will cause a 
Rillto be made out for the regular amount of Pilotage, and for the Row Boat Hire according to un average 
rate with reference to the size of the Vessels and the season of the year, fixed by a Marine Commitice 
which lately satat the Bankshall, the majority of which was composed of Members of Houses of Ageavy 
‘and Commanders of Ships. The Bill and Certificate will be presented in due course for payment, 


(f) MARINE REGULATIONS. 


Seventh —As however it frequently happens, that Vessels are taking in Cargo or filling their Water up 
to the last day of their departure, that fh * uses the Bills for the Chain Moorings and 
pilotage cannot be made out ull the eve of depariure,; Owners, Agents, and Commanders are in such cases 
particularly requested, with a view to despatch to cause ‘an individual to attend at. the Bankshall and 
expedite the transmission of the Bil aud Cectiticate to the Board for Registry, and to the Pay Ullice for 
collection; at each of which Offices they may in such cases depend upon’ the must ready and special 
attention

use of a Row Hoat, Commanders are to obtain from the Pilot at Kedzeree, ‘a Certificate to that effect

Ninth —In cases where a Vessel leaves Calcutta avowedly intending to fill up Cargo at some place be- 
Jow, the Pilotage will be charged at the draft at ich she leaves Calcutta in like manner though at the 
reduced uinount as ifshe had proceeded to Sea: and with respect to the subsequent Pilotage Charve from 
the place at which the vessel teukes in the addi.ional Cargo to Sea, Owners or Agents of Vessels will be 
required to furnish a special guarantee to pay the amount chargeable according tv a Certificate of the 
Draft of Water to be signed by the Commander or Commanding Otlicer and Pilot. 

Tenth —Six sets of Moorings at Diamond Harbour having been fitted specially to enable Vessels arriving 
in distre-s from loss of Anchors and Cables to be readily moored, the charge will be Co.'s Rs 50 for Moor- 
ing and Unmooring, and the daily Hire the same as for the Moorings at Calcutta, The Moorings will of 
course be available to Vessels not in distress from loss of Auchors and Cables, but the Harbour Master 
will be instructed at all times to keep two sets vacant during the South West Monsoun to mect casualties. 

Eleventh.—Annexed isa Stalement of the several Port and Pilotage Charges. aud the Marine Board 
trust, that with these and the Certificates of the Commanders or Commanding Ollicers before them, Owners 
and Agents of Vessels will at ull times be enabled readily to ascertain the correctueas of the Hills, and to 
discharge Urem ou presentation ¢ :

The Right Hon'ble the Governor General in Council is pleased to direct, that the following rules and 
regulations, relative to lascars and other Asiatic seamen, be published for general information. 

RUL¥S AND REGULATIONS. —Made, ordained, and published by the Right Hon'ble the Governor General 
of Fort William in Bengal, in Council, in pursuance uf an Act of Parliament of the 4th, George the 4th, c. 
80, passed on the 3ist day of January, in the year of Our Lord 1828, to be observed by masters, officers, 
and owners of ships and vessels trading under the authority of the said act, the crews of which ships and 
vesseis shall be wholly or in part composed of Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives of any territories, coun- 
tries, islands, or places, within the limits of the charter of the United Company of Merchants of England 
trading to the East Indies. 2 

Be it ordained by the Right Honorable William Pitt Earl Amherst, Governor General of Fort William 
in Bengal, in Council, by virtue of the puwers in him vested by the satd act, that from and after the pub- 
lication hereof, in the manner hereinafter directed, the following rules and regulations shall be observed 
by masters, officers, and owners of ships and vessels trading under the authority of the said act, the crews 
of which ships and vessels shall be wholly or in part composed of Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives of 
any of the territories, countries, islands, or places within the limits of the charter of the said United Com- 
pany, whilst such Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives shall be on board such ships or vessels, and whilst 
absent from the countries or places to which they shall respectively belong, and until they shall be car- 
ried back to the places to which they belong, or from whence they have been taken. 

Every such ship or vessel, which shall clear out from any port or place in any terrilory, country, or 
island, under the Government of the said United Comp iny, of belonging to His Majesty within the limits 
aforesaid, upon any voyage to the United Kinzdom of Great Britain or Ireland, orto any port or place 
beyond the limits of the charter of the said United Company, and every such ship or vessel which shall 
arrive at any port or place in the said United kingdom, and every such ship or vessel which having 
cleared out from any port or place, in any territory, country, or island as aforesaid, shall arrive at any 
port or place without the limits of the charter of the said United Company, shall be provided with an 
expert surgeon, of ability and knowledge; and in each case, before any such ship or vessel shall clear 
out from any port or place under the Government of the said United Company, or belonging to his Ma- 
jesty, within the limits aforesaid, such surgeon shall be previously examined by the Medical Board, or 
by such medical person or persons, as shall be appointed for that purpose by the Government, or principal 
officer of the port or place from whence such shiv or vessel shall clear out, and no surgeon shall be deemed 
a fit surgeon, unless he shall be testified by such Medical Board, or by such other medical person or 
pessons, to be duly qualified, and such surgeon shall be retained and entertained on board euch ship or 
vessel, during the whule voyage, (unavoidable casualties excepted) by and at the expense of the owner 
or owners of such ship or vesse!, and shall administer such medical and suryical aid as shall be requi- 
site to the Asiatic sailors, lascars, and natives on board of such ship or vessel during the voyage on 
which such ship or vessel shall proceed or be bound; and every such ship or vessel shall also be fur- 
mished, at the like expence, with a proper quantily and assortment of medicines fit for the said Asiatic 
sailors, Jascars, and natives; and it shall and may be lawful for the Government, or principal officer of 
the port or place where such ship o ssel may be, under the Government of the said United Company, 
or belonging to His Majesty, within the limits aloresaid, and before such ship or vessel shall clear out, 
to appoint any medical person or persons to examine the quantity, quality, and assortment of such 
medicines; and such ship or vessel shall not be permitted to clear out from such port or place as afore- 
said, until the Government, or principal officer thereof, shall be duly satisfied, that a sufficient guantity 
and proper assortment of such medicines shall have been furnished: provided always, thatif such 
owner or owners, master or other commanding officer of any such ship or vessel, which may be intended 
to be cleared out from apy port or place under the Government of the said United Company, or belonging 
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to His Majesty, within the limits aforesaid, after using due diligence and reasonable and proper means 
in that behalf, shall not be able to procure or retain an expert surgeon, duly qualified as aforesaid, and 
such owner or owners, master or other commanding officer, shall represent the same in writing to the 
Government, or principal officer of the port or place where such ship or vessel may be, together with a 
true statement of the means that have been adopted or employed to procure a fit surgeon as aforesaid, 
then it shall and may be lawful for the Government or principal officer of the port or place where such 
ship or vessel may be, on being duly satisfled that a fit surgeon cannot be procured, to authorize and 
permit such ship or vessel, by a licence in writing, to be in that behalf granted by the secretary for the 
time being of such Government, or by the principal officer of such other port or place as aforesaid, to 
clear out and proceed on the voyage then intended, without having such surgeon on board, any thing 
herein contained to the contrary thereof notwithstanding. & 

Il. That every such ship or vessel which shall be navigated by the proportion of British seamen, 
directed by the twenty-first section of the said Act of Parliament, that is to say, by four British seamen 
as part of the crew for every hundred tons of the registered burthen of such ship or vessel, and.so in 
proportion for any pa of a hundred tons, shall be manned with not less than six of such Asiatic sailors, 

jascars or natives, being men, or five men and two boys for every hundred tons of the registered burthen 
of such ship or vessel, and one man more for every ten tons beyond the Iast even hundred tons thereof, 
in addition to the said proportion of British seamen, and every such ship or vessel, the crew whereof 
shall be in part composed of such Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives, and which shall not be navigated 
by the proportion of British seamen above mentioned, but which shall, by virtue of the twenty-second 
section of the said Act of Parliament be licensed to sail and carry on her voyage with a less proportion 
of British seamen than required by the said twenty-first section of the said Act of Parliament, shall be 
manned with such a proportion of such Asiatic sailors, Jascars, or natives, to the registered burthen of 
such ship or vessel, as is hereinafter specified, (that is to say) when the number of such British seamen 
shall be three for every hundred tons of the registered burthen of such ship or vessel, and so in propor- 
tion for any part of a hundred tons, the number of such Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives, shall be seven 
men and one boy for every such hundred tons, and one man more for every ten beyond the last even 
hundred tons, in addition to the said proportion of British seamen, when the number of such British 
seamen shall be two for every hundred tons, of the registered burthen of such ship or vessel, and so in 
proportion for any part of a hundred tons, the number of such Asintic sailors, lascars, or natives shall be 
nine, being men, or eight men and two boys for every such hundred tons, and one man more for every 
ten tons beyond the last even hundred tons thereof, in addition to the said proportion of British seamen, 
when the number of such British seamen shall be one for every hundred tons of the registered burthen of 
such ship or vessel, the number of such Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives, shall bc ten men and one boy 
for every such hundred tons, in addition to the said proportion of British seamen, and when euch ship or 
vessel shall be navigated by anv British seamen, exclusive of the mates or officers, and the number of 
such British seamen shall be less than one for every hundred tons of the registered burthen of such ship 
or vessel, the number of such Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives. shall be eleven, beitrg men, or ten men 
and two boys for every such hundred tons, and one man more for every ten tons beyond the last even 


hundred tons, in addition to the said proportion of British seamen, and every such ship or vessel, the - 


crew whereof shall be wholly composed of such Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives, or which shall, with 
the exception of the mates or officers, be wholly composed of such Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives, 
shall be provided witha gunner, a carpenter, a caulker, and the usual number of seacunnies, and 
shall exclusively of such officers, gunner, carpenter, cautker, seacunnies and servants, in such ship or 
vessel, be manned with not less than twelve of such Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives, being men, or 
eleven men and two boys for every hundred tons of the registered burthen of such ship or vessel, and one 
man more for every ten tons beyond the last even hundred tons thereof. 

Ul, Every such ship or vessel shall be furnished and provi-ied by, and at the expence of the. owners or 
owner of such sbip or vessel, with a sufficient quantity of wholesome and Rood provisions, and with a 
sufficient quantity of fuel properly adapted for the use of the Asiatic sailors, lascars and natives, who may 
embark, or who, during the voyage, may be on board such shin or vessel, and such provisions shall be 
regularly served owt to such Asiatic sailors, lascars and natives, during the course of such voyage, in 
manner following, that is to say, whenever such ship or vessel, during the course of such voyage, shall be

And in addition to the above mentioned stock of provisions, and other articles hereinbefore mentioned 
the owners or owner of every such ship or vessel hereinbefore mentioned, shall also lay in a stock of 
tobacco, sufficient for the supply of at least three-fourths of the Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives on 
board, for the voyage, at the rate of one half seer, or one pound weight per man per month, to be served 
out to such Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives, when their own private stock of that article shall have 
been exhausted, which tobacco shall be ated at twenty per cent, on the prime cost of the article, 
such prime cost to be certified by the ins ing or other officer appointed for that purpose, and the price 
of such tobacco to be deducted at the end of the voyage, from the wages of such men to whom the same 
shall have been supplied; and the entire quantity of provisions and other articles, which shal! be laid 
in for the use of the said Asiatic sailors, lascars, and natives as aforesaid, shall be estimated, as follows; 
viz. to Europe, North America, the Eastern Coast of South America, and the Western Cuast of America 
reepectively, customary provision for six months, and food of a more nourishing quality for four months. 
To New South Wales, customary provisions ford months, Food of a more nourishing quality for two 
months. And it hereby directed, that a stock of fuel and water shall be laid in by every such ship or 
vessel as aforesaid, for the gupply of the Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives on board, and that it shall 
be in proportion to the stock of other provisions taken on board as aforesaid; and that the said stock of 
water thall be in proportion to the number of Asiatic sailors, lascars, or other natives On board of such 
ship or vessel as aforesaid, and that in particular the said stock of water so taken in for the supply of the 
Asiatic sailors, laxcars, and other natives, shall be of sufficient quantity to allow for every Asiatic sailor, 
Jascar, or other native on board of such ship or vessel during the said voyage, one gallon at the least 
for each day; provided always, that whenever the seacunnies, or any other part of the crew of such ship 
‘or vessel shall be Anglo Asiatics or native Portuguese, they shall be victualled us European seamen. 


Every such ship or vessel shall be provided with healthy and roomy berths or lodging places, pro- 
perly ventilated in the fore part of the between decks of such ship or vessel, which shall be left clear for 
the accommodation of the Asiatic sailors, lascars, and natives as aforesaid, who may embark or proceed 
on board of such ship or vessel, to each man of whom, in ships or vessels having no top gallant fore 
castle, shall be allowed a space of thirty-five cubic feet, for his accommodation before the main mast ; 
but in‘cases of shins or vessels having a top gallant fore castle. twenty-four cubic feet shall be deemed 
suMcient for each of such persons, and that all such Asiatic sailors, lascars, and natives as aforesaid, 
who shall not be required to perform the duties of the said ship or vessel, or who shall not belong to the 
watch gans that may be actually employed in pe-forming the duty or work of the said ship or vessel, 
shall be suffered and permitted to remain in their berths or lodging olaces herein before mentioned, in 
the same manner as is usually permitted to European sailors, and until it shall be the turn of duty of 
such Asiatic sailors, lascars, ct natives, who may remain below to relieve the watch or gang employed 
‘on the upper deck ; and in order to enable the Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives, as aforesaid, to obtuin 
the benefit of this rule or regulation, the master or commander of every such ship or vessel shall divide 
the Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives into two watches, or gangs, accordingly as the duty of the said 
ship or vessel may require, and in such manner that a portion of such Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives 
forming one watch, or gang, may remnin on the upper deck, to perform the duty of the said ship, while 
the residue of such Asiatic sailors, lascars, and natives, may remain in their berths, or lodging places 
as aforesaid, in the same manner as is usually practiced and observed towards Kuropean sailors; and 
every such ship or vessel as aforesaid, of the burthen of five hundred tons and under, shall be provided by, 
and at the expence of the owners or owner thereof, with one caboose for the purpose of enabling the said 
Asiatic suilors, lascars, and natives to cook their victuals on board such ship or vessel, according to the 
manners, habits and customs of such Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives respectively, and to be appro- 
priated exclusively to and for their use; and which said caboose shall not be less in length than four feet 
ten inches, or in breadth than three feet two inches, and in height five feet, and every such ship or vessel 
as aforesald, exceeding five hundred tons, shall in like manner be furnished with two such cabooses, fur 
the purposes heiein aforesaid. 
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VI. No such ship or vessel shall clear out from any port or place under the Government of the said 
Unued Company, or belonging to His Majesty within the limits aforesaid, before the commander thereof 
shall have delivered to the officer authorized to grant the port clearance, a true list in duplicate of every

SAILING DIRECTIONS FOR THE PORT OF AKYAB, IN THE ARRACAN RIVER. 


Ships sailing for Akyab during the South West Monsoon should steer forthe South end of the Western 
Bolongo, in Lat. 19 57 N. Long 93 3° K., then standing along the Coast to the Northward aud Westward 
about five or six miles off Shore, until the wizht ix sighted on the Great Savage, at the entrance of the 
Arracan River, then steer so as to bring itto bear N. by East or NN. E. aad if they intend to run iv dur- 
ing the night, with either of these bearings they will cross the bar iu the best water, in three fathoms low 
water spring tides 

After deepening across it, the course should be altered to N. by W. or even NN W. according to the 
state of the Tide and Sea’ at the time ta avoid the Western Rocks (above water) bearing from the Light 
S W. 4S. distant nearly halfa mile; the Flood Lide sets in on these Rocks. 

When the Light bears Kast in six to nine fathoms on the edge of the flat to the Westward, the course must 
be alteredtoN. N E. and N E by N., having brought the Light to bear S. E. by S. 4'S. the Ship will 
be inside of Passage Rock, which is five to seven feet above water. and bears from the Savage Li ate 
4N.,distanta quarter ofa mile, and should then steer N. F. terly, to avoid the Reet projec 
Mosque Point a mile inextentto the South; some of the Rocks are above water at hall ebb.

Reelin Lat. 20: 5 N. Long 29 40 Kast, which is distant from the Savage Light fitteen miles due West, 
This course is recommended, as although im javorable weather the Savage Light is seen outside the 
Reef in (6 to 17 fathouus water, the depth suddenly decreases, and the provability of hazy or rainy weather 
would prevent the Light bemg scen, and steertng buldly in to sight it, to the Nurthward of Lat. 20 1° would 
godanger the safety of the vessel, by suddenly falling upon the Oyster Rock or Reef belore sighting the

The following Revised Rules relative to the Accommodation of Individuals proceeding to the Sand Heada or dor'n 
the Hiver on board any of the Hon'ble Company's Pilot Vessels, having been sunctivned by Government, are now 
published for gencrat information. 

Jet. Ollicers, Civil and Military, when ordered to proceed down the River on Public Service, on board 
a Pilot Vessel, are to notify the same to the Master Attendant, or in his absence to his Assistant, who 
will select the vessel with reference to the exigencies of the Service, on which such Ollicer shall embark, 
In cases, where persons, whether Public Officers, or Private Individuals, are desirous of proceeding on 
beard a Pilot Vessel for the benefit of their health, application is to he made as above stated, accompu- 
nied by a medical Certificate, shewing the necessity for the Party to proceed to sex, when pernussion 
will bé granted by the Master Attendant or his Assistant, to repair on board such vessel as may be wvail- 
able. Individuals again, both in the Service and out of it, who have ocvasion to gu on Loard aw Pilot 
Vessel for purposes unconnected with their duty or health, ate to make application to the Superinteudent 
of Marine stating the Dury ses for which they desire the indulgence, ant! the time for which they are 
likely to be on board The Pilots are on no account whatever to receive un board as Passengers, any 
Individuals who have not obtained the sanction above specitied. 

2d. Individuals proceeding on Loard Pilot Vessels under any of the circumstances stated abuve, are 
entitled to occupy the larboard half of the after accommodation, free of other charge than that of Mesw 
or Table Moucy hereafter specified. 1t must be understood that in all cases when i conformiry wih 
these orders the larboard cabin has been assigned to any Lady or Gentleman, no one can claun a share 
of such accommodation while the party by whom it was first engaged remains on bcurd. Oiber parties 
either in or out of the Service, permitted to go on buard, can ouly have such accommodation as the dining 
cabin affords, unicss the Pilot in charge should let any of them have the use of his, the starboard cabin.

RULES FOR CLEARING THE RIVER HOOGHLY OF WRECKS AND OTHER 
OBSTRUCTIONS. 


1. In order to provide for clearing the bed of the river of all anchors that have been lost in itschannels 
and anchoring stations, and for the recovery and removal of every description of wreck deposited therein, 
it shall be the duty of the Masrer Attendant toemploy in the most efficient manner practicable, under 
the official superintendence of the Marine Board, the meaus placed by Guvernment at the disposal of that 
officer, for the purposes specified. < 

2. Allrecovered anchors, grapnels, and wrecks of every description, shall be landed as soon as may be 
practicable, in the same state in which they are recovered. Articles belonging to the Hon'ble Compa yy 
are to be deposited in the Bankshall premises, and immediately after their being so depvsited, a full aud 
accurate description shall be taken of the articles for registry, specifying whether the articles are of a 
perishable nature or not; place where, and date when found; and such other information as may be at all 
calculated to enable owners to identity their property. A distinguishing mark is to be placed on the an- 
chor or other thing so recovered, with white paint, when the article willadmit of it, the mark expressing 
the year in which it was recovered, and its number in the register of ¢ year; when the article will not 
admit of being marked with white paint it is Lo be in some other manner sutticiently identilled, 30 as to 
connect it with its particular item in the registry. ; 

3. The above infurmation 1s to be regulurly entered into books of registry, to be kept for that purpose 
atthe Master Attendant’s Ottice, which books shall be always open for public inspection, during the hours 
of business; & copy of this registry shall be sent weekly, under the signature of the Master Attendant, 
to the Marine Hoard, who will cause a list of the recovered articles, with all the necessary informa- 
tion to be bung up in the Exchange Rooms, tur the formation of the public. 

4. In the event of the nyglit of property being proved to the satisfaction of the Master Attendant, or in 
case of dispute, to the satisiaction of the Marine Board, such property shall be valued by Messrs. Muchen- 
sie, Lyall and Co., o the proprictors of the Exchange, subject to arbitration ; and if the value fixed by 
them, should be objected tu cither by the Master Attendant on the part of Government, or by the owner, 
when the valuation shall have been fixed, the Master Atiendant shall make out a bill fur salvage, rated 
according to the place of recovery; V1Z., 1-3d of te value of articles recovered above Fultah; 40 per cent. 
on articles recovered between Fultah and Colpee ; 50 per cent. on articles recovered between Culpee and 
Saugor; and 63 per cent. on articles recovered below Saugor, with interest on the amount of salvage, 
calcuiated (rum the date of recovery at the rate of 91x per cent, per annum, the salvage to be calculated 
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on the value fixed by Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyall and Co., ns above directed. The bill is to be sent to the 
Marine Board for registry; itis then to be passed to the Marine Pay Master for collection; on the pro- 
duction of whose receipt to the Master Attendant, that officer will deliver up the anchor or wreck iden- 
titied. 

5. All perishable property shall, if unclaimed, be sold by public auction, by Messrs. Mackensie, Lyall 
and Co., three months after its recovery ; unless they, in conjunction with the Master Attendant, consider 
if for the interest of the owners, that it should be sooner disposed of. In like manner, all non-perishable 
property shall be sold at quarterly pablic sales, Iwelve months after recovery. On receipt of the net proceeds, 
salvage, as directed in article 4th, shall be deducted therefrom, to the credit of the * wreck and anchor con- 
cern," and the valance be Ueposited in the General Treasury for payment, without interest, to parties at 
any time subsequently establishing their rizht thereto. 

6. In cases where ships may have parted from their anchors or other property have been lost or wreck- 
ed and information of the same is immediately communicated by the owners or commanders, to the Mas- 
ter Attendant, the requisite assistance is to be afforded without delay, and the anchors, &c. when reco- 
vered, are to be delivered to the owners, on security given fur payment, at the rate of three rupees per 
ewt. for anchors, or similar property ; any other description of property so recovered, is to be delivered, 
on payment of one half the amount of salvage, referred to in 4th baragraph, according to the place from 
whence the property is recovered. ‘The valuation thereof to be made by Messrs, Macienzie, Lyall and Co. 
suvject as Lefore, to arbitration. If the owners or commanders possess suitable means for recovering 
their own anchors or other lost or wrecked property, within 48 hours after they haye been parted from or 
lost, and decline receiving assistance, the interference of the Master Attendant is then forbidden ; but, 
should they fail to remove the obstructions within that period, (unless it shall be extended under the 
senction of the Marine Board,) the Master Attendant is authorized to effect the object himself; and all 
such anchors or property when recovered, shall be subject to the prescribed charge of salvage in article 4. 

7. Should any anchors or other property, not their own, be recovered by owners or commanders of ships, 
when weighing or recovering their own anchors, they shall be delivered to the Master Attendant, in the 
state in which they may have been found, with every thing attached to them, and registered in the same 
way, as if they had been recovered in the first instance by the Master Attendant. In this case, however, 
the parties so recovering wrecked property, shall be entitled to one-half the amount of salvage. 

8. The above rules are not to be construed to extend to the case of any ship or vessel being wrecked in 
any part of the river. In such case the Master Attendant shall on the requisition of the parties concerned, 
afford every practicable assistance for recovering the said ship or veasel, her stures or cargo; and such a 
claim, or compensation in the nature of salvage, shal! be preterred by the Marine Board, as to them, un- 
der all the circumstances of the case, xhall appear reasonable; should, however, the patties concerned 
decline the assistance of the Master Attendant, their operations shall not be interfered with unless by 
their negligence the navigation of the rtver should become liable to continued obstruction from the ac- 
cident. In this case, as before, the Master Attendant is (o adopt all the necessary measures lo remove it.

DEDUCTION FROM PILOTAGE CHARGE FOR EMPLOYING STEAM. 


A great deal of unnecessary trouble and correspondence has been caused by parties not following the 
proper course for the recovery of the deduction from the charge for Friotaye, allowed for Vessels employ- 
ing Steam. Bills, for Pilotage are frequently returned to the Collector of Customs with a remark written 
on them, that the Vessel has been tugged in part or entirely to Sea. Notice is hereby given, that the de- 
duction on that account canuot be recovered in that way. ‘The Pilotaze is payable in advance and bills 
for the full amount must be paid whether a Vessel is tugged by a Steamer or not; if she is, a bill must 
afterwards be made out for the usual deduction on that account, and presented at this office when, it will 
be passed, if correct and accompanied by the Pilot's Certificate specifying that Steam was employed, and 
to what extent, whether iu part or entirely out to Sea. Without that document no such claims can be ad- 
mitted. The attention of Owners and Agents of Ships to this Notification is earnestly requested.

4th.—No widow who may have been legally divorced or separated from her husband for adultery, or 
who at the period of her husband's demise may have quitted his protection and be living ina stale of 
Notorious adultery, though not divorced or separated (rom him by law, or who subsequently to ber hus. 
band's decease may be living in a notorious state of incontinence, nor any female orpban living in such 
state, shall be entitled to receive an pension under these rules. 

Sth. —If awidow pensioner marries, her pension is to cease during her coverture, but in the event of 
her again becoming a widow, she shall be re-admitted to the pension to which she was entitled during 
ber first widowhood, unless her second husband shall Lave beeu a member of the Pilot service, and have 
been at his death of a bigber grade than her first husband, in which case she shall be entitled to the pension 
of the higher rank, 

6th.—All pensioners under these rules are to make personal appearance at the Marine Board Office on 
the Ist day of every alternate month, or to afford sucb other proof of their existence as the Marine Board 
May from time to time require. 

‘7th —Widows and female orphans above the age of fifteen years, are required, to forward to the Marine 
Board Office declarations halt yearly, in May and November, that they are not maniied, and that they 
have not been married at any intervening period. The declarations are to be countersigned by the Exe- 
cutor to the Estate of the deceased member of the Pilot Service, or pensioner, or by the guardian of an 
orphan, and by a member of the Pilot Service, certifying to the truth of the declaration to the best of 
Ubeir knowledge and belief. Forms of the declaration will be furnished on application at the Onlice of the 
Secretary to the Board. iB 

Sh —The several amounts of contribution and pension referred to in the above rules, will continue to 
be made in Sa Rs. the case of ull present pensioners, and of all existing members of the Pilot Service, 
and of their wido' ind orphans. Individuals joining the Pilot Service, alter the Ist of July 1835, will be 
paid their allowances of all descriptions will Le levied in the saine rupee, and pensions to themselves and 
orphans, will in like manner be paid in sonat rupees.

FOR THE atk 
GUIDANCE OF RUNNING PILOTS. 


1. On receiving an order to take Pilotage charge of a vessel the Officer will proceed on board with all 
convenient dispatch and ascertain her state. It Is his duty to sce that her decks are clear, and that she 
13 in a proper state for working both as regards ber masts, yards, rigging, sails, and ajso her anchurs 
and cables He is to ascertain that she has two bower anchors and cables in working order; and that 
if she has not a sheet or spare anchor fit for a bower over her side, that she has one i such a position 
on deck that it can easily be brought into use in case of its being required. Should he tind the ship 
deficient in any of the above requisites he will not take charge, but immediately report the same to the 
Master Attendant. A vessel losing one of her three anchors after leaving Garden Reach is not therefore 
to be stopped if the Commander wishes to proceed. Olticers are directed to ascertain that the vessels 
fo which they are appointed have the means of showing two good lights during the night for the whole 
of the lime they are iikely to occupy in getting clear of Pilots water. 

2. Should any Officer of the Pilot Service on going on board to take charge of an outward.bound ship 
have reason to think that her crew is so weak otherwise so ineflicient us likely thereby to cause un- 
usual detention to him in taking her to sea, he is to make his opinion known to the Commander or Com- 
mauding Officer on board, decline moving the vessel, and report the circumstance to the Master Atten- 
dant, unless the deficiency is supplied immediately. oe) ; 

3. An Oiticer before takin Pilotage charge of an outward-bound shipis to be very particular in ascer- 
taining her draft and forwarding a Certificate of the saine to the Blaster Attendant’s Ollice, signed by 
himse!f and the Commander or Commanding Officer of the vessel—a receipt will be granted for this 
Ceruticate if required ; should circumstances render wailing for the receipt in-onveiment, the vessel may 
proceed on an understanding with the Commanding Otticer, that if the Certificate of draft of water (on 
which only the Pilotage Kill can be made out) is not received at the Bankshall vefoic the vessel passes 
Moyapore, Telegraphic orders will be sent lo detain her until it is received, . 4 

a) No Ofticer having taken Pilotage charge of a vessel iy on any occasion to relinquish such charge 
bcfure completing the service for which he was placed in charge of her unless in case of sickness or other 
unavoidable necessity. 

5. In the event of any difficulty being made in regard to the reception on board of any outward-bound 
vessel of the Post Oifice and Government Despatches, for which receipts are to be duly signed by the 
Commander or Commanding Officer, the Otlicer in Pilutage charge is (vy special orders of Government) 
not to conduct her to sea but wait for further instructions. 

6. Officers taking charge of vessels at sea are to be provirled with copies of the letlerdrom the Secre- 
tary to the Superintendent of Marine to the Commander, and of the Order in Council relative to the 
Moyapore Magazine, and also with copies of letters required to be filled up and addressed severally to 
the Secretary to the Superintendent of Marine, the Master Attendant, and two to the Post Master at 
Kedgeree. Immediately on getting on board he is to write the name of the Commander and of the vessel 
on the letter to the Commander's address, giving it and the Order in Council to him with the letters 
above referred to. He is to be most particular in seeing that these four letlers, or such of them as he 
may be furnished with, are correctly filled up according to the furms of each belore he takes charge un- 
Jess the vessel is in a situation of danger, and he is to be careful that they are delivered tothe first Dak 
boat to be forwarded to their respective addresses. Should there be more Passengers on board than the 
column in the Report intended for the names, for the information of the Goveruor General, and Governor 
or Deputy Governor of Bengal will contain, a separate sheet must be attached with the names of the 
Passengers and a note made in the column “ see attached list" 

7. The Pilot on delivering to the Commander of an inward-bound vessel, the blank Manifest which 
iscontained in the Ietter addressed to the Secretary to the Superintendent of Marine, is to msert init 
the hour at which it is delivered to the Commander, and again the hour at which it ts returned, in order 
to be forwarded by the Kedgeree Dak boat, and the vessel is on no account to pass Kedgeree until the 
Pilot has received that document. é 

8. Should it be quite impossible to communicate with the Dak boat at Kedgeree, the Pilot will for. 
ward the Manifest from Diamond Harbour, distinctly understanding that it must be in his possession 
before passing Kedgeree, otherwise he is to anchor the vessel. " 

9. Should an inward-bound sbip remain at anchor outside of Kedgeree, the Manifest ought to be re- 
turned to the Officer in Pilotage charge, filled up and attested by the Commanders. Should he refuse to 
do 80 immediately upon anchoring the Officer will respectfully warn the Commander of the consequence 
(namely, a penalty of a Thousand Rupees) of his neglectiny to do so within twenty-four hours from his 
hirst taking charge, and report to the Master Attendant should that time be exceeded. 

10. Every vesscl, whether British or Foreign, having Salt on board, on entering the river will hoist her 
Ensign at the main, which will be answered either at Kedgeree Light House or Semaphore station, and 
the information forwarded by Semaphore for the purpose of having Custom House Utlicer sent tu meet 
her from Diamond Harbour. 

11. Should an attempt be made to remove Goods from a vessel in the river, the Officer in Pilotaze 
charge will remonstrate against such proceeding, and report the same to the Master Attendant with such 
description of the goods as he can obtain. 

42. Should an attempt be made to put Goods on board of an outward-Lound versel after the Port 
Clearance has been obtained and the Preventive Officer has left, the Ofticer in Pilotage charge wall lke- 
Wise remonstrate against it, and if stiil persisted in, report the same aud remain for orders unless such 
Goods are mccompantert by a Custom House Permit, in which cave they are to be received and Permit 
forwarded to the Master Attendant’s Office. 

13. Officers in charge of inward-bound vessels are to point out to Commanders the Acceayity of }: 
ing a good look out fur the Custom House Boat, and of afturding every facility to her in getting alongside, 
and that nothing short of the safety of the vessel is tv prevent her reeviving on board a Preventive Ot. 
eer at the proper Station. 

14. In order to secure the correct insertion of the ships's tonnaze in the printed form to the Secretary

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Register, and should this be denied, he will make a note of the same in the letter and on the face of the

15. No Officer is to proceed in Pilotage charge of a ship whose Commander refuses to receive a Leads- 
man, but is to refer the case to the Master Attendant if in Town, or to the Senior Officer if at the Sand 
Heads, as the case may be.

The Officers of the Pilot Service will, a8 usual, take charge of inward.bound Ships of any draught 
at the Pilot Station, but they are strictly prohibited from bringing any vessel of more than 22 feet draught 
higher than Kedgeree. 

A Pilot must not move a Ship between Calcutta and Kedgeree either outward or inward-bound 
without the aid of Steam, if she is drawing more than 20 feet, unless in the absence of a Steamer, it be- 
comes necessary to change her anchorage for sately. 

3d. An outward-bound Ship may be moved by her Pilot from Kedgeree to Saugor with or without 
Steam, at his discretion, provided she does not draw more than 22 feet, but the Vesscl cannot be moved

4th. Beyond Saugor a Pilot is left to his discretion whether he will move an outward-bound Ship draw- 
ing more than 22 feet. .

38. No Officer above the rank of a second Mate, unless he is already employed, or proceeding on some 
particular service, is to pass a vessel in the river, ten miles below Caicutta, which may have a signal for 
a Pilot flying, without going on board; and if the vessel is inward-bound he is to offer to take charge ; 
should the vessel be outward-bound, he is to endeavour to ascertain the cause of her being without a 
Pilot, aud if he shall have reason to think that she has been regularly cleared and that she had a Pilot 
when she left Calcutta, which Pilot has been obliged to quit through some legitimate cause (but not 
otherwise) he ts to offer to take charge and conduct her to sea, and it will be the duty of such Pilot to 
report the particulars of such occurrence to the Master Attendant by the first opportunity. 7 

87. Inthe event of a ship or vessel losing an anchor or anchors, the Oificer in Pilolare charge will 
state the same otticially to the Master Attendant in a separate Report as svon as practicable, giving an 
accurate description of the place were the accident happened, and stating the description and weight of 
the anchor and size and description of cable, to enable the Master Attendant's Department to identify 
the same when recovered—the Report is also to be attested by the Commander or Commanding Officer 
of the ship or vessel. 

38. In like manner should the ship or vessel unfortunately get aground, the Officer in charge willon 
the first ‘Spporianity forward to the Master Attendant a Report of the accident, containing besides, the 
bearings of any known fixed objectsin view, and information usually furnished, the ships's draft of water, 
the time of tide, and hour of the day when, and the place where the ship grounded. The operation per- 
forming at the time, the cause of the accident, the damage, (if any sustained) and the time the vessel 
was on shore,—this Report, if approved, to be‘attested by the Commander or Commanding Officer.

40. .No vessel in tow of a steamer is to be brought above Bishop's College with a flood tide, but is to 
be cast off and dropped up amongst the shipping. 4 4 

_41, In order to prevent accidents from vessels crossing each other on opposition tacks, itis to be dis- 
tinctly understood, that the vessel on the starboard tack is to keep her wind, and that on the larboard 
tack to bear up, without regard to seniority. On such occasions at night, two lights to be shewn at the 
weather cathead, and one at the lee. The same course to be pursued when taken in a sudden squall dur- 
ing the night, and other vessels near. When vessels are likely to fall on board of each other from sud- 
den shifts of wind, i is to be presumed that the Pilot of each will endeavour as much aa possible to avoid such an 
accident ; but in order to insure unity of effort, the junior Ofticer will in all such es obey the orders of 
the Senior. Incase of collision between ships whether at anchor or under weg! full and particular 
report is to be made, by the Officers in Pilotage charge signed as in the case of grounding reports. 

42 Officers in Pilotage charge of ships are not to permit their Leadsman to take servants to sea with

43. Every Officer of the Pilot Establishment, in a case of sickness, is to obtain a Certificate from the 
Marine Surgeon or his Assistant, of his inability to attend to his duty, which he is to forward to the Mas- 
ter Attendant, and failing that be will be considered absent without Jeave and mulet accordingly. In 
ike manner on recovering from sickness he must furnish a Certificate of hi ability to resume his duties. 
“In the case of 2d Mates und Volunteers this will be a discharge from the General Hospital 

44. An Officer before giving over charge of an outward-bound ship at the Sand Heads is to cause the 
usual Certificate to be filled up and signed by the Commander, as well as by himself, which Certificate 
is to be forwarded to the Master Attendant. A like course is to be pursued in regard to the inward Cer- 
tificate on arrival at Calcutta, to secure the correctness of which latter great circumspection is enjoined. 

45. The firing of guns, unless as signals of distress, is forbidden in any part ‘of the river above Fultah. 

46. Ifa Pilot considers himself aggrieved by ‘any conduct on the part of the Commanding Officer of a 
ship, he is to transmit his complaint, in writing to the Master Attendant, who, if he thinks it necessary,

1. The Right Honorable the Governor General in Council having taken into his consideration 
the distance at which the Troops in Scinde are stationed from their respective Presidencies, has 
deemed it expedient, in the exercise of the authority vested in him by the East India Company, 
to grant increased Allowances to the Troops serving in that Province. 

2. The Governor General in Council accordingly dirccts that all Native Soldiers of the Regu- 
lar Force, serving in Scinde, shall receive in addition to their present Pay and Allowances whilst 
in Cantonments, an extra allowance of 2 Rupees and an increase thereto of 1-8 in the Field. Thus 
the amount of Pay and Allowances to be received by the Sepoys of Bengal Regiments of the Line 
serving in Scinde, will be as follows :

5. Ifa Corps or Detachment, on vacating its Line, shall wilfully damage the Huts, such Corps 
or Detachment will not be entitled to the indulgence granted by this Order on reaching its new 
Station ; but will be liable to forfcit the advantage during as many subsequent Reliefs as in the 
opinion of the Government the case may demand. 


6. Hutting Money will not be granted when a Corps or a part of a Corps has been detached

POST OF FICE REGULATIONS. 


Extracts from Rules for the Management of the Post Office Department, passed 
by the Governor General of India in Council, on the 30th August, 1837. 


Post Master General.

ACT NO. XVII. OF 1837. 


Passed by the Right Honorable the Governor General of India in Council, on 
the 2th July, 1837. + 


I. Itis hereby enacted, that Regulation XI. of 1830, of the Bombay Code, shall be repealed. 

If. And it is hereby enacted, that the exclusive right of conveying letters by post for hire, 
from place to place, within the Territories of the East India Company, shall be in the Governor 
General of India in Council. 

If. Provided always, that it shall be competent to the said Governor General of India in 
Council, and to any authority thereunto empowered by the said Governor General in Council, to 
grant to any person or persons a license permitting such person or persons to convey letters by 
post for hire from place to place within the said Territories, and that it shall be lawful for any 

Tson or persons having such a license, to convey letters in conformity with the torms of auch 

icensc. 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the said Governor General in Council, 
and for any authority which may have granted any such license as is described in the preceding 
Section, to revoke such license at pleasure. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever otherwise than under the authority of the said 
Governor General in Council, or in conformity with the terms of such a license as is aforesaid, 
knowingly conveys any letter by post for hire from place to place within the said Territories, or 
receives any letter or packet of letters, in order to such conveyance, or delivers any letter accord- 
ing to its direction, knowing the same to have been so conveyed, or is accessary to such convey- 
ance, receipt or delivery, shall be Punished with fine not exceeding Fifty Rupees for: every letter 
80 conveyed, received or delivered. 

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that inland postage duties shall be levied on the conveyance of 
letters and packets by the Government Post, at the rates set forth in the Schedule marked A which 
is annexed to this Act, and that the full postage shall be paid either on receipt or on delivery, at 
the option of the sender, and that if the thing conveyed be transferred from a Post Office in one 
Presidency to a Post Office in anothef Presidency, no additional charge shall be made on account 
of such transfer. 

VII. And it is hereby enacted, that when there is a banghy established on a line of road, no 
Person shall be entitled to demand that any letter or packet excceding 12 tolas in weight shall be 
conveyed by the letter post on that line of road.* 

IX. And it is hereby enacte+, that no packet of the description mentioned in Table 2 of Sche- 
dule A shall contain any writing whatever other than writing which is necessarily part of the do- 
eaments which such packet is stated to contain, by attestation on the cover of such packet, and 


© Section VIII. bas been repealed, vide Act XX. of 1838. 
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that whoever shall send any such packet by the Government Post, knowing that it contains any 
writing not necessarily part of the documents which such packet is stated to contain by attestation 
on the cover, shall be punished with a fine of Fifty Rupees. 

X. And it is hereby enacted, that no packet of the description mentioned in Table 3 of Sche- 
dule A shall contain any writing whatever, except the direction on the cover and that whoever 
shall send any such packet by the Government Post, knowing that it coutains any writing other 
than the direction pn the cover, shall be punished with a fine of Fifty Rupees. 

XI. And it is hereby enacted, that proof sheets marked as such may be sent by letter post at 
the rates set forth in Table 3 of Schedule A provided thay be brought to the Despatching Office 
open, and be sealed in presence of the person in charge of such Office. 

XIE. And it is hereby enacted, that the said Governor General in Council shall frame a scale 
of distances as nearly as practicable, according to the distance by the nearest road between Post 
Office Stations and that the rates of inland pustage shall be calculated according to this scale. 

XIII. And it is hereby enacted, that Steam Pustage, according to such rates as may from time 
to time be fixed by the Governor Gencral in Council, shall be levied on all letters and packets 
sent or received by any Government Steamer, and that such Steam Postage shall be in excess of 
any inland postage to which such letters or packets may be liable. ~ 

XIV. And it is hereby enacted, that Ship Postage according to the rates fixed in Schedule B, 
annexed to this Act, shall be levied on all letters or packets sent or received by eea, through any 
Government Post Office and not liable to Steam Postage. 

XV. And it is hereby enacted, that when any Vessel arrives by sea at any place within the 
said Territories at which there is a Government Post Office, the Commander of such Vessel shall 
ag speedily as possible, cause every letter and packet on board of such Vessel which is directed to 
that place, and. which was not specially entrusted for separate delivery, to be delivered either at 
the Post Office, or to some Officer of the Post Office, authorized to receive the same; and that if 
there be on board any letter or packet directed to any other place, and not specially entrusted for 
separate delivery, the said Commander shall, as speedy. as possible, report the same to the Post 
Master General or Post Master of the place at which he has arrived, and shall act according to 
such directions as he may receive from such Post Master General or Post Master; and that the 
receipt of such Post Master General or Post Master, shall discharge such Commander of all res- 
Pponsibility in respect of such letter or packet.” 

XVI. ‘And it is hereby enacted, that every Commander of a Vessel who shall wilfully disobey 
any of the directions contained in the preceding Section, shall be punished with a fine not exceed- 
ing 1,000 Rupees. 

XVII. And it is hereby enacted, that for every letter or packet delivered by a Commander of 
a Ship, in conformity with the directions of Section XV. of this Act, the Officer in charge of the 
Post Office, shall pay to the said Commander the sum of One Anna. 

XVUI. And it is hereby enacted, that whenever any letter or packet is transhipped for trans- 
mission to any other place within tae said Territories, the Commander of the Vessel, which ori- 
ginally brought such letter or packet, shall be entitled to receive One Anna for every such letter 
or packet, and that the Commander of the Vessel into which the letter or packet is transhipped, 
shall be entitled to receive Half an Anna from the person in charge of the Post Office at the place 
of delivery provided that the said last mentioned Commander delivers the same in conformity with 
the directions contained in Section XV. of this Act. 

XEX. Provided always, that no payment shall be made to the Commander of any Vessel on 
account of the delivery of any letter or packet unless the claim of such Commander shall be pre- 
ferred before the Vessel leaves the place at which the letter or packet was delivered, or before the 
expiration of three months from the date of the arrival of the packetat the place of ultimate delivery. 


XX. And itis hereby enacted, that the Commander of every Vessel leaving any place in the 
said Territories by Sea, shall receive on board of such his Vessel, every letter and packet which he 
shal] be required to receive by any Officer of the Post Office, and shall sign a receipt for such let- 
ters and packets; and that every Commander of a Vessel who shall wilfully disobey any direction 
of this Clause, shall be punished with a fine not exceeding 1,000 Rupees. 


XXI. And it is hereby enacted, that whenever any letter or packet, the postage of which has 
not been paid, shall be delivered by any person employed by the Post Office, the person to whom 
it is delivered, shall not be bound to pay the postage if he returns the letter or packet unopened, 
but if he opens the same, he shall be bound to pay the postage due thereon ; provided always, that 
if the letter or packet shall appear to have been maliciously sent for the purpose of annoying tho 
person to whom it is directed, the Post Master General, or Post Master of the Office, from which 
the delivery took place, shall remit the said postage. 

XXIL And it is hereby enacted, that every letter or packet which is rejected unopened by tho 
person to whom it is directed, shall be returned by Post to the sender, and that the said sender shall 
‘be bound to pay the return postage thercon, unless direct postage has already been paid thercon. 
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XXIII. And it is hereby enacted, that whenever any letter or packet, the sender of which is 
unknown, shall be rejected unopened by the person to whom it is directed, such letter or packet 
shall be opened by the Officer in charge of the Post Office from which such letter or packet was 
delivered to that person. ; 

XXIV. And itis hereby enacted, that ifany person shall refuse to pay any postage which he 
is logally bound to pay for any letter or packet, it shall be lawful for the Officer in charge of the 
Post Office, from which such letter or packet was delivered, to withhold from the person so refus- 
ing, till such postage be paid, any letter directed to that person upon which postage has not been 
paid by the sender. 

XXV. And it is hereby enacted, that all letters and packets which have remained three months 
unclaimed at any Post Office, shall be transmitted to the General Post Office of the Presidency- 

XXVI. And it is hereby enacted, that at intervals not exceeding three months, lists of all un- 
claimed letters and packets which are in the General Post Office of any presidency, sball be pub- 
lished in the Official Gazette of that Presidency. 

XXVII. And it is hereby enacted, that every letter and packet which may have remained 
eighteen months unclaimed in the General Post Office of any Presidency, shall be opened by the 
Post Master General of that Presidency, and that all valuable property which such letter or pack - 
et may contain, shall be paid into the Government Treasury for the benefit of any party who may 
have a right thereto, and that when twelve months shall have elapsed after the opening of such un- 
claimed letter or packet it shall be lawful for thesaid Post Master General, if such letter or packet 
still continues to be unclaimed, to destroy the same. 

XXVIII. And itis hereby enacted, that the privilege of sending and receiving all letters and 
packets by letter post free of postage, and of sending and receiving letters and packets by banghy 
on the public service free of postage, shall be al!owed to the persons hercinafter mentioned, viz. 


Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State. 

President and Secretaries of the Board of Control. 

The Chairman, Deputy Chairman and Directors of the East India Company. 
Secretary, Deputy Secretary and Assistant Sccretary at the India House. 
The Governor General. 

The Governors of Bengal, Madras and Bombay. 

The Governor of Ceylon. 

The Lieutenant Governor of the North Western Provinces. 

The Chief Justice of Bengal, Madras and Bombay. 

The Bishops of Calcutta, Madras and Bombay. 

The Members of the Supreme Council. 

The Members of Council of Madras and Bombay. 

The Puisne Judges of the Supreme Courts of Bengal, Madras and Bombay. 
The Recorder of Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca. 

The Commander in Chief of Her Majesty’s Naval Forces. 

The Commander in Chief of the Army in India. 

‘The Commander in Chief of the Army at Madras and Bombay. 


And that the letters and packets sent by any of the persons aforesaid, shall be franked in such 
manner as may be directed by the Governor General of India in Council. 

XXIX. Anditis hereby enacted, that it shall be competent to the said Governor General of 
India in Council, by an Order in Council, to grant to any person, or body of persons, the privilege 
of sending or receiving letters or packets either by letter post or banghy free of postage, on such 
conditions and under such rules as the said Governor General in Council may direct. 

XXX. And itis hereby enacted, that if any Post Master General, or Post Master shall suspect 
that any letter or packet lying for delivery at his Post Office contains any contraband article, ur 
any article on which duty is owing to Government, or that any letter or packet lying for delivery 
at the Post Office contains any writing in contravention of the provisions of Sections IX. and X. of 
this Act, it shall be lawful for such Officer to summon the person to whom the letter or packet is 
directed, to attend at that Post Office by himself or Agent within forty-eight hours after the arri- 
val of the letter or packet nt that Post Office, and to open the Ictter or packet in the presence of 
the person to whom the letter or packet is directed, or of that person’s agent ; and ifthat person 
shall not so attend by himself or agent, then to open the letter or packet in the absence of that 


person. 
XXXI. And it is hereby enacted, that the Government shall not be responsible for any loss 
or damage which may occur in respect of any thing entrusted to the Post Office for conveyance, 
and that no person employed by the Government in the Post Office Department shall be respons 
sible for any such loss or damage unless that person had caused such loss or damage maliciously 
or fraudulently, : 
_ XXXII, And it is hereby enacted, that all fines incurred under any of the preceding provi- 
sions of this Act, may be levied on conviction before any Magistrate or Justice of the Peace, or 
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before any person exercising the powers of a Magistrate; provided always, that no person not a 
Post Master General, or Post Master shall be competent to institute any prosecution for any vio- 
Jation of any of the preceding provisions of this Act. 

XXXII. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever being in the employ of the Government in 
the Post Office Department, or being in the employ of any person or persons who may contract 
with the Government, to convey letters or packets by Post for hire, shall fraudulently appropriate 
any letter or packet which may have been entrusted to him, or any thing containing in any such 
letter or packet, or shall open any such letter or packet, or any banghy box, with the intention of 
fraudulently appropriating any thing therein contained, shall be punished with imprisonment with 
or without hard labour for a term not exceeding seven years, and shall also be liable to fine. 

XXXIV. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever being in such employ as is described in the 
Jast Section, and being entrusted to receive money for postage duty, shall fraudulently appropriate 
the same, shall be punished, on conviction before a Magistrate, with imprisonment with or without 
hard labour, for a term not exceeding two years and shall also be liable to fine. 

XXXYV. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever being in such employ as is described in Sec- 
tion XXXIII. shall fraudulently put any wrong mark on any letter or packet, or shall fraudu- 
lently alter, or cause to disappear any mark which is on any Jetter or packet, shall be punished, 
on conviction before a Magistrate, with imprisonment with or without hard labour, for a term not 
excceding two years, and shall also be liable to fine. 

XXXVI. And itis hereby enacted, that whoever being in such employ as is described in Sec- 
tion XX XIII. and being entrusted with the preparing or keeping of any document, shall with a 
fraudulent intention, prepare that document incorrectly, or alter that document, or secrete or de- 
troy that document, shall be punished, on conviction before a Magistrate, with imprisonment 
with or without hard labour, for a term not exceeding two years, and shall also be liable to fine. 

XXXVII. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever being in such employ as is described in 
Section XXXIII. puts any letter or packet in the Wallets of the Post Office, intending thereby to 
defraud the Government of the age duty on such letter or packet, shall be pnnished, on con- 
viction before a Magistrate, with imprisonment with or without hard Jabour, fur a term not ex- 
cecding two years, and shall also be liable to fine. 

XXXVI. And it is hereby declared, that the tola weight mentioned in this Act, is the tola of 
180 grains troy, being the standard weight of the Company’s Rupee. 

XXXIX. And it is hereby enacted, that this Act shall have effect from the lst day of October 
1837, and that no postage duty shall be levied under the authority of this Act on any letter which 
shall be received at any Post Office before the said Ist October, 1837. 


ACT NO. XX. OF 1838. 


I. Itishereby enacted, that from the first day of October next, Section VIII., Act XVII. 
1837, be repealed. 

II. And it is hereby onacted, that when there isno Banghy Post established on any line of 
road, letters and packets exceeding in weight, 13 tolas, and not exceeding 40 tolas, shall be re- 
ceived by Post Masters for transmission by the Letter Post, under the Rules which follow. 

1, If the letter or packet received fur despatch be of the description specified in heads No. 1, 
2 and 3, of the Schedule A, annexed to Act XVII., of 1837, the postage duty thereon shall be 
levied by rateable increase, as declared and provided in the said heads of the said Schedule, and 
the Post Masters shall forward every such letter or packet on the same terms, the postage charge 
being rateably increased, as is provided in the said Act, for letters and packets not excecding 12 
tolas in weight. Koos 

2. If any packets exceeding 12 tolas in weight'and not exceeding 40 tolas, when so brought 
for despatch along a road where there is no regular Banghy Post established, be certified by at- 
testation, written on the cover not to contain any of the things specified as subject to rateable 
postage duty under heads No. 1, 2 and 3 of the said Schedule, and further, if it be so certified 
that such packets do not contain any writing in contravention of sectivns IX., and X., Act XVIL of 
3837, every such packet shall, in like manner, be forwarded by the letter post, being charged with 
duty as specified and prescribed in table 4, Schedule A, for banghy parcels. Provided however, 
that it shall be in the power of the Post Master at the place of delivery to proceed for the discovery 

* of any fraud or contravention of the law in respect of all packets, so conveyed by the letter post at 
banghy postage rates, in the manner prescribed in Section XXX., Act XVII. of 1837. Provided 
ulso, that Government shall not be responsible for any luss ordamage which may occur in respect 
of any thing entrusted to the Post Master for conveyance by virtue of this Act, and that no person 
employed by the Government in the Post Office Department, shall be responsible for any such 
loss or. damage unless such person has caused such loss or damage maliciously or fraudulently. 
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III. And it is hereby enacted, that if packets exceeding 40 tolas in weight, be brought for des- 
patch by the letter post at banghy rates, te same may be forwarded under the rules and restric- 
tions prescribed in the preceding Section of this Act: Provided however, that the transmission of 
such over-weight packets shall always be discretional with the Post Master, to whom they may be 
brought for despatch, to forward them at such times and in such manner as may be convenient. 


IV. And it is hereby enacted, that no picket brought for despatch by banghy post, shall be 
returned from any Post-Office, on the ground that the banghy post has not becn laid for the whole 
distance to the place of delivery. 


V. And it is hereby enacted, that, except as hereinafter is mentioned, if any person wilfull 
certify or cause to be certified by writing on any letter, cover or packet delivered at any Post-Of- 
fice for conveyance by Post, what is not true in respect of such letter or packet, or in respect of its 
contents, for the purpose of defrauding the Post-Office revenue, every such person shall, on con- 
viction, be subject to a fine of Fifly Rupees, for every such offence. 


VI. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever shall send, or cause to be sent by the Government 
Post any packet under the provisions of this Act, of the description mentioned in Table 2, of 
Schedule A, Act No. XVII. of 1837, which shall contain any writing whatever, other than writing 
which is necessarily part of the documents which such packets is stated to contain by attestation 
on the cover of such packet, knowing that it contains any writing not necessarily part of the docu- 
ments which such packet is stated to contain by attestation on the cover, shall be punished witha 
fine of Fifty Rupces. 


VII. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever shall send or cause to be sent by the Government 
Poet, under the provisions of this Act, any packet of the description mentioned in Table 3 of Sche- 
dule A, Act No. XVII. of 1837, which shall contain any writing whatsoever, except the direction 
on the cover, knowing that it contains any writing other than the direction on the cover, shall be 
punished with a fine of Fifty Rupees. 


VIII. And it is hereby enacted, that all fines incurred on account of letters or packets sent by 
the letter post or by the banghy post, in contravention of the provisions of sections |X., and X., of 
Act XVIL., of 1837, as well as all fines by this Act, authorized to be imposed, shall be demanded 
from the parties liable thereto, by notice in writing ffom the Post Master General, or from any 
Post Master, and if not paid upon such demand, the same shall, upon conviction of the offender 
before any Magistrate for the place, where the party charged may be residing, be levied, together 
with the costs attending the information and conviction. by distress and sale of the goods and 
chattels of the party or parties offending, by warrant under the hand of such Magistrate. ,And if 
upon the return of such warrant, it shall appear that no sufficient distress can be had thereon, then 
it shall be lawful for any such Magistrate, by warrant under his hand and seal, to cause such of- 
fender or offenders to be committed to prison, there to remain for the space of two calendar months, 
unless such fines and all reasonable charges attending the same, shall be sooner paid and satisfied. 

1X. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Post Master, to detain any letter 
or packet in respect of which any party shall become liable to fine for a contravention of Sections 
1X., and X., of Act XVII., of 1837, or of any of the provisions of this Act, until the fine and all 
reasonable charges attending the same, shall have been duly paid.

The Hon'ble the President of the Council of India in Council, in exercise of the authority for 
such purpose vested in the Government of India, by Act XVII. of 1839, has deemed it expedient 
to authorize the levy of Ship Postage, in addition to Land Postage, on Letters received or sent by 
Sen in Sailing Vessels, at rates lower than those specified in Schedule B. annexed to Act XVII. 
1837, The following revised Schedule, marked D., is hereby published and prescribed to take 
effect from the Ist of April next, in lieulof Schedule B. of the Act above cited, and the Post Mas- 
ters General and Post Masters of the several Presidencies of India, are required, from and after 
the said Ist of April, 1846, to levy Ship Postage on Letters, Packets, or Parcels, not franked or 
otherwise entitled to pnss free of Postage, received or sent by Sea in Sailing Vessels on or after 
that date, at the rates specified in the said Schedule D., hereunto annexed, until otherwise ordered 
and provided.

and XIV. Act XVII. of 1837, has further determined that, from and after the Ist of April next, 
the rates of Postage above Jaid down for the conveyance of Letters, Packets, or Parcels, in Sail- 
ing Vessels, shall be levied on all Letters, &c., not liable to Steamer Postage, and not franked or 
otherwise entitled to pass free of Postage, that may be conveyed by a Government or Private 
Steamer from one Indian Port to another, and the Post Masters General and Post Masters of the 
several Presidencies of India are hereby required, from and after the said Ist of April, 1846, to 
act upon this rule until otherwise ordered and provided.

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RULES 
For the Management of the Post Office Department, passed by the Governor 
General of India in Council, on the 30th August, 1837. 


I. All existing Rules, General Orders and Proclamations for the guidance of the Post Office 
Deparment of the different Presidencies and Settlements of India, as well as all Circular Orders 
of the Heads of the Department, saving such as relate to Dawk travelling and matters of account, 
shall cease to have effect from the Ist October next, and the following Rules and Orders, shall be 
substituted for the same, to be in force at all Post-Office Stations in any of the Presidencies, Set- 
tlements or Possessions of the Company, and to take effect from the above-mentioned date. 


Establishment of General and Provincial Post-Offices, Receipt of Letters, §c. 


Il. There shall be a General Post-Office at each of the Towns of Calcutta, Madras, Bombay, 
and Agra, and Post-Offices at such other places throughout India and in the Settlements subordi- 
nate thereto, as the Governor General of India in Council shall, from time to time, direct. The 
immediate charge of each General Post-Office, and the control of the several Provincial Post- 
offices subordinate thereto, shall be vested in Post Masters General, each of whom shall respec- 
tively exercise his functions within such limits as may be determined by the said Governor Gene- 
ral of India in Council, and the duties of the Provincial Post-Offices shall be severally conducted 
by subordinate officers to be styled “ Post Masters.” The Post Masters General at Madras, Bom- 
bay and Agra, and the Post Mastcrs subordinate to them, shall be appointed by the Governors in 
Council of those Presidencies respectively, and shall exercise their functions in subordination to 
tho said Governors in Council. ‘rhe Post Master General and Post Masters of the Presidency of 
Fort William shall be appointed by the Governor General of India in Council, and shall exercise 
their functions under the direct control of the said Governor General of India in Council. 

INI. The existing Pust Masters General and Post Masters and a!l existing Officers of the Post- 
Office Department, shall continue in office until removed or otherwise directed, and shall act in 
their respective offices with the powers conferred by the Act No. XVII., 1837, and by these rules, 
in like manner, as if they had been appointed specifically under their provisions. 

IV. Letters, Papers, and Parcels shall be received wherever a Post Master or Post Office 
Writer is stationed, for despatch by Land to every part of India or to Ceylon, and by Sea to every 
part of the World with which there is a Post Oftice communication : the latter unless superscribed 
for some particular Ship, will be sent by the first Vessel that sails direct to the country to which 
the letter is addressed, and if there be no Vessels so proceeding direct to the place addressed, the 
letter shall be forwarded by such circuitous route as shall appear to the Post Master General or 
Post Master to afford the means of most speedy and secure transmission. b 

V. Letters, Papers or Parcels, required to be transmitted to Foreign Countries via Great Bri- 
tain or Ireland, must be addressed to the care of an Agent or other person in the United Kingdom, 
by whom the Foreign Postage demandable at the London General or other Post Office may be 
paid. That Postage cannot be reccived in this country, and unless it be paid through an Agent 
as above described the letters arc liable to be returned to India. 

VI. Letters intended for delivery in India, may be paid for in advance, or be sent Bearing 
Postage at the’ option of the sender; and the name of the sender of any such letter shall not be 
demanded at any Post Office. But Newspapers, Printed Papers or Parcels will not be received 
Bearing Postage, unless the sender shall give his name and address, in order that the regulated 
Postage may be recovered from him, in case of such Paper or Parcel being refused by the party 
addressed. 

VII. Letters, Papers or Parcels, intended for despatch by Sea should be stamped or super- 
scribed “Ship” and Ship Postage must be paid in advance thereon, in addition to any Inland Post- 
age to which they may be severally liable. 

VIII. On Letters, Papers or Parcels, intended for delivery in Ceylon, Postage must be paid 
in advance to Point Calimere, except in case of letters received for Ceylon from Ship, which may 
be forwarded Bearing Postage. If letters for Ceylon are received from Ship under cover to resi- 
dents in India, such letters, superscribed ‘‘Ship Letters’ and Bearing Postage as such will be 
received for transmission to their destination in like manner as if received direct from the Ship. 

IX. Letters from Ceylon will be charged Inland Postage from Point Calimere, or the place 
where the same are landed in India. 

X. The Table of Distances for caiculation of Postage shall, until otherwise ordered and duly 
Notified, be the Polymetrical Tables prepared under orders of the Governor General of India in 
Council, by the Committee for revising the Customs and Post Office Departments, and printed at 
the Official Gazette Press at Calcutta. Copies of these Tables shall be furnished for the use of the 
Post Masters, and a complete set shall be kept open toinspection in every office for the receipt 
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and delivery of Letters. Further, the several Post Masters shall prepare for each and every such 
office under their control respectively, a Schedule framed from these Tables in the following form, 
for exhibiting the rates of postage chargeable at every such office, respectively, for the transmission 
of Letters and Parcels to every part of India; and a counterpart of every such ‘Table shall be sub- 
mitted in duplicate by the Post Master for the approval of the Post Master General of the Presi- 
denoy ; and one copy, as approved, and countersigned by the Post Master General, shall be re- 
turned for the use of the Otlice for which it is framed ; and the same, with a translation or trans- 
cript in the Vernacular language of the District, shall be hung up in the said Office, and all Postage 
dues shall be levied according thereto. 

XI. Letters, Papers or Parcels shall be received at any General or Provincial Post Office for 
delivery at the Station itself within the ordinary range of delivery, and shall be charged Postage 
according to the rate for distances not exceeding 20 miles. 

XII. Every thing received by Post from Scaward, not exceeding 600 tolas in weight, shall be 
immediately forwarded to the party to whom it is addressed, either by Letter or Banghy Post, 
according to its weight, unless it shall contain articles liable to Custom duty, or unless instructions 
to the contrary have been received in writing at the Post Office. Parcels exceeding 6UU tolas 
weight shall be made over to the Collector of Customs fur publication in his list of Unclaimed 
Packages. 

XI. Newspapers or other printed or engraved Papers packed in open covers, or covers attest- 
ed as containing Law Papers, Accounts or Vouchers only, or letters franked as on the public ser- 
vice, respecting any of which there is reason to believe that the provisions of the Pust Oflice Act 
have been infringed, shall not be detained for examination at the Despatching Office, but shall be 
forwarded marked ‘ Doubtful.” The Post Master receiving such letters, &c. by the mail will 
then be guided by Section XXX. of the Post Office Act. But unless for the cause above specifi- 
ed all Post Office Authorities are prohibited from detaining, except under Section XXI1V., of the 
Post Office Act, any letter, paper or packet received for delivery by Post. 

XIV. All Letters, Newspapers or other Papers and Packets received for despatch by Post or 
Banghy Post, shall be weighed at the Post Office of Despatch, and shall be stamped and marked 
single, double, &c. as the case may be, and shall have the Postage to which they are severally 
liable marked on them: which stamp or mark shall regulate the Postage to be levied from the 
party concerned, whether the letter, paper, &c. be sent Paid” or “’ Bearing Postage’—in_ order 
to obviate delay, Service and Free Letters shall never be re-weighed prior to delivery, nor News- 
papers, except in case of suspicion. Banghy Parcels, shall in ail cases be re-weighed on delivery. 
‘The re-woighing of private letters prior to delivery shall be at the discretipn of the Post Master 
General or Post Master. 

XV. In the event of any letters declared, or required by Clauses VII., and VIII., preceding, 
or by Clause LIX., following, to be Post Paid, or Papers or Parcels reaching any Post Office, on 
which it shall appear that the entire regulated Postage whether Inland or Ship, has not been paid, 
such Letters, Papers or Parcels shall not be detained or returned to the sender, but shall be deli- 
vered or forwarded to their destination as the case may be, and the amount deficient shall be re- 
covered from the party through whose negligence the undercharge has occurred. 

XVI. Persone not belonging to the department cannot be admitted into the interior nor per- 
mitted to examine the Records of any Post Ollice, without the special permission of the Post Master 
General or Post Master, to whom applications for information or redress must be made, either ia 
person or in writing, by the party requiring the same. 


Hours for Receipt and Delivery of Letters, Dispatch of Mails, zc. 


XVII. Ateach General Post Office, Banglry Parcels will be received every day, Sundays ex- 
cepted, for despatch at the regulated Postage from 1U A. M. till 4 P. M. Newspapers daily till 5} 
P. M. and Letters also every day till 6 P. M. after which hours respectively they will be received 
till 6 P. M. on payment of an extra half rupee each, as a fec for the trouble of re-sorting and re- 
packing the Mails, which fee shall be distributcd, at the discretion of the Post Master General, 
amongst the Post Office Servants, on whom the additional labour may fall, to be paid by the sen- 
der whether the Letter, Paper, or Parcel be forwarded, “ Bearing Postage” or “ Paid.” 

XVIII. At the Receiving Houses established at Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, or at any re- 
ceiving houses which are or may be similarly established at other large Stations, Letters, Papers 
and Packets not exceeding 12 tolas in weight will be reccived daily from 11 A. M. to 4 P. M. for 
transfer to the General of Sudger Post Oilice, as the case may be. No extra Postage shall be le- 
viable thereon. 

XIX. At Provincial Post Offices, Banghy Parcels and Newspapers will be received for des- 
patch, at the ordinary rates of Postage, from 10 A. M, till 4 P. M. and Letters till 5 P. M. after 
which hours respectively they will be received till 53 #. M. on the sender paying an extra half 
rupee each, to be appropriated as provided in Clause XVII.

XXI. At each General Post-Office there shall be two deliveries daily, the first delivery not to 
be later than 10 a. u. and the other at 3p. u. at which hours respectively the peons shall quit 
the Office with the Letters, &c. entrusted to them. All letters, Ps ers, or parcels received from 
3 p.m. till 9 a. a. shall be sent out at the first delivery, and all from 9a. ™.to 3 P. m. at the 
second delivery, and Mails received after 3 p. m. shall not be opened till the following morning, 
except in case of public emergency, or of Letters, Papers or Parcels received from Seaward. 

XXIL. At Provincial offices, the delivery of Letters, Papers and Parcels must depend upon 
the hour of the arrival of the Mails at each Station, after which they shall be delivered with all 
possible despatch. 

XXIII. The Delivering Peons are prohibited from delivering Letters, Papers or Parcels out 
of the usual course, and without immediate payment of the exact amount of Postage ; and they are 
not bound to give change. Should they be subject to detention, they are not to deliver the Letters, 
Papers or Parcels, but to return them in the evening to the Post Office, for future delivery. 

N. B. Under the Provisions of Section III. Act XXI. 1835, Copper Coin is not a legal tender 
in payment of any demand except for fractions of a Rupee, 

XXIV. Whatever Postage is marked on a Letter, Paper and Parcel, must be paid at once on 
delivery, after which any complaint of overcharge will be duly attended to. In all complaints of 
overcharge or unnecessary delay in delivering Letters, Papers or Parcels, the Covers or Envelopes, 
bearing the Post Office Stamp must be presented for inspection; and as all Post Office Peons 
wear a badge regularly numbered, when any complaints are preferred against any individual, the 
number of the badge should be specified. 

XXV. From each General Post Office the Mails shall be despatched daily at 8 P. M. and the 
Bangies as soon after as possible. 

XXVI._ At Provincial Post Offices, the packets shall be made upat 5 P. M. for all Mails to be 
despatched in the course of the night; but for Mails which usually pass in the course of the day, 
the packets shall be made up half an hour before the expected arrival of such Mails, which are in 
no case to be subject to any detention. Notice of the hour at which each packet is closed, shall 
be hung up outside the Office both in English and in the language of the District, after which 
hour, Letters, Papers or Parcels received, shall not be forwarded till the following day: 

XXVIL. The Post Master at any Station or person in charge of the office, shall have power to 
refuse Letters, Papers or Parcels bearing the appearance of having been opened and re-closed or 
otherwise improperly dealt with, unless the writer or sender thereof shall attest with his full 
signature that they were sent in that state. 

XXVIII. In order to protect as far as possible the public. Mails, from the chance of robbery, 
Officers in charge of Post Offices shall not knowingly receive Money, Bullion, Precious Stones or 
Jowels for despatch either by letter or Banghy Post. 

XXIX. Letters once delivered into any Post Office cannot be recalled by the sender under 
any circumstances whatever. But Newspapers and Parcels may be recalled, on the person claim- 
ing the return of the same, satisfying the Post Master that ho was the sender thereof, and on his 
paying the Postage, which would have been due on such paper or parcel if forwarded. 

XXX. ‘Forward Letters” or Parcels i.e. those which follow the persons addressed from 
Station to Station, shall be considered as so many fresh despatches, and shall be liable to Postage 
as such, from each Station, whence they are forwarded in succession. But Newspapers, which 
follow persons in like manner, and Letters forwarded to Officers and persons marching with 
Corps and Detachments on duty, shall not be deemed to be a fresh despatch or be chargeable 
with freah Postage beyond the maximum rate as leviable thereon, unless the former shall have 
been opencd. Letters and parcels also forwarded to Corps or Detachments on march by any 
cross or temporary Dawk shall not be charged separately for the increased distance. 

XXXI. The Servants at the Several Post Offices are not bound to give change to parties send- 
ing or receiving Letters in any case.* 

XXXIL. Receipts will not be granted for Letters, Papers or Parcels received at any Post Office 
for despatch, unless they are presented ready written either in Books, or in separate slips of paper 
elong with the Letters, Papers or Parcels. Receipts so presented will be duly stamped in all 
cases, and will also have the weight, whether single, double, &c. and the amount of Postage noted 
on them when the Postage is paid in advance. 

XXXIIL. In order to obviate as far as practicable all delay, or mistakes in the delivery of 
letters, it is particularly recommended that all persons arriving at or quitting any Station, or 
changing their résidence at the same, will send to the Post Office a Notification thereof in 
writing.

Ship and Harbour Letters. 

XXXV. On the arrival of any Ship or Vessel off any British Indian Port, a printed Notice, 
under the signature of the Post Master General or Post Master of the Port or Station, shall be 
dclivered to the Commander by the first boat despatched to board the Vessel, according to the 
requisition of which the Commander shall proceed to dispose of such Packets as he may have on 
board as directed in Section XV. of the Post Oltice Act, a copy of which Clause shall be commu- 
nicated to the said Commander. 


» 
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XXXVI. The Post Master General or Post Master of the Port or Station shall grant receipts 
for Mail Packets that may be delivered to any Officer or person under his requisition, and if after 
delivery so made, the packet be lost before it reach the Post-office, the Commander shall equally 
be entitled to a receipt, in discharge from all responsibility for the same. 

XXXVII. The Master Attendant or such other Officer as may be directed by Government, 
shall furnish the Post Master General with early intimation of the intended departure of all Ves- 
sels to Europe, the Mauritius, Australia, Cape of Good Hope, St. Helena, the Red Sea, Persian 
Gulph, China or any Eastern Settlements, and the Post Master General shall cause a list of those 
vemels for which packets are open to be published weekly in the Official Gazette of his own Pre- 
sidency. 

XXXVIIL The Post Master General shall also cause to be published weekly in the Official 
Gazette of the Presidency, a Notice of the several dates up to which Packets have been despatch- 
ed by each Vessel that may have left the Port. 

XXXIX. Letters, Papers or Parcels to places on the Coast, to which the means of conveyance 
by Land are provided, will be received for transmission by Sea, at the usual rates of Ship Post- 
age if they are indorsed “Ship.” 

XL. Persons despatching Letters, Papers or Parcels from Out-stations, for transmission by 
Sea, will on application at the Post Office of Despatch, after the dapee of a sufficient period, receive 
stamped acknowledgments of their receipt at the General Post Office. 

XLI. Letters, Papers or Parcels addressed to any person who may have sailed for Europe or 
elsewhere, shall be immediately returned to the sender, unless instructions have been received for 
their delivery to some third party on the spot or elsewhere. 

XLII. Letters addressed to any person serving or residing on board a Ship in any British 
Indian Port, will be delivered and charged ns if addressed to residents on shore at such place, and 
in like manner Letters may be despatched by such persons from on board Ship without being 
charged with Ship Postage, provided they be certified by the sender to be “ Harbour Letters.” 

XLIII. Newspapers, Pamphlets, &c. will not be received for delivery on the terms prescribed 
in Table 3 Schedule A for imported Newspapers, Pamphlets, &c. except direct from the Ship in

XLIV. All Public Despatches are to be made up in the most compact form possible, and when- 
ever two or more letters are despatched from any one Office, to the same individual by the same 
day’s post, they are to be put up under one cover, provided they do not in the aggregate exceed 
12 tolas weight. 

XLV. When the number of Letters received at auy Post Office, shall cause the weight of a 
Mail to exceed the regulated weight, the Post Master General or Post Master is authorized to 
keep back a portion of the heavier public Despatches till the following day. But private Letters, 
ran inesses of bulky letters from Sea and public Letters marked “despatch,” shall not be so 

ept back. 

XLVI. Despatches to be transmitted by Express must bear in the face of them the words “By 
Express,” and the signaturo in full of the Officer sending them. : 

XLVII. As the employment of Expresses interferes with the celerity and regularity of the 
Ordinary Mails, and is attended with expense, Public Officers are enjoined to employ them as 
sparingly as possible, aud any Public Officer despatching an Express, when the exigency of tho 
Public Service does not, in the opinion of the authority to whom he is subordinate, require it, will 
be held answerable for the expense attending that method of transmission. Public Expresses 
from a General Post-Office can be ordered only through a Secretary to Government. 

XLVILI. Expresses may be employed by private individuals at the discretion of the Post 
Master General or Post Master applied to, on @ payment being made at the rate of 4 annas per 
mile in advance. 

XLIX. No Public Officer shall detain Mails except a Secretary to Government acting by 
order, nor shall a Post Master delay the despatch of Mails at the requisition of any other Public 
Officer except in a case of emergency duly certitied, nor shall any Public Officer stop or open 
aoe in transit except under similar emergency, to be reported immediately to the nearest Post 

aster. 2 

L. Letters directed to Native Officers or Men of their Regiments or Detachments shall be de- 
livered to an orderly or any other fit person who may be deputed by the Officer Commanding 
the Regiment or Detachment to receive the same, but Letters on which Postage may be due shall 
not be delivered unless the Postage be first paid. 

LI. Letters from Commissioned Native Officers and Non-Commissioned Officers, Privates and 
others borne on the Returns of Her Majesty's or the Honorable Company’s Army, including 
Guides, Lascars and men of the regulir Corps of Dovley Bearers, shall pass free of postage when 
not exceeding single weight, and containing no enclosures other than Bills of Remittances, super- 
scribed with the name and rank of the sender, and directed in English according to the annexed 
form, in addition to any direction they may bear in any Native language. Snch Letters may bo 
franked by the Commanding Officer of the Regiment or Detachment, who shall adopt the most 
effectual mensures in his power to satisfy himself thatthe same are bona fide from the parties 
whose names are superscribed thereon, and that they contain no enclosures except Remittance 
Bills, for which purpose they shall be brought open, and after being franked shall be closed in 
presence of the Commanding Officer who shall send them to the nearest Post Office by an orderly 
or other trusty person.

LIT. The number of Letters of Commissioned Native Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers 
and Privates entitled to be franked shall not exceed daily one per Troop or Company. 
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LIII. Letters from Petly Officers and Scamen in Her Majesty's Ships or the Indian Navy are 
eutitled to the privileges specified in Clause LI. 

LIV. Letters from Wives of European Soldiers addressed to their Husbands, shall be per- 
mitted to be franked by Officers Commanding Stations, Posts or Depots. 

LY. Letters received from Europe by Ship addressed to European Soldiers in India, shall be 
forwarded free of Postage, although they may not be franked, provided they do not exceed the 
weight ofthree tulas. But Newspapers, Packets or Parcels so received will be subjected to Postage. 


LVI. In the event of any public cmergency rendering it necessary for any Public Officer not 
included in the List of those entitled to frank contained in a subsequent Clause to communicate 
with any anthorities on the public service, such letters shall be entitled to pass free, if super- 
scribed as follows; I declare the contents of the enclosed are exclusively on the public service,"* 
and signed with the name and official designation of the Writer. ‘I'his privilege is however re- 
stricted to communications addressed to the nearest Political Officer or Magistrate, or Officer 
Commanding. or the Adjutant General, or any Secretary to Government. 

LVIL. Allfcanked Letters which do not correspond in every respect with the several pravi- 
sions of the Post Office Act or of these Rules will be charged with Pustage, but the Post Master 
Geucral or Post Master shall have power te remit the same, in cases where the contents of the 
letter are proved to his satisfaction to have been bond fide on the public service.—N.'B. The 
franks of Members of Parliament will not exempt letters from India Postage. 

LVIII. Postage charged in the first instance will be remitted on the Officer addressed satisfy- 
ing the Post Master General or Post Masicr that the communication reccived is exclusively on the 
public service. 

LIX. Letters which individuals address on their private affairs to any Government Officers 
must be sent ** Post paid,” and this rule is to be understood to include Letters transmitting Bills 
of Exchange, Promissory Notes, Receipts, Government Securities, &c. to the Accountant General, 
Government Agent, or other Public Otticer; but this practice shall be reversed, when Public 
Officers write letters on such subjects to individuals, on which occasions they shall superscribe on 
the Envelopes with their official signatures, the word “ Bearing Postage.” 

LX. Official Gazettes shall be exempted from Postage when forwarded officially to any Pub- 
lic Officers under authority of Government. The List of such Public Officers will be kept by 
the Superintendent of the Gazette, and may be inspected at any time by the Post Master General 
or Post Muster of the Station. 

LXI. With reference to the provisions of Section XXIX., of the Post Office Act, the Gover- 
nors of the Foreign European Settlements in India in amity with Her Majesty, shall be permitted 
to receive and send throughout India all Letters, Papers or Packets by Letter Post, free of Post- 
age, subject to such restrictions as may appear expedicnt to the Governor Gencral of India in 
Council. But parcels sent by Banghy Posi to or frum any such Authorities shall be chargeable 
with Postage. 

LXII. The privilege of franking the Correspondence of their respective Offices or Depart- 
ments on the Public Service has been granted to Public Otficers, agreeably to the provisions ex- 
plained in the headings of the several Lists appended, and it is to be distinctly understood, that 
no Public Officer is permitted to send or receive under any cover, franked with the word “ Ser- 
vice,” any Private Note, Letter or Memorandum, not relating to the business of their respective 
Otnces or Departments. All Service Letters, Packets and Parcels must be addressed according 
to the subjoined Form :

-Letters to the address of the Sccretaries of these Funds on the Service of the Fund, may be 
frauked by the Senior Civil or Military Authority of the Station. 

No Religious or Literary Society shall have the privilege of sending or receiving letters free, 
nor any Charitable Society, other than the established Funds of the Public Servants above speci- 
fied, shall have the privilege of sending and recciving letters free. But when these Societies may 
desire to forward letters free, to particular persons, or under any peculiar circumstances, the let- 
ters or parcels may be submitted to the Chief Secretary or Secretary to Government in the Gene- 
ral Department, who will exercise under the orders of Government a suitable descretion in for- 
warding them under his public Frauk.

Regulations for Posting and Applications for Dawk Bearers. 


I. Travellers may be furnished with Dawk Bearers on application at different Post Offices, 
where they will obtain all the requisite information as to the estimated distances between known 
Stations to which only Dawk Besrers can be laid by any Post Master. 
Il. A set of Dawk Bearers comprises twelve men, viz. eight palanquin bearers, two mussal- 
dara, for which is charged payable in advance atthe rate of cight an- 
owing to the delay caused by travellers remaining longer 
ime, this sum is found unequal to the expense, @ further sum of 
four annas per mile is required to be paid as a deposit, to cover any eventual expense OF demur- 
rage caused by delay on the art of the traveller. Should none occur, the full amount of the sum 
deposited is refunded, upon he traveller furnishing a certificate from the Post Master at the place 
where his journey terminates that he arrived there without incurring demurrage, It is the duty 
of Post Masters to furnish travellers with certificates, specifying according to circumstances, whe- 
ther or otherwise he has come on demurrage. Such certificate, it'must however be understood, 
is only applicable to the Post Master’s divisions who grants it, for it sometimes happens that a 
traveller having incurred demurrage on part of the road, by travelling subsequently during those 
hours originally a) pointed fur halting, reaches the last division within the given time. 
N.B.  Itis to be particularly observed, that in some districts bearers are with difficulty pro- 
cured, gnd where they have to be sent a considerable distance to take up the traveller and in like 
manner to return home; for time 80 comupied, they are paid additionally, and in all such cases 


Post Masters are authorised to charge actual cost for the traveller’s bearers. 
Ill. When it is reported that a travellor comes on demurrage, on any part of the road, the 
adjustment of the amount deposited to cover such expences will be postponed until the receipt 
of the Bills for the dawk, from all the Post Masters through whose divisions the traveller may 
have passed. - 

1V. Travellers, whether proceeding from the Prosidency, or from Out-stations, are provided 
with a form, in which they are reques) i AY i 
meet With on their journey, and the Recs where they meet wil 
on the part of the bearers or subordinate Post-office servants; this form being affixed to the 
Certificate which the Traveller has to present for signatures, secure its being noticed. 
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V. When a Dawk has been ordered and circumstances may render expedient fur the Traveller 
to postpone his journey, or to withdraw the Bearers entirely, he will of course be held liable for 
any expence which may have been incurred on his account. The amount paid for the Dawk, 
and the amount deposited to cover Demurrage, will therefore remain unadjusted until Reports 
are received from the several Post Masters on the line of route upon which the Dawk was 
ordered. 

VI. Traveller's Baggage must not exceed for each Banghy Burdar, Twenty-four Seers ;“and 
this must be divided into ‘I'wo Parcels, or Petarrahs, of such demensions, as to render them con- 
veniently portable, when slung as Banghies. 

VII. It is to be generally understood, that although Government permits their Servants to lay 
Dawk Bearers for the convenience of the Public, the State derives no benefit from this source; 
and that neither Government nor any of their Officers are in any degree responsible to the Tra- 
veller for the misfortunes and disappointments which are inseparable from Dawk travelling; thus 
every Traveller travels at his own risk, and is liable to the lusscs and increased expences inci- 
dental to delays and accidents and that Government can in no instance be considered liable to 
make good any losscs whatever. 

VIII. When irreguiarities and consequent inconvenience occur to Travellers, the Post Master 
General, on being applied to, will immediately investigate the complaint brought to his notice, 
but this can only be done in the same manner and to the same end asa superiur in any other 
Depariment would intertcre to enquire in:o complaints preferred against his subordinates. 

1X. In cases of surcharge alone, or charges which, to the parties complaning, might appear 
unjust, because arising out of some positive neglect or error on the part of the Post Master who 
lays the Dawk, it would be the duty of the Post Master Gencral to investigate the matter, with 
a view to afford pecuniary redress. ; 

X. In every case of refusal to make good demands on account of laying Dawk Bearers, Post 
Masters are authorized to detain all Letters, Parcels, &c. for the person from whom the demands 
are duc, in the same manneras he is authorized to act under Clause IX., of the General Rules. 

XI. Any decision pronounced by the Post Master Gencral in all references relative to Dawk 
Bearers, to be considered final.

Notice.— With reference to the system of optional pre-payment of British Postage in India, upon 
Letters for places within the United Kingdom of Great Britain, which will come into operation ou 
the Ist of the ensuing month of March, the following rates of Postage will be levied, namely 

Not exceeding }an ounce, 8 Annas,..... -(L Shilling) 

Above 4, and not excecding | ounce, ! Rup «(2 Shillings) 

Above |, and not exeeeding 2 ounces, 2 Rupees, «(4 Shillings) 

Above 2, and not exceeding 3 ounces, 3 Rupees, (6 Shillings) 

And so onincreasing, 1 Rupec,sevececceseesees - (2 Shillings) 
for every additional ounce, or fraction of the ounce 

As 5 ounces is the nearest integral of English weight to 12 Tolas, the maximum weight allowed 
for transmission by Dawk, it is indispensable that letters be not allowed to excced that weight, 
to prevent the inconvenience of thvir being refused at the Post Office. 

The option of pre-paying the British Postage is exclusively limited to Lettcrs transmitted in 
the Mails sent via Southampton, and such letters must bear the following superscription for the 
guidance of the Post Office Receivers, viz. 

“BRITISH POSTAGE PRE-PAID, 
“ Vid Southampton.” 


Letters not for places, within the United Kingdom of Great Britain, or which may not require 
to pass through the English Post Office, to their ulterior destinations, will, as heretofore, be sub- 
ject to Foreign Steamer, or Red Sea Postage, precisely at the saine rates as those fixcd for the 
levy of British pre-paid Postage. 

_ British and Foreign Steamer, or Red Sea Postages, are exclusive of the India ordinary Inland 

‘ostuge.

It is strongly recommended, both for the convenience of the individuals bringing the letters, and 
of the Receivers at the Post Office, that Letters intended to the pre-paid should be accompanied 
by separate receipts, or be entered separately from other descriptions of letters in the Sender's 
Dawk Receipt Books. 

N. B.—These Rules, until further orders, are to apply only, to letters forwarded via Bombay, 
not to letters stansmitted hence by the Steamers Bentinck and Hindos tan.

Circula For your information and guidance, I have the honor to forward the accompa- 

euer nying printed copy of the Notification issued by this Office, under date the 20th 
instant, fixing the rates of Steamer British Postage to be levied, in future, on Letters and News- 
papers conveyed by the Peninsular and Oriental Company's Vessels, direct, between Calcutta and 
Suez ; and to observe further, that as all covers received at your Office, for transmission, through 
this Office, by the Steamers abovementioned, are to be disposed of, in, exactly the same manner, 
as those for despatch by the Government Stcamers from Bombay, (with the only exception of the 
difference in the Presidency) the rules laid down, regarding the latter, in Circular (No. 2750 da- 
ted the 29th December 1843,) of the Post Master General of Bombay, and subsequently noticed 
in the Circular No. 405 of 1843-44, of the Ist February 1844, from this Office, are consequently, 
equally, applicable to the former in all respects, and as both of these documents must be on record 
in your Office, it is unnecessary to repeat their contents in this communication. You are there- 
fore, reauesion to refer to, and govern yourself accordingly by, the instructions contained therein 
in detail. 

2. The same number and description of Overland Packets, as are now made up for Bombay, 
must, likewise, be prepared for this Office also, and be accompanied by their respective Invoices 
or Chelauns. 

3. The whole of the Accounts and Statements, which you have to forward to Bombay, must, 
moreover, be submitted to this Office, in due time, carefully drawn up. 

4. As this Office is entirely accountable to Her Majesty’s Government, for the aggregate 
amount of Steam Postage on Overland Letters, despatched paid, and received unpaid, (which pass 
through this Office, from, and to, the Peninsular and Oriental Steamers) and has to keep and 
submit, periodically, several new and intricate Accounts, the preparation of which necessarily 
depends, chiefly, on those received from the Provincial Post Oftices ; I cannot too strongly im- 
press on you, the necessity of bestowing your personal and particular attention to this most impor- 
tant portion of the business of your Ofiice, the performance of which, I regret, is not unfrequently 
left to incapable Native subordinates. You, are, therefore, requested to explain, minutely, to 
the Head Writer of your Office, the whole of the rules in question, and to satisfy yourself, that 
he understands them perfectly, to be able to conduct the work efficiently. 

In conclusion, I feel myself called upon to state on the present occasion, that I shall be com- 
pelled to bring to the notice of Government, any difficulty or delay which may be experienced at 
this Office, in complying with the requisitions of Her Majesty’s Post Master General in London, 
consequent to noglect on the part of any of the subordinate Post Offices: I hope, however, that 
I may never have any cause for taking so severe a step. With the foregoing remarks and ex- 
planations, [ will now take leave of the subject, trusting, and feeling sanguine, that with your 
aid, I shall be enabled, with facility, to mect the demands of the Home Authorities, on this Office, 
satisfactorily.

P. and O. Steamers. 


The Bi-monthly Overland Communication having now been regularly established between this 
Country and Europe, and the arrangements of the conveyance of the Mails, direct, between Cal- 
cutta and Suez, finally completed and brought into operation; Notice, accordingly, is hereby 
given, that the rates of Postage charged on Letters and Papers carried by the Government Steam- 
ers from and to Bombay, will likewise be levied, in future, on Letters and Newspapers conveyed 
by the Peninsular and Oriental Company’s Vessels, from and to Calcutta; both by way of South- 
ampton, and via Marseilles. 

The rules relative to the former, having also been made applicable, in every respect, to tho 
latter,.are subjoined for the information and guidance of the Public, in general. ‘The scale of 
British Steam Postage, is, as follows, viz. 


On every letter not exceeding } an ounce in weight...e.. 8 As. or one Shilling. 
Qu ditto above 3 oz. and not exceeding one ounce R. or two ditto. 
On ditto above 1 oz. and not exceeding two ounces. Rs. or four ditto. 
On ditto above 2 oz. aud not exceeding three ounces. Rs. or six ditto. 


and so on, increasing One Rupee, or Two Shillings, for every additional ounce weight, or any 
fraction thereof. 4 

British weights not being generally available in this country, the following coins of the Hon'ble 
Company’s currency, are recommended as the best substitutes: 


In lieu of 3 an ounce.....+-.-.+-One Rupee and One Copper Pie. 

Tu Jieu of one ounce.....+..-.+.Two Copper Half Anna Pieces (or Double Pice) and 
One Pie—the former Coins are procurable by paying 
the equivalent, at the Mint. 


Every person confining his English correspondence to the weight of the two former Coins, will 
be certain of being within the weight prescribed for a single Steamer Letter, and every Letter not 
exceeding the aggregate weight of the three latter Coins, will, in like manner, be Within tho 
weight allowed fur a double Steamer Letter. 

Steam Pustage ou Letters for Fureign and Continental Europe, or any place to which Great 
Britain does not neccasarily form a chauncl of communication, forwarded ‘via “ Marseilles,” a3 
well as letters for Egypt, Syria, Turkey, Greece, and the Mediterranean Islands, subject to Red 
Sea (Steam) Postage, must, as heretofore, be pre-paid in this country. 

Steam Postage on Letters for the United States or British Colonies in America, or the West 
Indies (uuless addressed to Agents in Great Britain,) cannot be pre-paid in this country, whether 
sent by way of * Marseilles,” or via Southampton. 

The same rule applies equally to Letters for the United Kingdom, comprising England, Scot- 
Jand, Ireland, Wales, and ull the British Islands, despatched through ‘* Marseilles,” and algo to 
those fur the Continent of Europe, transmitted by way of ‘‘ Southampton.” 

Letters fur any Foreign country, directed to an Agent in England, will be received and disposed 
of, as if addiessed to the United Kingdom. 

‘The optional pre-payment of Steamer Postage, applies only to Letters sent, by the ‘‘ Southamp- 
ton” Route, to places within the United Kingdom, and vice versa. 

‘The Term “‘ Paid (or Pre-paid,” which is synonymous) being the distinctive mark (indicative 
of the wishes of Scuders) and the only guide for the Pust Office Receivers, all Letters for tho 
United Kingdom via‘ Southampton,” which may be so marked, will, accordingly, be charged 
with Steamer Postage, and such as are not 80 superscribed, will be sent‘ Bearing.”” 

‘The Inland (Iudian) Postage which is quite distinct from, and always levied in addition to, 
Steam Postage, must be paid in advance, ty the Sender, at the Posting Office, on Letters for- 
warded from out Stations to Calcutta or Bombay, or from either one Presidency to the other, for 
transmission by the Stcamers, and vice versa, that is, by the Addressee at the Receiving Office. 
The word paid, therefore, should not be put on any Letter, except on those on which Senders, 
having the option, intend to Pre-pay Steam Postage also. 

No Letter exceeding 12 toias, (a fraction under 5 ounces) in weight can be transmilted per 
Letter Mail: but if forwarded by Goverument Banghy Post, or otherwise sent to Bombay or 
Calcutta, it may be despatched by the Steamer, from either Presidency. © 

It is particularly requested, that Letters and Papers from tho Mofussul, intended for despatch 
by the Overland Mail, from Calcutta, may be accordingly superscribed, for the guidance of the 
person who originally receives such Letters at the Posting Office. ‘The route (Suuthampton or 
Marseilles) by which they are intended to be forwarded, should always be clearly specified alsu. 
Any Letter not marked ‘‘ Per Steam,” or “ Overland,” will be sent by a Sailing Vessel. In 
order to avoid mistakes, the name of the country, which a Letter is destined to, (England for 
example, ) should be the last word in the superscription. Letters posted in Calcutta for despateh 
yia Bombay should be accordingly directed. 
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Although § ounce is the single weight fur regulating Steemer Postage charge, the } tola con- 
tinues to be the single weight for Inland Postage to Bombay, which Letter (from Calcutta to that 
Presidency,) amounts to Seven Annas. 

An extra charge of One Rupee for every half tola weight, is made on Letters sent by the Over- 
land Express from Calcutta to Bombay, and no letter above one tola weight can be forwarded by 
such conveyance. ‘Thus, for instance, a Pre-paid Steam Letter of one tola weight, posted in 
Calcutta for transmission, via Bombay, would be charged with Postage, amounting to Ks. 3-6-0

Ist. On Letters sent in the Ezpress to Calcutta. An extra postage of one rupee, in addition to 
ordinary inland postage, will be charged on all letters, not exceeding } tola, in weight, of two 
rupees on letters, above ¢ a tola, and not excecding one tola; and of four rupees on letters above 
one tola, and not exceeding two tolas, in weight. 

2d. On Letters sent in the Express to Madras, the rates already charged on ‘etters sent by the

sette of 29th May 1445, page their way from Calcutta to Suez, will be levied. No letter exceeding

Inward Overland Packet Signal. 


‘With a view of meeting the wishes of the Community by expediting as far as possible, the deli- 
very of Overland Letters, the following arrangements have been made, and are hereby notified for 
public information. 

The moment the Overland Mail reaches this Office, a large black ball will be hoisted half-mast 
high, on the mast erected on the roof of the building. 

When the Letters are stamped, sorted, registered and ready for delivery, the ball will be raised 
to the mast head. 

Parties sending their own Peons with money for payment of the postage on ‘ bearing covers,” 
‘will of course receive them sooner than those who wait for their delivery by the Office Peons. 

As the Mails usually arrive late in the afternoon the Office Peons can seldom go out for deli- 
very before nightfall. 

All those therefore, whether Agents or Individuals, who wish to receive their letters during the 
night, are requested to make some arrangement for their receipt and for the payment of poatnge 
charged, by beeping in attendance at theit House or Office, where their Letters are usually deliver- 
ed some person authorized and prepared to receive and pay for them without delay. 

Parties experiencing any improper or unusual delay in the delivery of their Letters, are request- 
ed to communicate the particulars of the case without delay to the Post Master General.

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On every Letter, not excecding Half Ounce in weight—One Shilling, or 8 Annas. 
——— above Half Ounce, and not exceeding One Ounce in weight—Two Shillings, or 
1 Rupee. . 
above One Ounce, and not exceeding Two Ounces in weight—Four Shillings, 
or 2 Rupees; and so on, increasing ‘I'wo Shillings, or One Rupee, for every 
additional weight of One Ounce or any fraction thercof, according to the 
scale of weights now in operation in the United Kingdum.

British or Colonial Newspapers, passing by the Packets in question, between any of Ter Majcs- 
ty’s Colonics, will not be liable to any Postage charge for the Sea conveyance 

The Pre-payment of the British Packet Postage is entirely optional with the Sender, in regard to 
Letters exclusively, and only when conveyed between the Indian Offices of Bombay, Aden, 
Madras, Calcutta, Penang, and Singapore, and the Islands of Ceylon and long Kong, or between 
any two of the Indian Offices above enumerated, but when despatched to a Foreign Country or 
Possession, such as China, Manilla, &c., &c., the amount of such Postage must always be paid in 
advance at the Posting Office. e 

The Pustage Chargeable on Newspapers and Prices Current, or Commercial Lists transmitted by 
these Packet Boats, must (in all cases) be likewise pnid in advance. 

Each Newspaper, Price Current, and Commercial List, to be put under separate cover. Two or 
more under one or the same cover will not be received. 

These rates are distinct from, and will be levied in addition to, the Indian Inland Postage, when 
any of the covers are posted at any of the Provincial Post Offices in the interior of the Country, 
and sent to this Office for despatch by the Packets above referred to, in progress to their rea- 
pective ulterior destinations, or vice versa. 

Parties wishing to pre-pay the optional Postage, are particularly requested to be careful in super- 
scribing such of their Letters accordingly, as the omission of the term “Paid” or ‘‘ Pre-paid’’ 
will be considered as an indication of their intention to send the Letter bearing, or unpaid. ~

The following additional Post Office Convention between Her Majesty and the 
King of the French for the Conveyance through France of the Correspondence 
between England and the East Indies, is published for general information. 


Additional Post Office Convention between Great Britain and France. 


Sicngep at Panis, Max 10, 1839. 


Additional Convention to the Post Office Con- 
vention of the 30th March 1836, between 
Great Britain and France, for the convey- 
ance through France of the Correspondence 
of the East Indics with England, and vice 
versa. 


Her Majesty the Queen of the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland and His 
Majesty the King of the French, being desir- 
ous of making au arrangement for conveying 
through France the Correspondence between 
Great Britain and the East Indices, have re- 
solved to secure this important result by means 
of an Additional Convention to the Post Office 
Convention concluded the 30th March, 1936, 
and have for this purpose named as their Ple- 
nipotentiaries, that is to say: 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland, the Right 
Honorable Granville Earl Granville, Knight 
Grand Cross of the Most Honorable Order of 
the Bath, a Pcer of the Realm, a Privy Coun- 
cillor, and Her Britannick Majesty’s Ambassn- 
dor Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary to His 
Majesty the King of the French. 

And His Majesty the King of the French, 
the Sieur Napoleon Lannes, Duke of Monte- 
bello, a Peer of France, Officer of His Royal 
Order of the Legion of Honour, Grand Cross 
of the Order of Isabella the Catholick, His Mi- 
nister and Secretary of State for the Depart- 
ment of Foreign Affairs ; 

Who, after having communicated toeach other 
their respective Full Powers, found in good and 
dae form, have agreed upon and concluded the 
following Articles. 

ARTICLES. 


I. The Government of Her Majesty the 
Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland shall confide to the Post Office of 
France, upon the conditions expressed in the 
following Articles, the conveyance, in mail-bags 
or closed boxes, of the correspondence coming 
from the East Indies, destined for the Unite:

ARTICLES.

pose by its orders, or by the packets of the Royal 
Navy. 
rid Whenever the packets of the Royal 
British Navy, charged with the correspondence 
from the East Indies for Great Britain, shall 
touch at Marseilles, or at any other French 
Port in the Mediterranean, they shall be con- 
sidered and received in those ports as vessels 
of war; shall be exempt from all dues of navi- 
gation and port charges; and shall enjoy 
therein all the honours and privileges accord- 
ed by the Convention of the ldth June, 1833, 
to the vessels of the two States employed in the 
conveyance of the correspondence betweenDover 
and Calais. 

The same immunities, honours, and privi- 
leges are secured to the packets of the Royal 
French Navy in the Ports of the Mediterranean 
subject to the dominion of Her Britannick Ma- 
Jesty. 

lI. The French Government engages to 
effect the conveyance of the correspondence 
designated in the Ist Article of the present Ad- 
ditional Convention, in the manner following ; 

1°. Between Alexandria and Marseilles, by 
steam packets of 160 horse power, belonging to 
the Government, which shall leave Alexandria 
on the 7th, 17th and 27th, and Marseilles on the 
Ist, 11th and 2Ist of each month. 

2°, Between Marseilles and Calais, by mail 
coaches starting from both those towns every 

lay. 

In the event of any alteration in the days or 
hours of departure from those two ports, the 
French Post Office shall give, six months before, 
notice thereof to the British Post Office. 

IV. The duration of the passage from Alex- 
andria to Marseilles, including the time neces- 
sary for the transshipment and for the purifica- 
tion, if necessary, of the correspondence at Mal- 
ta, shall not, except under uncontrolable cir- 
cumstances, exceed three hundred and forty-five 
hours, or fourteen days and nine hours. 

The duration of the passage from Marseilles 
to Alexandria, including the time necessary for 
the transshipment of the correspondence atMalta, 
shall not, except under uncontrolable circum- 
stances, exceed three hundred hours, or twelve 
days and twelve hours. 

v The distance between Marseilles and 
Calais shall _,be performed by the mail coaches

With a view to exempt the correspondence 
coming from the East Indies from the operation 
of purification, to which it would otherwise 
be subjected by the sanitary regulations, the 
cases destined to contain such correspondence 
shall be made of plate-iron or tin, and shall be 
hermetically closed ; and they shall not have 
attached to them any substance considered, ac- 
cording to the sanitary regulations, as capable 
of communicating infection. 

Vif. Whenever cases containing the cor- 
respondence of the East Indies for Great Bri- 
tain, or of Great Britain for the Kast Indies, 
shall be forwarded by the French Post Office, 
there shall be reserved, as well in the French 
Mediterranean packets as_in the mail coaches 
by which such correspondence shall be convey- 
ed, a place free of charge for a courier of Her 
Britannick Majesty, who shall keep under his 
especial care the despatches and mails of the 
Government of Her said Majesty, and who shall 
have the right to be present at the purification 
of the Correspondence, whenever it shall take 
place, and at all other operations to which the 
correspondence, may be subject. 


A free passage shall be likewise allowed to 
the said courier in the French Post Office pack- 
ets established in the channel, whenever he 
shall think proper to proceed from Calais to 
Dover by thuse vessels. 

VIIL The Government of Her_Britannick 
Majesty engages to deliver to the French Post 
Office all letters from the East Indies, and from 
the French possessions in India, destined for 
France, or for countries to which France serves 
as the channel of communication, and to con- 
vey with its own correspondence all such let- 
ters, destined for the East Indies and for the 
French possessions in India, ns shal! be deliver- 
ed to it by the French Post Office. 

‘The postage of all such letters shall be prid as 
far as Alexandria by the senders, whether in 
France or in the East Indies. 


It is understood, that no correspondence 
coming from the East Indies, and destined for 
the countries to which France serves as the 
channel of communication, shall be delivered to 
the French Post Office, unless tho sender 
shall have expressed the intention of sending

X. The sums accruing to the Post Office 
of France, in virtue of the preceding Article, 
shall be placed to the credit of that Office in the 
general account of the transmission of the cor-

XI. It is understood, that if the conveyance

RULES FOR BONDING SALT. 


Rugs vor BonpinG Salt IMPORTED BY Sea AND DEPOSsfrED IN Private Ware Hovses ro 
TAKE EFFECT FROM THIS Datr, 28TH Sertemser, 184. 


First—Partics wishing to store Salt in private Godowns, under the Government orders of 11th 
August 1841, to give notice of their intentions to the Collector of Customs in writing, pointing 
out the location of the Godown in which the Salt is to be stored and making a deposit of the Duty 
in Government Promissory Notes, or in Bills accepted by Government. 

Second—On receipt of this deposit, the Collector of Customs will cause the Salt to be weighed 
and delivered from on buard Ship as at present, sending with each Boat load of Salt fur ite pro- 
tection in transit, between the Ship the Importer’s Godown, a Boat Note (as per Form an- 
nexed) signed by both the Preventive Officers, delivering and the Salt Chowkee Officer superin- 
tending the weighment. 

Third —On completion of weighment, the Collector to report the out-turn together with the 
amount of Company’s Paper held in deposit on receipt of this information, and the Boat Notes 
which must be Relivered up by the Importer, the Board will supply the importer with a Rowan- 
nah for thé fall quantity weighed over the Vessel’s side. 

Fourth—On the expiration of three months from the date of entry of the Ship on which the Salt 
may have been imported, the Collector of Customs, will call upon the Importer or Consignee to 
pay the duty on the full quantity weighed over the Vessel’s side, less 33 per cent. wastage 

Fifth—The Innporter to write of all Salt sold by him on the back of the Rowannah, giving due 
intimation of Sale within 40 hours to the Board, to enable them to depute a Salt Officer to be 
present at the weighment and delivery, this Officer will not suffer any Salt to be removed save 
under a separate Rowannah to be granted from the Board’s Office. He will also attest the en- 
dorsement on the Rowannah, as above provided, of the quantity delivered. 

Sixth—A Salt Officer will attend during the landing of the Salt in order to put his adul on the 
Salt imported, and it will be expected that the Stamp so applicd shall not be broken save in his 
presence. 

Seventh—Notice shall in all cascs of Rowannahs granted for bonded Sait be given to the Su- 
perintendent of Calcutta Salt Chowkees.

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NOTIFICATION. 


In modification of the rules for bonding Salt promulgated on the 28th September, 1811, under 
the authority of the Board of Customs, Salt and Opium, it is hereby notified, that parties desirous 
of bonding imported Salt in private Ware-houses may apply to the Collector of Customs for a 
license in the form C. appended to Act No. XXV. of 1836. 

Ifthe Board are satisfied on the Collector’s report, that the Ware-houses mentioned in the 
application are well adapted for the secure custody of the Salt, a license will be granted under 
Section XIX. of the above mentioned Act, and Salt may then be bonded therein under restric- 
tions provided by the act in respect of any other article of merchandize bonded in a private 
Ware-house. 

A portion of the Government Golahs, at Sulkeah, will be set apart from the 15th proximo, as 
a public Ware-house for the recoption of Salt on the same terms ata fixed rent; and will con- 
tinue to be available for that purpose until required by Government. 

The rate of wastage allowed upon Salt so Ware-housed, will be at the rate 6f four per cent. 
per annum upon the quantity weighed over the ship’s side; but the Import duty will be settled 
on the quantity so delivered according to the privisions of Section XVIII. Act No. XXV. of 1836. 

Ware-houses licensed for the reception of Salt under bond will not be available for goods of 
aay other description. : 

All expenses attending the receipt, storage, custody and delivery of Salt at Ware-houses li- 
cones as above, or in the Sulkea Golahs, will be borne by the parties availing themselves of the 
privilege. . 

Parties who are unable to provide Ware-houses so constructed and situated, as in the opinion 
of the Board, effectually to provide for the secure custody of Salt while under bond, will be 
allowed as before to Warc-house thcir Salt under the rules of the 28th September, 1841, which, 
otherwise remain in full force, except in so far as they arc modified by this notification.

REGULATIONS 
8 FOREIGN SUGAR. 


FORT WILLIAM, LEGISLATIVE DEPARTMENT, 
Tue 28TH NovemBer, 1836. 


The following Act, passed by the Right Hon’ble the Governor Gencral of India in Council on 
the 28th November, 1836, is hereby promulgated for general information. 


Act No. XXXII, or 1836. 


L—It is hereby enacted, that if any person after the first day of December 1836, lands or attempts to 
land in any part of the Territories subject to the Government of the Presidency of Fort William in Ben. 

al any Sugar which is not the growth of a British possession into which Foreign Sugar cannot be legal. 
fv imported, such Sugar shall be seized and confiscated by the Collector of the Customs or by any other 
Officer thereunto authorized by the Government of the said Presidency, unless the district in which such 
Sugar is landed or in which an attempt has been made to land such Suzar be a district in which the Go- 
vernor General of India in Council has authorized the importation of such Sugar. 

IL—And it is hereby enacted, that if any Owner of Sugar the produce of the said Territories, or duly 
authorized Ageut of such Owner, desires to obtain a Certificate or origin from the Collector or Assistant 
Collector of the Land or Custom Revenue of any district within the said Territories, or from any other 
Officer appointed by the Governor General of India in Gouncil to give such Certificates, such Owner or 
Agent shall, in the presence of the Officer from whom he desires to obtain such Certificates, make and 
subscribe a Declaration in the form contained in the Schedule hereunto annexed marked A. 

11L.—And it is hereby enacted, that if the district be one into which the Governor General of India in 
Council has not by any order authorized the importation of Foreign Sugar or of Sugar the growth of any 
British Possession into which Foreign Sugar can be legally imported, the Officer before whom such a 
Declaration as is aforesaid shall have been made, shall grant under his hand and seal to the Declarant 
a Certificate in the form contained in the Schedule hereunto annexed marked B. 

IV.—And it is hereby enacted, that every person who intends to ship Sugar from any place within the 
said Territories for any part of the United Kingdom, shall be entitled to produce to the Collector of 
Customs at that place, or to any other Officer who may have been appointed by the Governor General of 
India in Council to act on such occasions in place of the Collector of Customs, a Certificate such as is 
above described, and also in the presence of the Officer to whom he has so produced such Certificate to 
make and subseribe a Declaration in the form contained in the Schedule hereunto annexed marked C. 

V.—And it is hereby enacted, that the Officer to whom such a Certificate shall have been so produced, 
and before whom a Declaration in the last mentioned form shall have been so made and subscribed, shall 
grant to the person who has made the last mentioned Declaration a Certificate in the form contained in 
the Schedule hereunto annexed marked D. ' 

VI.—And it is hereby enacted, that any person who shall in making any Declaration under the au- 
thority of this Act, knowingly affinn an untruth, shall on conviction thereof before such Court as would 
be competent to try such person for perjury, be punished by fine to an amount not exceeding Five Thov- 
sand Rupees, and imprisonment for a term not exceeding two years.

The following Act passed by the Right Honourable the Governor General of India in Coun- 
cil on the 30th May, 1836, is hereby promulgated for general information.

ACT No, XIV. OF 1836, 


I. It is hereby enacted, that from the Ist June next, such pare 
of Regulations IX. and X. 1810, Regulation XV. 1825, and of any 
other Regulations of the Bengal Presidency as prescribe the levy 
of Transit or Inland Customs Duties, or of Town Duties; and like- 
wise the Schedules of Duties and Provisions of any kind contained 
in these or any other Regulations for fixing the amount of Duty to 
be levied upon Goods imported into or exported from the said Pre- 
sidency by sea, shall be repealed :—Provided however that nothing 
herein contained shall be construed to prevent the levy of Duties at 
the rates now in force at the Custom Houses and Chokies establish- 
ed on the line of the Jumna, or on any Frontier line, upon Goods 
crossing that line for import into, or export from the Territory of 
the East India Company by land, nor to affect the Regulations in 
force for imposing and levying Duties on Salt, the produce of Wes- 
tern and Central Tnain. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that Duties of Customs shall be 
levied on Goods imported by Sea into Calcutta or into any other 
place within the Provinces of Bengal and Orissa according to the 
rates specified in Schedule A. annexed to this Act, and with the 
exceptions specified therein, and the said Schedule with the Notes 
attached thereto, shall be taken to be a part of this Act. 

IIL. And itis hereby further enacted, that Dutics of Customs 
shall be levied upon Country Goods exported by Sea from any Port 
of Bongal or Orissa according to the rates specitied in Schedule B, 
annexed to this Act, with the exceptions therein specified, and the 
said Schedule with the Notes attached thereto, shail also be taken 
to be a part of this Act. 

1V. And it is hereby enacted, that no Goods or Artivies whatso- 
ever entcred in cither of the said Schedules as liable to Duty, ahall 
be exempted from the payment of such Duty or of any thereof 
except under special order from the Governor of Bengal—Provided 
however that it shall and may be lawful for the Collector of Cus- 
toms or other Officer in charge of a Custom House, to pass free of 
duty, as heretofore, any Baggage in actual use, at his discretion, and 
in case of any person applying to have Goods passed as such, the 
Collector acting under the orders of the Koard of Customs, Salt and 
Opium, shall determine whcther they be Baggage in actual use, or 
Goods subject to Duty under the Rules of this Act. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that the Rules and Regulations 
now established fur the levy of Dutics of Customs on Geods import- 
ed into or exported from Calcutta, and other Perts of the Presi- 
dency of Fort William in Bengal, shall continue to be in force, and 
shall be observed and applicd for the levy of the Import and Export 
Duties imposed by this Act, unless repealed or altered or repugnant 
to the provisions thereof. a 

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Go- 
vernor of the Presidency of Fort William in Bengal, by an Order 

rinted in the Calcutta Gazette, to fix a place in any River or Port 
in Bengal or Orissa, beyond which place it shall not be lawful for 
any inward-bound Vessel, save and except such Vhoonies and Coun- 
try Craft as are referred to in Scction XXIL. of this Act, to pass 
until the Master or Commander shall have delivered to the Pilot on 
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board for the purpose of being forwarded by the Public Dawk or 
otherwise, as may be ordered by the Board of Customs, Salt and 
Opium, a Manifest made out in the form prescribed by Section 45, 
Regulation IX. 1810. And it is hereby enacted, that if the Manifest 
so delivered by the Master and Commander shall not contain a full 
and true specification of all the Goods imported in the Vessel, the 
Master or Person in charge thereof shall be liable to a fine of 1,000 
Rs. ; and any Goods or Packages that may be found on board in ex- 
cess of the Manifest so delivered or differing in quality or kind, or 
in marks and numbers from the specification contained therein, shall 
be liable to be seized and confiscated, or to be charged with such 
increased Duties, as may be determined by the Board of Customs, 
Salt and Opium ; and if any inward-bound Vesscl shall remain out- 
side or below the place so fixed by the Governor of Bengal, the 
Master or Commander shall in like manner, deliver to the Pilot so 
soon as the Vessel shall anchor, a Manifest as above prescribed; and 
if any Vessel entering a Port for which there is a Custom House 
established, shall lic at anchor therein for the space of twenty-forr 
hours, the Master and Commander whereof shall neglect to deliver 
the said Manifest to the Pilot on board, he shall, for such neglect, 
be liable to forfeit the sum of One Thousand Ru ees, and no Entr:

VIL | And it is hereby enacted, that no Vessel shall be allowed 
to break bulk until the Manifest described in the preceding Section 
of this Act, and another copy thercof to be presented at the time of 
applying for entry inwards, shall have been received by the Collee- 
tor of Customs, and order shall have been given by the said Collec- 
tor for the discharge of the Cargo, and the said Collector may fur- 
ther refuse to give such order if he shall sée fit until any Port Clear- 
ances, Cocketts, or other papers known to be granted at the places 
from which the Vessel is stated to have come shall likewise be deli- 
vered to him. 

VIIL And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be competent to the

XII. Provided however and it is hereby enacted, that no Goods 
shall be allowed to leave any Vessel under the said rules unless the 
same be duly manifested, and any Goods found on board in excess 
of the Manifest, or not corresponding with the specification and 
description therein contained, shall be seized by the Custom House 
Officer on board in order that they may be dealt with as prescrited 
in Section VI. of this Act; and if’ Goods entered in the Manifest 
shall not be found on board the Vessel, or if the quantity found be 
short and the deficiency be not duly accounted for, or if Goods sent 
out of the Vessel be not landed at the Custom House, or at such 
other Ghat or place as the Collector of Customs shall have prescrib- 
ed gr permitted there to be passed ia due form, the Master or Com- 
mander shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding five hundred Ru- 
pees for every missing or dificient package of unknown value, and 
for twice the amount of Duty chargeable on the Goods deficient and 
unaccounted for, if capable of being assessed therewith. Provided, 
however, that nothing herein contained sh.ll be construed to pre- 
vent the Collector of ( ustoms from permitting the Master or Com- 
mander of any Vessel to amend obvious errors or to supply omissions 
from accident or inadvertence by furnising an amended or supple- 
mental Manifest, but the receiving of such shall always be discre- 
tionary. 

XI i And it is hereby enacted, that any Custom House Officer 
whatsoever who shall demand or accept any gratuity not authorized 
by any existing Regulation or Order of Government in cousideration 
of doing, or of omitting to do any act in his Official capacity, shall- 
forfeit fur every such offence the sum of five hundred Bug » and 
any person who shall offer a Bribe to any Custom House Ufficer in 
order to induce such Officer to act in a manner inconsistent with his 
duty shall forfeit a like sum, and these penalties shall be adjudged 
on conviction before any Magistrate or Justice of the Peace of the 
Town, District or Place where the Custom House may be established 
by such Magistrate, and in default of payment any person so con- 


victed shall be committed to the Civil Jail of the City or District . 
until the Fine be paid, or for a period not exceeding six months 
XIV. And it is hereby enacted, that when Goods shall be seized 


as contraband and liable to confiscation, the Collector of Customs 
shall investigate the case, and according to his judgment shall either - 
release the Goods or adjudge them to confiscation, and whenever he 
shall declare Goods to be confiscated he shall report his proceedings 
for confirmation and final adjudication by the Board of Customs, 
Salt and Opium. Provided however that nothing herein contained 
shall be construed to prevent the Governor of Bengal from ordering 
the release of Goods seized, or from remitting any penalty whatso- 
ever that may be incurred for contravention of the Customs Laws. 
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XV. And it is hereby further enacted, that twenty days, exclu- 
sive of Sundays and Holidays, shall be allowed for the discharge of 
the Import Cargo of Vessels not exceeding six hundred tons burthen, 
and thirty days, exclusive of Sundays and Holidays, for the dis- 
charge of the Import Cargo of Vessels exceeding that burthen, and 
the said periods shall be calculated from the day of the Tide Waiter 
or other Custom House Officer first going on board. And if the 
whole Cargo be not discharged by the expiration of the above stated 
periods respectively, the Master or Commander shall be charged 
with the Tide Waiter's or other Officer’s Wages, and other expenccs 
for any further period that he or they may be detained on board. 
And if the Owners, Importers or Consignees do not bring their 
Goods to land within the periods above fixed, it shall bo the duty 
of the Master or Commander so to do. And if any Goods remain 
on board after the time fixed as above for the discharge of the Im- 
port Cargo, the Collector may order the samo to be landed and 
ware-housed for the security of the duties chargeable, and of any 
froight and primage and other demands that may be due thereon, 
giving his receipt to the Master forthe same. Provided always, 
that in all cases it shall be lawful for the Collector or other Officer 
in charge of the Custom House, with the consent of the Master of 
the Vessel, to cause any packages to be brought on shore and to be 
deposited in the Government Ware-house for the security of the 
Duties and Charges thereon, although twenty days may not have 
expired from the entry of such Vessel ; and in case Goods so landed 
and ware-housed, or any Goods brought to land from any Vessel be 
not claimed and cleared from the Custom House within three months 
from the date of landing, it shall be competent to the Collector to 
sell the same on account of the Duties, Freight, and other Charges 
incurred and due thereon, 

XVI. And it ishereby enacted, that a further period of fifteen 
days, Sundays and Holidays excluded, shall be allowed for putting 
on board Export Cargo if the Vessel shall not exceed 600 tons bur- 
then, and twenty days if exceeding that burthen when the lading 
and unlading thereof shall be continuous, and the Master or Com- 
mander shall in such case not be charged with the wages and expenses 
of the Custom House Officer on board until after the expiration of 
such additional periods respectively. And if a Vessel having dis- 
charged its Import Cargo shall be laid up, the Custom House Officer 
on board shall be withdrawn so soon as he shall certify that no Goods 
remain on board excepting necessary Stores and Articles for use, 
and when a Vessel so laid up shall be entered at the Custom House 
for receipt of Export Cargo, a Custom House Officer shall be sent 
on board, and if the said last-mentioned Officer shall certify that no 
Goods are on board saving as above excepted, twenty days, exclusive 
of Sundays and Holidays as above, shall be aflowed from the date 
of such certificate for the lading outwards of a Vessel not exceeding 
600 tons, and thirty days for Vessels exceeding that burthen, after 
which periods respectively the Master and Commander shall be 
charged with the wages and expenses of the Custom House Officer 
on board to the date of the Vessel’s sailing from the Port. 

XVII. And it is hereby enacted, that if any person in charge of 
a Vessel shall have become liable to any penalty, fine or demand, on 
account of any act or omission relating to Customs, the Collector of 
Customs shall be competent, subject to the Orders of the Board of 
Customs, Salt and Opium, to refuse Port Clearance to such Vessel 
until the fine shall be discharged. 

XVIII. And it is hereby enacted, that upon any Goods passed 
through the Custom House for shipment, the application for which 
shall be presented after Port Clearance shall have been taken out, 
double the prescribed Duty shall, in all cases, be levied, and if the 
Goods be free, five per Cent. upon the market value shall be levied 

ereon, 
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XIX. Andit is hereby enacted, that when a Vessel having clear- 
ed out from any Port shall put back from stress of weather, or it 
shall for any damage, or from other cause be necessary that the Car- 
go of a Vessel that has cleared out shall be unshipped or re-landed, 
a Custom House Officer shall be sent to watch the Vessel and take 
charge of the Cargo during such re_landing or removal from on 
board; and the Goodson board such Vessel shall not be allowed to 
be transhipped or re-exported, free of duty, by reason of the previ- 
ous settlement of Duty at the time of first export, unless the Goods 
shall be lodged in such place as shall be allowed by the Collector of

unless he account for them to the satisfaction of the Collector of 
Customs. 

XX. And itis hereby enacted, that when Goods shall be re-landed 
before the lading of any Vessel is complete and Port Clearance has 
been granted, the Duty levied upon such Gocds shall be returned to 
the Exporter, but no1efund shall be made of Duty paid on the Ex- 
port of any Goods after Port Clearance shall have been granted for 
the Vessel on which the Goous were Exported, except the Vessel 
shall have put back for stress of weather or for damage, and the 
Goods shall have becn re-landed under the Rule contained in Section 
XIX. of this Act. 

XXI. And it is hercby further enacted, that Vessels owned by 
Natives of Arabia and coming from the Ports thereof, and likewise 
the Vessels of any Country or Port of Asia not subject to the Domi- 
nion of the Hing of the Vaited Kingdom of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, excepting Dhoonies and small Craft from the Maldive and Ni- 
ead Islands as herein under provided, shall be deemed Foreign 

Vessels. . 

XXII. And it is hereby enacted, that Dhoonies, Country Craft 
and other small Vessels, not brought into the Port of Calcutta by 
Pilots, shall be required to anchor and moor in such part of the River 
Hooghly as shall be marked out by the Collector of Customs, with 
the sanction of the Board of Customs, Salt and Opium, and if any 
such Vessel shall anchor or moor in any other part of the River than 
asso marked out, andthe Master or Pers n in charge thereof shall 
not immediately upon being ordered so to do move his Vessel to the 
place marked out, he shall be liable to afine of 100 Rupees, to be 
adjudged by the Collector of ‘ustoms, and the Vessel or any part of

I._ It is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Governor, 
or Governor in Council of any Presidency, to dec! any Port 
within the Territories of such Presidency, a’ Ware-housing Port. 

Il. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for any per- 
son who imports Goods into an: such Ware-housing Port, to lodge 
such Goods in any Public Ware-house, on in any Private Ware- 
house, licensed in the manner hereinafter described. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that applications shal] be made for 
the admission of such Goods into such Ware-houses as aforesaid in 
the Form A. attached to this Act, and the said Form shall be si; 
by the Importer, Owner, or Consignee; and no goods shall be lodged 
in any such Ware-house until they shall have been assessed for 
Customs Duty according to the Rules in force at the place of impor- 
tation, and the Keeper of every such Ware-house shall be answerable 
for the weight or gauge reported by the Custom House Officers, who 
shal lave assessed the said Goods, deducting the wastage hereinafter 

lowed. 

IV. And it is hercby enacted, that when Goods shall be passed 
by tale or by Package, every omission or misdescriptign tending to 
injure the Revenue, shall be an offence punishable with fine, not 
exceeding ten times the greatest amount of duty which could have 
been lost to the Government in consequence of such omission or 
misdescription ; and if Goods shall hace boca overstated in quantit: 
or value, the error may be rectified prior to the lodging of the sai 
Goods in such Ware-houses as aforesaid, but not after the said Goods 
have been so lodged. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that no packages of Goods shall be 
admitted into any public or licensed Wouse-house unless numbered 
and marked in plain and legible characters, with the initials of the 
Owner, Importer or Consignee, and with a description of Goods 
contained therein. 

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that mn Goods Ware-housed 
under the provisions of this Act, when the Import Duty chargeable 
shall exceed the sum of one hundred Rupees, the Importer or Con- 
signee shall be allowed to execute a Bond for the‘amount of duty 
chargeable inthe Form hereunto annexed marked B., and when 
such Bond shall have been executed, the Goods shall be allowed to 
remain in Ware-house for a period not exceeding two years and a 
half without being liable to the demand of Import Duty thereon. 
And the Bond to be taken under this Section, shall be for twice the 
amount of Import Duty assessed on the Goods, and shall stipulate for 
interest to be payable from the date of the demand of any sum due 
on account of the Goods at such rate not exceeding six per cent. as 
shall be fixed by the Board or other controlling authority of Customs. 
And the Party executing the same, shall be bound thereby for the 
payment of all Duties and Charges that shall be claimable on account 
of the Goods, and of any penalties that may be incurred for violation 
of the Custom Laws in respect to the same. 

VII. Provided always, that if any Owner, Importer, or Consignee 
shall omit to pay any duty or penalty that may fall due, on account 
of Goods Ware-housed under this Act it shall be lawful for the Col- 
lector of Customs at his option, either to proceed upon the Bond, or 
to cause such portion of the Goods Ware houred on account of 
which the duty or penalty may be demanded, as to him may seem fit 
to be detained, in satisfaction thereof; and if the demand be not dis- 
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charged within ten days from the date of such detention (due notice 
thereof being given to the Importer, Owner or Consignee) the Goods 
so detained shall be liable to be sold in satisfaction of the demand. 
And the proccess of any sale so made of Goods detained, shall be 
written off upon the Bond in discharge thereof to the amount receiv- 
ed less the charges of the sale and if there be any surplus obtained 
from such sale beyond the amount demanded, ek surplus shall be 
paid over to the Owner or Consignee of the Goods, and no transfer 
or assignment of the Goods shall prevent the Collector from proceed- 
ing against the Goods in the manner above provided for, any demand 
of Custom Duties or Penalty claimed thereon. 

VIII. And it is hereby provided, that if at the end of two years 
and a half the Owner or Consignce of Goods shall desire to keep 
them in Ware-house for a further period, the Board or other con- 
trolling authority ‘of Customs, shall be competent to permit him so 
to keep them for a like further period not exceeding two years and 
@ half, on the Bonds being renewed by the parties applying for the 
same. 

1X. And it is hereby enacted, that when a Vessel after having 
cleared from the Port sball return, and the Owners, Agents, or Ship- 

rs of the Cargo of such Vessel, or any part thereof, shall desire to 

id the same for re-export, such Goods shall be admitted to Ware- 
house, and being so declared and registered, re-export may be 
made thereof under the previous Settlement of Duty, unless the 
bottom in which the re-export is made, be one on account of which 
the Goods or chargeable with increased Duty Exception, in which 
case the Goods shall be chargeable only with the difference- and no 
Bond shall be taken on account of Duties for such relanded Goods 
unless the Goods should be liable to duty on being passed through 
the Custom House for Importation. 

X. And it is hereby enacted, that upon the re-exportation by Sea 
of Goods imported and Ware-housed under Bond for the Duty, as 
Picrised in this Act, within the period during which such Goods are 

this Act permitted to continue in Ware-house, and upon payment 
of all reserved duty which may be due on account of such G i; 
and any charges or penalties that may have been incurred on ac- 
count of the Goods, the Bond executed at the time of lodging the 
Goods in Ware-house, shall be deemed to have been discharged and 
be cancelled accordingly. ‘

BOVERNMBNR SAVINGS BANK. 


FINANCIAL DEPARTMENT, THE 71H OCTOBER, 1833. 


The Right Hon’ble the Governor General in Council directs that the following Rules of a 
Savings’ Bank, established in Calcutta under the guarantee and responsibility of Government, be 
published for general information. 

1, The Bank to be denominated the ‘‘Government Savings’ Bank.” 

2. All Classes, British and Native, may invest their savings in the Government Savings’ 
Bank. 

3. The return of the exact sum deposited, together with the Interest due thereon at the under- 
mentioned rate, is secured to the Depositor under guarantee of the Supreme Government. 

4. ‘he general direction and control ofthe Bank shall be vested in a Committee of Manage- 
ment, consisting of Covenanted Civil and Military Officers of the Government, and other per- 
sons to be nominated by the Governor General in Council. The Committce shall meet at such 
stated periods as may be necessary for the due and efficient control of the Proceedings of the 
Bank. 

5. The Government Agents are charged with the immediate superintendence and execution 
of all details connected with the Bank.. They will also be Ex-Ofticio Members of the Committee 
of Management. ‘the Third Government Agent will be Ex-Officio Secretary to the Bank. 

6. A Register of Deposits will be kept, and generally such other accounts as may be deter- 
mined on, and approved of, by the Managing Committee. 

7. Any sum not less than One Rupee will be received in deposit. 

8. Whenever any sum deposited by any one individual shall amount to 500 Rupees, thc same, 
or so much thereof as may be necessary, will be transferred from the Bank to the Government 
Agent, subject to the rules which obtain in his Department, for the purchase of a Government 
Note in the Four per Cent. or any other Loan, which may be preferred ard pointed out by the 
Depositor, a delay of one month being allowed in all cases where the Depositor may intimate in- 
tention to withdraw the whole or any portion of the Funds within one month from the date it has 
reached that amount, when, should no withdrawal have been made, a transfer will be effected as 
if no such notice had been given. 

9. Interest at 4 per Cent. per annum will be allowed on Deposits until further notice. 

10. Interest will be calculated on a Deposit from the first day of the month succeeding that in 
which it shall be received and up to the last day of the month preceding that in which it shall be 
withdrawn. No Interest will be allowed for broken periods of a month, nor calculated on frac- 
tional parts of a Rupec. 

11. The Government reserves to itself the power of lowering or raising the rate of Interest; 
such alteration not to effect Deposits above 500 Rupees previously invested in Public Securitics 
and due notice to be given in the Calcutta Gazette of the intention of Government six months 
befure the alteration shall take effect. 

12. All Deposits will be regularly entered in a Book at the time they are made, the Depositor 
of the Deposit made at the Prosidency, will be furnished with a small Book having a duplicate of 
the entry. This Book is to be brought to the Bank whenever any sum is deposited or withdrawn. 
The account thus kept will be closed on the 3Uth April of every year, and the balance of interest 
due ut that period will be paid to the Depositor, or carried-to account, thenceforward to accumu- 
late at compound yearly interest, until it shall amount to 500 Rupees, when the same will be trans- 
ferred from the accounts of the Bank Book, and subscribed on account. of the Depositor to the 
Government 4 per Cent. Loan as per Rule 8 unless notice of withdrawal be given within one 
month as above, or unless the rate of Interest be altered as provided for in Rule IL. 

13. No person or persons to deposit money for the benefit of any other person or persons, ex- 
cept Parents on behalf of, and on account of their Children being Minors. If such deposits are 
made in the children’s names, they cannot be withdrawn without an authority from the children, 
1.0 trust will be allowed to appear on any deposit: provided, however that this Rule shall not be 
construed to prohibit individuals resident out of Calcutta, or Females who according to the man- 
ners and customs of the country, do not usually make their appearauce in public from making 
their deposits im their own names by the bands of other persons as Ageuts on their behalf. 
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14. No sum deposited to be transferrable excepting on the personal application of the Deposi- 
tor, supported by written sanction. When peculiar circumstances render a deviation from this 
rule necessary, the case shall be transmitted to the Committee of Management for their sanction. 


15. No person will be allowed to deposit any money without making known his or her name, 
together with his or her profession, business, occupation, calling, and residence, a duplicate of this 
description will be entered in each Depositor’s Book, to be produced whenever any sum is after- 
wards deposited or withdrawn. 


16. Depositors will be at liberty at any time to withdraw any sums or portions of sums de- 
posited by them, receiving interest calculated up to the end of the month preceding that in which 
the withdrawal is made. 


17. Asa general rule, Deposits, with the interest due thereon, will be repaid to the Depositors : 
personally in all practicable.cases. In the case of individuals unable to attend in person, the 
Secretary will exercise his discretion in regard to re-payment of Deposits to responsible persons, 
duly authorized by such absentees to receive the same- 


18. Military Olficers and Soldiera, European and Native, will be allowed to invest their sa- 
vings in the Government Savings’ Bank through the Paymasters of Corps or Divisions, and Pay- 
masters are hereby authorized to receive Subscriptions to the Bank, or deduct monthly from their 
Abstracts such sums as the parties within their circle of payment may be desirous of depositing, 
not being less than One Rupee, nor more than five Hundred Rupees. 


19. The Deposits referred to in the preceding Rule are to be brought to the credit of Subseri- 
bers on the last day of the month in which the payment or deduction is made; aud Rules 16 and 
17 respecting the withdrawal of Deposits by parties subscribing through Paymasters, will be carried 
into effect under instruetions which will be furnished to the Paymasters by the Accountant to the 
Military Department. 


20. In case of the death of a Depositor, the sum at his credit will be paid to his or her Execu- 
tors or Assigns; or in case of no Will, according to the law on this head, or the Regulations of 
the Service, if the deceased be Military. 


21. In case of any difference between the Secretary of the Bank and any Depositor, it shall 
be referred for the decision of the Committee of Management. 


A general Statement of the Funds of the Bank shall be annually made out to the 30th April 
after the Ist May. The same to be submitted for the information of Goverument and published 
in the Calcutta Gazette. 


23. The Bank to be opened daily, Sundays and Holidays excepted, and all balance above Five 
Hundred Rupees to be paid over at the close of each day’s proceedings by the Secretary into the 
General ‘Treasury, where an account with the Bank will be opened and kept.

6. All Copper Coin will be rejected and only the Bengal Bank Notes fre allowed to be re- 
ceived. 

7. Whenever the individual desires to deposit or withdraw any sum of money—this Book 
must be produced in order that the necessary entry of the transaction be made. 


8. Promissory Notes to be claimed by Proprietor residing at Calcutta or its neighbourhood 
in person, at the Bank within 3 months of investment after which period Promissory Notes un- 
claimed will be transferred to the custody uf the Government Agent subject to the rule of that 
Department. 

9. No trust accounts allowed as per advertisement Government Gazette, 15th January, 1842. 


10. Interest at 4 per cent. per annum will be allowed on deposits until further notice.

METCALFE HALL. 


-Constitution and Economy of the Library. 


Ist.—The Library is‘a Public Library of reference and circulation, open to all ranks and class- 
es of the comununity. 

2d.—The property of the Library is vested in Trustees, for the benefit of the Share-holders. 
. 3d.—The use of the Library is available to Subscribers as well as Share-holders, under rules 
hereinafter specified. ‘ A 

4th.—The management of the Library is entrusted to a Committee of three Curators, chosen 
by the proprietors and first class subscribers of one year’s standing. A meeting in the month of 
February in each year, to be called Ly advertisement, by the Curators for the time being. 

5th.—No resolution of the Curators, disposing of the Funds of the Society, exceeding in 
aimount one thousand rupces shall be carried into effcct until the accounts have been on the table 
of the Library for the space of one week. 

Cth.—All procecdings of the Curators shall be entered in a book, which shall always be on the 
table of the Library, for the inspection of the proprietors and subscribers, 7 

7th.—All accounts shall be audited and approved by the Curators, and submitted to the year- 
Jy meeting of proprietors and subscribers. 

8th.—Upon all pecuniary questions, each share shall have one vote. Upon all other matters, 
each proprietor shail have only one vote. And'upon all such other matters, each subscriber of 
the first class and of one year’s standing shall have a vote. 

9th.—T'he Curators have power to issue to poor students and others tickets of admission to the 
Library for such periods as may be thought advisable ; such tickets not to be transferable. 

10th.—It is open to the Curators to call a special inceting at any time they think fit, giving” 
not less than seven days’ notice thercof and they are bound to call such meeting, to be held with- 
in one month from the receipt of a requisition, signed by any five proprietors, or any ten pro- 
prictors and subscribers of the first class of one year’s standing, expressing the obyect for which 
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the requisitionists desire such meeting; and if notice of such mecting shall not be given by such 
Curators within one fortnight of the receipt of such requisition, any three proprietors may call 
the same, giving not less than seven days’ notice thereof. : 
11th.—Tho above rules are Fundamental Kules of the Institution, and can only be altered at 
the General Annual Meetings, or at a Special mecting called for that purpose by public adver- 
tisement, in some one or more of the daily newspapers in Calcutta with not less than seven days’ 
Notice, and in which shall be expressed the object of the proposed alterations. 1 
12th.—There shall be a monthly mecting of the Proprictors and Subscribers on the first Satur- 
day of every month at 4 o'clock p. Mw. at which the Curators are expected to attend and report 
the progress of the Institution, and reccive such suzzestions and propositions as may be made by 
any Proprictor or Subscriber, provided the same shill not be contrary to the Rules of the Library. 


Proprietors. 

\st.—A payment of 300 Rs. in one payment or in threo payments of 100 Rs. each, 100 Rs. 
being paid down and the remaining 2UU in equal instalments, at six and twelve months, consti- 
tutes parties commencing such subscriptions within twelve months from the 3let August 1539, 
proprietors of the Library, after which time no person can become a proprietor without paying 
400 Rs.* 

2d.—Proprietors may not have more than ten shares each. 

3d.—All shares are transferable on payment by the purchaser of afine of 100 Rs. per each 
share transferred. 

4th.— Persons who have not paid up the full amount which cntitles them to a share, are not 
allowed to transfer such anticipated share. , 

5th.—The shares of the Proprietors who leave India or die, Which are not claimed and the 
claimant’s title thereto duly recognized by the Curators, within five years from the time of such 
death or departure, at the expiry of such five years, revert to the Library. 

6th.—In the event of any Proprietor who has not claimed his share returning to India at any 

. time after such five years, the Curators have power to restore tu him his share. 


Subscribers. 


Ist.—Ist Class Subscribers pay an entrance fee of 20 Co.’s Rs. for the first month, and 6 Co.'s 
Rs. every succeeding month, or 8 Co.’s Re. a month, without entrance. 

2d.—2d Class Subscribers pay an cntrance fee of 16 Co.’s Rs. for the first month, and 4 Co.’s 
Rs. every succeeding month, or 6 Co.’s Ks. a month without entrance. 

3d.—3d Class Subscribers pay an entrance fee of 6 Co.’s Rs. for the first month, and 2 Co.'s 
Rs. every succeeding month.f 

4th.—Any Subscriber is at liberty, at any time, to become a Proprietor, upon making up his 
eontributions to the sum of 400 Rs.¢ with interest at the rate of five per cent. per annum from the 
time of commencing his subscription. 

5th.—All Subscriptions are collected in advance monthly. 

6th.—Subscribers who choose to pay a year’s subscription in advance, are allowed a deduction 
of ten per cent. on such advance. 

7th.—No Subscriber, failing for one month to pay his subscription, is allowed to make use of 
the Library, until he receive permission to do so from the Curators. 

8th.—Subscriptions are not received for broken parts of a month, and are held to run as from 
tho first of the month in which they are enrolled. 

9th.—Subecribers quitting Calcutta without communicating in writing to the Curators their in- 
tention, are required to pay their subscriptions, until such intention is s0 communicated by them ; 
and failing so to pay, cease to be Subscribers, and cannot be re-admitted without special reference 
to the Curators. 


Rules for the Circulation of Books among Proprietors & Subscribers. 
Rule lat.—None of the books beionging to Fort William College Library shall be allowed tu 
circulate without special leave obtained from the Curators. 
Rule 2Ind.—The Curators shall have powcr to withdraw from circulation, and also to prohibit 
without special leave obtained from them the circulation of any buok, at their discretion.

Rule 4th.—No book shall be allowed to circulate until it shall have remained in the Library 
one week from the date of receipt, except Novels, Tales, and Periodicals, intended for circula- 
tion. These may be put into circulation after two days from the date of receipt. 

Rule 5th.—No persons shall be entitled to take books out of the Library who have not depo- 
sited the following sums, viz. Proprietors and Ist Class subscribers, 20 Re. and 2nd Class sub- 
ecribers, 10 Rs.; such sums to be applicable to the discharge of all claims against them on 
behalf of the Library. 

Rule Gth.—No person shall be entitled to take any books out of the Library until he shall have 
discharged all claims against him on behalf of the Library. . 

Rule 7th.—No deposit shall be returnable except under an order in writing of the Curators. 

Rule 8th.—The Library shall be daily open (Sundays and the space of seven days immedi- 
ately preceding the Annual Meeting of Proprietors and Subscribers in each year only excepted) 
from sun-rise till sun-set. 

‘Rule 9th.—Any Proprietor or Subscriber shall be entitled to have delivered to him or to his 
written order, books from the Library, if he provide a suitable bag or box for the éecure convey- 
ance of such books 

Rule 10th.—No Proprietors or Ist class Subscribers shall be entitled to have out of the Libra- 
ry, at any one time, more than two sets of works and one periodical, nor any 2d class Subscrib- 
cr more than one set of works and one periodical, nor any 3d class Subscriber more than one 
set of books other than new Publications, or Periodicals without ial leave of the Curators.* 

Rule \\th.—Any works comprised in one volume, and in gen the works of any one author 
or set of authors published together, shall be accounted a set of works; provided that in volumi- 

* nous works the Curators shall have power, in their discretion to limit the number of volumes, 
which shall be taken out at one time. 

Rule 12th.—All works as received shall be entered in the Library Catalogue, and the titles 
thereof shall be conspicuously notified in the Public Room. 

Rule 12th.—All new works, also, as received, shall be entered in a book to be entitled a Pri- 
vilege book, and such works shall be issuable to Proprietors and Subscribers, who put their 
names under the respective entries, according to the order in which they put.down their respec- 
tive names, provided that Proprietors and first class Subscribers who put down their names 
within a month of the date of the receipt of such new works, shall be allowed to take out such 
new works before any 2d class Subscriber. 

Rule \4th.—The person next in succession for such new work, who does not apply for it one 
day after it has been returned to the Library, shall be considered as having lost his turn, and the 
firet applicatjon on the list after him shall then be entitled to take out such works 

Rule \5th.—Any person taking out books shall be entitled to keep them for the following 
period, exclusive of the day of delivery :—

Rude 16th.—Any person not returning any book within the times limited by the Library rales, 
shall pay a fine to be determined by the Curators not exceeding one rupee per volume for each 
day of such undue detention. : 

Rule 17th.—Any Proprietor or Subscriber taking away books without giving notice to the 
Librarian, shall pay a fine of S Rupees for each volume go taken. 

Rule \8th.—Any book found, on return to the Library, to be damaged, shall be withdrawn 
from circulation until examined by the Curators, and the particular imperfection shall be notified 
jn a conspicuous part of the book before it is issuable ; and the person in whose custody such 
book was when such damage occurred, shali be answerable to the Curators for such sum as they 
may determine to be necessary to repair the same. 

Rule 19th.—When any fine has been incurred by any person who has taken out books, notice 
thereof shall be given to him by the Librarian ; and if not paid, the fine shall bo deducted from the 
deposit, and no books be issued to him until his deposit be completed. 


New publications are lent out to 3d class subscribers after 
they have been six months in the Library. 
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Bye-Laws passed by the Curators. 


1st.—The Library shall be kept open from sun-rise to sun-set. 

2d.—The circulation of Books shall commence at 9 o’clock a. u.; Members coming here before 
that hour and wishing to have books out, are requested to leave a note of the works selected by 
them, and they will be supplied as soon as the Sub-Librarian will be in attendance. 

3d.—Nowspapers of recent dates, say for seven days from the day of circulation, sh&ll not be 
allowed to be circulated. 

4th.—No Proprietor or Subscriber should have more than one set of new books and one newo 
periodical at a time. 

5th.—No Proprietor or Subscriber should be allowed to take away any books or periodicals, 
if he do not return them after the second request, those which are due by him, or which form the 
quantity over and above what he is entitled to, at a time, unless satisfactory cause can be shown. 

6th.—No new books or periodicals should be sent out to any member, unless he leaves a 
standing order with the Librarian. 

7th.—Books urgently required should be stated #0 in the orders, which otherwise will be con- 
sidered as of ordinary nature, and the parties possessing the books in question will be allowed a 
reasonable time for perusal. 

8th.—Although the name of a member may be down for a number of new books or periodicals, 
it is not necessary that every one of these books or periodicals should be sent to him first, if he 
has already got a set in his possession, unless special intimation is made by him that on the sup- 
plying of any of the sets, which he may be particularly anxious to see, the one in his possession 
‘will be immediately returned,—the object of a member’s name being down for a number of books, 
is that they should be supplied to him one after another. 

9th.—In order to prevent disappointment, large orders sent with a view to guide the Librarians 
in the selection of books are not to be registered in the Privilege Book, unless they are accompa- 
nied with a request to that effect. 

10th.—Books are sent as far as Hooghly. 

11th.—The smoking of cigars is not allowed in the Library Rooms. 

GP Mombers wishing to read new books, §c. are requested to mark them in the Monthly Lists, 
and send the same for registration here. The books so ordered, toill hc supplied according to the 
existing Itules of Circulation. 

Complaints as to the irregularity in the delivery of the Monthly Lists are requested to be made 
to the Librarian. : 


RESOLUTION 
PassED aT THE ANNUAL MEETING, HELD on THE 17TH Marca, 1848. 


That with reference to the recommendation of the Curators regarding the keeping of a Library 
Book, the meeting fully concurs in the propriety of the recommendation and request they will carry 
it out with such modifications as may appear to them necessary, and that no books be hereafter 
issued except in conformity with the Resolution now adopted.

[Finally adopted at a General Meeting of Subscribers on 29th January, 1838.) 


Ant. tl. The object of the Civil Fund shall henceforth be to provide for the maintenance of the 
Widows and Children of such of the Subscribers as may not, at their deaths, leave property sudicient 
for the subsistence and education of their families. . te 

Il. The Hon'ble the Court of Directors, and the Governor General in Ccuncil, shall be solicited to 
continue Patrons of the Institution. oe 

Ill, The Fund shall be supported by the contribution of the Company's Covenanted Civil Servants on 
the Bengal Establishment now subscribing or who may hereafter join the Service, aided by the donation 
of the Hou'ble the Court of Directors: it being, as heretofore, at the option of such of the Subscribers as 
were admitted to the Service prior to the 17th of January 1823, and have not, in pursuance of a Resol 
tion passed at the General Meeting of the 20th of July, 1817, signed the declaration of a determination to 
continue their contributions to the Fund during the whole period of their service in India, at any time 
to withdraw altogether therefrom, turfeiting thereby all claims upon the Fund, whether for sums subscrib- 
ed, or on any other account whatsoever.

The amount of contribution payable vy each Subscriber shall with the permission of Govern- 
ment, be deducted by the Civil Auditor or other Officer auditing the monthly pay bill of Civil Servants, 
and _be transferred to the Treasurer of tbe Fund in such manner as may be found most advantageous to 
the Fund, under the direction of ihe Committee of Managers; and all Subscribers from whose salaries 
deductions may be made lessthan may be due from them, shall be obliged, on discovery of the error, to 
make up the difference to the Fund with interest thereon at the rate of five per cent. perannum. 

Vi. The Sub-Treasurer of Government shall, with the permission of Government, be Treasurer to 
the Fund; and all money and securities for money belonging to the Fund in India shall, with the like 
permission, be kept in the Public Treasury, subject to the direction and control ofthe Managers of the 


VII. The unappropriated receipts of the Fund exceeding the sum of two thousand (2,000) Company's 
Rupees (to be reserved for current expences) shall be vested in the Securities of Government, and made 
payable on account of the Fund under the signatures of any three of the Managers, but the Treasurer of 
the Fund shall be competent of himself to pass receipts for the interest receivable thereupon. 

VILE. The Managers of the Fund in India shall nominate such persons as may appear to them proper 
to act 2s Agents for the Fund in England; and any money that may be required for the disbursements 
of the Fund in Europe shall be drawn for by, or remitted to the Agents as may be most advantageous to 
_ Fund, in such manner as the Managers, under the control of the Subscribers, from time to time may 

ictermine. 
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1X. A duplicate copy of all Rules and Resolutions, which may be passed relative to the Fund, shall be 
transmitted to the Agents in England for their information, and that of all persons who may apply to 
them upon the subject. " 

. _A Half-yearly General Meeting of the Subscribers to the Fund shall be held at the Presidency of 
Fort William in the months of January and July of each year, on a day to be fixed by the Committee of 
Monagers, and notified in the Calcutta Gazette and in two of the daily papers two months before the day 
no fixed upon, 

Xl. The Committee of Managers, or any nine Members of the institution, may also convene a Special 
General Meeting, at the Presidency, by public notice, provided the day fixed for holding such Special 
Meetings and the object of it be advertised, in the manner prescribed in the foregoing Article, for the 
general information of the Subscribers. 

XU. All. questions proposed at a General Meeting, whether hall-yearly or special, shall be determined 
bv a majority of votes, but the concurrent voices of at least nine Members actually present shall be re- 
qQuisite to carry any motion whatever. The Resolutions or Proceedings of all General Meetings shall be 
signed by the Chairman, and published in the Calcutta Gazette. hee 

IL. “Should the Managers or any Members be desirous of bringing forward, at a Half-yearly 
Meeting, any new general question, or any question involving an increase or diminution of the rate of 
contribution now fixed, or any essential addition to, or alteration in the rules and principles of the Insti- 
tution, now established, or any case not distinetly provided for under these Rules, due notice of the purport 
thereof shall be given in the Calcutta Gazette and in two of the daily papers, at least two months before 
such Meeting; provided, however, that on such questions and cases no resolution of a General Meeting, 
whether half-yearly or special, shall be conclusive, but the determination of the Meeting shall be referred 
to the Subscribers at large, for final adoption or rejection, by the transmission of their votes to the Ma- 
nagers within two months after the date of issuing the Notice, either by Advertisement or by separate 
letters to each Subscriber, as may be determined by the Meeting. It shall be the special duty of the 
Chairman of any Meeting to require attention to this Rule. 3 

The Resolution of a General Meeting on any question not falling within the provisions of the 
preceding Article, shall be open to revision, after two months previous notice given through the Secreta- 
ry, and published in the Calcutta Gazette and in two of the daily papers of a motion to that effect, at the 
uext General Meeting which may be held at a period of not more than four months subsequently to the 
General Meeting, at which such Resolution was passed, and two months subsequently to the date of the 
ification above prescribed; but the Resolution of such subsequent Meeting on such question shall be 
1 and conclusive ; provided always, that no Resolution of a prior Meeting shall be reversed or altered 
ata subsequent Meeting except by a Haiority consisting of as many votes, at the least, as decided 
the question in the first instance. All Resolutions not subjected to revision under this Article, shall be 
deemed final and conclusive. 

XV. Upon all questions duly advertised for discussion at any General or Special Meeting, all Subscri- 
bers shall be allowed to deliver their sentiments and votes, either by a written communication to be 
signed by them and addressed to the Chairman of the Meeting, or by Proxy. General Proxies will only 
be allowed on behalf of Members who have proceeded to Sea, and then will last till the return, or the re- 
evipt of intelligence of the decease of the patty giving such Proxy. 

Harties holding General Proxies shall be entitled to vote on any question whatever that may arise. 
The holder of a Special Proxy shall be entitled to vote on any point connected with the question for which 
the Special Proxy was given, that may be discussed at the Meeting summoned for its determination. 

But it is hereby provided— 

Ist. That no Proxy, either special or general, shall be in any way valid, unless the same shall have 
been registered in the Office of the Secretary to the Fund, and countersigned by that officer, at feast fil- 
teen davs prior to the occurrence of any Meeting at which such Proxy is intended to be used ; and gndly— 
‘Phat no individual shall, under any circumstances, hold at one time more than twenty Proxies. Should 
more than twenty Proxies be tendered for registry in favour of any individual, it shall be the duty of the 
Secretary to the Fund to give notice thereof to the holder and to the granters whose Proxies are last 
tendered for registry, with the view to their appointing some other party to vote on their behalf. A se. 
cond nomination shall be valid if registered and countersigned at any time before the Meeting at which 
it is intended to take effect. 

For Forms of General and Special Proxies see A. and B. of the Appendix. — 

XVI. The Annual Accounts of the Fund shall be made up to the end of April and submitted by the Ma- 
nagers at the half-yearly General Meeting of the Subscribers to be held in the month of July of each year. 
Afier being approved by the Meeting a General Statement of the state of the Fund shall be published for 
the information of the Subscribers in the Caicutta Gazette. A Committee of Managers of the Fund shall 
ateach January Mceting ve appointed for the enecing year, and shall consist of the Secretary to the Go- 
vernment in the General Department, the Accountant General, the Sub-Treasurer, and the Civil Auditor, 
for the time being, with five other Members to be elected at such General Meeting. 

The Committee of Managers, or the Majority of Yhose present at a Meeting of five or more, or 
if less than five be present, any three Members of the Committee who may concur in opinion shall be com- 
ent to decide, in the first instance, upon all matters connected with the Fund not expressly reserved for 

determination of a General Meeting; but every act of the Managers shall be liable to revision 
and control by the resolution of a General Meeting. If shall, moreover, be the duty of the Managers to 
report at the half-yearly Meetings, the matters determined by them in the expired period. 

XVIUIL The Committee of Managers shall, subject to the contro! ofa General Meeting, appoint the Sec- 
retary and Accountant to the Fund, and shall fix such allowance for him payable from the Fund, as they 
may consider adequate to his services. The Officer so appointed shall act under the immediate direc. 
tions of the Committee of Managers, and ahall also attend and obey the instructions of all General Meet- 
ings of the Subscribers, the proceedings of which and of the Committee of Managers, and generally all 
papers appertaining to the Institution, which may not be intrusted to the Treasurer in India or to the 
Agents in England, shall be kept under the charge of such Secretary and Accountant, and shall on appli- 
cation to him, or to the Committee of Managers, be open to the inspection of any of the Subscribers to 
the Fund. It fs to be understood that the Secretary and Accountant appointed as above, shall not be 
subject to removal from his situation by any future Committee of Management, but in concurrence with 
a Majority of Subscribers at a General Meeting held as prescribed ; provided, however, that it shall at 
any time be competent to the Committee to suspend tle said Secretary and Accountant from the exer- 
cise of his functions, and to detegate them to another, pending the disposal of the question which may 
have given rise to such a proceeding. 
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XIX. In the event of any of the Managers who may be elected annually being subsequently rewoved 
from the Presidency without an intention or expectation of returning during the year of their election, it 
shall be communicated to the Subscribers at the next General Meeting, and in such instances, as wellas 
in all instances, of a vacancy in the situation of Manager by death or otherwise, a new election, if ue- 
cessary, shall take place for the unexpired term of the current year. 

XX.” All applications for admission to the Fund shall be made to the Committee of Manage 
be accompanied by the necessary information, documents, and proofs, to enable the Managers 
the circumstances and situation of the party on whose behalf the application is mad 

‘The Managers after calling for any further information or evidence which may appear to them requisite, 
are to submit the application with the whole of the papers received by them, and the decision they may 
have come to thereupon for the determination of the Subscribers at the next General Meeting. In cases 
of emergency and distress, when the Managers may consider the party for whom the application is made 
clearly entitled to the benefit of the Fund, they are wuthorized to advance such proportions of the fixed al- 
towances hereafter specitied, as may appear to them indispensably requisite ull a final determination can 
be passed by the Subscribers at the next General Meeting aforesaid. 

Xf, On the death of any Subscriber to the Fund who may not be possessed of property sufficient to 
provide for his family, and may leave a wife cohabiting with, or maintained by him, or living under his 
protection at the period of his decease, without an adequate provision for her su as hercafter speci- 
fied, ifon the information which may be submitted by her, or inher behalfto the gers of the Fund, it 
aball appear to the satisfaction of a General Meeting of the Subscribers that she is a proper object of he 
Fund, & pension shall be fissigned to her from the Fund under the provisions and with (the limitations stat- 
ed in the following Article: Provided that nothing contained therein, or in any part of the Rules of this 
Institution, shall be considered to entitle to the benefits of it, any Widow who may have been separated 
under a legal decision from her husband for misconduct on her part, or who may be known to have been 
living in a state of adultery, though not divorced or separated from him by law. 

XXL, Airst.—1f the Widow at the time of her Husband's death be resident in India, and be lef with- 
out an income exceeding One Hundred Company's Rupees per mensem, & pension shall be assigned toher 
fcom the Fund of Three Hundred Company's Rupces per mensem during her residence in India.

Fifth —The Pensions to Widows who may be admitted to the benefits of the Fund shall be paid in ad-

Ist. The Subscribers shall, from the Ist of May 1825, contribute, for the pur- 
poses of the Fund, four per cent. of their S@laries, and all other public emo- 
luments, however denominated ; compensation for travelling expenses excepted. 

2nd. Should any Subscriber be engaged in Irdia on private business, and 
thereby voluntarily exclude himself from public employ, his subscriptions to the 
Fund shall cease, and in the event of his hereafter relinquishing such private 
business, and resuming employ in the Service, his subscriptions may be resum- 
ed, but the intervening period shall not be reckoned in the time n to 
qualify him to become an Annuitant: And this rule shall be equally applicable 
to all persons now in the Service who may have been, or may be engaged in 
private busines. 

3rd. The Annuities are fixed at 10,000 Rupees each, payable in England at 
2 shillings the Rupce, being £1,000 Sterling. . 

4th. The Annuities shall be tendered to Subscribers having served in the 
Civil Service 25 years, and actually resided 22 years of that period in India, 
according to their Seniority on the gradation list of the Service, as fixed by the 
Court of Directors, and the right of preference shall not be barred by refusal in 
a preceding year. g 

Sth. The Annuities shall commence with the first of May in each year, be-

30th, ‘To determine the aceumutated value of the contributions of any Subscriber, the Ac- 
countant shall p separate accounts for each Member, and these accounts shall be annually 
made up with the rate of interest allowed by the Company. 

Sist. At the close of every Third year the Managers shall, according to the annexed table, 
calculate the actual Values of the pending Annuuics, and shall then compare the total of their 
values with the Assets belonging to the Appropriated funds of the Institution; should those 
assets excced in value the said total, the dilference shall be carried to the credit of the Unappro- 
priated funds of the Society, and be available for the purposes of the Institution; on the other 
hand, should the value of the said asscts be less than the total aforesaid, the deficiency shall bo 
supplied by a transfer from the latter fund to the former.

And it is provided, that in the event of the balance of the retirer’s 
account alone amounting tu a sum equal to the half value of his Annuity, the share or sum ap- 
portioned to the Annuity reserved for him shall be taken and distributed equally amongst the 
other Annuities of the same year in further diminution of the fines at half value which may be 
required from the retirers on these. In like manner, if the balance of any retirer’s account as 
aforesaid, together with the sum or sums which may have been apportioned to the Annuity reserved 
for him, amount tog sum in excess of the half value of his Annuity, such excess shall be taken 
and divided amongst the other Annuitants of the same year whose balances with the sums appor- 
tioned to them as above may fall short of the half value of Annuity.—And it is further provided 
that in the event of any overplus remaining out of the sum found available in any year under 
Rule 35, after due distribution amongst the nine Annuities of such year as above provided to the 
extent of making up with the balances the half value of each of the Annuities, such remaining 
overplus shall be held available for distribution in the next succeeding year under the gencral 
terms of this Rnle. 

37th. Civil Servants who may not have completed the full period of 22 years’ residence in 
India, and 25 years of service, but who may be compelled to retire from the Service by sickness,

To entitle a junior to the above benefits, it will be necessary for him before leaving India to 
furnish to the Managers of the Fund a Certificate from his Mcdical Attendant, countersigned by 
a Member of the Medical Board in Calcutta, certifying that he is, from some permanent cause or 
complaint, incapable of rendering further service in the climate of India, and this certificate must, 
in each instance of retirement, be confirmed in England by the Examining Physician of the Hono- 
rable Court of Directors, after the scrvant so retiring has resided at least one year in England.t

Extracts from the Despatch of the Mon'ble the Court of Directors addressed in the Public Depart- 
ment to the Governor Goneral in Council, at Fort William in Bengal, under date the 8th Decem- 
ber, 1824. 


59. Having thus explained the advantages which we contemplate from an Annuity Fund, for 
the Civil Servants upon your Establishment, we proceed to state the means by which those ad- 
vantages may be secured. 

First.—By Subscriptions from Civil Servants proportioned to their Official Income. F 

60. The rate of subscription proposed in the plin which you have transmitted us, is that 
which we have determined to adopt; viz. four per cent. upon the salaries and allowed em-in- 
ments of Subscribers, including those why receive pay under the denomination of Servants out 
of employ. We can scarcely doubt the willingness of all persons now in the Service to sub- 
scribo to that extent in view to the ultimate enjoyment of the important advantages which the 
scheme holds out. We have, however, resolved, that such of the existing Servants as may 
decline to become Subscribers to the Fund, shall not be entitled to participate in the Absentce 
Regulations communicated to you in a former part of this Dispatch. And in order, further, to 
secure permanence and success to the Fund, we intend that an engagement to subscribe to it shall 
become part of the covenants of all persons hereafter appointe.l Writers. We have further resolv- 
ed, that the co-operation of the Company, in the formation of the Fund, shall be withheld until 
two-thirds or move of the Bengal Civil Servants shall become Subscribers to it. © 

Second/y.—Contributions frum the Company. 

41. Accontribution to an Annuity Fund, from the Company, is evidently a boon to tho 
Service, and opcrates precisely in the same way as if the Compuny itself were to grant Annuities 
to Civil Servayts upon retirement, so that the real pecuniary advantage to the Service of a Fund 
so constituted, is, that a Civil Servant, when he retires, lis, in addition to his own savings, whe- 
ther they have accumulated in the shape of subscriptions to the Fund, or in any other mode, a 
Life Annuity proportionate to his share of the Compiny’s contribution to the Fund, and if in aid 
of their direct contribution, the Compauy protect the Fund from loss by establishing fixed rates 
of interest and exchange, then the Servants dezive further advantages of individual protection, 
from those contingent losses to the extent of their individual property in the Fund. 

6l. Witha view essentially to promote the welfare of this important class of the Company’s 
Servants, to whom is entrusted the discharge of very arduous and responsible duties, and from 
aconviction.that pecuniary advantages of equal extent could not so bencticially be communicated 
in any other mode, we have resolved, that provided an Annuity lund be formed in Bengal upon 
the principles explained in this Dispatch, and under such a modification as we shall prescribe of 
the Rezulations framed by a Committee of the Civil Servants on the 28th January, 1822, the 
Company shall contribute whatever sum may be required in addition to the contributions of 
Subscribers, to enable the Fund to grant such number of Annuities as may be accepted under 
the prescribed Regulations, not exceeding nine per annum. 

62. With this view, wo desiro that the Fund be annually credited with a sum equal to the 
amount yielded within the year, by the subscription of four per cent. on the official incomes of 
tho Subscribers, and that you receive into deposit, and allow interest at six per cent. per annum, 
to be computed annually upon the balance belonging to the Fund.—We also desire, that if at the 
expiration of five years, from the date of the institntion of the Fund, the balance shail be less 
than the amount apparent in the prospective calculation, contained in a subsequent part of this 
Dispatch, the Fund be credited by you with the amount of the deficiency; that if, on the other 
hand, the balance shall exceed the balance so calculated, then an annual deduction, equal to the 
income derived from the excess of balance, shall be made, either from the Company’s contribu- 
tion, or from the rate of interest allowed on the accumulations of the Fund, at the option of the 
Court of Directors; that a similar adjustment be effected at the expiration of each succeeding 
five years, and that, when the Fund shall have arrived at the twenty-fifth year of its operation, 
the table of the valuation of Annuities be corrected according to the experience of the intervening 
period, and the Company’s contribution be then finally limited to the sum which, when added to 
the contributions of Subscribers, and to the income derived from the accumulated balance, will 
make a total income equal to the grant of nine Annuities annually, according to the valuation 
which shall then be fixed. 

63. Upon the principles which we have thus explained, the number of nine Annuities annu- 
ally is virtually gnaranted by the Company, and the Company’s contribution is limited to the 
amount necessary for the accomplishment of that important object. 

64. We have further resolved, that au intercst of six per cent. per annum be allowed on the 
Funds set apart for the payment of Aunuitics. 
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65. Supposing all the Civil Servants upon your establishment to subscribe, and calculating 
tho segregate salaries, according to a statement furnished in the papers which you have for- 
warded to us, the Fund would possess four per cent. on Salaries, .. (Sicca) Rupees 3,26,320 
and Contribution from the Company .....00 ceccsece secee sees eevccees ny 3,26,320

Thirdly.—Fincs from Subscribers on becoming Annuitants. 


66. There is another large source of income; viz. the difference between the accumniated. 
value of a Subscriber’s contributions and one half of the value of his Annuity. This, in the 
enrlier periods of the operation of the Fund, will be considerable, but its amount will, of course, 
decrease annually, until the end of twenty-five years, when we calculate that the accumulated 
valne of a Subscriber’s contributions for the whole of that period will average 38,876 Rupees, 
that the age of the Subscriber will be about 45, and half the valne of the Annuity 50,550 Rupees ; 
so that the fine to be paid upon becoming an Annuitant, after having subscribed to the Fund for 
twenty-five years, will be about 11,674 Rupees.—In this view, therefore, when the Fund shall 
have been in operation twenty-five years, its income from fines will probably average 1,05,066 
Rupees per annum. 

67. It is our wish to bring the proposed Fund into operation with the least practicable delay. 
We therefore desire that measures be taken to institute it on the Ist May 1825 ; and that the first 
nine Annnities commence from the Ist May 1826. 

68. The following isa prospective calculation of the Receipts and Disbursements of the Fund, 
upon the principles which we have explained ; viz. 4 

69. It is compnted, that the ages of Subscribers, upon becoming Annnitants, will average, in 
the first year, 52, in the second 51, in the third 50, in the fourth 49, in the fifth 48, in the sixth 
47, in the seventh 46, and in the eight and snbsequent years 45. 

70. Taking an average of the Salaries of Bengal Civilians, at the several periods of service, 
it appears, upon calculation, that the Subscriptions of Servants, on becoming Anquitants, with 
interest, will amount, in each year to the sums specified in the first column of the annexed State- 
ment, which will also shew the sums likely to be payable to the Fund on this account.

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SECTION III. 


Benefits derivable from the Bengal Military Fund, 


Art 15. The benefits derivable from the Military Fund are twofold:— 

Ist. Such as nre granted by the regulations to subscribers while living. 

ad. Such as are granted to widows of deceased subscribers. 

ART. 16 The benefit granted to subscribers while alive, are considered personal, and subject to the 
decision of the Directors for the time being, who will ve guided in their decision on each claim by the 
regulations of the fund, except when they have reason to entertain doubts with respect to any such claim 
it will in such cases be their duty to call for further information from the claimant; and if this inform: 
tion should not be satisfactory to the Directors, they are authorized to withhold the payment of the clatm. 

ART. 17. A subscriber, of whatever rank, who may proceed to Europe on sick certificate, and who may 
not be allowed passaize-money from Government, shall be authorized to apply to the Military Fund for 
the sum of runees 1,200 to defray that expense, provided his application shall be Accompanied by a sincere 
and solemn declaration that he does not possess the stim of rupees 5,000, or property of any description to 
that amount; and also shall be entitled on his return to India to receive from the agents in England, the 
gum regulated for the outward parsaze,® on the production of a declaration, that he neither possesses nor 
has, at any time, porsersed £500 sterling (exclusive of pay) during the period he has been in receipt of 
English pay on furlough. 

All applications from subscribers for passage-money from the fund, whether proceeding to or returning 
from Europe, must be accompanied by a guarantee (Form No. V1.) or the part of the Agents of the ship 
or other resnectable party, that they will be responsible for a moiety of the passage-money allowed by 
the fund, being returned, in cases of death previous to the Pilot quitting the vessel on which the claimant's 
passage may have been taken. 

ART. 18 A subscriber so proceeding to Engtand on sick certificate, shall be authorized to apply for the 
further sum of ru ees 309 for his equipment, his application being accompanied by a solemn and sincere 
declaration of his not being possessed of the sum of rupees 2,000, or property of any description to that 
amount; but no allowance will, in any case, be made for equipment to a subscriber returning to India. 

. B. The benefits held out in the two preceding articles should be applied for, when claimable; and 
no claim will be admitted, which is not preferred within 12 months from date of furlough. 

ART, 19. Subaltern officers proceeding to England on sick certificate, who shall make a solemn and 
nincere declaration that they do not possess from any source (exclusive of pay and pension for wounds) a 
sum of money that will enable him to expend £50 per annum, shall be allowed that sum anuually during: 
the period of receiving English pay on furlough. The declaration to be renewed annually. 

N.B. The possession of Comnany's rupees 1,500, or £150, precludes all claim to the above allowance. 

Art. 20. It having, however, been deemed necessary to set limits to the claims for gratuitous passage 
money, equipment allowance, and income to subscribers procceding to England on sick certificate, no 
nubscriber who hasreceived the benefits he is entitled to at any one time shall receive a second indulgence 
until the expiration of eight years, reckoning from the renewal of Indian subscription 

A subscriber who shall have received these benefits, before he has served 8 years in India, will not be 
entitled to a second indulgence until he shall have been (exclusive of first furlough) 16 years in the service. 

ART. 21. Subscribers proceeding to England from any place not under the presidency of Bengal, shall 
be entitled to the personal benefits which have been above enumerated, provided they shall have com- 

lied with the local regulations, and shall make immediate communication of the circumstances to the 
Directors of the Fond. 

Art. 22. The second class of benefits, namely, those granted to widows of deceased subscribers, are 

absolute, not dependent on the decision of the Directors, but controlled solely by the regulations of the 


institution. 
Art. 23. The widows of deccased subscribers shall be entitled to receive the annuities specified in the 


annexed table. ,

Provided that nothing contained herein, or in any other part of these rules of the institution shall be 
considered to entitle to the benefits of it any widow who may have been legally divorced or separated 
from her husband for adultery, or who at the period of her husband's demise may have quitted his pro- 
tection, and be living in a state of notorious adultery, though not divorced or separated from him by law, 
or who subsequently to her husband's decease may be living in a notorious state of incontinence. 


Art. 21. if widow pensioner on the fund marries, her pension is to cease during her coverture; but 
in the event of her again becoming a widow, she shall be re-admitted to all the benefits she may have 
enjoyed from the fund during her first widowhood, in like manner as if she had not re-married; but subject 
of course to all the limitations and conditions prescribed by the regulations in the first instance. Ifthe 
second hasband shall also have been a subscriber to the fund, the widow will receive however only one 
Annuity, taking that which may be the greatest that is to say, according to the rank of the firat or second 
husvand, whichever may be the higher. 


* All subscribers, of whatever rank, are entitled on their return to India to receive only £110 for the out- 
ward passage. 
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Apt. 25. . Every widow benefiting by the Military Fund, and not provided with A passage to Europe at 
the expense of Government, shall be entitled (for one passage only) to an allowance of rupees 1,200, the 
claim to be determined by the following rule:— 

_If the money possessed by a widow exceed the sum of 12,000 rupees, the same being available for imme- 
diate expenditure and entirely at her disposal, she shall not be entitled to the benefit of passage-money.

SECTION IV. 


General Regulations. 


ART. 7. The Bengal Military Fund is to be administered by a President and twelve Directors, to be 
chosen annually, on or about the 15th of January, by a general meeting of all subscribers who may be 
resent at the presidency. Subscribers who may be absent from the presidency may vote for Directors 
y proxy, on addressing to the Secretary letters containing the names of the persons for whom they wish 
to vote, or by tranamitting such names under their signature to the general meeting by the hand of any 
other subscriber. The Directors who shall be found du!v elected shall then choose their President from 
among themselves. The precise day and place of meeting shall be notified by the President in the 
Gorernment Gazette at least two calendar months before hand. * 

ART. 28. At the annual meetings the accounts of the fund and proceedings of the Directors for the 
past year, shall be laid befor the meeting, for inspection and approval by the subscribers present, who 
were not of the direction ; after which the meeting at large will proceed to choose Directors for the ensu- 
ing twelve months. The account to be published for general information, 

ART. 29. The Directors of the past year are eligible to be re-elected. ‘ a 

Art. 30. All subscribers, who may have contributed to the fund by paying donations and subscriptions 
in their respective ranks, during six continued months before any meeting, are entitled to attend lo exa- 
mine the accounts and proceedings, and to vote for Directors, a 

ArT. 31 Inthe event ofa vacancy in the office of Director occurring inthe intermediate period be- 
tween two annual meetings, the Directors may choose a successor from amongst the subscribers at the 
presidency, who may be eligible to the office. 5 5 

Aart. 32 Onoccasion of any particular and Important business which may necessarily require the 
opinion of the society at large, special meetings will be called of the subscribers at the presidency (others 
voting by proxy) as provided for in article27. Or ifany alleged mismanagement, or other emergent 
cause should occur to any twelve subscribers to require the notice of the society at large, a special meet- 
ing shall be summoned by the President on the written requisition of such twelve subscribers under the 
forms above prescribed. 

Aart. 33 The Directors shall have a Secretary chosen by themselves, who also shall be Accountant, 
with an establishment upon such allowances as shall be deemed adequate to the respective duties. 

Art. 31. The Secretary will be expected to have an oflice athis own residence for the accommodation 
of the meetings of the Directors, for the preservation of the records, ani for the parpose of affording ac- 
cess to the officers of the army at large to the books of the institution 

ART. 35. The Directors of the Fund will hold regular monthly meetings ; but no meeting of the Direc- 
tors consisting of a smaller number than five, shall be competent to the transaction of business; and it 
will rest with any Director, or with the Secretary, to represent the occurrence of such necessity to the 
President, who will convene a special meeting within ten days from the date of his receiving the applica- 
tion; but no special meeting shall be called with the view of re-considering resolutions which may have 
been already adopted by a former meeting of Directors, unless at the requisition of a number of Directors 
greater than that which attended such meeting. P B 

ART. 36. The Secretary will invariably Iny before the Directors, either at the regular or special meet- 
tings, all letters that may have been received by him since the last meeting. Minutes of the proceedings 
of all meetinys will be recorded and authenticated by the signatures of the Directors present. The Sec- 
retary will also submit to the Directors who attended, drafts of all the letters which in those meetings he 
may have been desired to write. Letters demanding an immediate answer, when such may be of an 
ordinary nature, may be replied to by the Secretary, without waiting for a meeting of the Directors: but 
every letter proposed to be dispatched by the Secretary, must previously receive the special sanction of 
‘one Director, signitied by his initial to the drafts, which will be sent to him for consideration. . | 

Aat. 37. The Secretary will keep the set of books in use in the Military Widows’ Fund under instruc- 
tions which he may receive from time to time from the Directors of the Fund. ‘ 

aes The books and correspondence of the fund shall be at all times open to the inspection of 
subscribers, 
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ArT, 39. When any new regntation shall appear to the Directors to be advisable such regulation 
shall be circulated to corps for consideration, and the affirmative or negative of the majority of individual 
votes (to be ascertained at the expiration of four months: shall decide its adoption or rejection. 

All propnsitions shall be published twice a week, in each of the Caleutta daily newspapers for a whole 
month before circulation to the army for their votes, to engare previous publicity and discussion of their 
merits and demerits “at the expense of the appellant.” 

Art. 40. Ifany subscriber or claimanton the fund shall be desirous to appeal from the decisivn of the 
Directors to that of the subscribers at large, upon any subject which may not be specitically defined by the 
reulation, such appeal, provided it be approved by three Directors, shall be referred by the Directors, 
and decided upon in the manner prescribed in the preceding article, and the decision on such appe:!, or 
that of the Directors in cases not appealable, shall be final in all cases whatever, any further agitation of 
the question by a process of law or otherwise, being deemed in itselfto bean absolute forfeiture of all 
claim on the fund. 

Art. 41. When 4 reference shall be made to the subscribers at large respecting either proposed regu- 
lation, or an appeal, the result of such reference shall be communicated to corps for the information of 
subscribers. 

Art. 42. Generally all payments due from the fund are made quarterly in England, and monthly in 
India ; but in cases when pensioners or claimants on the fund are about to embark for Europe, all arrears 
rust be paid up to the end of the preceding month. as . 

Art. 43. Any arrear which may be due to the fund by @ subscriber or by an annuitant who may have 
received an overpayment, shall in all cases be deducted from the first payments to be made from the fund 
to the person owing such arrear. as ‘ - 

Ant. 44. All income derived rom the Bengal Military Fund is declared to be unalienable, and the fact 
of attempting the alienation of such income In any manner, or under any pretence, shall be deemed in 
itself a forfeiture of all future benefits from the fund. , 

"ART. 45. Ifa subscriber who may be dismissed from the service by a court martial or otherwise, shall 
afterwards be restored to the service, he shall be re-admissible to the fund on payment of the arrear that 
may have accumulated, with compound interest thereon, in the saiue manner as if he had suffered only 
temporary suspension. See Art. 14, 4 

Arr. 46. All property belonging to the Military Fund at any period shall be invariably vested in the 
Honorable Company's Securities. The necessity for retaining any balance is now dispensed with, and the 
Secretary's office has no cash transactions. All pal ments in Calcutta are, in future, to be made at the 
Presidency Pay Office by order of Government dai led ist July 1840. All contributions from subscribers 
generally must be made through the Pay Department or Public Treasuries. Private drafts are prohibited. 

Arr. 47. The business of the fund in Europe is conducted through the agency of Major H. Doveton, 
who will from time to time receive the necessary instructions for his guidance, and to whom such appli- 
Fas will be preferred as caunot with equal convenience be submitted to the Directors of the fund in 

india. 


Novics.—4e aubscridere falling into arrears often request exemption from the penalties prescribed by the regu. 
lations. on the plea of ignorance of the rules, or of-no demand having been made by the Secretary, the Directore no- 
tify that they do not admit either of these reasons ae suficient to entitle a anbscriber to the exemption called for, and 
that ebery penalty incurred by non-payment of Donations and Subscriptions must invariably and etrictly be enforced 
as prescribed by the rules of the Inetisution. The Secretary will continue to give notice when arrears are due, in 
Git cases then they eome to his knowledge, but every aubscriber should protect his own interests, and sce that his 
Subscriptions and Donations are regularly deducted by his paymaster, iunmediately rectify any errors or omis- 
tions of that functionary.

‘ OFA 
GENERAL MILIRARY PUND, 
For the benefit of Widows and Children of deceased Officers in Her Majesty's Service 
in India, established in 1820, and revised in 1827 ; and Rules 21 and 22 added 
in 1845. 


Under the protection and countenance of the Most Noble the Marquis of Hastincs, Comman- 
der-in-Chief in India, the above named Fund was established in the year 1820, for the purpose 
of sending home, in comfort and respectability, the Families of deceased Officers in Her Majesty’s 
Regiments, serving in India, who may have been left destitute ; and of preventing the painful and 
degrading practice of appealing to the Public for Subscriptions on such occasions; and also of 

roviding relief in such cases as may require it, until they can be conveniently sent home. It 
Eaving since been found advisable to make some alterations in the Rules and Regulations then 
established, the following revised Regulations, passed with the general consent of the Officers of 
the Army, have been approved of by His Excellency the Right Honorable Viscount Compenuers, 
Commander-in-Chief in India, who has been pleased to become Patron to the Institution. 

His Excellency Sir Hugh Gough, Bart. G. C. B., Commander-in-Chief in India, with reference 
to several cases, arising out of the death of Officers on the voyage from India, to England, leaving 
their Widows and Children in circumstances of great distress, and with advertence also to the 
manifest justice of allowing all Widows and Children of Officers, being Subscribers to the Fund, 
who may die at the Cape of Good Hope, the Mauritius, or New South Wales, the benefits of the 
Military Fund, directed Ruie 21—to be proposed for the consideration of the whole body of Sub- 
scribers, and it having been carried by the votes of 227 Members, with a Minority only of 35, the 
Rule is accordingly rendered permanent, together with Rule 22, proposed at the same time, which 
‘was voted for by 233 Members, and a Minority of 29. 

Ist.—That the Committee of General Management formed at Calcutta, shall consist of the fol- 
lowing persons for the time being, being Subscribers; viz: :

Calcutta Sicca Rupees for every 350 Bombay Rupees 
payable at sight to the Agent or Agents of the Quecn’s Military Fund, acting for the Committee 
of General Management, Fort William, thereby avoiding Commission, double Agency, and risks 
of exchange. 

7th.—That all grants of assistance from this Fund shall be regulated and assigned by Commit- 
tees of Subscribers, as herein declared. 

@th.—That in order to ascertain the circumstances of any Widow or Family who may have 
become destitute by the death of any Regimental Officer, such widow shall Memurial or represent 
the case of herselfand family, through the Commanding Officer of the Corps the casualty occurred 
in, in order to its being brought to the consideration of a Committee, and the Commanding Officer 
shall, as far as his knowledge will enable him, state his opinion of any case sv received. 


GENERAL COMMITTEE. 9th.—That whenever there may be mixed Corps of 
PRESIDENT.

10th.—As it may often happen that Officers die while the Corps they belong to is stationed by 
itself, or remotely detached, it shall be in the power of every Commanding Officer of a Kegiment 
g0 situated, to assemble a Committee of any five Officers (being Subscribers) to hear and decide 
upon the case of any Widows and Children so become destitute, and seeking relief from this Fund. 
It shall also be competent for the Commander in Chief at either Presidency to assemble a special 
Committee to report on the case of any Lady who may become a Widow, whilst the Regiment to 
which her husband belonged, shall be at another distant Station, or on Service beyond Sea. 

11th.—That such General, Special, or Regimental Committees as the case shall be, having duly 
examined into the circumstances of the party seeking relief, shall report their opinion on, and re- 
commend the amount to be granted whether for passage money or maintenance, strictly in confor- 
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mity with the Regulations annexed. The opinion and recommendation of such Committees shall 
be forwarded to the Agent or Agents of the General Committee, if in Bengal or to the Honorary 
Sceretary of the Sub-Committee, or such person as may be appointed by the Commander in Chief, 
if at the Presidency of Madras or Bombay, by the Officer Commanding the Corps in which the 
casualty may have occurred. 

]2th:—The Sub-Committee at Madras and Bombay will, on satisfying themselves with the ac- 
curacy of the statements laid before them, draw upon the Agent or Agents of the Queen’s Military 
Fund, acting for the Committee of General Management, Fort William, for the amount of the 
sum which may be awarded : but in the final adjustment of the accounts of such Sub-Committee, 
the General Committee will consider themselves bound to vbject to any sum, however trifling, 
which may be granted in excess of the Rules laid down. 

13th.—The Sub-Committee will, on drawing for any sum on the Agent or Agents of the Queen’s 
Military Fund, acting for the Committee of Gencral Management, transmit the Report of the Sta- 
tion Committee, as wel: as their own opinion and explanations of the Award, as a voucher, and 
they will afterwards, as soon as possible, transmit the proper Receipts and Certificates, shewing 
that the money has been appropriated in the manner and for the purposes for which it was awarded. 

14th.—The object of this Fund being clearly confined to sending Home pisrresszp Families 
of deceased Officers, with a view of preventing those painful appeals for assistance to the Public, 
at once so humiliating to respectable individuals and the Queen’s Service in India, it is earnestly 
hoped that all ranks of Staff and Regimental Officers will support it. 

15th.—But to prevent doubts and misconceptions which might possibly. arise hereafter, it is 
distinctly declared, that no Widow who is not in distressed circumstances or no Lady continuing 
to reside in this country after the death of her husband, can expect any provision or pension fur 
herself or children from the Fund further than is stated in the 8th Clause of the Schedule of 
Awards. It is also declared, that no Widow is entitled to passage money or allowance for travel- 
Jing, unless she shall actually proceed to Sea or on her journey inthe manner for which any 
allowance may have been drawn, and should she have received such allowance, she will be re- 
quired to refund : and further that no Widow, under any circumstances, shall be entitled to any 
assistance from this Fund, unlessthe application shall be made in the usual form within six 
months after the demise of the husband. 

16th.—Orphan Children are eligible for the benefits of this Fund, but awards for them must 
be specially made by a General or Sub-Committee and sanctioned by the Commander in Chief of 
the Presidency, who is requested to appoint some eligible person to take care of them, and provide 
a passage, &c. &c. 

47th.—That the Agent or Agents of the Queen’s Military Fund, acting for the Committee of 
General Management, Fort William, shall furnish an annual Account of the Receipts and Dis- 
bursements of this Fund, agrecably to forms annexed, to the Adjutant General of Her Majesty’s 
Forces ; and that, that Oilicer be applied to, to circulate the same amongst the Subscribers, and 
the several Officers of Government at the three Presidencies. . 

18th.—That Commanding Officers of Her Majesty’s Regiments be requested to pay particular 
attention in causing the regular quarterly remittances to be made to the Agent or Agents of the 
Queen’s Military und, acting for the Committee of General Management, Fort William, who are 
requested from time to time to apprize Commanding Officers whenever any Corps may fail in 
making such remittances. 

19th.—That no General Rule or Regulation of this Fund shall be altered, except recommended 
by the General Committee, and approved by a majority of the Subscribers. 

2Uth.—In taking the opinion of the Regiments and Staff Officers of Her Majesty’s Forces in 
India, a very general wish has been expressed that a Widows should have their passage to 
England, &c. &c. defrayed. ‘I'he Funds will not now admit of it, but should the positive stand- 
ing balance of the Fund ever amount to forty-thousand rupees (40,000) the Committee will again 
put the question for the sense of the Subscribers, with a provision that such charge should again 
cease on the balance falling to thirty-thousand rupees (30,00U) and as in that event all married 
Officers will have a claim on the Fund their Subscriptions should then be augmented. As an 
Otticer ceases to be a Subscriber on leaving India, all claims on the Fund must in like manner 
cease from the same period ; but an Officer going to Sea for the benefit of his health, being entitled 
10 his Company’s allowances, will be considered as a Subscriber during his absence. 

‘2\st.—That all Widows of Officers, who were Subscribers to the Fund, shall be entitled to the 
amount granted to all Widows and Children, for passage Money to England, if their husbands die | 
on their passage to England, or during their absence on Sick Certificate, at the Cape of Good 
Hope, the Mauritius, or New Sonth Wales. 

22nd.—That no special grants, in cases of great distress, (not provided for in the Regulations 
of the Fund) shali be passed by the General Committee in Calcutta, or the Sub-Committee at 
Madras or Bombay, without the sanction of the Majority of Subscribers ; which sanction is to be 
declared in the General Abstract of Account, published aunually for the information of Sub- 
seribers,

Dr F. 1, Brett, an Annuitant on this Fund, having taken the benefit of the Bankruptey Act in England, and 
the Comittee of Management having been served with notice not to pay the future Annuities to this Annui- 
tant but to the Official Assignee ofthe London Bankrupt Court, the following case was submitted to Counsel 
for opinion, and the opinions of Mr, Advocate General Colvile and Mr. Morton thereon are submitted fur the 
infurmation of Subscribers. 


Case for the opinion of Counsel. 


Dr. Frederick Harrington Brett was Surgeon in the East India Company's Bengal Medical Service, and was 
also Subscriber iu the Bengal Medical Retiring Fund, and afterwards became an Annuitant on the Fund, Dr. 
Brett went to England some years ago, and becoming involved in debt, he became bankrupt, and Mr. A. B. ‘Bel. 
cher was appointed Assignee. Dr. Brett was entitled to an Annuity from the Bengal Medicul Retiring Fund 
of .£300 per annum, and on the bankruptcy occurring the Assignee claimed payment of the amount of the An- 
nuity from Meesra, Coutts and Co., the Agents in London of the Fund, and a claim has ulso been made un the 
Reerctary in pale for the money. Copy of the letter and notice accompany. As ulsv a copy of the Book ot 
the Fund Rules. 


Counsel's opinion is solicited as to whether the Annuity so payable from the Bengal Medical Retiring Fund, 
Passes to the Assignee by reason of the bankruptcy, or not, and whether the Officers of the Fund are discharge: 
from father liability by paying to the Assignee, or whether any and what precautions should be ubserved by the 
Conmuittee or the Secretary of the Fund, or the Agents in Londun, in making the periodical payment unt 
generally, &c. 


Opinion of Mr. Advocate General James William Colvile. 


There seems to me to be nothing in the Rules of the Bengal Medical Retiring Fund, which affords any ground 
for contending that in its legal incidents an Annuity payable out of that fund differs from any other Annuity, 
It would therefore in my opinion pass to the Assignee under an ordinary bankruptcy, a furtiori it will T think, 
do so when, as in this case, the appointinent of Assignees and the consequent transfer of property takes place 
toder a spontaneous application for relief under and submission to the provisions of the Statute 7 and & Vic. ¥6. 

T think therefore that the Officers of the Fund will be discharged from further liability by paying to the 
Assignee as the person legally authorized to receive the same, see Rule 30; nor do 1 know what precautions 
they shoukl observe other than that of paying only on the receipt of the Official Assignee for the time being, 
or his duly Constituted Attorney, The morc convenient cuurse seems to be that the Loudon Agents shouid 
1 Londun to the Assignee personally.

Opinion of Mr. Counsellor T. C. Morton. 


Ihave read the rules of the Bengal Medical Retiring Fund, the same being contained in the Deed of Iuth 
October, 1536; and it seems clear that the Annuity is nut in the nature of a pension or voluntary grant but that 
it is a benofit which the retiring officer actually purchases and for which in ordinary cases) he could proceed 
by suits at law or in equity, This distinguishes the case from Gibsou vy. the Eust India Company, 5 Bingh, 
N.C. 262 where the Court uf Comnon Pleas in Englind held thut the pension of a Military Officer of the Com. 
pany does not upon his bankruptcy pass to hix Aonignees. 1 ar of upinion therefore that Mr. F, H. Brott's 
right, title aud interest in the Annuity of £300 a year tu which he is entitled trom the Bengal Medical Retiring 
Fund, pass wholly to his Assignee Mr. Belcher. ‘The Secretary of the Fuud, or the Loudon Agents, therefure 
will be justified in making the payments henceforth os they accrue direct to the Aasignee, fur the time Lei 
‘The only precuutiun necessary to be observed is tu take a receipt from the Assignee as such.

RULES OF THE 
UNGOVENANTED SERVICE FALIIU-Y PENSION EWND, 
Passed by a General Meeting of Subscribers on 23th August, 1853, amended at General Meetings 
of Subscribers held 31st August, 1829, 27th August, 1849. 10th August, 1841, 20th August, 1842, 
18th August, 1843, 270 August, 1841, 26th August, 1845, and Lith August, 1846. 


1. That the Fund be designated Tus Uncovexantep Service Famity Pension Funp. 

2. That the object of this I'und is to provide for the maintenance of the Widows and Children 
of those who shall subscribe to it on the terms and conditions specified below, or such others as 
may be determined upon by tho Subscribers, or a majority of them. 

3. That the Fund be placed under the patronage of the Governor Gencral of India 

4. That the management of the Fund be vested in a Committee of 13 Directors to be elected 
by ballot from among the Subscribers at Annual General Meetings. Subscribers at a distance 
from the Presidency, have the right to vote by proxy at such general clections. The Directors 
of the past year are eligible to re-election, and the Directors elected, shall have power to fill any 
vacancies that may occur among their number in the interval of each annual meeting. _ 

5. That the Directors meet for the despatch of business once every month, or oftener, if neces- 
sary, and that five be competent to form a quorum. 

6. That the Accountant keep a set of books for the Fund under the supervision of three 
Directors who will also act as Auditors. The Chairman of the Directors to be ex-officio an 
Auditor. - 

7. That all books, proceedings, and accounts of the Fund be open to the inspection of Subscri- 
bers every week-day, but that no documents or copies of documents be permitted to be taken 
away without the permission of the: Directors. : 

8. That the Secretary circulate immediately among the Directors all papers received by him, 
and also lay them befure the Directors at their next meeting. Minutes of proceedings to be 
authenticated by the Directors present. “. 

9. That all Christian men in the Uncovenanted Service of the Government of Fort William® 
in Bengal, including Section Writers and Uncovenanted Pensioners, not being under the age of 
18, or above the age of 60, are eligible as subscribers. 


© The term “ Fort William,” includes the North Western Provinces and the Eastern Settlements. 
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10. That the Directors shall be at liberty to refuse the admission of an applicant without 
assigning any reason. 

il. That a party who has once had an attack of mental aberration shall not be admitted as a 
subscriber although his general physical health may not have been affected thereby, and although 
@ medical man may pronounce him to be a good life. 

12. That the payments for annuities be regulated according to the rates laid down in Tables 
A and B; the maximum amount of annuity under Table A, shall not exceed Re. 150 per month, 
and under Table B, Rs. 32 per month for each nominee. 

13. ‘That for cases in which a party may wish to make a life provision for boys laboring under 
mental or bodily infirmity which incapacitates them from carning thcir livelihood, the same rates 
of subscripticn shall be charged, under the existing rules of the Fund, as are required by Table 
A for a wife of the sume age; the charge, however, for a boy under the age of 18, to be taken at 
the rate for 18, but the amount of annuity shall not iu any case excecd the prescribed limit for the 
Children’s Fund, viz. Rs. 32 per month. 

14. That application for admission in the Form C, be accompanied by a statement according 
to Form D, the medical certifying Officer being of necessity in possession of a diploma under 
which he may legally practice. 

15. ‘That when application is made for admitting a life exposed to morc than ordinary hazard 
but otherwise good, and in casvs where a Subscriber shall enter into or engage in any hazardous 
service or employment, an augmented rate of subscription will be charged proportioned to the 
increased risk, which will be regulated by the Directors with reference to the practice of other 
Aseurance Societies. 

16. That in the case of a Subscriber proceeding to reside in any known unhealthy place,® 
information shall be given by him to the Directors, who will be at liberty to levy an additional 
rate of subscription proportioned to the increased risk, corsistently with the practice of other 
Assurance Societies. Persons on a journey through such places, are exempted from the opera- 
tion of this rule. 

17, That all subscriptions are due and payable in advance on the first day of every month, 
for the current month. Non-payment of such subscription until midnight of the last day of such 
current month shall, in the event of the death of the Subscriber, render void all claims of his 
family to benefit from the Fund; and non-payment for three months from the day on which sub- 
ecription became due and payable as aforesaid, shall subject the Subscriber to be struck off the 
Fund with forfeiture, in both cases, of all past payments.t A 

18. That Subscribers paying subscription by deductions from Pay Bills or Office Abstracts, 
must be careful to see that these deductions are made prior to the bills or abstracts being forward- 
ed to the Audit Department. where such deductions will be duly recognized under the orders of 
Government conveyed in Mr. Secretary Prinsvp’s letter dated 26th April, 1837. 

19, ‘That to entitle a party to the annuity or increased annuity subscribed for, six months full 
subscription must be proved to have been paid by the Subscriber before his death. 

20. ‘That mere payment of money shall not, in the event of lapse, entitle parties to the bene- 
fits of the Fund, as in order to the validity of their claims, the usual Entrance Certificate must be 
executed, the date of which document shall constitute the date of the admission of an applicant, 
provided he was in existence on that date. 

21. That any subscriber wishing to increase the recorded provision for his family, or to pro- 
vide for his wife or any cluldren not already on the Fund, shall, in all respects, conform to the 
rules and comply with the forms prescribed for observance in cases of original application for 
admission, but a medicai certificate and declaration shall not be required in the cases of children 
under the age of 12 months, born after the admission of a Subscriber. 

22. ‘That Subscribers shall be at liberty, on application, to decrease the recorded provision 
for their families. 

23. ‘That in every case of admission or of increased provision, the subscription shall be com- 
puted from the Ist day of the month in which such entrance or increase may be effected. All 
reductions in the recorded provision, shall take effect from the Ist day of the month following 
that in which application shall be made, the difference of subscription paid for the original provi- 
sion being forfeited. 


* Note.—The places referred to, arc Arracan, Assam, the Sunderbuns of Bengal, the Terrai, and all places 
subject to periodical visitations of the plague or other mortal disease. 

+ Note.—A dics either on the Ist or 30th of September, or on any day between thg Ist and 30th of September, 
leaving his subscription for Septeniber unpaid; in this case, his family regps the benefit of the Fund after 
deduction of the subscription for September. 

B dies on the Ist of October, say at 5 minutes after midnight, or on any day subsequent to this date, leaving 
his subscription for September unpnid. In this case, his family will have no claim on the Fund. 

A or B being alive, leaves his subscription for September unpaid up to the expiration of November following 
In this case, he forfeits all claims and ceases to be a member of the Fund at midnight of the Joth of November, 
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24. That if the connexion of a Subscriber with the service of Government shall cease, he 
shall, nevertheless, be considered a member of the Fund and be entitled to increase or decrease 
the recorded provision for his family, and otherwise to extend or renew his interest in the Fund 
at any subscquent period, subject to the rules and conditions prescribed for observance in cases of 
original application tor admission, and to the exception specified in Rule 21. 

25. That so long as subscription money shall continue to be paid, be it by the party subscrib- 
ing be any other, the interest of parties registered upon the books of the Fund shall be main- 
tained. 

26. That before a party can be admitted to the bencfits of the Fund, the Entrance Certificate 
must be surrendered to the Directors, and such other documents furnished, as may be deemed 
necessary to establish the fact of the Subscriber’s demise and the identity and existence of the 
parties interested. 

27. That the pension to the widow of a deceased Subscriber shall cease on her re-marriage, 
Ror shall she, during coverture, be entitled to any benefit from the Fund, but on again becoming 
& widow, she will be re-admitted to her former pension. If her second husband was also a 
subscriber to the Fund, she will be entitled to the larger of the two pensions that may have been 
secured for her, and to no more. Provided always, that a widow upon re-marriage shall, within 
six months thereafter, furnish the precise age of her second husband, if he be not or does not 
himself become a subscriber, and that she shall keep the Fund informed every year of the place 
of her residence. 2 

28. That widows, being incumbents on the Fund, shall be paid their pension at any place they 
may desire, either monthly, quarterly or half-yearly, subject to the usual charges of remittance. 
The pensions of Children, being incumbents, shall also be so paid and on the same condition, 
at the request of their guardians. It shall be imperative however on all widows, incumbents on 
the Fund, to furnish, half-yearly, a certificate from competent local authority or from two Sub- 
scribers to the Fund, of existence and continued widowhood. A certificate of existence and, 
where necessary, of spinstership also, shall be furnished in the case of incumbents on the Chil- 
dren’s Fund. 

29. That female children, being incumbents, if deserted by their mothers, shall be allowed to 
draw their own pensions if they have attained the age of sixteen, or by their guardians or next of 
kin, if below that age. The pensions of buys will be paid to their immediate guardians. 

30. That in cases where incumbents are resident beyond sea, it will be necessary, in order to 
entitle the parties to draw their pensions, to furnish the Directors, half-yearly, with a certificate 
of existence signed by the Clergyman or any competent authority of the place where they may 
be residing. A solemn declaration shall also be madc by the incumbent, if a widow, that she 
continues the widow of the deceased Subscriber ; and by a female child, if above the age of 16, 
that she is still unmarried. In the case of children below that age, their guardians shall obtain 
the prescribed certificate of their existence and furnish, moreover, his own solemu declaration 
that they are alive. 7 

31. That,the Sub-Treasurer of Government is the Treasurer of this Fund. No monies can 
be drawn from the Treasurer but by drafts signed by two Directors, the Accountant, and the 
Secretary to the Fund, which drafts shall specify on the face thereof, the purpose for which the 
mroney drawn is required. 

32. That an account be opened with the Bank of Bengal in the name of the Directors; and 
that all monies as received by the Officers of the Fund, be sent in daily to the Bank.

34. That a General Meeting of the Subscribers be held in the month of August of every year, 
or, should this not be practicable, on the first week-day holiday in September; the day to be 
notified by advertisement six weeks before the time appointed, in the Calcutta Gazette and two of 
the principal newepapers of the Presidency. 

35. That at these annual meetings, a report of the proceedings of the Directors be read, and 
the books of the Fund together with an abstract statement of the accounts, and a list of subscri- 
Vers and incumbents, be laid before the meeting. 

36. That to render a Subscriber competent to vote at General Meetings, and on questions 
submitted by Circular, he must have paid up subscription for #ix months. 
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37. That it shall be competent to any twelve Subscribers duly qualified, to require the Direc- 
tors to call for a special General Meeting of Subscribers. Notice of such meeting to be given in 
the public papers, but it shall be essential to the validity of the decision of such meeting, that not 
Jess than fourteen Subscribers resident in Calcutta, be present thereat, exclusive of the requisi- 
tionists, the Directors, and the voles by proxy. The Proxy shall in all cases be a subscriber to 
the Fund and shall be present at the meeting, his appointment being uotified to the Secretary 
before the meeting takes place.

EXPLANATION OF TABLE A. 


| Ry “Life Annuity,” is meant a yearly payment of acertain sum of moncy for life, or for a 
term of years, in return for an adequate amount reccived, which amount is called the present 
“value of an annuity and depends upon the manner in which it is presumed a large number of 
persons similarly situated with the purchaser, would die off successively. Various tables of these 
devrements of life, as they are called, have been constructed from observations made among differ- 
ent c.asses of life. But for India, two only have been produced. One prepared by Mr. Curssim 
from olficial returns procured at the India House, the other from statistical results obtained by 
the gentlemen of the Committee of the late Government Insurance Institution. The average 
mortality of the latter being less than in Mr. Curnin’s table and ascertained from actual local data, 
it has been preferred, in determining the table that is annexed, as the ground- work of a Family 
Pension Fund for the Uncovenanted Servants. It will be scen, therefore, that the Table in ques- 
tion has been computed strictly upon the recognized principles of Annuity Societies than which 
nothing can be more cquitable, more safe, more free from speculative theory, and less liable to be 
affected by adventitious circumstances. A reference to the Tuble will doubtless lead to the con- 
viction that the rates have not been calculated at a venture when the niccty and close approxima - 
tion with which they vary as the expectation of lifo is great or small, is observed; and to a person 
conversant with such calculations, an examination will satisfactorily prove the accuracy with which 
the Table has been computed. 

To facilitate calculation, the rates have been worked per annum, and, as the heading indicates, 
are intended to give an annuity of 100 Rupees per annum to the Wife, to commence on the death 
of the Husband, and to continue during the term of her natural life, or until her re-marriage- 
Parties are not, however, as has been supposed by some, of necessity restricted to the amount of 
annuity given in the Table; that may be increased at pleasure,* the rates of subscription being 
increased in the same proportion ; and though the rates of subscription and the annuity they pur- 
chase are computed per annum, both are intended to be paid monthly to suit the convenience of 
subscribers; the monthly amount will be ensily ascertained by dividing the sum by 12.

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ARTICLE THR E1GHTH.—That any individual member or members entitled to any share or shares, in either 
the second or third class of the said Institution, and desirous of becoming a member of the First 6f Permaa- 
Dent Class, shall, on payment ofa sum sufli-ient to make up, wilh what such member or members had pre- 
viously paid, the said donation of 20 Gold Mohurs, and such further sum according to his age ns per Article

ARTICLR TUE TWENTIETS.—That the Secretary of the Institution be directed to correspond with the sant 
ageuts so appointed as aforesaid, and that he do transmit to them copies of the Rules and Regulations of this 
Justitution, with such instructions as to the granting certificates of admission to the patties desirous of becom- 
img subscribers to this lustitution, as may be deemed requisite. 


ARTICLE THE ‘CweNTy-FIRsT.—That in the event of any Widow or Children entitled to the benefit of the 
fund of this Institution, being desirous of returning to Europe, the Directors of this Institution for the time be- 
ing. are hereby authorized and empowered to make advances to the Widow or Children so entilled to the

Resolutions passed at General and Special Mectings, since the 2\st July, 1823.

Special General Meeting, 9th April, 1823.—That the Secretary's Oflice should be continued in a central and 
convenient part of the town, and that the Secretary should be required, to provide the office in question, with- 
our putting the Society to any additional expense. 

That the <ecretary, on his appointment, be required to execute a bond of security, binding himself in the 
penal sum of Sa Rs. 5,000, to the faithful administration of the trust reposed in him: 

That the 30th Article of the printed rules be modified insomuch, that in future the Secretary of the Institution 
shall not be a member of the direction. 

General Meeting, 24th December, 13%1 —That all subsequent applications for admission into the 2d and 3d 
classes shall be limited to the age of 35 years, and that under no circumstauces shall au applicant be decmcd 
eligible after that period of life.

‘Annual General Meeting, \8th January, 1830.—"That the sums remitted, from time to time, by the Instilu- 
of to the House of Messrs, Palmer, Mackillop and Co. in London, be in future entered in the ‘accounts as i 
wWependency, and not included in the stated accounts of the Suciety’s Fund;" and when the accounts are re- 
dceived to be included as other pensions :

5. From the foregoing explanations it will be seen, that (he benefits arising from a participation in the 
profits are actually experienced (when a reduction of the premium is selected) at the periods when the 
seventh annual, or thirteeuth and fourteenth half-yearly premiums fall due.

Observations upon the Importance of Life Assurance. 


THE CHURCH OF ENGLAND INSURANCE INSTITUTION has been established from 
a conviction that the principles of Life Assurance afford, in their application, the attainment of 
an object the most beneficent and exalted that can be contemplated,—viz. the Political, Moral, 
and Religious Advancement of Mankind. It does not desire to interfere with any other Estab- 
lishment, but to occupy a space unfilled, and to unite its efforts with all those who see, in the 
widest dissemination of Life Assurance, the means of removing the greatest source of wretched- 
ness and crime, and substituting for idleness, industry,—fur extravagance, economy,—fcr intem- 
perance, sobricty,—for want, competence,—for infidelity, Religion. 

‘The Directors, in this appeal to the Clergy and members of the Established Church, and the 
Public generally, in behalf of the INSTITUTION, thiuk it unnecessary to urge anything in sup- 
port of the absolute safety of the system upon which it is founded, its unerring principles being 
now so well known; but to point out the vast importance of Life Assurance to every individual, 
from the richest to the poorest of the community. 

Itis truly said by De Morgan, that ‘the Theory of Insurance, with its kindred science of 
annuities, deserves the attention of the academical bodies. Stripped of its technical terms and 
its commercial associations, it may be presented in a point of view which will give it strong 
claims to notice. Though based upon self intereat, yet it is the most enlighteucd from which the 
project of self-interest ever took.”’ 
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While Life Assurance Offices are enabled, by sound and discreet management, to gatisfy faith- 
fully all their engagements, and pay in addition a handsome profit to their Assured and Share- 
holders, they at the same time, furnish the prudent with the means of providing against the 
individual uncertainty and risk which attach to every contingency upon which life depends. The 
average value of human life affords them tho means of guaranteeing a certainty in exchange for 
these risks; but no individual is justified in endangering the interests of those he is bound to 
provide for, by presuming upon the duration of his own life, as experionce too mournfully proves 
that the very best life is uncertain, not only from tho ordinary and natural causes of decay, the 
approaches of which are frequently unseen aud unsuspected, but from accidents of various kinds ; 
the prudenco, thercfore, of adopting, wrruout DELAY, a remedy against that fearful uncertainty 
of lite must be self-evident. 

A Life Assurance once commenced is an earnest of fortune ; and should future presperity, or 
other reasons, render it no longer desirable to continue it. the Assured has wisely sccured himself 
against the mischances of life.

‘The Learned Professions, Officers in the Army and Navy, the Merchaut, Tradesmen, and others, 
whether interested in property of that description, or relying upon a carecr of honourable exer- 
tion to provide for their fuinilies will easily comprehend the importance of protecting those interests 
against the loss to which the casualties of life render them liable: but the poorer and Jess thinking 
classes are too prove to louk to the present moment only, regardless of the uncertainty of health, 
the increasing claims upon their resuurces as life advances, and all the dreadful consequences in 
which a course of improvidence may involve thum. The great benefit that would result to society 
at large, by the general adoption of Life Assurance among the labouring classes, deserves the 
sctious attention of the philanthropist, and claims the efforts of every one anxious for the welfare 
of his fellow-men, to do all in his power to promote among them a disposition to provide for 
themselves and families through that medium. Let it be borne in mind, that the party assuring 
his life acquires thereby a species uf property which he must naturally feel an interest to pre- 
serve; and thus his Lest energies become aroused, anda sense of independence, a better tone of 
fecling, habits of prudence and economy, and all the incentives to general moral improvement es- 
tablished.

No man is too poor to insure his life. Persons of the most limited means can surely lay by such 
small sum weekly as would be sufficient to sccure £100, orat least £50 at his death. ‘Trifling as 
this sum is, how many thousands of persons neglect to insure their lives, to whose families the 
sum of £100, or even £50, would be a blessing indeed, when suddenly deprived of the only 
means to which they have been accustomed to look for their daily bread. The sum of £100 
obtaived at so trifling a sacrifice, would enable a widow to set up some little business, and thus 
support herscif and family, who would otherwise be plunged in the greatest misery and want; 
and when we reflect that want is too frequently the forerunuer of crime, how much it belioves 
every parent to lay by sumethiug, though small, to provide agaiust such a calamity. 
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The period of health, it must be recollected, is the only time when life can be insured at a 
moderate rate, as tho Tables are calculated for unexceptionable lives ; for should disease make 
its appearanco, additional premium is always charged, and the life may probably be rendered 
altogether uninsurable.

The many great advantages resulting from 
Life Insurance, and its tendency to promote the religions and moral advancement of mankind, are 
Diessings which certainly call for their active influence to promote as far as possible: added to 
this claim upon their sympathy, the successful progress of the Inatitution will increase its means 
of extending the benetit of the “ Clergy Fund,” and of affording assistance, and greater facilities 
in effecting Insurances, Annuities and Loans, to that meritorious body. This great and valnable 
patronage must contribute largely to the success and prosperity of the Institution, and will enable 
it to apportion a ¢enth of its profits, for those benevolent purposes, without trenching upon the 
interests of the Asanred and Shareholders; indced, it must be evident that a greatly increased 
return will result from that Inrge additional source of profitable business. 

This Institution offers all the advantages of the numerous Metropolitan Assurance Companies, 
upon rates as low and favourable as are consistent with its safety and obligations to all, and em- 
braces every specics of business subject to the contingency of humanilife. In the ‘Tables herewith 
published will be found those of most general application; but the Directors witl be prepared te 
meet any case, founded upon safe principles, that may be proposed. 

The principles of Life Assurance are of such general application that it is worthy of the enquiry 
of every one, how they can be adopted to his own circumstances. In fact, he who thus manifests 
a desire to provide for tho future wants of his family or of himself, by a present, though trfling 
sacrifice, gives the best evidence that can be afforded of goud principles aud wisdom. 


INDIAN BRANCH. 


The distinguished success which hns attended the establishment of the Conca oy Exoiaxo 
Assurance Comrayy, in England, Scotland and [reland, and the decided and powerful support 
which it has met with from thy Dignitaries of the Church, in consequence of the appropriation of 
one-tenth of the profits to the purposes already mentioned, have induecd the Virec'ors to open 
Branch Offices of the Company, at Calcutta and Madras, with a viow of extending the pecutiar 
advantages of this establishment to Europeans residing in all parts of India. ‘They feel satis. 
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fied that these advantages will be duly appreciated by the Anglo-Indian public, and that the same 
decided success will attend the Company's establishment in the East, and the same powerful 
rupport be given to it by the Clergy aud Laity in the three Presidencies of India, as have already 
marked its progress in cach of the three portions of the United Kingdom in Europe. 


In order to ensure such success, and to merit such support. the Directors have, for a long time 
past, been engaged in repeated “deliberations and consultations with men well conversant with, 
and experienced in, the principles and practice of Life Assurance (both at home and abroad), 
with a view to the formation of Branch Establishments in India, which will best ensure the 
three main objects of Policy-holders, viz. security, economy and convenience. And they trust 
that the results of their deliberations, has been such as to preser:t to British subjects, resident 
in Indie, as perfect a system of Assurance, in all these respects, as is practicable, or can be de- 
sired. 

The security of Policy-holders in India is made complete by the responsibility of the whole 
hody of Proprietors, both in England and in India, tothe extent of the subscribed capital; whilst, 
for their immediate protection and advantage, an adequate fund will be invested in Indinn secn- 
rities, 80 as to be always immediately available, to provide for whatcver casnalties may arise. 
‘The economy of Policy-ho'ders has been consulted by the adoption of Tables, deduced from the 
most complete and extensive observations of the rate of mortaiity among Europeans in India. 
‘They have been constructed with considerable labour and expense, expressly for the use of the 
Church of England Assurance Company; and, although sutliciently high to afford complete pro- 
tection to all parties interested, will be fonnd; on the whole, considerably lower than those of any 
existing Institution. The convenience of Policy-holders has been especially provided fur, by the 
variety of Tables which have been computed, and by the adaptation of wich Tables to suit the 
objects and circumstances of different parties ; whilat the Company’s arrangements are such, that 
the sum assured may be recoived either in England or in India as may be the more convenicnt. 
The premiums may be paid either annually, half-yearly, or quarterly ; and Policies, which have 
become forfeited by non-payment of the premiums, may be revived, within twelve months, upon 
proof of the same state of health, and the payment of the premiums in arrear, with interest 
thereon, but without the exaction of any fine. The age will be admitted in all cases where satis- 
factory evidence is furnished in regard to it, previously to the Assurance being completed. 


Aseurers on their arrival in England in approved health, may be permitted during their abode 
there to pay premiums according to the reduced scale for Great Britain, 


Policies effected by parties on their own lives, and assigned as a bond fide scenrity to others, 
will not be rendered void in the event of death by suicide, duelling, or the hands of justice. 
Claims will become payable within three months after satisfactory proof of death. 


TABLES. 


The first five Tables are for the use of the Civil servants of the Company, of merchants, clergy- 
men and others, who are not liable to the same exposure {o the injurious effects of the claimate 
and other risks, to which military officers are subjected. 

Table I. contains the rates for Assurances on the lives of such persons for sHorT TERMS, Vary - 
ing from one to seven years. 

Table II. contains the rates for Assurances on the lives of such persons for the WHOLE TERM OF 
Lirg, at an EQUAL RATE of premium, payable annually during life. 


Table III. also contains the rates of premium for Assurances on the lives of such persons, fur 
the wuote term oF LiFz; but the Table has been constructed on a plan, which has recently 
Leen introduced into the practice of Life Assurance in Great Britain, which has been, attended 
with great success, and his met with the decided approval of Policy-holders. It is to be observ- 
ed, that according to this Table, whilst the sum assured is to become payable at the death of the 
party, whenever that event may happen; the rate payable by the assured during the first seven 
yeara, does not materially exceed the rate, which would be charged for an Assurance for the term 
of seven years only; whilst the Policy does not become forfeited at the end of the seven years, but 
may be continued by the payment of an increased rate of premium, during the second seven years; 
and after fourteen years, by the payment of a still further increased premium during the remain- 
der of life. ‘To a person who is desirous of effecting an Assurance which is not to become void at 
dhe end of any specified period, and who is at the same time desirous of attaining his object with 
the least possible present outlay, this Table is peculiarly suitable; aud will, it is expected, be- 
come as popular and as extensively resorted to in India, as it has been in England. [ts advan- 
tages will at once become obvious, by comparing together the examples annexed to Tables JI. 
and IIT. 
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Table [V. has been constructed for the use of Civilians and others, not exposed to military 
risks, who may be desirous of effecting Assurances on their own lives, for the benefit of other 
persons; for instance, when a husband may wish to effect an Assurance, to be paid at his death 
to awife, daughter, relative or other person, in the event of such person surviving him. ‘The 
Table of course contains tho premiums only for the ages therein mentioned; but the rates fur 
other ages may be ascertained by application to the Company's Agents. 


Table V. has been constructed for the use of Civilians and others, not exposed to military 
risks, with extreme care and attention, and is, in the opinion of the Directors, likely to prove 
highly advantageous to all parties who may resort to it. Unlike the Tables befure mentioned, 
which are computed for cases where the benefit is to be enjoyed by others after the death of the 
assured ; this ‘lable is adapted to the cases of such parties as may bo desirous of securing a pro- 
vision for their own use, in a more advanced period of life. For instance, when a person engaged 
in the Civil service of the Company, may wish to increase the pension to which he would become 
entitled after a given period of service, this Table exhibits the means of attaining his object ata 
very moderate expense. Its use and advantages may be at once seen by reference to the Exam- 
ples annexed. It is, however, necessary to notice one point in reference to this Table. The 3d 
Example gives the rate of premium to be paid during twenty years’ continued residence in India, 
for an Annuity of 1000 Rupees, or an equivalent amount in British Money, to commence at the 
end of such term. Now, in the event of any portion of this term being passed in Europe, the 
twenty years after the expiration of which the Anuuity would become payable, if the party were 
resident during the whole time in India, must necessarily be extended, not for the whole period 
of time passed in Europe, but for the half of such period only. The Annual premium, however, 
would, in every case, cease at the expiration of the twenty yeni. If, for instance, the party were 
to remain six years iu England, and then return to India, the Aunuity would not become payable 
until after twenty-three years, although the Annual premium would cease at the end of twenty 
years. 

The Tables VI., VII, VIIL., IX. and X., are for the use of Officera in the Army and Navy, 
and othera exposed to military risks. They are precisely analogous to Tables L., I1., Ill. 1V. 
and V.; and the same observations will epply to them respectively. 


In cases where Assurances are to be effected on the lives of persons exposed in an cqual or 
nearly equal degree to the effects of the climate, as Military Officers, but not linble to be killed 
in action, a rate of premium will be charged according to the nature of each particular case. It 
will, however, somewhat excecd the rate for Civilians, but will be less than tho rate fur Military 
officers. ‘The premium for every such case may be ascertained by application to the Agents. 


When the party resides in, or is about to visit any particularly unhealthy part of India, or is 
afflicted with gout, bernid, or any slight chronic discase, not attended with immediate danger, 
such additional rate (to be ascertained by application to the Agent,) will be charged’ as ‘the cir- 
cumetances of the case may require. 


No addition to the premium will in any case be made for sea-risk, in passing from any one 


part of India (including Ceylon,) to another ; or in passing to or from the Cape of Good Hope, 
or England, either by the Overland or Sea-route. ae us

WHEREAS at the Eighth Half Yearly Meeting of the New Preamble. 
Calcutta Laudable Society, convened under the 31st Rule of the 
Society, and held on the 26th day of January One Thousand Eight 
“Hundred and Thirty-nine, the said Meeting having been made spe- 
cial under the 36th Rule, for the purpose of taking the votes of the 
Shareholders on certain propositions for the appropriation of the 
Surplus Funds and other posifications in its constitution, agreeably 
to the Resolution passed at the General Half Yearly Meeting held on 
the 26th July 1837, such propositions were adopted by a Resolution 
passed by a majority at the said Meeting, at which more than two- 
thirds of the Society were duly represented according to the Rules 
and Regulations of the said Society, that is to say, by one hundred 
and thirty-eight votes against one hundred and fourteen votes, the 
whole number of the votes in the Society then being three hundred 
and sixty-two, which said propositions, so adopted, were, and are as 
follows, that is to say: < : 


Propositions for the APPLICATION of the SunrLus Funps of the 
New Cancutta Lavpasne Society at the end of the year 1839, 
and for other MoptFications in its CONSTITUTION, with a view 
to render the Society PERMANENT; enhuncing greatly the AD- 
vaNTAGES of all concerned in it, combined with UNQUESTIONABLE 
Secuniry. 

PROPOSITIONS. 


First.—That prior to any division of the Surplus Funds there be 
set apart one-third the amount of extraordinary risks arising from 
individuals holding more than 10 shares on one life to meet such 
extraordinary risks. 

Second.—That one per cent. on the outstanding risks, to be deno- 
minated the ‘Premium Fund,’ be carried forward to the Current Pre- 
mins to meet unknown lapses. 

Third.—That the remaining sum be held to be the individual 
property of the surviving policy holders at midnight of the 31st 
December 1839, in the ratio of the amount Premium respectively 
paid, subject to retention to individual credit to the extent of 10 per 
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cent. on each individual's risk, for the purpose of forming a Guaran- 
tee Fund, any Surplus which may remain to any individual’s credit 
after such 10 per cent. has been thus set apart as his proportion of 
a Guarantee Fund, to be paid to him, or applied in reduction of Pre- 
mium. Should the Surplus of any individual at the close of the term 
not amount to 10 per cent. on his individual risk, his fature surplus 
to be added thercto, until it does so amount to 10 per cent. on his 
individual risk. 

Fourth.—That a statement of the accounts be prepared on the 
3ist May and 30th November, in each year, for the purpose of 
ascertaining the then state of the Funds, that in the event of there 
being a Surplus over and above one aie cent. on the amount of 
outstanding risks for the “ Premium Fund,” the excess, provided 
it amounts to & per cent. or more on the amount Premium received 
during the current half year, be divided as above among the surviv- 
ing policy holders at those dates respectively in the following 
Tanner, viz. that after ten per cent. on the Premium paid during the 
half year, shall have been so divided, the remainder be carried to the 
Premium Fund, unless it shall amount to enough to allow of an 
additional one per cent. on the outstanding risks for the Premium 
Fund, and five per cent. on the Premium paid during the half year, 
in which case the one per cent. shall ba so carried to the Premium 
Fund, and an additional five per cent. shall be divided as above ; 
and in the event of there still being a further surplus admitting a 
third one per cent. heing carried to the Preminm Fund an additional 
five per cent. on the Premium paid duripg the half year, making in 
all 20 per cent. on the Premium paid a further division to that ex- 
tent shall be made: but no division or return Premium beyond 20 

x cent. shall be made unless the Premium Fund shall amount to 
five per cent. on the outstanding risks, in which case the whole 
amount surplus shall be divided or returned as above; the amount 
belonging to each individual being cither carried to his credit, or 
applied to the reduction of his Premium, according as it may, or 
may not be, required to maintain his portion of the Guarantee Fund 
at 10 per cent. on his individual risk. 


Fifth.—That in the event of the Guarantce Fund being at any 
time trenched upon, the amount withdrawn be made good at the 
commencement of the succeeding half year out of the Current 
Subscriptions, so that every surviving Subscriber, at the time of the 
repayment to the Guarantee Fund shall have his full amount made 
up to him as it stood at the time the Fund was drawn upon; and 
in case of lapse after the Guarantee Fund may have been so trench- 
ed upon, the full amount to the credit of the individual risk be paid 
as it stood at the commencement of the half year, notwithstanding 
the temporary reduction in the total amount of the Guarantee Fund. 


Sizth.—That the whole amount standing to individual credit be 
paid, in the event of lapse, at the same time as the amount assured, 
and that this payment be made immediately on due proof of lapse. 

Seventh.—That in the event of 4 party being desirous to cease to 
be'a mutual assurer, by withdrawing from the Society, the amount 
to his credit in the Guarantee Fund be paid to him, subject to a fine 
of 25 per cent. to be carried to the Premium Fund, and that a pro- 
portionate payment be made in the event of a party reducing the 
amount of his Assurance; provided that in such case no payment 
shall be made unless the amount at his credit shall equal 10 per 
cent. on his reduced risk. Parties withdrawing at the close of the 
presont term also to forego 26 per cent. of their surplus. 
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Eighth.—That instead of shares of Rs. 6,000 Assurance be taken 
on even hundreds not under Company’s Rupees 500, nor above 
Company’s Rupees 50,000. : 

Ninth.—That the accounts be converted from Sicca into Com- 
pany’s Rupees, it being optional with existing insurers to have in 
value an equivalent in Company’s Rupees, to the nearest hundred 
for his present Insurance in Siccas, or to hold the same number of 
Company’s Rupees as he now does Siccas. 


Tenth.—That the rates of premium be those of the Oriental Life 
Insurance Company, the existing Military lives insured in the’ Lau- 
dable paying only Civil. rates, but all Mili lives insuring sub- 
sequent to the 31st December 1839, to pay the Military rates. 

Eleventh.—That such other modifications be made in the existing 
rules as are necessary to bring them into correspondence with the 
above. 


Twelfth.—That the Society be called the Indian Laudable and 
Mutual Assurance Society. 
Thirteenth.—That this Paper be circulated by the Secretary to 
+ every: individual Policy Holder with a request that he will either 
vote at a special General Meeting to be called after six months 
notice from the date of circulation, or send Proxy under the 32d 
Rule for or against these Propositions, in order that at least two- 
thirds of the Society may be represented. 


Fourteenth.—That in the event of the propositions heing carried, 
they, together with the existing Rules, be placed in the hands of 
a professional Gentleman for the purpose of a correct set of Rules 
being prepared forgeneral information. 

IN PURSUANCE therefore of such Resolution and Propositions the 
following Rules and Regulations have been prepared in manner 
directed by such Propositions, and are now ublished for general in- 
formation, ss those by which the transfer from the New Calcutta 
Laudable Society, at the end of the year one thousand eight hun- 
dred and thirty-nine, to the Indian Laudable and Mutual Insurance 
Society will be effected; and by which such Indian Laudable and 
Mutual Insurance Society when embodied will be governed. 

1st. That from and after the Ist day of January one thousand 
eight hundred and forty, the Society shall be denominated the 
Indian Laudable and Mutual Assurance Society.

bth. That, it being expedient for the better securing the objects 
of the Society that a Guarantee Fund be created, a sum equivalent 
to ten per cent, on the amount insured on each life on which insur. 
ance may be extended from the present to the New Society shall 
be deducted from each specific sum so carried to the credit of such 
Policy Holder and posted to his individual account in the said 
Guarantee Fund; but in the event of any individual’s share in the 
surplus not amounting to 10 per cent. on his outstanding risks, then 
the whole amount surplus shall be placed at his credit, the remain- 
ing amount required to bring his portion of the Guarantee Fund to 
10 per cent. on his risk to be obtained as hereinafter mentioned. 


6th. That the amount surplus belonging to surviving Policy 
Holders on the 31st December 1839, whose Policies may not be re- 
newed on the Ist January 1840. be paid to them, subject to a deduc- 
tion of 25 per cent. to be carried to the Premium Fund.

You will perceive, from the enclosed copy of the Resolutions and Bye-Laws, that a Society has 
been formed in Calcutta, denominated the BexGat Britisn Inpia Society, the object of which is to col- 
lect and disseminate information relating to the actual condition of the people of British India, and the 
Jaws, institutions, and resources of the country, and to adopt measures of a peaceable and lawful charac. 
ter, calculated to secure the just rights and advance the welfare of all classes of our fellow subjects. 

This object is sought to be attained by the preparation and publication of Reports, founded on informa- 
tion collectéd from various sources,—of digests of works treating on the state and affairs of India, and o| 
tracts containing expositions of the rights, duties, and interests of the people; and by respectful repre. 
sentations to the Government regarding any grievances that may be found to exist, or for the introduc- 
tion of improvements in the administration of the country. 

It will be seen that communications from all parts of the country, detailing the state and resources of 
the different provinces, the condition, interests, and prospects of the people, and the manner in which the 
affairs of government are administered and its duties performed, or throwing light on the past history of 
any partof India, on the habits, manners, customs, and opinions of the several classes inhabiting these 
territories, or on the constitution and character of the different administrations which ruled and rule 
over their destinies, with suggestions for the improvement of the country, the people, and the 
departments of public administration, and contributions of books in either English or any Native lan.

sably necessary to give efficiency to the operations of the Society, whose existence is now announced lo 
you, and that the friendly co-operation and aid of all persons desirous of promoting the good of India can 
‘alone secare its continuance.

CALCUTTA TRADE ASSOCIATION. 


L. That this Association be denominated ‘ The Calcutta Trade Assoctation.’: 

UL That it do consist of an unlimited number of merchants, tradesmen, artistes and others, who may be 

lsposed to aid tn the accomplishment of the objects of this association, 

TLL. That the o:jects of tts association be:— 2 

1. To encourage the general ado,tioa of the system of ready money payments which prevails in all other 

rts of the world, and which enables tradesmen to sell at lower rates than those of Calcutta can afford to do, 

rom the prevalence of the ruinous system of indiscriminate credit, wich hus obtained for many years, to the 
serious injury of the traesmen, and the manilest disadvantage of the public. 

2. To dedne the terms of credit, when credit is allowed, and to prescribe measures calculated to ensure 
Pagment aid guard against future loss when the terns of credit are violated. 

‘To encourage a friendly communication amongst persons engaged in business in Calcutta, especially on 
subjects involving their common interests ; an object which appears to have been hitherto neglected.

The Anchors are not to be catted, But hove close to the hawse. The same rule to be observed on Ships 
geing out of Dock. 

From the ume that the Dock ropes are made fast to the Ship, till she be fast secured on the blocks, all 
other duty on board is to cease- x ‘ 

As soon asa Shipis in Dock, the Commanding O:ticer will be pleased to station his people to hook on 
the tackles, for putting the Ship fair over the blocks, and to divide his men equally on both sides, tor 
the hauling up of the shores. As the safety of the snip depends on the prompt shoring of her, the most 
Parucular attention is requisite to the observance of this rule; tur as no exertion of the Dock people can 
effect this without the co operation of the Ship's crew, the responsibility will rest with the officers for 
a neglect of tus most ttnportant duty. 

‘rom the moment the Ship enters the Dock, the seats of the head and galleries are to be nailed ap; 
and no dirt, water, or other article whatever, is permitted to be thrown into the Dock. 

No fires of lights, are allowed on bourd of Ships in Dock, after ‘Ven o'clock. 

Whatever accommodation of Cook-rooms, Rigging sheds, Suil Lofis, &c. may be required, will be ob- 
tained on appitcation from the Commanding Olicer, to the Assistants of the Dock yard, to whom he ts 
requested to apply in all cases, for assistance of every kind; and it is distinctly noufied, that no Ca, 
stands, Spars, Blocks, Sheers, Kopes, Carts, Isamboos, or any articles whutever, betongiug to the 
yard, will be allowed to ve used without permission. 

‘The Cominanding Oilicer of every stip in Dock is requested to caution all his Oficers and crew from 
Interiering with the duty ofany of the Dock-yard people, or molesting them in any way; but on all oc- 
casions of need, to apply to the European Assistants of the Dock-yard, whose duty it will be to pay 
imunediate attention to the application, and remedy uli dilliculties.

Pitch, Tar, Turpentine, Rosim, Saltpetre, Sulphur, Gunpowder, Flax, Hemp, Oils, Tallow, and 
Distilled Spirits, are denominated Hazardous Goods ; and amongst the Trades deemed Hazardous 
are included Apothecaries, Chemists and Druggists, Dyers, Distillers, Brewers, Maltsters, Ba- 
kers, Confectioners, Carpenters, and all other Workers in Wood, Mills of all Descriptions, Manu- 
facturers of Cotton, Wool, Hemp, Flax, Soap, Candles, Starch, Snuff, Tobacco and Hats; 
Theatres, Sugar Refineries, Sail Makers, Ship Chandlers, Dealers in China, Glass, and Earthen- 
ware ; Inns, ‘Taverns, Hotels, Stable Keepers, Printers, and Founders. 

Many other Goods, Trades, and Manufactories will also fall under this Denomination. 


II. Goods held in Trust or on Commission are to be insured as such, otherwise the Policy will 
not extend to cover such Property. 

III. No Loss or Damage to be paid on Fire happening by any Invasion, Foreign Enemy, Civil 
Commotion, Riot, or any Military or Usurped Power whatever; nor for Dumage done by Fire 
occasioned by Earthquakes or Hurricanes. Nor will the Company be answerable for any Loss 
or Damage by Fire that may happen to any Hay, Corn, Secd, or other Property by Natural Heat- 
ing; but this Company will make good Losses on Property burnt by Lightning. 

IV. Books of Accounts, Written Securities, Bills, Bonds, Tallies, and Ready Money, cannot 
be insured. 

V. Jewels, Plate, Medals or other Curiosities, Paintings, and Sculptures, are not included in 
any Insurance, unless such Articles are specified in the Policy. 

VI. No Order for Insurance will be of any force, unless the Premium is first paid to tho 
Office, or its Agent, or unless a Sum has been advanced ; and all Persons desirous to continue 
their Insurances, must make their future Payments on or before the Day limited by their respec- 
tive Policies, or the same will be void. 

VIL. Leaseholders, ‘T: ‘rustees, Mortgagees, and Reversioners, ag well as Landlords, may insure 
their Interests in Buildings, provided th¢ pature of the ‘I’cnure or Interests be duly specified.

VIII. All Persons Assured by this Company, sustaining any Loss or Damage by Fire, are 
forthwith to give Notice to the Company or its Agent, and as soon as possible after (within Rour- 
teen Days at furthest) to deliver in as particular an Account of their Loss or Damage. signed with 
their own Hands, as the nature of the case will admit of. In this Account, the Property and 
Articles must be specified in detail, with the Quantities, Qualities, and Prices; and the Assured 
make proof of the same by his Oath or Affirmation, and by his Books of Accounts or other proper 
Vouchers, as shall be reasonably required. No Profit or Advantage of any kind is to be included 
in such Claim, and if there appears any Fraud, Overcharge, or Imposition, or any false Swearing, 
the Claimant shall forfcit all claim to Restitution, or Payment, by virtue of his Policy. 


If required, the Assured shall also procure a Certificate, under the Hand of one or more Ma- 
gistrates, Sworn Notary, or Clergyman of the City or District in which the lire happened, not 
concerned in such loss, importing that they are acquainted with the Character and Circumstances 
of the Person or Persons insured, and having investigated the Circumstances relating to such Loss, 
do know, or verily believe, that he, she, or thcy, really, and by Misfortune, without any kind of 
Fraud or evil Practise, have sustained by such Fire, loss and Damage to the Amount therein 
mentioned ; and until such Proofs, Affidavit, and Certificate are produced, the Loss Money shall 
not be payable.

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CHARTER OF THE BANK OP BENGAL, 
BEING 
ACT NO. vi. OF 1839, OF THE GOVERNMENT OF INDIA. 


I. The existing Charter of the Bank of Bengal having been found in many respects inconre- 
nicnt and imperfect, the Membcrs of the said Corporation have by their Directors applied to the 
Governor General of India in Council for the amendment thereof, by a new Charter or Act of 
Incorporation, tendering the surrender thereupon of the said Charter, and the Governor General 
in Council having assented to such surrender, and to the continuance of the said Corporation as 
hereinafier declared :—It is hereby enacted, that from the Ist day of May next afier the pase: 
ing of this Act the Charter of the said Bank of Bengal bearing date the 29th May 1523, and the 
Acts No. XIX. of 1836 and No. XXIV. of 1838 relating thereto, shall respectively ccase to have 
effect; and the same are hercby from that day cancclled, save as to such particulars as are herein 
mentioned or referred to. f 

If. And it is hereby enacted, that the persons who at the time ofthe determination of the 
said Charter and Acts aforesaid shall, under the provisions of the said Charter aud Acts, be the 
Proprietors of the Capital Stock of the said Bank of Bengal, shall notwithstanding the determina- 
tion of the said Charter and Acts continue to be a corporation, body corporate aud politic by the 
name of the Bank of Bengal with perpetual succession to them and their successors Proprietors 
for the time being of the said Bank as hereinafter mentioned, and to possess and enjoy all the 
rights, privileges and immunities incident by law to a corporalign aggregate. 

lI. And it is hereby enacted, that all property and securities fur property, claims and de- 
mands whatsoever now vested in or held by the snid Bank of Bengal, uuder and by virtue of tha 
said Charter and Acts, shall immediately on the determination of the said Charter devolve on and 
become vested and continued in the Bank of Bengal, so continued and incorporated by this Act 
aa aforesaid, and that the said Bank of Bengal so continued and incorporated as aforesaid shall 
be subject to all debts, demands, claims and liabilitics outstanding against the said Bank at the 
time of suchdctermination of its said-Charter as aforesaid, and that no suit or proceeding at 
Law or in Equity then pending shall ccase or abate in consequence of such determination of the 
said present Charter, and of such rencwal and continuance of the said Bank by virtue of this 
Act. 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that the snid Bank go renewed and continued shall and may 
sue and be sued by its corporate name aforcsaid, and shall and may have and use such commun 
seal as the Directors of the said Bank shall from time to time appoint, and shall be competent to 
acquire and hold either absvlutely or conditionally, for a term or in perpetuity, any description of 
property whatever and to transfer and convey the same. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that the Capital Stock of the said Bank as constituted under the 
said present Charter and Acts shall! on the determination of the same by virtue of this Act conti- 
nue to be the Capital Stock of the said Bank so renewed and continued as aforesaid, provided 
however that it shall be in the power of the Governor General of India in Council from time to 
time, by resolution notified in the Calcutta Gazette, to authorize the said Capital Stock to be in- 
creased and to make such order and direction for the opening of subscriptions towards such in- 
crease of capital as to him may seem fit, giving due notice thereof to the Proprietors of the said 
Bank for the time being, aud allowing to them a period of not less than twelve months to fill up 
such subscription themselves, and likewise to prescribe in what manner and form the Proprietors 
shall subscribe and pay into the said Bank tbe proportions of new Stock to which they may res- 
pectively be entitled, and to make such order and direction as to him the said Governor General 
in Council may scem fit for the disposal of the amount of new Stock that may not be subscribed 
for and paid up in the manner and form so prescribed. 

VI. And whereas the Capital Stock of the said Bank which by the said Act No. XIX. of 1836 
was fixed at seventy-five lakhs of Rupees divided into 1,875 Shares of four thousand Rupees cach, 
has by the Kesulution of the President of the Council of India in Council, issued and notified to 
the Proprietors on the 17th Qctober 1838, in conformity with act No. XXIV. of 1838 been or- 
dered to be increased by one-half, and whicreas a book is now open for subscriptions and pay- 
ment is now being made of such increased capital in the inanncr and under the terms and con- 
ditions authorized in the said Act No. XXIV. of 1838, and prescribed in the said order and no- 
tice of the President in Council. It is therefore hereby enacted, that the Capital Stock of the 
said Bank shall on the said Ist May next when this Act shall take effect for the re-incorporation 
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of the said Bank, consist of the said sum of seventy-five lakhs of Company’s Rupees, together 
with such further amount as shall on that date have been subscribed and paid into the Bank of 
Bengal under the order and notice referred to, and the further subscriptions and payments of 
Capital authorized and ordered as above mentioned shall continue tu be received in the manner 
provided in the said order and notice of the President in Conncil, and shall be added to the Capi- 
tal Stock of the Bank as received, accordingly as is prescribed in the said order passed under the 
authority of the said Act, and the Capital Stock held by the Bank of Bengal on the said Ist May 
next, together with the further Capital that may be subscribed and paid up as above after that 
date shall be divided intu shares of four thonsaud Rupees each, or into quarter sharcs of one 
thousand Rupees each in the manner declared and provided by Act No. XIX. of 1836, and the 
shares of the said Capital that may be then registered in the name of the Governor General of 
India in Cowncil, shall be the property of the said Governor General of India in Council for the 
time being on behalf of the East India Company, together with any new shares or quarter shares 
for which subscription may be made on account thereof, under the option reserved tu the said Go- 
vernor General of India in Council to that effect in the said order and notice, and the shares and. 
quarter shares registered as bulonging to individual Proprietors shall continue tv be the proper- 
ty of such Proprietors, and the said Proprietors atall respectively be iu the proportion of their 
several interests Proprietors of the Bank of Bengal as re-incurporated by this Act, and shall hold 
and enjoy in respect to their several shares and interests the sume precise rights and privileges, 
as regards the subscription to fresh Stock, under the order and notice referred to, as they would 
have done if the Bank of Bengal had continued under the Charter aud Acts referred to, the re- 
incorporation of the said Bank by this Act notwithstanding. 

Vil. And it is hereby enacted, that no Proprietor shall be allowed to increase his share in the 
Capital Stock of the said Bank beyond the amount of one lakh and sixty thousand Rupees. ex- 
cepting on occasion of the present or of any future increase being made to the Capital Stock of 
the said Bank under the authority of the Governor General in Council in the nanner prescribed 
in Sections V. and VI. of this Act in which case any Proprietor hulding Stock tw the full amount 
of one lakh and sixty thousand Rupees, shall notwithstanding be eutitled to subscribe to the in- 
creased Capital Stock in a rateable proportion; and excepting auy addition to his intercet in the 
said Capital Stock arises from succession, bequest or marringe. 

VIIL And it is hereby enacted, that a certiticate signed by three Directors of the said Bank 
shall be delivered to the Proprietor or Proprietors of all the said shares of the Capital Stock of 
the said Bank, upon demand made by the holder of such sharc, and that any person who is a 
Proprietor of more than one such share, may at his option demand a certificate fur each of his 
shares, or one certificate for all his shares, or several certificates, each of which may be fur any 
number of his shares. 

IX. And it is hereby enacted, that the said share or shares of the Capital Stock of the said 
Bank shall be of the nature of personal! estate of the Proprietors thereof respectively, and that the 
same shall be transferable by endorsement to be made on such certificates thereof respectively, 
under the hand of the Proprietor or Proprietors, or his, her, or their Attorneys duly authorized, 
which endorsement shall specify the name of the person or persous to whom the said transfer 
shall be made, provided that no such endorsement shall be effectual to transfer any such share 
or shares until such endorsement shall have been registered at the Bank of Bengal, and such 
registration shall have been noted on such endorsement under the hand of an Officer appointed 
for that purpose by the Directors of the said Bank. 

X. Aud it is hereby enacted, that the said corporate body, 80 renewed and continued as afore- 
said, shall consist and be composed of the registered Proprictors for the time being of the said 
shares of the Capital Stock of the said Bank, and of no other person or persons whatsvever. 

XI. And it is hereby enacted, that the business of the said Bank shall be mannged by nine 
Directors, of whom three shall be appointed and removable by the Governor General of [udia in 
Council, and the remaining six shall be elected by a General Mecting of the Proprietors of the 
said Bank, and removable by vote of the majority of a General Meeting of tl.e said Proprietors. 

XII. And it is hereby enacted, that the persons who, at the time of such determination of the 
said present Charter end Acts as afvresaid, shall be Directors of the said Bank, shall thereafter 
continue to be Directors of the said Bank so renewed and continued ag aforesaid. 

_ XIU. And it is hereby enacted, that two of the six Directors elected and to be elected by the 

said Propricturs shall in rotation go out of office on the second Monday in the month of Decem- 
ber in every year, on which day in every year a General Meeting of Proprictora shall be held fur 
the election of two Directors in their stead—provided always that any Director guing out by ro- 
tation as aforesaid may nol be re-elected at the election which takes place thereupon—provided 
also that the rotation existing at the time of such determination as afvresaid of the said prescut 
Charter and Acts shall continue to be observed. 

XIV. And it is hereby enacted, that in cnse of the death, resignatiyn, or absence frum Cal- 
culla for morc than three months, or remeval as afuresaid of any Directors clected or tu be 
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elected by the anid Proprietors, the Directors shall call a General Meeting of the Proprictors to 
be held within fifteen days for the purpose of chusing a successor, and such successor shall come 
into the same place in the rotation abovementioned in which the Director was. 

XV. And it is hereby enacted, that no person shall be capable of serving as a Director by 
election of the said Proprietors who shall not be Proprictor in his own right, and unincumbered 
of three shares or twelve thousand Rupees of the Capital Stock of the Bank of Bengal, or who 
shall be a Director of any other Bunk issuing Notes payable on demand within the Town or Su- 
burbs of Calcutta. 

XVI. And it is hereby enacted, that at General Meetings of the Proprietors every election and 
other matter in question shall be decided by a majority of votes, and that no person shall be al- 
lowed to vote at any such Meeting in respect of any share of the said Capital Stock acquired by 
transfer or purchase or otherwise than by act of law, unless such transfer shall have been complet- 
ed six months at the least before the time of tendering such vote. 

XVIL And it is hereby enacted, that at all such General Meetings the Proprictors shall vote 
according to the fullowing scale:

and no Proprietor shall be entitled to more than seven votes. 


XVII. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Governor General of India ia 
Council to give a proxy in writing, signed by one of the Sceretaries to Government, to any person 
whom the Governor General may appoint to attend any Gencral Mecting of the Proprietors, and 
that the holder of such proxy shall be entitled to give seven votes upon all matters or questions 
that may be submitted to such meeting excepting upon the election or removal of such Directors 
as are elected by the said Proprictors. : 

XIX. And it is hereby enacted, that any Proprietor or Proprietors entitled to vote at any Ge- 
neral Meeting may give a proxy in writing, either Gencral or Special. ander his, her or their 
hand, or the hand of his, her or their Attorney, duly authorized, to any other Proprictor, and that 
such proxy shall be produced at the time of voting, and that such proxy shall entitle the person 
to whom it is givon to vote on such matters as shall be authorized by the tenor of such proxy. 

XX. And it is hereby enacted, that at the first Mocting of the Directors in every year they 
shall choose a President from among themselves, and if the office of President shall become vacant 
they shall at their next Meeting chnse a successor for the remainder of the current year, and that 
‘during any vacancy or in the absence of the President the senior Director shall be Vice-Presi- 
dent tor the time, and that such President or Vice-President shall have the casting vote in all 
cases of an equal division of votes at Meetings either of Directors or Proprietors. 

XXII. And it is hereby enacted, that the presence of at least three Directors shall be necessa- 
ty to form a board for tho transaction of business, and that the said Dircctors shall establish a 
weekly rotation among themselves, so that not less than three Directors may attend every Meet- 
ing of Directors, provided always, that nothing herein containcd shall be held to preclude any Di- 
rector from allending any Meeting of Directors. 

XXII. And it is hereby enacted, that all accounts of the said Bank, and all instruments not 
under seal, whereby the said Bank can in any manncr be bound, except the Cash Notes of the 
Bank, shall be signed by three Directors and shall be of no validity unless so signed, and that the 
seal of the said Bank shall not be affixed to any instrument except in the presence of three Direc- 
tors who shall sign their names to the instrument in token of their presence, and that such signing 
shall be independent of the signing of any person who may sign the instrument ag a witnoss, and 
that unless so signed by three Directors such instrument shall be of no validity. 

XXUL. And it is hereby enacted, that the said Directors shall have power to appoint such 
Officers as may be necessary to conduct the business of the said Bank, and to remove any Officer 
of the said Bank, and to fix the salaries of such Officers, provided that the whole expence of the 
establishment of the said Bank shall not in any one year excted sixty thousand Rupces, without 
previous anthority from the General Mceting of tho Proprietors. 

XXIV. And it is hereby enacted, that no person who shall hold the office of Secretary, Trea- 
surer, Head Accountant or Khazanchee of the Bank of Bengal, shall engage in any other com- 
mercial business either on his own account, or as Agent for any other person or persons, or act as 
a broker for the sale or purchase of Government Sccuritics ; and that every person appointed to 
any one or mort of the said offices shall give security to the Directors for the faithful discharge of 
his duty in the sum of fity thousand Rupees, 
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XXV. And itis hereby enacted, that the said Bank of Bengal shall not be engaged in any 
kind of business except the kinds of business hereinafter spe cificd, that is to say— 


The discounting of Negotiable Sccurities. 

The kecping of Cash Accounts. 

The Buying and Selling of Bills of Exchange payable in India. 

The lending of Moncey on short Loans. 

The Buying and Selling of Bullion. 

The receiving of Deposits. 
The issuing and circulating of Cash Notes and Bank Post Bills. 

8. The selling of Property or Securities deposited in the Bank as security for loans and not 
redcemed, or of Property or Securities recovered by the Bank in satisfaction of debts and claims. 


XXVI. And it is hereby cnacted, that the Directors of the said Bank shall discount no Nego- 
tiable Security and make no loan unless the amount of cash in possession of the said Bank, and 
immediately available, shall be equal to at least one-fourth of all the claims against the said Bank, 
outstanding for the time being and payable on demand. 

XXVIL And it is hereby enacted, that the Directors of the said Bank of Bengal shall not 
discount any Negotiable Securities which shall have a longer period to run than three months, or 
Jend any moncy for a longer period than three months, and that they shall make no loan or ad- 
vance on any Bank Share or Certificate of Shares, nor on mortgage, or in any other manner on 
the security of any lands, houses, or immoveable property, nor on any Negotiable Security of any 
individual or partnership firm, which shall not carry on it the several responsibilitics of at least 
two persons or firms unconnected with cach other in gencral partnership, nor be in advance at 
one and the same time to any individual or partnership firm either by way of discount, loan, or 
in any other manner (saving by loans upon the deposit of Government Sccuritics, or Goods not 
perishable as hereinafter mentioned) beyond the amount of three lakhs of Company’s Rupees. 
Provided always that advances upon Bills of Exchange accepted by the Government, or, upon 
other Government Obiigations shall not be considered as an advance within the meaning of this 
restriction. . 

XXVIII. And it is hereby enacted, that the Dircctors of the said Bank shall make no loan 
other than such loans as are described in the Section next preceding, except on deposit of Public 
Sceurities to the full amount of the loan, and which Public Securities shall be so endorsed or 
transferred as to put them at the absolute disposal of the said Bank of Bengal, or on deposit of 
Goods, not of a perishable nature, and of estimated value exceeding the amount of the loan by at 
least one-fourth. 

XXIX. And it is hereby enacted, that the said Bank shall not be at any time in advance to 
fhe Government more than seven lakhs and a half of Company's Rupees, provided always that the 
holding of Government Securities or of Bills of Exchange drawn upon the Government, or of 
other Government Acceptances or Obligations derived to the said Bank from individuals and 
not overdue shall not be construed as being in advance to the Government within the meaning of 
this Section. 

XXX. And it is hereby enacted, that the Directors of the said Bank of Bengal shall not suffer 
any person or persons, or body corporate, kecping cash with the said Bank of Bengal, to overdraw 
his, her or their account. 

XXXI. And it is hereby enacted, that the said Bank of Bengal may issue Promissory Notes, 
payable either on demand or ata date not exceeding thirty days after sight, which Notes shall 
and may be signed on behalf of the said Bank by such person as the Directors of the said Bank 
yoay appoint or authorise in that behalf, provided always that the total amount of such Notes in 
circulation at any one time shall not exceed two crores of Rupecs, and provided also that no such 
Note shall be for a smaller amount than ten Rupees. 

XXXII. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall not be lawful for the said Bank to make, issue 
or negotiate any Note, Bill or other instrument containing any promise, undertaking or order for 
the payment of money elsewhere than within the limits of India. f 

XXXII. And itis hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Directors of the said Bank 
of Bengal to receive in deposit Gouds not of a perishable kind, and to contract for tho safe keep- 
ing of the same. 

XXXIV. Anditis hereby enacted, that the Directors of the said Bank shall cause the books 
of the said Bank to be balanced on the 30th day of June.and the 31st of December in every 
year, and that a settlement of the balance on every such day, signed by a majority of the said Di- 
Yectors, shall be forthwith transmitted to one of the Secretaries to the Governor General of India 
in Council, and that the Governor General of India in Council shall at all times be cntitled to 
require of the said Directors any information touching the affairs of the Bank, and the prodaction 
of any documents uf the said Bank, and that the said Directors suall comply with every euch 
requisilion. 
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XXXV. And it is hereby enacted, that an account of the profits of the said Bank shall be 
taken half ycarly on the Ist day of January and the Ist day of July in every year, and thata 
dividend thereof shall be made su soon thereaftér as conveniently may be, and that the amvunt 
of such dividend shall be determined by the Directors of the said Bank ou the ground of the ac- 
tual profits made by the said Bank during the six calendar months preccding the day up to which 
such half yearly account shal! be taken, provided that the said Directors, subject to the control 
and sanction of the Proprietors at their General Meetings, shall have power when they sce fit to 
set apart from such profits a sum not exceeding five per cent. on the Capital Stock of the Bauk as 
& reserve against contingencies. 

XXXVI. And it is hereby enacted, that on the firat Monday of the month of August in every 
year, a General Meeting of (he Proprietors of the Capital Stock of the said Bank shall be held, at 
which the Directors of the said Bank shall submit to the said Proprietors a statement of affairs of 
the said Bank, made up to the preceding 3Uth of June, and such General Mecting shall be com- 
petent to pass resolutions, and frame rules and directions relative to the affairs and conduct of the 
said Bank which shall be binding on the Directors and Officers of the Bank, and on the Proprietors 
thereof, until rescinded or moditied respectively by any subsequent General Meeting. 

XXXVII. And it is hereby enacted, that any three of the said Directors of the said Bank, or 
any ten Proprietors of the Capital Stock of the said Bauk, may at any time convene a General 
Meeting of the Proprietors upon giving fiftcen days previous notice of such Mceting, and of the 
purpose or purposes for which the saine shall be convened as well to the Directors of the said 
Bank of the time being, as alsu by public advertisement in the Calcutta Gazette. 

XXXVIII. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Bank of Bengal, with the

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LOAN RULES 


1. Loans repayable within twelve months are granted to officers, Civil or Military, who can arrange 
for the regular payment of their stipulated monthly instalments, at Agra, on the security of two approved 
sureties. 


2. Under the same condition, and to the same classes, Loans requiring two years for repayment are 
granted with three sureties ; and loans requiring three years with four suretics. 


3. Inthe last two cases, where it may not be convenient to give more than two sureties, the loan 
must be further protected by a life insurance: but on application to that effect through the surcties, they 
consenting to the same, the Directors will be prepared to allow the discontinuance of the policy on a 
loan of the two year class, after the expiration of the first year, and on a loan of the three year class 
after two years have expired. But where the borrower is on Foreign or Field Service, the loan must 
always be covered by a life insurance. 


4. To avoid the inconvenience and delay attendant upon the exccution by principal and sureties of 
the various loan papers, the Secretary is authorized in cases where moderate amounts for short periods 
are desired for immediate purposes, to advance the same on promissory notes for 3 or 4 months with one 
approved surety. The Secretary will furnish all other particulars necessary. 


5. When a debtor dies, the balance (after discharging his own debt in full) of any policy of assurance 
upon his life will, at the discretion of the Directors, be detained as security for the repayment of the 
balance of any account for which he may be responsible as a surety. 


6 Where parties may find difficulty in effecting their remittances to Agra Drafts on{Calcatta or else- 
where, will be received in repayment of loans at the Exchange of the day. 


7. The Mortgage of real property in the Hill stations and larger Military cantonments will if insured 
against fire be taken in place of life assurance, provided that the property be officially registered in the 
Station Books as belonging to the Bank, and that the amount advanced thereon be regulated by previous 
official report as to its true value. : 


8- In all cases of insurance taken out by or through the Bank, unless the debtor himself desire that 
the policy should be maintained at its original amount, it is reduced half-yearly according to the gradual 
liquidation of the debt against him. 


9. Regimental loans repayable in fire years are granted to Corps to facilitate the establishment and 
maintenance of Messes, Bands, Libraries, and other Regimental purposes. 


10. Loans are granted on the security of Government Paper, on the Stock of the Calcutta, Madras, 
Bombay, Delhi, and N. W. Banks, and on the shares of other approved Joint Stock concerns, where the 
parties borrowing give to the Bank a power to sell the notes or shares forming such security, if, on one 
montb’s notice of intention to close the account, the loan—which will, in the first instance, be for three 
months, and thereafter renewable for a similar term or terms—shall not then be repaid in full. 


Al. Parties desirous of taking advances in Bombay, Madras, or Calcutta may arrange for the same at

‘The Hire of the Steamer is charged at the rate of Rupees 3UU for each and = =During Employ- 


every day on which the Steamer isemployed. And no deduction of hire is 
made for employment during only a portion of the day. 

The Hire of the Steamer is charged’ at the rate of Rupees 200 for each and 
every day during which she is detained when Steam has been got up; and at 
the rate of Rupees 150 for each and every day during which she is detained, 
without Steam. And no deduction of hire is made for detention during only 
@ portion of the day. 

The Hire of the Steamer is charged at the rate of Rs. 200 for the entire day 
following that on which she leaves a Vessel down the river, to admit of the 
Steamer’s return to town. And this charge is made whether she returns to 
town or remain down the river, and equally, however short the actual em- 
ployment of the Steamer may have been, and whether the Steamer return, 
“during the night after being discharged from towing, or not until the following 
day. When the Steamer is dismissed before 8 A. M. at or above Kedgeree, 
before 10 A. M. at or above Mud Point, or before noon at or above Diamond 
Harbour, another day’s hire is not charged for return to town, but the full 
hire of Rs. 300 for that day is charged without deduction, whether the Steamer 
obtain other eniployment or not. If the Steamer obtains a full day’s hire 
from another Vessel, for the day for which return hire is charged, then the 
return hire is charged for only half a day instead of anentire day. But when 
the Steamer obtains only part of a day’s hire, or is obliged to make a deviation 
from the full rates, to obtain employment on her return, then the entire day 
is charged.

‘When the Steamer casts off a vessel in order to render assistance in a case 
of distress, or or when accident to the Steamer not attributable to mismanage- 
ment of the vessel that is in tow, obliges the Steamer to cast her off before 
completing the engagement for the day, then the hire of that day is charged to 
the vessel so cast off only fur the portion of the day during which the Steamer 
has been cmployed by her; but no further concession is made on account of 
any detention to the vessel that may result from such cause, or from other 
unavoidable delay or accident to the Steamer. 

It is discretionary with the Secretaries, and, under their direction, with the 
Commander of the Steamer in certain circumstances, to accept employment 
for the Steamers on short jobs at rates to be agreed upon at the time.—But 
the rates charged upon such occasions are notto be'considered as tending to 
establish precedents for a rate or rule of charge in exception to the general 
rates of the Company.

PROSPECTUS. 


The introduction into British India of Railway communication has been justly regarded as one 
of the most important measures, both to the Government and to the public, which has ever been 
brought forward.

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Impressed with these considerations, the gentlemen who form this association have had various 
communications with the Court of Directors of the Hon. East India Company, the substance of 
which will be found in the subjoined correspondence, between Sir George Larpent and Mr. Ste- 
phenson on the part of this Company, and Mr. Melvill, the Secretary to the Kast India Company. 

Upon the result of these communications, it is satisfactory to find that the East India Com- 
pany, and Her Majesty's Government are duly impressed with the importance of the subject, and 
that they have decided on sending out an eminent Engineer to undertake the preparatory investi- 
gations and surveys, and that they will also be prepared to give the necessary encouragement and 
support to a Company to be formed for the purpose of undertaking the construction of railways in 
India, provided the result of the surveys shall confirm the favorable impreasion at present enter- 
tained by the Government of their practicability and advantage.

Fort William in Bengal.

Equity Rules. 


t. IT IS ORDERED that so much of the Rule ‘I'wenty-nine as to’Bills and Pleadings as directs that a 

Rule may be made to shew cause why the Bill should not be dismissed fur waut of replication and su 
much of the Second Rule as tu examination of witnesses as directs hat in the cases therein mentioned, 
the Bill shall be dismissed, unle.s the complainant on being served with a Rule nist comes in upon the 
terms therein mentioned and vo much of the third inisceliancous Rule as directs that in cases of ircepar- 
able injury or waste, Rules nist may be applied tur be repealed, and that in leu thereof motions may be 
de for the purposes aforesaid according to the practice of the Court of Chancery in England. 
. AND IT Is FURTHER ORDERED that so much of the bith Rule, as to setting down and hearing 
Causes as directs that a Rule shall be served upon the defendant to shew Cause why the Decree shouid 
not be made absolute be repealed, and thatin lieu thereof a Subpwna to shew Cause be served on the 
defendant according to the practic the Court of Chancery tm Engiand. 

3 ANDIT tS FURTHER ORDERED that the fourth and filth of the miscellaneous Rules be repealed 
and that the practice of the Court of Chancery im England as tu hearing parties iu contempt be followed 


in this Court,

1. IT 1S ORDERED that the first of the Taxing Office Rules be repealed.

An Act to consolidate and amend the Laws relating to Insolvent Debtors in India. 
JuNE 9, 1848. 


__Whereas an Act was passed in the Ninth Year of the Reign of His late Majesty King George the Fourth, 
inttuled An Act to provide for the Relief of Insolvent Debtora in the East Undies until the Firat Day of March 
One thousand eight hundred and thirty-three: And whereas a certain other Act was passed in the Second Year 
of the Reizn of His late Majesty Ring William the Fourth, intituled tn Act to continue until the First Day 
of March One thousand eight hundred and thirty six an Act of the Ninth Year of His late Majesty, for the Relief 
Hf Insolvent Dedtora in (udia, whereby the said last mentioned Act was continued in force until the First 
Day of Afarch One thousand eight hundred and thirty-six: And whereas a certain other Act was passed 
in A Session of Parliament holden in the Fourth and Fifth Years of the Reign of His late Majesty King 
William the Fourth, intituled Aa Act to amend the Laws relating to Insolvent Debtors in India: And whereas 
by an Act passed ina Session of Parliament holden in the Sixth and euth Years of the Reign of His

U. And be it enacted, That the Courts established under the first of the said recited Acts for the Re. 
Viet of Insolvent Debtors in the East Indies shall be continued and shall continue to Ue Courts of Record, 
with all the ssme Powers as heretofore, and each shall continue to be styled The Court for the Rehef of 
Insolvent Debtors,” and to be holden before any One Judge of the Supreme Courts of Judicature at Cu!- 
cuda, Madras, an! Bombay respectively, within the respective Limits of the said Towns of Culcula, Madras, 
and Bombsy and that all the Officers of the said Courts respectively now established for the Relief of In- 
solvent Devtorsin the £ast Indies shall be, until removed under the Provisions herein-after contained, the 
Officers of the said Courts hereby continued respectively, and that all Rules and Orders not repugnant to 
the Provisions of this Act now in force iu the said Courts respect: -ely, and all Tables of Fees now in force 
therein, shall, until the same are varied or repealed, continue in force in like Manner to all Intents and 
Purposes as if the Acts in force with respect to Inscivent Debtors before this Act comes into operation 
had been continued by this Act. 

J. And be it enacted, That a Court for the Relief of Insolvent Debtors shall be holden once a Month 
at least throughout the Year, and oftener if need be, in Calcutta, and so often as may be found necessary

AN ACT TO REGULATE DISTRESSES FOR SMALL RENTS IN CALCUTTA. 


1. It ishereby e1 ed it shall be lawful for the Commissioners of the Court of Commissioners for the 
Recovery of Small Settlement of Fort William in Bengal to appoint four or more persons 
to be Bailiffs and Appraisers for the purposes of this ‘Act, and to fix such ‘Temuneration for the services of the 
said Officers a3 shall appear to the said Commissioners expedient, and that ‘such persons shall be duly sworn 
before the said ‘Commissioners, and shall also give security to be approved by the ‘said Comtnissioners faith- 
fally to discharge the duties of their office, ‘and that the said Commissioners shall have power to suspend or 
remove such persons 80 appointed, provided that it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners to appoint the 
Bailiff’ who may be ‘attached from time to time to the said Court to the office of Distraining Bailiffs and Ap-

Inventcry and Notice, provided that it shall be lawful for the petty from whom such rent 1s claimed to be due, 
atany tine within tive days from such seizure, to apply to any Commissioner of the suid Court to discharge 
or stispend such warrant, and it shall be lawful for such Commissioner to discharge or suspend such warrant 
accordingiy, with er without costs, provided always that it shall be lawful for any of the said Commissioners 
in his discretion to give reasonable time to such party to pay the said rent. 


IV. And it is hereby enacted, that in default of such application, it shall be lawful for apy two of such 
Onicers at the expiration of five days from such seizure to appraise the Goor's and Chattels so seized, and to 
give notice in writing in the Form in the Scherlule to this Act annexed (marked &.) of the sale thereof at such 
tine and place as they shall direct, after an interval of not less than two days, and that they shall file in the 
said Court a trie copy of the said Notice, and.that the same shill be sold accordingly, and that the said Ofl- 
cers shall forthwih alter realization of the produce of the said sale, pay over the amount thereof to the Chief 
Clerk of the said Court, and the amount of such produce shall be applied in satisfaction of the sum claimed to 
be due, together with the costs of the said distress, and (hat the surplus, if any, shall be returned to the party 
from whom the said rent was claimed to be due, provided that it shall be lawful for such party to direct that 
such sale shall take place in any other manner, such party giving security for any extra costs attending such 
mode or sa'e. 


V. And it is hereby enacted, that no costs shall be taken or demanded for such distress except those con- 
tained in the schedule to thts Act annexed (marked C), and that it shall be lawful for the sad Commissioners 
to apply the Sura so raised as cosls towards the paymer.t of the contingent charges and remuneration of the 
said Baiiffs and Appraisers ps shall appear tothe said Commissioners expedient, and that the Chiel Clerk of 
the said Court shall keep a book in which all sums received As costs upon distresses made under (he pro~ 
visions of tis Act, and all sums j ald as remuncration to the said Bailils and Appraisers, aud all contingent 
Charges incurred 1n respect of such distresses shall be duly entered, and that the thief Clerk of the said Court 
ShaiPalso enter in the said book all sums realized by sule of (he Goods aud Chattels distrained and paid over 
to the Landlords under the provisions of this Act.

Arrangements under which the business of the Police Office is conducted. 


Ist. The entire Executive Police is under the special orders of the Superintendent of Police 
who acts under the general control of the Chief Magistrate. 

2d. The Town of Calentia, has been divided into two Magisterial Divisions, and the follaw- 
ing line of roads, from the Circular Road to the Strand, has been laid down as the demarkation 
of the extent of the jurisdiction of the two Calcutta Ma: 

Boituckannah, Bow Bazar, Loil Bazar Roads to Tank Square North, down Clive Strect, in a 
Northerly direction till Fairlie Piace, down Old Fort Ghaut Street to the banks of the Heoghly. 

3d. The Senior Magistrate F. W. Birch, Esq. has special authority in the portion of the Town, 
lying North of the above line of roads, and J. Hume, Esq. in the Southern portion, including 
those thoroughfares themselves. 

4th. Parties complaining of felonies, assaults, misdemeanors, &c. will prefer their charges 
Defore the Magistrate in whose jurisdiction they reside. 

5th. The Chicf Magistrate will as heretofore take cognizance of all offences occurring on the 
River and reserve to himself the option of adjudicating cases of importance wherever they may 
occur within the limits of the Town. 

6th. Where Felonies and other serions offences ave been committed, and the offenders not 
apprehended, information should be lodzed with the ofticiating Superintendent of Police, at the 
Police Office or at the nearest Station or Section Hous 

7th. Police Office hours are from 1 o’clock a. M. to 5 pr. a, or till business is finished. 

8th. The Lock-up Houses and Jails to be specially under the orders of the Chief Magistrate, 
and the Fire Engines under the Supcerintendence and general control of the Chief Magistrate ; but 
the Magistrates generally will, of course, lend their hearty aid in cases of serious fire, and in 
visiting the Jails, for the purpose of bringing forward improvements or new regulations. 

Sth. The regulation of religions and other processions will be administered by the Officiating 
Superintendent of Police, under the direction of the Chicf Magistrate. 

10th. All Correspondence on general points affecting the Police, or the Police Buildings, or the 
Establishments. will pass through the office of the Chief Magistrate. 

Vith. All Complaints against Police Officers are to be preferred before the Superintendent, in 
{he first instance. Those requiring to be judicially dealt with and are only cognizable by the 
Chief Magistrate. 
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PRECIS OF CALCUTTA BYE-LAWS. 


OFFENCES AGAINST PROPERTY. 


Bre Law, Ultu Novemser, 1814.—Persons of evil fame frequenting streets, &c. without 
giving a good account of themselves, and shewn upon oath to have been so frequenting strects, 
&c. with intent to commit a felony, may be adjudged, by one justice, to suffer fifty stripes, or to 
be sent to the house of correction for three months. 


Bye Law, 2lst Arait, 1817.—Persons found in possession of lead, iron and other metals, and 
not able honestly to account for their being so, may be sentenced by one Justice to paya fine of 
Ks. 100, for the first offence; 200 Rs. for the second offence, and Rs. 400 for every subsequent 
offence ; or, if the fine is not paid, to 2 munths’, 4 months’, and 6 months’, imprisonment with 
hard labour in the house of correction. 

Power to one Justice to make an order on a husband and father to maintain his wife and child- 
ren, legitimate and illegitimate, and to commit to Common Jail for non-compliance for two 
months. 

Workmen, servants, labourers employed at wharfs, arsenals, godowns, shops, fuund in posses- 
sion of goods, &c. and not able to account for such posseasion satisfactorily, may be committed, by 
one Justice, to the house of correction for 6 months. 


Brg Law, 121TH Novesser, 1816.—Journeymen artificers or workmen, purloining, &c. mate- 
tials delivered to fashion, work up, or repair may be sentenced by one Justice to a fine of Re. 
100; or, if the fine is not paid, to two months’ imprisoument in the house of currection, or the 
like imprisonment without fine. 


é Bre Law, 22p Ocroser, 1819.—Offences similar to the last-mentioned occurring at the Miut, 
liable to 4 months’ imprisonment to the House of Correction or to whipping, or fine, by authority 
of one Justice. 

Persons employed at the Mint contravening rules in regard toalloy, liable to fine not exceeding 
50 Rs. or to public whipping, by one Justice. 

Also, priucipal melters at the Mint, debasing metal, liable to public whipping, also to fine, by 
one Justice, of Rs. 50; and commitment to common jail, and house of correctivn, fur a period not 
exceeding 4 months. 


Bre Law, }3ra Novenngn, 1621.—Persons purchasing, &c. regimental accoutrements from 
soldiers, may be fined, by unc Justice, in the sum of rupees 5U, and if the fine is not puid, nay be 
committed to the cummon juil, or house of correction, for a period not excceding 2 calendar 
months, or may be whipped. 


_ Bre Law, 131 Arnit, 1816.—Marincrs arrived in ships that may be burnt or destroyed, are 
liable to be compelled to serve in other ships, and if they refuse, or desert, to imprisonment for 
two months, beyond the period for which they received advance, by one Justice. 


OFFENCES AGAINST THE PERSON. 


Bye Law, 20TH Jucy 1814, awenpep 7tn Feuruary, 1$18.—Power to one Justice to try 
charges of assault, forcible entry, or other injury, accompanied by furce, not being felony, and to 
inflict a fine, not exceeding one hundred rupees ; and if the fine is not paid, tu commit to the com- 
mon sail for 3 months. ‘Ihe whole of the fine may be awarded by way of satisfaction to the party 
injured. 

Bre Law, 181 Novemper, 1814.—Power to one Justice to try charges of abduction, viz. 
enticing and decoying away from parents or gaurdians for immoral purposes, marricd women, or 
female children under 13 years of age, of Hindoos or Mahomedans not of Christians and to sen- 
tence to 200 rupees fine. ‘If the fine is not paid, then to commit to the house of correction to hard 
labour for 6 munths. 

Brg Law, 26TH Mancn, 1816.—British and foreign mariners deserting from their vessels, or 
overstaying leave, are liable to imprisonment for 30 days in the common jail, or house of corrce- 
tion, by one Justice. 


_ Bre Law, 13Tn Apnit, 1818.—Domestic servants are liuble to two months’ imprisonment, 
in the house of correction, for mis-carriage, or insolence by one Justice. 
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Byg Law, l2tn Novexnen, 1816.—Journeymen and labourers refusing to work according 
to agreement, combining to rnisc wages, or decoy or to intimidate others, are liable to a fine of 
100 rupees, or imprisonment for 60 days in the common jail, or house of correction, by one Jus- 
tice. 


Bye Law, Urn Noveunen, 1814.—Scamen deserting ships liable to a fine of 5U rupecs, in 
detault of payment, or simpliciter or not more than 3U days’ imprisonment in the House of Cor- 
rection, and not less than IL days’ sentence by one Justice. 


Bye Law, 26t1 Marci, 1816.—British and foreign seamen leaving their vessels against the 
will of the master, or overstaying their leave, may be sent to the house of correction for 30 days 
by one Justice. 


OFFENCES AGAINST THE PUBLIC. 


Byg Law, Stu Jury, 1816.—Persons taking wine or liquor into the garrison of Fort William’ 
without authority, and for persons below the rank of oiicers, are liabic to imprisonment in the 
common jail or house of correction. 


Byz Law, 18tu Novemner, 1810.—Persons throwing dirt, &c., on roads; or into drains, or 
leaving bricks, carriages, &c., or vbstructing them, shall forfeit !U rupees. 

Persons not removing projections, or encruachments on roads, on notice, are liable to be fined 
100 rupees, and expences of removal. 

Workmen rebnilding walls and encroaching beyond the old foundations, liable to a fine of one 
thousand rupees, and the wall to be pulled down. 

The above penalties to be adjudged by two Justices, ‘and levied by distress of goods. If such 
distress is not und sufficient, then offenders may be committed for six months to the Common 
Jail. : 

N. B. This Bye Law gives the power to Justices to summon Juries to assess the value of 
lands about to be taken for rouds and sewers. : e 

By the same Bye Law, persons of low condition walking with arms in the street, without 
authority of Government, or of a Justice of the Peace, liable to forfeiture of arms and a ‘ine of 20 
rupees, to be adjudged by one Justice. 


Bye Law, 23p Jun, 1802.—Gunpowder is forbilden to be manufactured or sold in Calcutta, 
without license, under penalty of seizure of the puwder, and fine of 500 rupees is made, and4 
rupees per seer it sold. One Justice may sentence where the penalty is legs than one hundred 
rupees. License to be granted by two Justices. 


Bye Law, 7ta Feoruary, 1818.—Hotels, Taverns, Punch Houses, &c., to be licensed by two 
Justices. If opened without license, a fine of rupees 100 may be levied by two Justices. By this 
law a particular ghant is appointed for seamen to land at. (N. B. A dead letter,) 

Bys Law, lita Apait, 182U.—Common or promiscuous gaming for money liable to a fine of 
100 rupees: if not paid, 3 months’ imprisonment in the House of Correction, by one Justice. 


Brg Law, 8ru Mancu, 1827.—Ticca bearers plying without badges, liable to a fine of 20 
Tupees, and in default of payment, imprisonment in the common jail or house of correction, not 
exceeding one month by one Justice.

Memoranda. 

1. A tax is levied on all dwelling houses in Calcutta, to the amount of 5 per cent. on the 
annual rent. 

2. No remission of House Tax can be allowed unless notice of the vacancy of Premises be 
given within seven days of their becoming vacant, (for which notice a receipt is granted.) nor 
unless similar notice be given of the re-occupancy of such premises within seven days of their 
becoming occupied, (for which notice a receipt is likewise given.) 

3. The bills for House Tax, are made out from books prepared by the Asscssors, and approved 
by the Justices at their Quarter Scssions, when partics are desirous of having their own namcs 
substituted for the names in which the bills are made out, or when the Assessors valuation of pre- 
mises is objected to, they should apply to the Justices at their Quarter Sessions for the alteration 
of names or the abatement of assessment, as the case may be, and Landlords, are pardewerly, Te- 
quired to take notice that any abatement in the assessment which may be allowed by the Justices 
in Sessions bas cffect from and after the quarter immediately succeeding that in which the abate- 
ment was allowed, and not retrospectively. 

4. The Quarter Sessions are holden by IH. M. Justices of the Peace in February, May, 
Atgust and November in each year; at these Ses,ions the Assessors make such increase in the 
valuation of premises as they may deem proper, timely notice being served upon the owners or 
occupiers of the premises the assessment whereof it is proposed to increase, public notice is given 
in the Calcntin Lzchange Gazette and Bengally and Persian Newspapers of the holding of the 
Quarter Sessions, and of the period allowed by the Justices for receiving appeals against the as- 
sessment, which should be dclivered to the Clerk to the Justices. ‘Ihe assessors give notice to 
appellants of the day and hour appointed by the Justices to hear their appeals. 

5. The House,Tax is payable quarterly and recoverable, in cascs of default by distress of the 
goods and chattel#of the owner or occupier, under the provisions of the statute 33d Geo. 3d Cap. 
52d Sec. 155th and the Act (No. 24,) passed by the Right Honorable the Governor General in 
Council on the 7th December, 1840. 
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Act No. XVI. of 1847, passed on the 23d October, 1847. 


For constituting Commissioners for the improvement of the Town of Calcutta partly by appointment 
of the Government and partly by election of the Rate-payers. 


Whereas by the 158th Section of the 52d Chapter of the Statute 33, George IIT., certain powers 
and duties in regard to the collection and disbursement of the Assessment thereby authorized to 
be made by the Justices of the Peace within or for the Presidency of Fort William, were confer. 
yed and imposed npon the said Justices. And whereas by Act No. XXIV. of 1840, certain 
changes were made in the Law relating to the said Assessment. 

And whereas it is apparent that the Sewerage and Drainage of the Town of Calcutta, and the 
supply of water for the domestic use of the inhabitants thereof, and for the due cleansing of Drains 
therein, and the means of providing for the duc ventilation of the Town, and the repairing, clean- 
sing and lighting the roads and strects, and the making convenient lines of communication by 
spacious streets, and the preventing and removing of nuisances, and the due provision of adeqnate 
means for the relief of the sick poor in the said Town are very defective, all which cause excessive 
disease and great mortality. And whereas the Laws and Regulations now in force, and the pecu- 
niary means applicable to the said objects are wholly insufficient for the remedy of so great « 
mischief, andl whereas it is expedient that remedy should be had herein. 

I. It is hereby enncted, that Act No. XXLV. of 1840, entitled an Act for amending the Law 
with respect to Rates for municipal purposes within the Town of Calcutta, is repealed. 

Il. And itis hereby enacted, that all the snid powers and duties in regard to the collection 
and disbursement of the said Assessments shall from and after the First day of January 183 
cease to be exercised and performed by the said Justices for the Town of Calcutta, and shall be 
exercised and performed by a Board of Seven Commissioners to be called the Commissioners fcr 
the Improvement of the Town of Calcu’ta, of whom three shall be appointed by the Governor of 
Bengal, and four shall be elected by the Rate-payers of the Town of Calcutta, that is to say, one 
by the Rate-payers of each of the following Divisions, viz. ¢

or of such other Divisions as the Govornor of Bengal may from time to time appoint ; or in de- 
fault of election shall be appointed by the said Governor of Bengal, and any vacancies which 
may from time to time occur in the situations of any of the Commissioners who shall have becn 
appointed by the said Governor, shall be filled up by the appointment of the said Governor. 

IIL. And it is hereby enacted, that the said Commissioners shall severally reccive such Salaries 
as may from time to time be fixed by thie Governor of Bengal, with the concurrence of the Gover- 
nor General in Council, and that for the exercise and performance of all the powers and duties 
hereinbefore or hereinafter conferred and imposed upon the said Commissioners, five shal: be a 
quorum. Provided always and it is hereby enacted, that it shall be Jawful for any one of the said 
Commissioncrs to issue a warrant of Distress for the recovery of any arrears of any rates or taxes 
accruing under the said 158th Section of the said Statute or under this Act. 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that the time and place and manner of the elections of the said 
elective Commissioners in each of the said Divisions shall be according tosuch scheme as shall be 
agreed npon by a general mecting of the Owners and Occupiers of assessed honses, buildings and 
groundsinthe said Town, consisting of not less than one hundg-d of the snid Owners and Occu- 
piers, and presented on behalf of such meeting to the Governor of Bengal and approved by him. 
But so as such elections shall take place annually. 

Frovided always and it is hereby enacted, that if no snch general meeting shall be held within 
one month from the passing of this Act, or if no such scheme shail be presented on behalf of such 
meeting to the Governor of Bengal within’ one month after such meeting shall have been held, it 
shall then be lawful for the said Governor of Bengal to appoint tho whole of the said Commis- 
sioners. 

Provided also and it is hereby cnacted, that the scheme shall be laid by the Governor of Bengal 
before the Governor General in Council for his approbation, and shall not be in force until such 
approbation shall have been signified in writing. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that the said Commissioncrs shall from and after the said day 
have power within the said Town tolevy upon the Owners or Users of the several kinds of Car- 
riages, Carts and Horses mentioned in the Schedule to this Act annexed, taxes according to the 
rates mentioned in the said Schedule, and that the said Commissioners shall have power and dis- 
cretion to compound with Livery Stable Keepers and other persons keeping Catringes and Horses 
for hire for an annual rate of tax to be assessed upon the Carriages and Horses in their Establish- 
ments in lieu of taxes according to the rates mentioned in the said Schedule. 

VI. And it is enacted, that the said taxes according to the rates mentioned in the said Sche- 
dule shall be levied quarterly, and that every person who has been the Owner or User of aCar- 
riage or Horse within te said Town during thirty days in any one quarter shall be liable for the 
taxes of that entire quarter. Provided always that no person who has not been the Owner or 
User of a Carriage or Horse within the said ‘Town during thirty days in any one quarter shall be 
liable to any tax in respect of any Carriage or Horse. Provided also that no such tax shall be 
levied in respect of any Horse, Carriage or Cart in the employment of Government. 

VII. And it is hereby enacted, that the assessments and rates made under the authority of the 
Statute 33 George III. C. 52, Section 158, and of Section II. of this Act, shall be of such amount 
as together with the amount of the taxes to be levied by the Commissioners under Section V. of 
this Act, and together with such other funds as may be placed at the disposal of the said Com- 
missioners by the Government of Bengal, shall appear to the said Commissioncrs expedient for 
completely effecting the purposes specified in this Act, any thing in the said 198th Section of the 
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said Statute notwithstanding. Provided always, that no rate shall be made exceeding five per 
cent. on the assessed value of property without the sanction of the Governor of Bengal. 

VIII. And itis hereby enacted, that for the assessment and collection of the rates and taxcs 
to be levied by the said Commissioncrs it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners to appoint 
such Assessor or Assessors, Collector or Collectors, to make such union of the Offices of Assessor 
and Collector, and to prescribe such rules and take such securities for the due execution of the 
duties of such Assessors and Collectors as the said Commissioners shall deem expedient, and such 
Assessors and Collectors shall receive such salaries as the Government of Bengal may sve fit to 
sanction, 

IX. And itis hereby enacted, that it shall not be necessary in any assessment rate or warrant 
of distress under the said Statute, and this Act, to apecify the names of the Owners or Occupiers 
of Houses, Buildings and Grounds; but it shall be suiticient if every property rated be iden- 
tified, and in the case of Houses numbered in any street, that the name of the street and number 
of the House rated be particularly specified. 

X. And it is hereby enacted, that the Goods and Chattels of the Owners of any Houses, Build- 
ings or Grounds rated under the said Statute, and this Act, shall be seizable any where (except 
Goods and Chattels concealed as hereinafter mentioned) for deticiency in the payment of ratea, 
and that all Goods and Chattels which shall be found upon any premises rated shall be seizable 
for any arrears, which may be duc tor a period of one year immediately preceding such seizure, 
and in the case of the svizure of the Goods and Chattels of a tenant under such circumstances, 
such tenant may deduct the amount of the levy from the next payment of his rent. 

XI. And itis hereby enacted, that when there is ground to suspect that Goods and Chaitels 
liable to distress under the said Statute, and this Act, are concealed in any Zenaua, the Officer 
charged with the exccutiun ofthe warrant shall make a special report to the Commissioner grant- 
ing the same, who shall thereupon follow as closcly as is practicable, the rules for the seizure of 
Goods and Chattcls in like cases adopted by Her Majesty’s Supreme Court. 

XIL, Andit is hereby enactedythat it shall be lawful tor the said Commissioners, and they are 
hereby required to make rules and as occasion may require tu add to, revoke or alter the same, 
for the regulation of the time and manner of assessing and levying the said taxes, and fur com- 
pelling persons to give any information which may be necessary for that purpose, and for impos- 
ing peuaities upon persons not performing any duty cast upon them by the said rules fur the said 
purpose, and upon persons obstructing any persons acting under the said Commissioners in that 
behalf so as that such penalty shall not in any case exceed 100 Rupees. 

XIU. And jt is hereby enacted, that such rules shall be laid before the Governor of Bengal 
and approved by him, and shall ten be laid by the said Governor of Bengal before the Governor 
General in Council, and when approved by him shall have the force of law. Provided always, 
and it is hereby enacted, that the said taxcs shall not be Ieviable until such rules have been go 
made and approved. . 

XIV. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be Jawful for the said Commissioners to levy the 
arrears of the said taxes and any penalties which may be: incurred under the said rules by the 
same process of distress as is hereinbefore provided for the levying of the aforcsaid rates on 
Houses, Buildings and Grounds. 

XV. And it is hereby enacted, that the whole proceeds of the said rates and taxes, after pay- 
ing all Salaries Establishments and incidental expences of the said Commissioners shall, together 
with such monics as the Government of Bengal with the sanction of the Governor General iu 
Council may dircct to be paid over to the said Commissioners, be applied by them to the follow- 
ing purposes, viz. 

Formation of Tanks and Aqueduets for the conveyance of water to all parts of the town. 
Opening of Strects and Squares in crowded parts of the Town. 

Filling up stagnant pools of water and removing obstructions to the free circulation of air.

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Act No. XXIV. of 1840, passed on 7th December, 1840. | 


For amending the Law with respect to rates for Municipal purposes within the Toton of 
Calcutta. 


( Repealed by Act No. 16 of 1847.) 


I. Whereas it is expedient to specify the particular purposes to which rates assessed on houses, 
buildings and grounds in Calcutta shall be applied; and abolish the practice which has hitherto 
prevailed, of levying five per cent. on the annual value of all houses, buildings and grounds, 
without refurence to the amount necessary for accomplishing the purposes of the rates; such per- 
centage being inadequate for the purposes to which the rates have hitherto been deemed applica- 
ble. And whereas it is expedient to make the per-centage leviable by quarterly rates on the an- 
nual value of property to depend entirely on the expenditure necessary for accomplishing in an 
efficient manner, the purposes to which the rates shall henceforth be applicable, and providing for 
all incidental expences and casual deficiencies or defaults. And whereas it is expedient to sub- 
ject the collection and administration of the funds raised for Muuicipal purposes in the various 
districts of the town to the management of the rate-payers themselves within such districts res- 
pectively, whenever they are desirous of undertaking the same, and are willing to enter into pro- 
per arrangements for the purpose. And whereas it is expedient to modify the provisions of the 
Statute 33, Geo. 3, Chap. 52, in regard to assessments for the town of Calcutta in order for the 
better collection of the same, reserving all the authority of such Statute in matters not inconsis- 
tent with this Act,— 

It is hereby enacted, that the assessments which by the Statute 33, Geo. 3, Chap. 52 are autho- 
rized to be made for the town of Calcutta, shall be applicable to the fullowing purposes only—viz. - 
lighting and watering the roads and streets, and cleansing and repairing the sane and the drains 
of the said town. 

Il. And it is hereby enacted, that the assessments and rates made under the authority of the 
said statute shall be sufficient for accomplishing, in an efficient manner, the purposes mentioned 
in the last section, for discharging all incidental expences, and fer making up deficiencies and 
defaults of every kind whatsoever. Provided always that no rate shall be made exceeding the 
amount of five per cent. on the assessed value of property without the sanction of the Gevernor 
of Fort William in Bengal. 

Ill. Aud it is hereby enacted, for the encouragement of the control and supervision of the as- 
sessment and collection of the rates and management thereof within particular divisions being 
undertaken by the rate-payers themselves—the Justices at their quarter ions shall publish 
quarterly the particulars of all sums laid ont, and all the expences of collection and deficicncics 
during the preceding quarter within the following divisions of the town, or such other divisions 
as the Governor of Fort William in Bengal may from time to time direct, so long as the ass 
ment, collection or management of the rates for such divisions shall remain under their jurisdic- 
tion, viz. the Ist or Upper North Division, bounded as follows: 

North—by the Mahratta Ditch. 

South—by the Mutchooa Bazar Road and Cotton Street to Meerbhur’s Ghaut. 

East—by the Circular Road. 

West—by the River Hooghly. 

2d or Lower North Division, bounded as fullows : =e 

North—by Mutchooa Bazar Roa and Cotton Strect to Meerbhur’s Ghant. 

South—by the Boitakhanna and Bow Bazar Road, and Hare Street, to Polico Ghaut. 

East—by the Circular Road. 

West—by the Circular Road. 

3d or Upper South Division, bounded as follows : 

North—Boitakhanna, Bow Bazar Road and Hare Sircet, to Police Ghant. 

South—Durrnmtollah Strect and Esplanade Row, to Chandpaul Ghaut. 

East—Circular Road. 

West—River Hooghly. 

4th or Lower South Division, bounded as follows: 

North—by the Durrumtollah Street and Esplanade Row, to Chandpaul Ghaut. F 

South—by the Lower Circular Road to Kidderpore Bridge and ‘Tully's Nullah, to River 
Hooghly, including the Fort and Cooly Bazar. 

East—by the Circular Road. 

West—by the River Hooghly. 
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IV._ And it is hereby enacted, whenever two-thirds in number and value of the rate-payers of 
any such respective divisions shall apply to the Governor of Fort William in Bengal to under- 
take themselves the assessment, collection and management of the rates of such division, or any 
or either of these trusts, it shall be lawful for the Governor of Fort William in Bengal to autho- 
rise the same accordingly, at his discretion; provided always that such majority of rate-payers 
shall presert a scheme which shall obtain his full approbation for the safe and efficient execution 
of the trusts, the transfer of which from the present authorities is sought for. Provided always 
that in any such arrangement, the amount to be levied in any particular division sha!l not be con- 
sidered as necessarily limited by the amount expended within such division, but shall be adjusted 
by the Governor of Fort William in Bengal upon reference to all local circumstances. 


V. And it is hereby enacted, that for the better assessment and collection of rates under this 
Act, it shall be lawful for the Governor of Fort William in Bengal, to appoint such assessor or 
asscssors, collector or collectors and to make such union of the ollices of assessor and collector, 
and to prescribe such rules and take such sccuritics for the due execution of this Act by the 
person or persons employed in assessments and collections and in the management of the rates 
collected as he shall deem expedient. 


VI. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall not be necessary in any Assessment rate or War- 
rant of Distress under this Act to specify the names of the owners or occupiers of houses, build- 
ings and grounds ; but it shall be sufficient if every property rated be identified, and, in the case 
of houses numbered in avy strect, that the name of the street and number of the house rated be 
particularly specified. : 

VII. And it is hereby enacted, that the goods and chattels of the owner of any property rated 
shall be seizable any where (except where property is concealed as hereinafter mentioned) for 
deficiency in the payment of rates. And that all property which shall be found upon any premi- 
ses rated, shall-be scizable for any arrears which may be due for a period of one year immediatel: 
preceding such scizure. And in the case of the seizure of the property of a tenant under uch 
circumstances, he may deduct the amount of the levy from the next payment of his rent. 


VII. And it is hereby enacted, that where there is ground to suspect that property liable to 
distress under this Act is concealed in any Zenana, the Oflicer charged with the execution of the 
warrant shall make a special report to the Justice granting the same, who shall thereupon follow, 
as closely as is practicable, the rules for the seizure of property in like cases adopted by Her 
Majesty’s Supreme Court.

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TEEKA PALANKEENS AND BEARERS. 


A rule, ordinance, and regulation for the good order and civil government of the settlement of 
Fort William in Bengal, aud for regulating the number and fare of Teeka Palankeens and Teeka 
Bearers in the Town of Calcutta, made and passed by the Vice President in Council, of and for 
the Presidency of Fort William in Bengal, the Eighth day of March, in the year of Our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and twenty-seven, and registered in the Supreme Court of Judicature, on 

the 27th April, 1837. 


Whereas, it is considered just and expedient to regulate the number and fare of. Teeka Palan- 
keens and Teeka Bearers, in the Town of Calcutta, and place them in such manner under con- 
trol of the Police, as may tend to the greater convenience of the public. 


I. Be it therefore ordained by the Vice President in Council, of and for the Presidency and 
settlement of Fort William in Bengal, and by virtue of the powers in him vested, by a certain 
Act of Parliament passed in the thirteenth year of the reign of His Majesty King George the LII. 
entituled “An Act for establishing certain regulations for the better management of the affairs of 
the East India Company as well in India as in Europe,” and by a certain other Act of Parlia- 
ment, passed in the fortieth year of His said Majesty King George III. entituled “ An Act for esta- 
blishing further regulations for the government of the British territoties in India, and the better 
administration of justice within the same, that thirty days after the due publication and registry of 
this rule, ordinance, and regulation in the Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort William in Ber- 
gal, with the consent and approbation of the said Supreme Coutt, if the said Court shall, in its 
discretion, approve of and consent to the publication and registry of the same, no person whatever 
shall let out or keep for hire any Teeka Palankeen, or serve as a Teeka Bearer within the limits 
of the Town of Calcutta, without having obtained a license for that purpose, signed by two of 
His Majesty’s Justices of the Peace, acting in and for the Town of Calcutta. 


Il. And be it further ordained by the authority aforesaid, that it shall and may be Jawfal 
for the aforesaid Justices of the Peace, to license such number of Teeka Palankeens and Teeka 
Bearers, as they the said Justices shall deem sufficient for the said settlement of Fort Willian 
in Bengal, and that such licenses shall be granted for the term of one year, and shall and may 
be recalled by any two of the said Justices, at any time within the said year, fur any great mis- 
conduct, or misbehaviour of any persons to whom such license shall have been granted ; and 
that if any persons within the said settlement of Fort William in Bengal, shall let out or keep 
for hire any Teeka Palankcens, or serve as Teeka Bearers without having obtained such license 
as is required by this rule, ordinance, and regulation, or after any license which he may have 
obtained shall have expired or been recalled, such person shall, upon conviction before two or 
more of the said Justices of the Peace, forfeit for each and every such offence a sum not exceed- 
ing thirty rupees, and in defult of payment, shall be forthwith committed to the Common Goal 
or owe of Correction, for any period not exceeding two months, unless the fine shall be sooner 
paid. 

Ill. And be it further ordained by the authority aforesaid, that every Palankeen 8o licensed, 
as aforesaid, shall bear on each side thereof, in large characters in English and Bengallce figures ot 
characters, the number of such license, and that every Tecka Bearer so licensed aforesaid, shall 
wear engtaven or written thereon in large characters in English and Bengallee figures or charac- 
ters, and that if any person, having obtaincd a license as aforesaid, to let out and keep for hire 
a Tecka Palankcen, or to serve as Teeka Bearer, shall neglect to have the number of his license 
on his Palankeen or badge, as herein-before ordered and directed, every such person shall forfeit, 
for each and such offence, any sum not excecding twenty rupces, and in default of payment, shall 
be committed to the Common Guval or House of Correction, for any period, not exceeding one 
month, unless the fine shall be sooner paid. 


IV. And be it further ordained by the authority aforesaid, that it shall and may be lawful for 
any four or more of the aforesaid Justices of the Peace, from time to time, as they may deem fit 
to fix and settle the dates, and hire of ‘'eeka Palankeens and Tecka Bearers within the said settle- 
ment of Fort William in Bengal, and that such rates and hire shall be published in the English 
and Bengallee languages, twice in the Government Gazette, and affixed at the Court House, Banks- 
hall, Police Office, and other public places, for fifteen days before such rates or hire shall be con- 
sidered as fixed and setticd; and that if the owner or person in charge of any Teeka Palankeen, 
shall refuse to hire and Jet out the same, at the rate and price so fixed by the said Justices of the 
Peace as aforesaid, or shall receive or require any larger rate of hire, the person or persons to 
whom the license for such palankeen shall have been granted, shall forfeit for each and every such 
offence any sum not exceeding twenty rupees, and in default of payment, shall be forthwith com- 
mitted to the Common Goal or House of Correction, for any period not exceeding one month, 
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unless the fine shall be sooner paid; and if any Teeka Bearer shalt refuse to serve at the rate of 
hire, so fixed as aforesaid, or shall receive or require any larger price or hire, every such person. 
shall, for each and every such offence, forfeit any sum not exceeding ten rupees, and in default 
of payment, shall be forthwith committed to the Common Goal or House of Correction, for any 
period not exceeding fifteen days, unless the fine shall be sooner paid, provided always, that 
no person shall be deemed or taken to be subject to the penalties in the section enacted unless the 
fixed and settled rate of hire shall have been tendered and offered to him or to some one acting 
on his behalf. 


V. And be it further ordained by the authority aforesaid, that if any person shall refuse to pay 
to the Owner of any Tecka Palankeen, or to any Teeka Bearer, so licensed as aforesaid, within 
the said settlement of Fort William, the hire earned and due to the owner of such Tecka Palan- 
keen, or to such ‘I'ecka Bearer, according to the rate and hire su fixed as aforesaid, or if any per- 
son shall wilfully break, cut, deface, or injure any Tecka Palankeen, such person shall, upon con- 
viction before two or more of the aforesaid Justices of the Peace, forfeit a sum not exceeding filly 
rupees, and in defatilt of payment, shall be forthwith committed to the Common Goal, for any 
period not exceeding fourteen days, unless the fine shall be sooner paid : and if the fine shall be 
paid, it shall and may be lawful for the Justices before whom such person shall be convicted, to 
award and give to the party complaining the whole or any part of such fine. 


VI. And be it further ordained by the authority aforesaid, that if the owner of any Teeka 
Palankeen or any ‘l'eeka Bearer, so licensed as aforesaid, within the said settlement of Fort Wil- 
liam, shall make use of insolent or abusive language, to or towards any person hiring, or propos- 
ing, or offering to hire such Palankeen or Bearer, or otherwise grossly misconduct himself, such 
persons shall, for each and every such offence, forfeit a sum not exceeding ten rupees, and in 
default of payment, be committed tothe Common Goal or House of Correction, for any period 
not exceeding fourteen days. 


VIL. And be it further ordained by the authority aforesaid, that it shall and may be lawful 
for four or more of the aforcsaid Justices of the Peace, from time to time, as they may think fit, 
to appoint and fix certain convenient places as stands for Tecka Palankeens and Teeka Bearers. 
and that notice of the same be twice published in the Government Gazette in the English and 
Bengallee languages, and shall be fixed at the Court House, Bankshall, Police Office, and other 
public places for fifteen days, before such places shall be considered as fixed and settled stands; 
and if the owner of any Teeka Palankeens or any Teeka Bearers so Jicensed as aforesaid within 
the said settlement of Fort William in Bengal, shall remain and wait for hire in any part of the 
public streets, roads, and passages within the said settlement, excapt such parts as shall be fixed 
and appointed by the said Justices of the Peace, as aforesaid, such person shall, for each and 
every such offence, forfeit asum not exceeding 1U rupees, and in default of payment, shall be com- 
mitted to the Common Goal or House of Correction for any period, not exceediug fourteen days- 


VIII. And be it further ordained by the authority aforesaid, that all offences committed, and 
all pecuniary forfeitures and penalties had, or incurred under or against this rule, ordinance, and 
regulation, shall and may be heard and adjudged and determined by two or more of the afore- 
said Justices of the Peace, who are hereby empowered and authorized to hear and determine the 
same, and to issue their summons or warrant, for bringing the party or parties complained of 
before them ; and upon his or their appearance, or contempt and default to hear the parties, exa- 
mine witnesses, and give judgment or sentence according as in and by this rule, ordinance, and 
regulation is ordained and directed; and that all such fines and forfeiturcs when paid, except 
only such parts of them as the justices shall have directed to be paid to the parties complaining 
under the authority of section V1. shall be from time to time, transmitted to the General Trea- 
sury of the United Company of Merchants of England trading to the East Indies, and be em- 
ployed and disposed of according to the order and direction of Her Majesty’s said Justices of the 
Peace, at their general quarter, or other sessions. 

IX. Provided always, that nothing in this regulation contained, shall in any way extend to 
prevent any person, without license, from hiring or letting to hire any Palankeen for a month or 
any longer period, or to prevent any person without license from hiring any Bearer or set -of 
Bearers for a month, or any longer period, orto prevent any person without license from engag- 
ing and hiring himself to serve as a Bearer for a month or any longer period, or from serving un- 
der such engagment and hiring.

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RULES 
RELATIVE TO THE GRANT OF 


SUPBRANNUATION PENSIONS 


TO SUBORDINATE OFFICERS IN THE CIVIL DEPARTMENT. 


__Firat.—Superannuation Pensions will be granted only to the superior classes of Public Servants indicated 
in the annexed list. Inferior Servants, Suwars, arined or organised Peous, including Jemadars, and other 
ranks, Lascars,* Boatmen, Artificers, Labourers, and menials, are to have no claim to such provision, 

Second —With the exception of Native Judges und Law Officers, the supplicant must have been employed 
in the Public Service fora period of at least 20 years. 7 

Third —The Public Servant, whatever may have been the period of his service, must be incapacitated 
ae foes employment, by old age, protracted ill health, loss of sight, or other bodily or mental in- 

'y- * 

Fourth.—The character, conduct and past services of the Public Servant must be favourably certified by the 
Officers or Orticer under whom he may have been employed, and must appear to be such as to entitle him to 
the favorable consideration of Government. 

Fifth —Whenever it may be judged expedient to grant a Pension to a Public Ovticer whose cause may come 
within the foregoing provisions, the amount of the Pension shall be limited as follows : _ i 

ist.—If the period during which the individual may have been actually employed in the Public Service, 
shall be more than twenty years but less than thirty vears, the amount of the Pension shall not exceed one- 
third of the monthly salary, or authorized official allowances of such individual, calculated on an average of 
five years previoualy to the date of application of such Pension. 2 

2nd-—If the period of actual Service shall have been thirty years or upwards, the amount of the Pension 
shall mot exceed one-balt of the Salary or authorized allowances of the individual, calculated in the above 
manner stated. ; 

Srd.—For Law Officers and Native Judges, the period of fifteen years, shall be substituted for that specified 
in clause Ist, and twenty two years for the term mentioned in clause 2nd. a P 

4th.—The rates of Pensions shall be fixed on a graduated scale, within the prescribed limitations, with re- 
ference to the responsibility and arduousness of te employment, the degree of merit of the individual, and 
the nature and length of his service. : 

Sixth—A pension will hereafter be granted by Government to the family, or any member of the family of a 
deceased public servant only when such servant aliall have been killed in the execution of his public duty, or 
shall have died in consequence of wounds or accidents sustained therein. : 

Seventh —Should cases rise, which are pot sufliciently provided for in these rules, or in which, from special 
circumstances Government may be pleased to deviate from them in favour of a claimant to a Pension, such 
Pension shall be considered only as temporary and provisional, until the grant shall have received the sanc- 
tion of the Honorable Court of Directors. 

_ Bighth.—Whenever application may be made to Government with a view of obtaining the grant of a Pen- 
sion, in favour of any officer employed in the public service, the application shall contain fuil and specific in- 
formation on the following points: 

The name, class or caste, age and proposed place of residence of the individual, for whom Pension 
may be solicited, the situation in which he may be employed at the time when the application may be made, 
the total period during which the individual may have been employed in the public service, and the various 
official situations, in which he may from tine to time have been so ew ployed 

2nd. The monthly amount of the Salary or ofticial allowances of the individual in question, on an average 
Of five years previously to the date of the application. 

Srd. “Be causes by which the individual may have been rendered incapable of discharging any longer the 
gates of his Olfice, whether by extreme old age, protracted illness, loss of sight or other bodily or mental in- 

rmity. 
© athe His general character, conduct, and past services, in the official situations which he may have 

eld. 


Ninth.—1f the officer making the application shall be unable from his personal or official knowledge to sup- 
ply the whole of the specitic information above required, he shall upon the individual in whose favor the ap- 
plication may be made to furnish a written statement (to be verified by bis oath or solemn declaration, if re- 
Quired.) on such of the points above noticed as may be necessary. : 

Tenth—\f the individual shall be rendered incapable of further service by protracted illness, loss of sight, 
cor other bodily or mental infirmity, a medical certificate to that effect shall be also transmitted with the appli- 
cation. 

Elerenth—Each application fora Pension under the foregoing Rules shall be made by the Head of the 
Office, under whom the individual, recommended to be pensioned, may be employed, in a letter addressed to 
Government and accompanied by a register ou a separate sheet of paper in the Furm hereto annexed. 

Twelfth—Lapses of Pensions shall ve communicated to the Civil Auditor as soon us possible after the oc- 
currence, and it shall be duty of the several Oflicers in the charce of Treasuries from which Pensions are 
pe: to appoint a proper person of their Establishment to report au lapses (o them, and along witb themselves 

e responsible to Government for the fultilment of this rule. 

Thirteenth—No Pensions shall be payable in arrear for a period exceeding six months without the express 
sanction of Government, obtained throngh the Civil Auditor, unless the cause of the suspension of payment 
shall have been the neglect, order, or act of some public Officers, and beyond the contiol of the Pensioner ; 
when the Civil Auditor on a relerence being made to him, shall exercise his discretion in passing urrears lor 
payment, or submit a represeatation of the case for the information and ordersol Government as he shall con- 
sider proper. 


* Native Seamen in the Marine or Pilot Establishment at this Presidency are not included within the Pprovi- 
sions of these Rules. 
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Pourteenth.—It shall be the duty of the Civil Auditor to exercise a vigilant contro! over all others, and that 
view to bring to the notice of Government all instances, in which in the granting of Superannuation Pensica 
any of these rules may be departed from unless he shall be distinctly informed that a special exception bas 
been made in the individual instance, 


Fifteenth.—\t shall further be the duty of the Civi) Auditor to lay before Government, at the end of each 
official year, a statement exhibiting a comparison between the amount of Pensions granted during the vear, 
and, as a check against the fraudulent continuance of Pensions beyond the actual term of the pensioned fives, 
that Otfiicer shall, from time to time, compare the periodical decrement of life among the Pensioners of each 
year, with the usual duration of life, and where lapses do not occur, in the proportion that might be antici- 
pated, it shall be his business to institute such enquiries as may appear necessary to ascertain whether, apd 
in what particular, instances, fraud has actually been comm _tted, and to submit to Government the result of 

is investigation, =.

RULES REGARDING TRAVELLING ALLOWANCE ‘(FOR UNCOVENANTED SER. 
VANTS OF GOVERNMENT. 


Agra, Judicial and Revenue Department, the 11th July, 1846. 


Ist. In consolidation and explanation of Existing Rules regarding Travelling Allowance to Uncorenanted 
Officers, the Hon'ble the Lieutenant Governor is pleased to publish the following for general information’: 

Qd. The Travelling Allowances of all Uncovenanted Officers, Christian or Native, in the Reveoue, Jadi- 
cial and Political Branches of the Service, as detailed below, stall be 3-i0th of the Salary drawn by each m- 
dividual. + 

3d. When the Officer may be required to proceed by Dawk, under Special Authority from Government, he 
will receive at the rate of four Annas per mile, during the time he may so travel, and on the days on which 
he may not so travel, he will receive at the aforesaid rate of 3.10th of his Salary. 

4th. This Scale of Allowance will come into effect on August Ist of this year, and will be applicable to the 
following persons, whether present incumbents or otherwise, 

Sth, The fixed Establishments of public Conyenanted Officers, when moving from the Station, or usual fixed 
Residence of such Officers. 

6th, All Principal Sudder Ameens, Sudder Ameens, Moonsiffs, Deputy Collectors and Deputy Magistrates. 
when required to travel within their Districts, or during transit from one District to another when ordered on 
the public Service, and without a view to their Promotion or to their acting in a higher grade. 

7th, All Najeebs, Burkundazes, or Men of the Provincial Battalions, when ordered beyond the limits of the 
District or Vivision within which they ate ordivarily required to serve, 
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Fort William, Financ ial Department, the 24th July, 1846. 


Nottpication —The following Rales for regulating Leave of Absence and Acting Allowances to Public 
Officers in [ndia, not in the Covenanted Service of the East India Company, have been passed by the Hon'ble 
the President in Council with the concurrence of the Right Hon'ble the Governor General, and are published 
gor general information: 

I. Heads of Offices and Departments may grant to their Subordinates leave of absence without deduction 


rom ‘y, during the vacations authorized by Government in each Department, and it shall not be neces- 
ary to report the same to any higher authority. 


It. In addition to the above, the Local Government will, at the recommendation of the Head of a Depart- 
ment and on sufficient cause being shown, grant special leave of absence on private affairs, for not more than 
8ix months, to any place within the limits of the East India Company's C! , one-half of the Absentec's 
Salary being deducted for such period of absence. 


Ill. The Local Government will also grant Lenve of Absence on Medical Certificate, for any period, not 


exceeding one year, to any place within the limits of the East India Company's Charter, one. half of the Ab. 
sentee's Salary being deducted for such period of absence. 


1V. In cases of extreme urgency the Heads of Offices are authorized to it Leave of Absence on Medi- 


cal Certificate, to the extent ofa month, subject !o the deduction specified in the preceding Rule, reporting 
the same to Government for sanction, 


V. Ifthe period of lenve gronted under Rule 111 be less than one year, the Government will extend the 


same, whether continuously or otherwise, to the full period allowed by the Rule, on the production of a Me- 
ducal Certificate shewing the necessity for such an extension. 


Vi. But after the enjoyment of a full year's leave on Medical Certificate, whether continously or by 


instalments, no further leave will be granted under Rule III. until after the lapse of three years from the ex- 
piry of previous leave under that Rule. 


VII. Absence without leave will render the Absentee liable to loss of appoin(ment, and will be attended 
‘with entire forfeiture of Salary for the whole period of such absence. 


VIIT. No person appointed to a situation under the Government shall draw the Salary of his appointment 
for any period prior to the date of his joining it. 


1X. An Officer holding a situation appointed to one of equal or higher value, will, until he joins, draw so 


much of the Salary of his new Office as may be equal to the Salary of his former situation, provided he does 
not exceed the time allowed for juining under the following Rule : should he do so, no Salary will be passed 
to him for such period in excess. 


X. The time ordinarily allowed for joining an appointment is to be calculated at the rate of 15miles a day 
(Sundays excepted,) tegether with a weck to prepare for the journey, but on occasions of emergency it will be 
optional with the Government to prescribe the period within which any journey isto be performed. 


XL. A person Officiating temporarily in any situation on the occurrence of a vacancy, or during the ab- 
sence of the real incumbent, will if he hold no other appointment draw one half the Salary of such situation, 
and if he hold any other situation of less value, he will receive holi the fixed Salary of his own appointment, 


together with half the fixed Salary of that in which he officiates, but no additional expense is to be incurred 
by the absence of any Officer on leave. 


XU. These Rules are to be held applicable toll Officers in the Uncovenanted Service of the Government. 
who may be in the receipt of Salariesof 100 Rs a month or Upwards ‘To all others their spirit is to be applied 
8o far as circumstances will permit. To Officers receiving their appointments direct from the Government 
leave of absence will be granted by the Government only. and in respect to other Officers whose appointmen, 
and removal rest with their immediate Superiors, or with the tleads of Departments, it will be optional with 
the Local Governments to delcgute to such Heads of Offices and Departments, power to act upon the Ruleg 
without special reference to higher authority. 

XUl. But it is to be clearly understood, that no leave of absence on private affairs shall be claimable by 

party whatever under these Rules as a matter of right, but that

RECTOR AND MASTERS. 


1. That the fixed Salary of the Rector he Co.’s Rs. 400 a month. 

2. That in consideration of his generally superintending the Boarders—the Com- 
mittee taking the pecuniary responsibility—the Restor have his commons at the table and 
apartments allotted for him and his family in the School-How™® ; and that other arrange- 
ments in detail be left to the Committee in communication with the Rector. 

8. That the Rector have the power to make rules affecting the internal discipline anid 
domestic arrangements of the School—subject to the confirmation of the Committee. 

4. That no Master be dismissed, or be allowed to resign, without a month’s notice, 
being previously given: or in default of this previous notice a month’s stipend be paid by 
the Committee or forfeited by the Master, as the case maybe. ‘That this rale do not 
apply to cases of dismissal fur gross misconduct, nor be enforced against a Master upon 
his resigning under such circumstances, as may, in the judgment of the Committee, entitle 
him to consideration. 

5. That at least ‘two of the Masters shall reside on the premises. 

6. That there be one of the resident Masters always on duty, each taking the duty 
for a week, and being responsible to the Rector for the management of the Boarders. 

7. That the resident Masters shall not absent thems:lves from breakfast or dinner, nor 
the Master on duty leave the premises, without the Rector’s permission; and that when 
absent on account of illness or from other unavoidable cause, they be expected to send a 
note to the Rector stating the reason. 

_ 8. That the resident Masters do not go out for the evening without the Rector’s 
knowledge, nor be absent from the premises later than ten o'clock P. M. 
9. That corporal punishment be not inflicted by the fourth, fifth, and sixth Masters.

1. This noble Institution was founded in Calcutta under the Will of Major-General 
Claude Martine, and opened Ist March, 1836, being intended for the reception of children, 
whose parents are Christians and residents of Calcutta. 

2. Boys are admitted on the foundation between the ages of 4 and 10; and girls between 
4 and 12. The present number on the foundation embraces 100 boys and 65 girls. 

3. In addition to the foundations, a certain number of boys whose admission in regard 
to age is restricted as above, is received into the school on the payment of a monthly fee, 
which is payable in advance, viz. 

For a boarder.—25 Rs. ; if for 2 of a family at 22 Rs. each; and if for 3, at 20 Rs. each. 

For a day-boarder.—16 Rs. ; if for 2 of a family at 14 Rs. each ; and if for 3, at 12 Rs. 
each. 

For a day-scholar.—6 Rs. ; if for 2 of a family at 5 Rs. each; and if for 3 at 4 Rs. each. 

Eztras.—For Books and Stationery at actual cost. The bills are sent in monthly and 
must be paid in advance. c

Irs Functioxs.—The Functions of the Central Committee are to apportion the Funds, appro- 
priating a surplus which may arise in one District to the supply of a deficiency which may exist 
in another-—to discuss and settle all general principles, which may effect the operations of the 
District Committees, either as to mode of investigation, class of persons to be relieved, or otber 
general subjects, and also to relieve peculiar cases, which from their residing without the limits 
of any organizea District, or involving some point unconnected with the localities of their resi- 
dence can more appropriately be decided on in a General Committee. 

Tne Lerge Asyium.—The institution is supported from the Funds of the District Charitable 
Society, and is established on the west side of tho Amherst Strvet, under the Medical superinten- 
dence of Dr. RK, Stuart. These objects of commiseration are comfortably housed and allowed 
ample rations of suitable and wholesome provision, clothing and bedding, and every attention is 
paid to their comforts—The ditferent castes are lodged separately, and they can go out whenever 
they may have occasion by requesting permission of the resident apothecary : and may do any 
thing they please for their own amusement. Notwithstanding all those advantages it is to be 
regretted that, but a limited number of these unfortunate creatures, have yet been induced to 
avail themselves of the asylum, though overy means short of coercion have been exerted by the 
Central and District Committees of the Charitable Society, to divest them of their false and mis- 
taken prejudices against the Asylum, but the greater number still prefer begging in the streets, 
We allude particularly to those loathsome objects infesting the bazars and the public thorough- 
fares; commiseration for them must be lessened by the assurance that there isan Asylum provided 
for them, where all their reasonable wants are supplied, and therefore they need not seek casual 
relief for subsistence. 

Appress To THE PusLic.—To give effect to this system it is earnestly requested that individuals 
will not subscribe indiscriminately to potitions which may be presented to them. Should the real 
circumstances of the petitioners be unknown to the persons, to whom they apply for relief, a 
reference to the Central Committee or District Committees of the part of the town which the 
applicants inhabit, will ensure the fullest investigation and most prompt relief, if it be found neces- 
sary. A strict adherence to this line of conduct is the most effectual remedy for the numerous 
frauds now practiced on the public.

Meetings of the Committee are held once a month, or oftener if necessary at St. James’ 
Church. Applications for relief are registered by the Secretary, and sent for inquiry, and 
report, to the Members, according to the Sub-division in which the applicant may reside. 
The cases, with the report of the members by whom they have been investigated are sub- 
mitted to the Committee, at the next ensuing meeting, and disposed of according to their 
merits, the applicant being in attendance. Those who are admitted to the funds either 
permanently or for a temporary period, receive Tickets from the Treasurer to such effect. 
‘Those who are only adinitted to temporary relief, on the expiration of the allotted period, 
are required to attend again before the Committee, and frequently their cases are reinvesti- 
gated and disposed of according to a further report from the Visiting Member. Cases of 
peculiar hardship, but which, on account of the individuals being able-bodied, the Commit- 
tee are precluded from relieving are recommended to the Central Committee, with such 
temporary relief as may be deemed necessary by the Visiting Member, for the Committee 
according to the exigency of the case. 

Pensioners are paid on the 6th of every month at the Church, of those who are allowed 
out-door relief, but the majority of applicants are sent to reside at the Alms House.

RULES OF THE SOCIETY. 


1st.—That the name of the Society be the Calcutta Diocesan Additional Clergy Society. 


2nd.—That the Right Reverend the Lord Bishop be President, and that the affairs of 
the Society be conducted by a Committee consisting of the President, the Venerable 
Archdeacon, the Principal of Bishop’s College, and the other Clergy in Calcutta and the 
neighbourhood, together with five lay ‘gentlemen, members of the Society; that one of the 
Clergy be requested to undertake the duties of Secretary ; and that accounts be kept with 
the Bank of Bengal for floating balances, with the Government Agent for investment. 

3rd.—That the Clergy in the Mofussil be requested to become Corresponding Members 
of the Committee ; and that the Committee be empowered to add also to the number of 
Corresponding Members lay gentlemen, members of the Church of England, at their 
discretion. . 

4th.—That the subscriptions be not limited, but the smallest be thankfully received, and 
that Subscribers of Five Rupees a month and rhe being members of the Church of 
England, be entitled to vote at all meetings of the Society. 


5th.—That all subscriptions raised for the Society be transmitted by the Corresponding 
Members direct to the Secretary in Calcutta. 

6th.—That, before an application for a Clergyman be complied with, the Station appls- 
ing be required to build or purchase for him a suitable residence, and to keep’ it in i 
so long as he is retained at the Station. The house to be made over, in trust, to the Bishop 
and Archdeacon of Calcutta for the benefit of the Society, which, in return, shall guarantee 
to provide funds for the Clergyman’s support at the Station for five years at the least. 
The plan of the House, with a specification of the nature of the materials to be uséi in its 
construction is to be forwarded to the Committee for their approval. 

7th.—That at the expiration of this period, if the Clergyman’s services be no longer 
required at the Station, it shall be competent for the Trustees above mentioned, to let of 
sell the House, as may appear to them most advantageous to the Society. 

8th.—That, in addition to a residence thus provided, the stipend of the Clergyman be 
not less than Co.’s Rs. 250 amonth, and that it be payable from the date of his joining his 
station. 

9th.—That a travelling allowance be granted to the Clergyman upon his first joining his 
Station, or upon his Station being changed, or upon his being obliged to leave his Siston 
on Medical Certificate, at the rate of 8 annas a mile. 

10th.—That a gratuity of Co.’s Rs. 750 be given to the Clergyman on the day he is 
licensed by the Bishop or his Commissary to officiate at the Station to which he is first ap- 
pointed; that the fees for his Licence and Letters of Orders be paid by the Society: but 
that the Society be responsible for no further payments. 
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11th.—That a Clergyman compelled, on Medical Certificate, to leave his Station, be allow- 
ed to draw his full salary for one year; but in the second year, be subject to a deduction of 
Co.’s Rs. 50 a month; and after the expiration of two years, be entitled to no allowance 
during his absence. That in case of a second departure from his Station, on Medical Cer- 
tificate, the operation of this Rule begin afresh, if he have been at his Station two years 
since his return to it; but that otherwise, its operation upon his salary continue as if he had 
not rejoined his Station in the interval. It is to be understood that the Medical Certificate 
is to be of the same form, and attested in the same manner, as those furnished, by order of 
Government, for persons in its service. 


12th.—That as this Society is established for the maintenance of an Indigenous Ministry, 
no Clergyman, if he should quit India, even on Medical Certificate, with the intention of 
roceeding to Europe, or to any place beyond the limits of the jurisdiction of the Metropo- 
Ftan of India, be entitled to any allowance whatsoever during such absence; unless he were 
originally brought out from Europe in the service of the Society; in which case he shall he 
entitled after seven years of actual service in the country, if be be then compelled to quit 
India on a Medical Certificate, which must declare that no change within the Metropoliti- 
cal jurisdiction will suffice for the recovery of his health, to an allowance at the rate of 
£100 a year, for a period not exceeding two years; and that upon a second and third depar- 
ture from India the same allowance be granted; but only if he have spent the previous 
years in each case in actual service in the country. 


18th.—That, with a view to give stability to the Society, all surplus funds, after defray- 
ing the current expenses, be invested in Government Securities, and form the Reserve Fund 
of the Society. 

14th.—That no engagement be at any time entered into by the Society, unless 


(1.) The Reserve Fund be not less in amount than the aggregate of three years’ Sa- 
lary of all the Clergymen on the Society’s List after the engagement is made, 
Z and unless also 


(2.) The Income of the Society be sufficient to meet the current expenses thus in- 
creased, without the prospect of entrenching upon the capital. 


15th.—That a guarantee be given in writing to each Clergyman, when taken upon the 
Society’s List, that in case of such a defalcation of funds as to render it necessary, three 
years’ notice shall be given him before any diminution be made in his Salary, unless for 
other canscs his connection with the Society be dissolved; that this notice shall be given 
only in case the Reserve Fund becomes less in amount than the aggregate of three years’ 
Salary of all the Clergymen on the Society’s List, and not sooner; that this notice shall be 
given’ to the last Clergyman brought upon the Society’s List, and then to the last but one 
—and so on in the inverse order of their appointments; and shall be cancelled by a counter 
notice from the Society when the funds so improve as to repair the defalcation. 


16th.—That, with a view of meeting the wishes of those who desire to promote the rais- 
ing of a permanent income, a fund be opened for receiving speciai donations, and be called 
the Endowment Fund: that this fund remain permanent, and in no way affect the opera- 
tion of Rules 13, 14, 15, except in as far as the interest accruing from this fund will 
necessarily do so by improving the income of the Society ; that no sums be paid into this 
fund, but such as are specially designated for this purpose by the donor; unless the dona- 
tion amount to Company’s:' Rupees 500, and the donor accompany his gift with no specific 
expression of his wishes, in which case the Committee shall decide upon its appropriation 
at their next Meeting, notice of the gift having been given in the circular summoning the 
meeting. 5 

17th.—That, should it be necessary to send to Europe for a Clergyman to meet an 
Pication from a Station, the Committee be at liberty to make their own arrangements 
with the Station regarding the expenses of his coming to this country; but that no 
arrangement for this purpose be definitive, unless agreed upon at two successive meetings 
of the Committee. 


18th.—That it be necessary for Clergynitn, or Candidates for Holy Orders, upon apply- 
ing to he engaged in the service of the Socicty, to transmit to the Sccretary the usual 
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testimonials, together with a Medical Certificate. And thats copy ofthe Rules of the 
Society be forwarded to each by post, whether in Europe or India, upon the first opening 
of negotiations. 

19th.—That the Committee meet quarterly for the despatch of business on the Second 
Tuesday in the months of March, June, September, and December, at 10 a. M. and that 
in the intervals between the Quarterly Meetings the ordinary business of the Society be 
conducted by the Secretary acting under the orders of the President; but that no funda. 
mental Rule be altered, nor any extraordinary outlay incurred, without the sanction of 
the Committee, to be suramoned for the purpose if necessary. 

20th.— That a General Annual Meeting of the Society be held on the Third Tuesday in 
June, at 11 A. M., when the Annual Report shall be presented to the Subscribers with a 
Statement of the Accounts. 

2l1st.—That the Committee have power to make such subordinate regulations and bye- 
laws as they shall deem necessary, provided they be not at variance with the fundamental 


rules of the Society.
